TO MEET AT CINCINNATI. 


Call Issued for the Annval Convention of 
the Repablican League. 


NEw York, Feb. 28.—The following call 
has been issued: 

To the Republican State League of the United 
States. and the Delegates of the National 
Convention: 

GentLemen—By authority delegated to the ex- 
ecutive committee by the National League con- 
vention, assembled in Nashville, Tenn, on the 
fifth day of March, 1890, and in obedience to in- 
structions and authority given to me by the exec- 
utive committee, I hereby direct that the fourth 
annual convention of the Republican League of 
the United States shall convene in the city of 
Cincinnati, at noon, on April 21, 1891, and con- 
tinue in session thereafter, during such hours as 
said convention may determine. 

The business which will come before the con- 
vention will include the reports of the officers 
of the league, the election of officers and mem- 
bers of the executive committee for the ensuing 
year, the designation of the place of meeting tor 
the subsequent National League convention, and 
such other questions as the convention may 
deem proper.

GLADSTONE WIDE AWAKE. 


Creates Amusement in the House of Com- 
mons by Apt Comparisons. 


Lonpoy, Feb. 28.—In the house of com- 
mons Mr. Provand’s motion in favor of 
iucreasing taxation on land, which he 
held was unsufficiently taxed in propor 
tion to industries, aroused animated dis- 
cussion. In the course of the debate Mr. 
Gladstone drew from Mr. Chaplin, presi- 
dent of the board of agriculture, who 
stoutly opposed the motion, an admission 
of his belief that the ultimate payer of 
rates was the landlord, whereupon Mr. 
Gladstone, amid laughter from the house, 
said he deduced the important conclusion 
that the £5,000,000 that Mr. Goschen, 
chancellor of the exchequer, recently ap- 
portioned from taxation for relief rates 
was a boon to landlords at the expense of 
rate payers. On Mr. Goschen’s trying to 
explain what he termed Mr. Chaplin’s 
“unfortunate” admission, Mr. Gladstone 
created further laughter by saying he 
wondered at the necessity of one minister 
explaining another’s speech, but supposed 
it had something to do with the mainten- 
ance of union, In the eourse of his 
speech, immediately following, Mr. Glad- 
stone said he found it very hard to refrain 
from applying strong words to the pro- 
posals of Henry George, whom he would 
without pity or remorse throwto the 
tender mercies of Mr. Chaplin. Mr. Pro- 
vand’s motion was ‘rejected by a vote of 
128 to 77.

IN POLITICS. 


Opposition Camps Taking an Active Part 
in the Canadian Campaign. 


MONTREAL, Feb. 28.—The Roman Cath- 
olic clergy have entered into the electorial 
campaign with as much political bias and 
vituperation as the laity. The hierarcy is 
being divided into two distinct camps, the 
cardinal at the Laval universitv, Quebec, 
and his followers being opposed to Sir 
John, while the monsigneurs of Three 
Rivers, Montreal and other dioceses are 
actively supporting him. Archbishop 
Fabre’s recent pastoral in favor of British 
connection and denouncing unrestricted 
reciprocity asa road te annexation has 
raised the ire of the Quebec Liberal clergy. 
It is said onthe authority of oneof the 
professors of the norma! school at Quebec 
that this pastoral, as weli ss Bishop 
O’Brien’s letter in which he espoused the 
cause of Sir John Thompson in Nova 
Scotia, is now on the way to Rome to be 
submitted to the propaganda. The same 
authority says that numerous bishops and 
priests have been severely disciplined by 
the cardinal for using undye jnfiuence in

MAIL SUBSIDY BILL 


Pineal as a Substitute to the 
Shipping Bill. 


MR. BLAIR GETS AN OFFICE.

Washington News of Interest. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—No measure be- 
fore the present congress has excited the 
interest that the shipping bill has. Since 
it was taken up for consideration on 
Thursday morning there has been the 
most earnest canvassing and tho widest 
varying predictions as tothe result from 
the beginning of the debate. The meas- 
ure had the endorsement of the Repub- 
lican leaders, with the exception of Mr. 
Cannon, and the influence of the admin- 
istration was understood to be strongly in 
its favor. Up to yesterday afternoon 
Messrs. Farquhar of New York and Ding- 
ley of Maine, who were leading the fight 
for the measure, felt reasonably certain 
of success, but those who wereso much in- 
terested could see that after the speech of 
Hopkins of livnois on Thursday, the drift 
was against tonnage subsidy. 

It was not until yesterday afternoon 
that the friends of the bill began to be 
really anxions. They learned that sev- 
eral western Republicans had turned 
against them after the vote by which the 
privileges of the measure were extended 
to sailing vessels. This it was said would 

cause au outlay that would frighten the 
people. The first votecame on the mo- 
tion for the third reading. It was de- 
feated, M7to 143. Dirgley changed his 
vote and made a motion to reconsider.

Chairman Farquhar had the mail sub- 
sidy bill ready, and reported it immedi- 
ately, in accordance with the instructions 
contained in the Cannon motion. hen 
there was an uproar. The Democrats 
made the point that the chairman had no 
right to report a bill without consulting 
his committee. The instruction of the 
house, they contended, were to the com- 
mittee, and not to the chairman.

Appointed Minister to China, to Suc- 
ceed Mr. Denby—Sketch of his Career.J 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The president 
seut to the senate the nomination of 
Heory W. Blair of New Hampshire to be 
envoy extraordinary and minister pleni- 
potentiary to China.

Henry W. Blair was 56 years old in De- 
cember last. Hecame from a colony of

N. H. Both parents were Congrezation- 
alists, both were of scholarly and literary 
attainments, and the father was promir 
nent in the state militia. But hedied when 
Henry was less than 2 years old, and the 
family was leftin extreme poverty. ‘Then 
his mother died when Henry was only 13,

He was 
appointed to the United States senate as 
the successor of Charles H. Bell, tvok his 
seat on June 20, 1879, and has held the 
office by appointment ad interim,and elec- 
tion,ever since that time expired. 

The most prominent measure with 
which Senator Blair has been connccted is 
the educational bill known by his name,in 
which it was proposed to appropriate 
some $77,000,060 to be divided among the 
states according to the degree of illiter: acy. 
After various vicissitudes, this was killed 
last session. 

Senator Blair’s greatest distinction has 
been earned by his attention to social 
questions, his speeches cn the te mper§ 
ance, Indian and Mormon questions com- 
manding even more interest than those 
upon educational matters, He was also 
an advocate of a proposition to piace ex- 
confederates on a par with Union soldiers 
in the civil service li-t, bat it was nk at re- 
ceived with good grace by the senators of 
any section. 

Mr. Blair bas utteret the most 
nounc ed opinions in favor of a pol ic “al 
union between the United States and 
Canada, “as indispensible to the harmo- 
nious development of the North American 
continent,” holding that “unless a part of 
ourselves, Canada wil! always be a part of 
rep an system.”

LONDON, Feb. 28.—There is an increased 


expectancy of a general election in the 
autumn. It is known that Rt. Hon. 
William Henry Smith, first lord ‘of the 


treasury, Rt. Hon. George J. Goschen, 
chancellor of the exchequer, Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, presi@:nt of the Board of 
Trade, and Rt. Hon. Henry Chaplin, pres- 
ident of the bourd of agriculture, believe 
the time opportune tv test the fortunes of 
the party by an appeal tothe country. Rt. 
Hon. A. J. Balfour, chief secretary for 
Ireland, and Rt, Hon. C. T. Ritchie, pres- 
ident of the government local board, op- 
pose the idea, the former desiring to ac- 
complish conservative legislation for Ire- 
land by forcing the passage of a local gov- 
ernment measure before risking tbe 
chance of a long period of impotence out 
of office. 

The members of the ministry who ad- 
vocate a dissolution of parliament urge 
that the government can gotothe country 
at the close of the present session, having 
on its side all the advant ages of the split 
which has occurred in the Irish parlia- 
mentary party. They also say this ad- 
vantage will be enhanced by the popu- 
larity of the government, gained by the 
existence of the labor commission and by 
the good budget records, which, it is ger- 
erally believed, are not likely to endure 
for another year. Beneath these surface 
reasons are the unspoken fears that the 
Irish local government bill will tend to 
cause a rupture among the Unionists, 
while it will heal the dissensions now ex- 
isting between some of the Irish parlia- 
mentary party and the British home rul- 
ers.

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AFFAIRS IN HAWAII. 


Things Not Running Smoothly with the 
New Ruler—King David’s Funeral. 


San Francisco, Feb. 28.—The U. S. 
flagship Charleston, just, arrived from 
Honolulu, brings word that the Hawaiian 
ministry refused to resign,and that Queen 
Liliukaolani has appealed to the supreme 
court of Hawaii to oust them. Affairs 
were otherwise progressing quietly. 

The funeral of King Kalakaua took 
place on the !6thinst. The funeral cere- 
monies occurred in the throneroom of the 
palace, and the services were according to 
the ritual of the Episcopal church. ‘The 
bishop of Honolulu and all the clergy of 
the city participated. The remains were 
then taken from the palace to the church, 
where a second service was held. The fu- 
neral pageant was the largest ever seen 
on the islands. The catafalque was sur- 
mounted by pyramidal domes, resting on 
pillars covered with black cloth, entwined 
with ribbons of silk. At the top of each 
pillar waved a heavy black plume, with 
white tips. The casket was an elaborate 
piece of native workmanship. The band 
from the}Charleston headed the proces- 
sion, which included officers, marines and 
sailors from the Charleston, the Mohican, 
and H. M. S. Nymph, natives and others. 
At the royal mausoleum, ceremonies were 
conducted by the bishop of Honolulu and 
Master Mason Phillips, a native choir 
chanting at intervals. During the pro- 
gress of the cortege, minute guns were 
fired from the men-of-war in the harbor. 
and bells tolled in the city.

THE SITUATION IN NEW YORK. 


Railroad Tracks Blocked in Places by 
Enormous Cakes of Ice —The Mohawk 
River Falling — Lives Lost and Houses 
and Vessels Wrecked in Mexico, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 28.—Dispatches 
received by the railroad officials from 
Yuma say thatevery building in the town, 
except the Southern Pacific hotel and the 
the penitentiary, were destroyed by a flood, 
The Gila and Colorado rivers rose thirty 
three feet above low-water mark. The 


passenger and freight depots were 
flooded, and water rose to a level 
with the bridge across the Col- 
orado river. In order to prevent the 


bridge from being carried away by the 
freight depot being set afloat, the -uild- 
ing was blown up with dy namite. 

The river has just dropped seventeen 
inches in an hour and the Yuma resi- 
dents are felling less anxious. All the 
country eastward for twenty miles is under 
water and the Southern Pacific tracks are 
washed out for fully this distance. Trains 
are running between El Paso and Tuc- 
son, but east-bound passengers are held at 
Tucson. 


HUGE BLOCKS OF ICE 


Impede Railway Traffic in the Empire 
State—Tbhe Fiood Suabsiding. 


ALBANY, Feb, 28.—The flood has abated 
alittle but all railroad traffic is yet de- 
layed. On the Central trains came in 
from three to six hour- late, and left at 
couvenient rather than on schedule time, 
The express trains come up the Hudson 
River road to Hudson, go thence to Chat- 
ham and on to this city over the Boston 
and Albany tracks. No trains have been 
run between Hudson and this city over 
the Hudson River tracks since the fast 
mail Thursday morning. 

A dispatch from Fonda says n> trains 
arerunning on the Central. The tracks 
are clear as far west as Yosta, but west of 


Yosta the road is covered with ice in 
cakes forty feet square and eighteen 


inches thick. 

St. JoHNSVILLE, N. Y., Feb. 28.—The 
water in the Mohawk has gone down, and 
the Central railroad tracks between St. 
Johnsville and Fort Plain are uncovered. 
They are, however, piled some twenty feet 
high with large blocks of ice. Only one 
train passed over the road yesterday, aud 
that worked its way through the ice be- 
tween Sprakers and St. Johnsville. Cen- 
tral railroaa trains are being run on the 
West Shore road, but with no degree of 
regularity. The Central company hss one 
track in shape for use between Fort Plain 
and St. Johusvill+, and trains are run- 
ning, Itis expected that two tracks will 
be in use to-morrow.

NO EXTRA SESSION. 


A Few Facts Which Indicate It 
to Be Unnecessary.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The house bas 
accepted the report of the conference on | 
the new judicial bill. The house, in | 
agreeing to the conference on this bill | 
yielded its own provisions, for the senate 
amendment was a substitute differing 
radically in essential features from the | 
bill passed by the house, and reducing 
the number of judges from eighteen to 
nine. Of the acceptance of the confer- 
ence report by the senate there is no doubt, 
aud the bill will reach the president very 
soon. The certainty that this bill will be- 
come a law has created a great deal of in- 
terest in the report that it might make 
an extra session of the senate of the next | 
congress necessary. It has been sug- 
gested that it will be deemed important 
to put this new judiciary act into opera- | 
tion at the earliest possible moment, and 
thatit woul! be doubtful whether the 
judges, who would be appointed under it, | 
would care to enter upon their duties 
without confirmation; accordingly 1t was 
suggested that the president might decide 
to convene the new senate in extra session 
for the purpose of confirming these 
judges, as well as to dispose of certain | 
other bnsiness,diplomatic in its character, 
which might be submitted. 

A gentleman who is deeply interested in 
making certain plans which might be ma- 
terially interfered with in the eventof a 
called s-ssion oi the senate, and whois on 


intimate terms at the White House, 
was successful in ascertaining that 
the intention of the president with 
respect to this matter is this: 
He has vot decided to call the senate in 


extra session at this time, nor perbaps for 
aninterval of some weeks, if atall. If 
there shall be an extra session of the sen- 
ate to consijer nominations of judges, it 
is not probable that such a session will be 
convened for some weeks. Meanwhile 
senators of influence whose attention has 
been called to the situation say emphati- 
cally that there will be no extra session, 
and that it would not be wise on the part 
of the president to convene one for sucha 
purpose. Mr. Allison, chairman of the 
committee on appropriations, expresses 
that opinion. This view is concurred in 
by members of the senate committee on 
judiciary. 

It seems scarcely probable, therefore, 
that if an extra session shall not be con- 
vened immediately, there will be one at 
all, unless a much greater emergency 
shall arise than that occasioned by the 
new judiciary act. The president has two 
trips in contemplation, both of which 
would interfere with an immediate session 

fthe senate. The strain upon him in 
this congress has been intense. He in- 
tends immediately after the adjournment 
of congress to devote a week orso to re- 
cuperation, and has already accepted an 
invitation to the hunting loige, of which 
he is so fond, near the waters of the upper 
Chesapeake. The president has also ac- 
cepted an invitation to go to the Pacific 
coast, with his family and members of 
the cabinet. It isexpected that this trip 
will be taken in Aprilor May. The gen- 
éral impression of those cougressmen who 
Ought to be the best informed, is, that 
when the gavels shall fall on Wednesday 
next at noon, they will not be resumed in 
either house until the 7th day of Decem- 
ber next, when the great battle for the 
presidency will formally begin. 


SENATOR BLAIR IN DOUBT. 


May Possibly Get a Judgeship in Place 
of Accepting the Chinese Mission. 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—Senator Blair 
has expressed doubt whether or not he 
will accept the mission to China. One of 
the reasons assigned is that it is not cer- 
tain whether or not his family would care 
to go. But an addiuonal reason has been 
discovered. It is said that Mr. Blair 
would much like to be appointed to one 
of the places on the circuit bench created 
by the new judiciary act which has been | 
sent to the president. The salary at- 
tached to this position is $6000, and the ap- 
poiutmentis for life or good behavior. 
There are a great many applications for 
these places. If Mr. Blair shail be satis- 
fied that he is not likely to be appointed 
to one of them it is probable that he will 
accept the Chinese mission. 

The presideut has already received 
satisfactory information as to the judg-

The Culverts at Atlantic.

The 
wooden culvert which passes under the 
railroad is the same size and should be en- 
larged and deepened, and if lowered to the 
proper depth it would drain all the meadows. 
To enlarge the Hancock street, culvert 
would call for quite a sum of money and} 
discommode travel as it is nearly ten feet 
below the paved and Telford road.

The commissioner would advise that a 
tide gate be placed at the south side of the | 
culvert which would keep the tide water 
out and allow the surface water to flow 
through.

THE AUSTRALIAN SYSTEM 


flas a Trial in Many Town Elections in 
the Old Bay State. 


Boston, March 3.—More than seventy 
Massachusetts towns yesterday held their 
annual ‘‘March meetings,” for the election 
of selectmen and other officers and the 
voting of appropriations for the year and 
other business, 

The question of local option in the 
granting or withdrawing of licenses for 
the sale of intoxicating liquors was an in- 
teresting issue in many places where 
public opinion is pretty evenly divided, 
and it was thought in some localities 
where the Australian system of balloting 
was tried for the first time that there was 
a marked increase in the ‘“yes’’ vote, 
though not enough, perhaps, to change 
the result. 

Ina number of towns the question of 
appointing a superintendent of schools 
was voted upon. Many towns failed to 
transact all their business at one session, 
and adjourned mreetings will be held. 


DELUDED NEGROES. 


Their ‘Promised Land’ Tarns Out to 
Be One of Hunger and Other Miseries. 


St. Lovis, March 3.—A special from 
Oklahoma says: A deplorable state of af- 
fairs exists among the negroes who have 
lately emigrated to this territory. They 
have come to the number of several 
thousand, with the understanding that 
the government would feed them and 
give them a piece of land, and they are 
now opening their eyes to the fact that 
the land istaken by white men and that 
the government will not feed them, and 
as they have no money and there is no 
work for them to do, they are ina de- 
plorable condition. They are at starva- 
tion’s door, with not a friend within a 
thousand miles, as many of them are 
from Louisiana, Mississippi and Ar- 
kansas. 


HF WAS A VERMONTER. 


Death of Patrick O’Grady, a Man Well 
Known to Travelers. 

NEw Yorks, March 3.—Patrick O’Grady, 
oneof New York’s most famous hotel 
men in his day. is dead, after a lingering 
illness. At different times he was pro- 
prietor or manager of the Brandeth 
house, the Judson house and the Stevens 
house. In the last hotel he sunk a large 
fortune in 1860. Oflate years he has been 
superintendent or steward of large hotels 
in the White mountains, Florida, and at 
Niagara. He was born in Shelburne, Vt., 
Nov. 15, 1820, on his father’s farm, now a 
partofthe famous estate owned by Dr. 
Webb of the Palace Car company. 


Bad for Bulls. 

New YORK, March 3.—A decline of 14 
points in the cotton futures brought the 
price of March cotton down to the lowest 
priceon record. The business was not 
heavy, but there was a steady pressure 
and itis thought the continued decline 
will cause financial embarrassment of 
many of the bulls. A large number of 
marginal accounts have be2n exhausted 
andthe accounts closed. It is said thata 
great deal of cotton is yet to come on the 
market on account of exhausted margins. 


Protest Against Persecution. 

NEw YorRK, March 3.—Ata meeting of 
the New York branch of the Siberian Ex- 
ile Petition association T. M. Coan de- 
scribed the objects of the organization in 
preparing a monster petition to present to 
the czar in behalf of the political exiles in 
Siberia. Hesaid 135,000 signatures had 
already been obtained.

Man_ ills Occupy the Attention 
of Congress. 


THE POSTAL SUBSIDY BILL. 


Features of the Measure as It Passed the 
Senate—Result of the Conferences on 
the supdry Civil Bill—Mr, Bunn Makes 


a Record— Other Interesting News 


from Washington. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.— The postal 
subsidy bill has at last received final ac- 
tion in congress and now goes tc the presi- 
dent for his signature. 

The provisions of the bill, in substance, 


are as follows: 

The postmaster general is authorized to 
contract, after due advertisement, with 
the lowest responsible bidders for terms 
of not less than five nor more than ten 
years, with American citizens for carrying 
the mails on American steamships be- 
tween the ports of the United States and 
such foreign ports (excluding Canada) as 
in his judgment will best promote the 

ostal and commercial interests of the 

Jnited States, the mail service to be dis- 
tributed equitably among the Atlantic, 
Mexican, Gulf and Pacific ports. The 
vessels are to be American-built ships, 
owned und officered by American citizens, 
and the crew is to be composed of Ameri- 
ean citizevs in the following  propor- 
tions: During the first two contract 
years, one-fourth; the next three, one- 
third, aud the remaining timeat least one- 


the vessels arc to be constructed after 
the latest and must approved types, di- 
vided into four classes, as follows: First 
class, iron or steel, 20-knot vessels of not 
less than 8000 tons (the American-English 
mails are to be carried on this class en- 
tirely); second-class, iron or steel, 14-knot 
vessels of not less than 2500 tons; fourth 
class, iron, steel or wooden,12-knot vessels 
of not less than 1500 tons. Vessels of the 
first, second and third elasses are to be 
constructed with particular reference to 
prompt and economical ccnversion into 
auxiliary paval cruisers, on plans ap- 
proved by the secretary of the navy, 
strong enough to carry 6-inch rifles, and 
for highest known maritime rating. 

The compensation to be paid for mail 
service is as follows: First class, $4 per 
mile; second class, $2 per mile, by the 
shortest practicable route for each out- 
ward voyage; third class $1 per mile; 
fourth class, two-thirds of a dollar per 
mile for the number of miles required by 
the postoffice department to be traveled 
on each outward voyage. 

Provision is made for deductions on ac- 
count of omitted voyages or delays; for 
the transportation of mail messenger on 
each vessel; for carrying apprentices or 
cadets of American birth (one for each 
thousand tons); for the use of the vessels 
by the United States as transports or 
cruisers upon payment to the owners of 
actual value at the time of the taking, 
and for the assigament to duty on the 
vessels under furlough pay of naval offi- 
cers who nay volunteer for the service, 


THE SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 


Points of Difference tNetween the Two 
Houses Agreed on in Conference, 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—The conferees 
onthe sundry civil bill have reached an 
agreement on the points of difference be- 
tween the two houses. The paragtaph re- 
lating to the World’s fair was amended so 
that, as reported, it will appropriate 
$350,000, as proposed by the house, instead 
of $300,000, as proposed by the senate, for 
the expense: of the government exhibit, 
and for the World’s Columbian commis- 
sion $95,000 is appropriated, of which 
amount $35,000 shall be for the board of 
lady managers. 

The bill as agreed upon appro;r.ate,$37,- 
509,363, being $1,661,175 less than as 
it passed th: senate an! $3,206,893 more 
than as it pas-ed tue ho ise,$1,771,081 more 
than the current law and §1,801,719 less 
than the estimates. Among the items re- 
tained are: $40,000 for anextension to the 
public building at New Haven; $20,000 for 
a marine hospital at Vineyard Haven, 
Mass., and $50,000 for  postoffice at 
Worcester. For a monument at Beu- 
nington, Vt., $14,000 is appropriated, All 
the lighthouses provided for, either by the 
senate or house, are retained with a few 
exceptions. The following senate provie 
visions are retained: $10,000 to pay the 
daughters of the late Joseph Henry; $11,- 
000 each for st: ues for Sheridan, Logan 
and Hancock; #3),000 for a monument at 
Trenton, N. J. Tbe appropriation for 
quarantine service for the prevention of 
epidemics is reduced $250,000; for enforc- 
ing the contract labor law reduced from 
$90,000 to $80,000, and for enforcing the 
Chinese exclusion act, from $69,000 to $30,- 
000. The appropriation for the geological 
survey is fixe! at $596,400; for military 
posts at $745,000. The appropriation for 
public printing aggregates $300,009 more 
than the house appropriation. The 
appropriation of $250,000 for a new build- 
ing for the agricultural department and 
of $20,000 for irrigation investigations are 
struck out. 


THE MAPLE SUGAR BOUNTY. 


A Few Interesting Remarka by Mr. 
Plumb on the Subject. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—During the de- 
bate overthe sorghum sugar paragraph 
of the agricultural appropriation bill, Mr. 
Plumb made a caustic attack upou Sena- 
tor Morril! of Vermont, and also upok 
Senator Edmunds, for their insistence 
upon a bounty being paid to maple sugar 
producers as a part of the McKinley tariff 
bill. He declared that for a time the 
whole bill had revolved round the pay- 
ment of 2 cents a pound duty to the maple 
sugar men. Sevator Morrill interrupted 
Mr. Plumb with ironical suggestions, and 
the Kansas senator said he would repeat 
that it might go into permanent history 
that the bounty had been put in as a mat- 
ter personai to Senator Morrijl members 
of the finance committee stating that it 
would aid Senator Morrill, in his re-elec- 
tion. On personal solicitations, be (Mr. 
Plumb) had voted for the bounty on the 
distinct understanding that it would be 
rejectel in conference, but Senator Ed- 
munds had then written aletter§ which 
was pow in Senator Cullom’s pocket, say- 
lug thatifthe maple sugar bounty was 
not retained he (Mr. Edmunds) would be 
paired against the tariff bill. 


BUNN OF NORTH CAROLINA 


Objects to the Granting of a Pension te 
the Family of Admiral Porter. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Representa- 
tive Boutelle of Maine, in a very ingen- 
ious, g-ceful and skilful way, succeeded 
in pass ng through the house a bill to 
provide the widow of the late Admiral 
Porter with a pension of $2500. Mr. Bou- 
telle pre ente! the house a letter from the 
surviving children of the admiral and the 
widow expressing their deep appreciation 
of the resolution in which the house of 
representatives had extolled the virtues 


and communded te | istoric career of the 
busbaud anu. Fatuer. 

Using this letter for a text, Mr. Bou- 
telle, in an eloquent and touching five- 
minute speech, asked the house to pass by 
unapimous consent the bill to provide the 
widow with the pension. There was 
silence in the chamber, and the speaker 
was aboutto declare that the bill had 
passed with the willing consent of every 
member in that great chamber, when & 
man rose to object, Mr. Bunn of North 
Cirolina. 

Instantly from all sides of the chamber 
prom ‘nens men of both parties went to his 
seut beseeching him to withdraw his ob- 
jections and not to mar 4 graceful tribute 
which a nation was about to pay to one of 
the most illustrious cf its patriotic dead. 
For along time Mr. Bunn was obdurate. 
He shook his round, bald head, and the 
resolute jaw did not relax. The house 
seemed us if on a funeral occasion. Asort 
of asbudder of awe went about itas if 
some violence had been done to the dead. 

Finally, Mr. Bunn decided evidently 
that it is not a fact that one man is wiser, 
more economical, braver, more patriotic 
than all other men, and the objection was 
withdrawn. But Mr. Bunn succeeded in 
securing a recognition in the Congres- 
sional Record. 


The Boom Continues. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—In the senate, 
the house amendments to the tonnage 
subsidy bill were agreed to by a vote of 37 
to 3s, and the bill sent to the president. 
Mr. Manderson was chosen president pro 
tem., and a vote of thanks to Mr. Ingalls 
was passed. The Hawaiian reciprocity 
and agricultural appropriation bills were 
passed. Tiere was along debate on the 
general defici-ncy bill. 

In the house the Indian appropriation 
bill was seut to conference. A message was 
received from the government of Brazil. 
The army reorgauization bill, with senate 
amendmerts, was referred to the commit- 
tee on military affairs. Bills were passed 
for the erection of a new mint building in 
Philadelphia and a new custom house in 
New York. Further conference was or- 
dered on the copyright bill. Bills grant- 
ing pensions to the widows of Admiral 
Porter and Maj.-Gen. Kilpatrick were 
passed. 


A Presidential! Veto. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—The president 
has sent tothe senate a veto message on 
the senate Lil. confering jurisdiction on 
the court of claims to inquire into and de- 
termine how much the hull of the United 
States double-enders Agawam and Pon- 
toosue cost the contractor, George W. 


Lawrence, above the contract price, and 
allowances for extra work, and to enter 
judg nent for this amount in favor of the 


administratrix of Mr. Lawrence. The 
grou:do’ the president’s veto is that it 
wou d:stablishment a precedent for the 
governm ‘vt to declire that it would make 
upto a contractor the loss he had sus- 
tained by reason of the lowness of his bid 
and the subsequent unexpected advance 
ic the prices of material, 


The Hawalian Cable. 

WasuinGTon, March 3.—The conferees 
on the diplomatic aud consular bill 
amended the Hawaiian and consular 
clause, providing for the payment of not 
more than $150,000 per annum for fifteen 
years by the United States, provided Ha- 
waii shall also pay at least one-third as 
much as the United States. 


Minor Mention, 

There was an iucrease of $2,994,750 in 
the public debt during February. 

The comptroller of the currency has 
issued a call for areport of the conditiun 
of all national banks at the close of busi- 
ness Thursday, Feb. 26. 

The pre-ident sent to the senate the 
nomination of Henry C. Iie of Vermont, 
to be land commissioner in Samoa (vice 
Henry B. Atherton, declined). 

The conferees on the Indian appropria- 
tion bill have failed to agree, and will so 
report to their respective houses, asking 
further iustructions. 


HALF A MILLION LOST. 


Big Shed avd Vatuable Machinery De- 
stroyed by Fire at North Adams. 


NorTH ADAMS, Mass., March 3.—The 
upper Jacquatd weave shed at North Ad- 
ams, owned by the Renfrew Manufactur- 
ing company, was burned. The loss on 
the weave shed, with machinery, stock, 
etc., is fully $500,000. The insurance will 
not fully cover the loss. The fire isthought 
to have been caused br an explosion. 

The shed was built ten years ago by the 
Renfrew Mill company, and was used in 
the manufacture of ginghams and figured 
damask table cloths. It employes 600 
hands, and run over 400 Jacquard and 600 
ordinary looms. Itis the largest fire the 
town has had for many years, and itis a 
serious blow to its industries. 


The Thread Mills Strike. 

NEWARK, N. J., March 3.—Five spin- 
ners from North Adams, Mass., arrived 
and increased the non-union force at the 
Clark mills. Itis rumored that the men 
were brought on through the representa- 
tion that the strike had been settled. The 
firm’s notice inviting the spinners indi- 
vidually to return by to-day or forfeit all 
chance of ever obtaining work, has been 
disregarded by the strikers, who say this 
is the fourth similar notice. 


Bounced, 

ARKANSAS City, Kan., March 3.—Chief 
Bushy Head and John Jordan of the 
Cherokee nation have been arrested by 
United States troops now in the strip, 
They have been operating a stone quarry 
near the western boundary and refused to 
vacate in obedience. to the order of the 
secretary of the interior. Bushy Head 
and Jordan were escorted beyond the line 
and Warned not to return. 


An Italian Beauty's Revenge. 

NEW YORK, March 3.—Nicola Piera, a 
married Italian of ugly appearance, was 
shot down on Spring strret by Pasquella 
Robertelli, who is young and pretty. 
She put four bullets into him and it is 
said that he cannot live. The woman 
claims that her victim had betrayed her, 
She is in prison. 


Business Must Be Dull. 

AURORA, Ills., March 3.—Over 400 men 
have been discharged from the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad cir and 
locomotive shops here. ‘The laboratory 
has been practically abandoned and the 
working force at the shops reduced fully 
50 per cent. This is the biggest cut mude 
by the company since 1876. 


Schooner Wrecked. 
BIDDEFORD, Me., March 3.—Schooner 
Fleetwing, 100 tons, bound from Deer Isle 
to Boston with acargo of granite, went 
aground on Nigger Isiand ledge, near 
Biddeford Pool. The lfe-saving men 
rescued the crew and stripped the vessel 
ofits rigging. She is still on the rocks 

and will probabiy go to pieces.

MAYOR’S ESTIMATES. 


City oF QuINcy, 
Mayor’s Orrice, Quincy, Mass., March 2, 1891. 


James Tuompson, Esq., 
President City Council : 


In my message to the Council January 5th, 1891, I stated 
that a more careful study of the financial situation was neces- 
sary before I could with mature judgment make any definite 
recommendations for the present year. The city in 1889 had to 
meet many obligations left over by the town government, which 
resulted in charging the different departments of 1889 and 1890 
with liabilities which they did not contract. These inherited 
obligations in my judgment should be disposed of by the gov- 
ernment of 1891. I believe it to be the true business policy to 
know our exact condition at the present time and endeavor 


to limit our expenditures to our income in 1891. I find the 
financial account to be as follows:

There are in the hands of the Auditor unpaid bills of the 
executive department to the amount of $2,285.39. 

The uncollected taxes of 1887, called assets, are practically 
worthless, and I would recommend the same to be abated.

These items cannot be paid from the revenue of the present 
year, for the tax levy of $12 per $1,000 is hardly sufficient to 
meet our yearly running expenses. 

The expenditures of all the different departments for 1891 
must be limited to our income, which is $157,480,—but $2,970 
over the estimated income of last year. The increased appro- 
priation for street lighting, $3,800; the increase in the pay of 
the fire department, $1,473; the increased appropriation for 
election expenses and State aid, forces the limiting of many 
requirements, and will require the greatest economy in many 
cases for the departments to complete the year within their 
appropriations. 

The appropriations for street lighting and for hydrants are 
about the amounts required by our contracts, so that petitions 
for further service cannot be granted without a special 
appropriation. 

The appropriation asked for miscellaneous expenses of high- 
ways is not adequate to keep in passable condition the many 
miles of accepted streets. The citizens expect that a portion of 
the amount paid by their taxes should show itself in the work 
of the street department, and therefore demand improvement in 
our streets. 

The care of the horses, the purchase of tools and repairs on 
old equipment take at least $6,000 per year. Every year ten 
per cent. of the amount appropriated is expended on the same 
streets repairing the damage caused by the flow of the surface 
water, and this question of surface drainage deserves the atten- 
tion of the Council, for until we adopt a system of surface drain- 
age the roads will be at times in an impassable condition. 

Citizens also have the right to demand more attention to be 
given to street crossings and the repairing of sidewalks. Paved 
gutters and the curbing of the sidewalks will greatly improve the 
condition of our streets, and it is a great mistake on the part of 
any city not to meet the desires of its citizens in this public 
necessity. No better investment can be made on our part than 
to provide clean, dry sidewalks. They prove a source of comfort, 
and tend to enhance the value of property, and attract a desirable 
class of society to seek residence in our midst. 

To have these desirable improvements we are obliged to 
provide for them outside of the tax levy, which is not sufficient 
to meet any of these demands. 

I would therefore recommend an appropriation of $6,000 for 
sidewalks, to be expended when the abuttors pay one-half the 
expense of same, above amount to be borrowed on a note of the 
city for five years. 

Also an appropiation of $2,500 for street crossings, to be bor- 
rowed on a note of the city for three years, and $2,500 for pav- 
ing gutters, to be borrowed for two years.

THE WRECKED 1OWA. 


Rescued Crew and Passengers 
Brought Safely to Port. 


STORY OF A NIGHT OF PERIL. 


The Ill-Fated Steamship Was Sinking 
Rapidly When Abandoned — Capt. 
Tolle’s Statement of the Rescue of the 
Shipwrecked Men. 


NEw York, March 3.—The steamship 
Chester, from Rotterdam, brought the 
Passengers and crew of the steamer Iowa, 
which foundered iu mid-ocean. The 
Chester is the steamer which was reported 
by the Red Star line steamer Pennland as 
having been seen on Feb. 22 taking off the 
crew ofthe Warren line stexmer Iowa. 
The Iowa ran intoa field of ice and was 
cut through. The Chester saved her en- 
tire crew and all the cattle men who were 
on board. The following is the report of 
the wrecked vessel: 

The steamer Iowa, Capt. Owens, of the 
Warren line, sailed from Boston on Tues- 
day Feb. 17, having on board a general 
cargo and 422 head of cattle, a crew of 60 
men, 14 cattle men, 4 refrigerator men, 
and 1 stowaway; total, 79 souls. All went 
well with her till Saturday, Feb. 21, and 
at noon on that day the ship’s position 
was lat. 43.43 north, long. 49.18 west; 5 p. 
m., wind north, moderate, clear 
weather, long northeast swell entered 
choppy ice; 7p. m., thin field ice; 7.49 

David Williams, landlord of the Ameri- 
can house, Torrington, Conn., and well 
known throughout the state, was fatally 
stricken with paralysis.

p. m., ice a little thicker, went dead slow; 
from then till 11,40 p. m. passed through 
more or less ice, and at midnight found 
the ship making much water, forepeak 
aud forehold full; 12.30 a. m. Sunday, 22d, 
found serious leaks in after cross bunker, 
tried to stop leaks by hanging sails over 
the presumed holes; got pumps to work, 
but with no effect, the leaks guining, and 
steered southeast to cross the track of 
vessels bound east or west. Swung out 
boats, watered and provisioned them, 
One man named Michael Donnelley, sea- 
mab, was injured in so doing. 

At daylight saw smoke to the south, 
steered for it and came up with the 
steamer Chester. The steamer Iowa was 
then listed heavily to starboard,and water 
had got into No. 2 compartment, and the 
sitnation was desperate. Had intended 
making for the Azores, but saw we could 
not doit. Lowered the boats and left the 
Iowa at noon in lat. 46 N., lon, 45.50 W. 

Capt. Tolle of the steamer Chester 
treated us with the greatest courtesy and 
kinduess. On Feb. 24 boarded the steamer 
Dominion (British) from Portland for 
Bristol and obtained provisions, We 
entered the ice in lat. 44 25, lon. 47.25 and 
left the ice in lat. 46.86, lon. 49.50. The 
Iowa was sioking rapidly when aban- 
doned. 

: Cant. Tolle’s Statement, 

Capt. Tolle of the steamer Chester, who 
rescued the captain and crew of the sink- 
ing steamer Iowa, makes the following 
statement: 

We left Rotterdam for this port on Feb. 
7. At8o’clock in the morning of the 22d 
we sighted a four-masted steamer which 
seemed to bein distress. We made her 
out to be the Iowa, from Boston, bound 
for Liverpool. Capt. Owens of the Iowa 
reported that he had been in the ice the 
yrevious night, aud was very badly in- 
jured. ‘Tne steamer was still covered with 
ice, and a large piece of canvas at the bow 
showed where the crew had sought to 
patch up the injury to the vessel and stop 
the inward flow of water. 

We signalled to the jowa, offering as- 
sistance. Capt. Owens reported that he 
wished to be reported, and intended to 
proceed on the way to the Azores. We re- 
mained near the sinking vessel for a time, 
when it became apparent that she could 
not long remain above water. 

We went alongside, and Capt. Owens 
decided to abandon the craft. We sent 
over four boats, and transferred the crew 
to the Chester. Among those rescued 
were a stewardess and an injured sailor. 

The work of rescue was begun at 9 
o’clock and continued until noon, when 
we left the wrecked ship, which was sink- 
ing at the rate of twelve inches in eighteen 
minutes, and iv all probability the Iowa 
went to the bottom six or seven hours af- 
ter we left her.

BIG TRUST TO BE FORMED. 


Mills of the Gods Grind Too Slowly for 
the Alliance Men, 


TorEKA, Kan., March 3.—A new Alli- 
ance move contemplates the formation of 
a huge grain and live stock trust, includ- 
ing Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri and Iowa, 
Frank McGrath, president of the Farmers’ 
Alliance, says that the project is one of 
the results ofthe failure of the Alliance 
to pass certain bills. Legislation, he says, 
is too slow a means forthe achievement 
of the Alliance objects. Mr. McGrath 
says that district Alliances are being 
formed in every congressional district and 
provision is being made for building cold 
storage and grain depots. The district 
Alliances will be made up of sub-Alliances, 
In this way a constant communication 
from individual members of the Alliance 
isto be had. “We will know how many 
cattle each individual member of the 
Alliance has on hand,” said Mr. McGrath, 
“and he can hold them without selling for 
ready cash. <A record of these facts will 
be kept. No individual member will sell 
his grain to option men or bankers, but 
when heis obliged to sell the grain will 
be taken by the Alliance. The same 
thing will follow with cattle.”

New York, March 3.—The schedule 
committee of the National league, con- 
sisting of Byrne of Brooklyn, Reach of 
Philadelphia and Robinson of Cleveland, 
was in session for five hours working out 
the schedule for the c ming season.

SECURITIES GONE, 


Delaware Citizens Want to Know 
Where They Are. 


AN EXPLANATION ASKED FOR. 


Ex-State Treasurer Chased Up by His 
Successor in an Endeavor to Find Out 
Where the Discrepancy {s—The Effort 
Proves Futile. 


WILMINGTON, Del., March 3.—The little 
state of Delaware is in the midst of one 
of the biggest sensations that it has en- 
joyed for years. Ex-State Treasurer Will- 
iam Herbert, one of its most trusted cit- 
izens, itis charged, is short in his ac- 
counts $34,417.75, and the state securities 
which were entrusted in his hands for 
safekeeping, valued at about $70,000, are 
missing, itis alleged. Herbert has been 
foralong time a leader in the politics 
of the state. He was made state treas- 
urer. 

The state has had for a number of 
years a surplus of several hundred thou- 
sand dollars, and much of the profits of 
the past state treasurers have been loan- 
ing this money. While the law does not 
sanction this, it has been pretty generally 
acquiesced in. Herbert served until the 
meeting of the legislature in January. At 
that time Wilbur H. Burnitt of Felton 
was elected his successor. In his state- 
ment to the new treasurer,it was shown 
that there was due the state $147,142.14 in 
cash, about $70,000 in the stock of the 
Farmers’ bank of Delaware, and the Na- 
tional bank of Delaware, the bonds of the 
school fundand a $4@),000 mortgage on 
the Junction and Breakwater railroad, a 
branch of the Pennsylvauia system. 

There was considerable delay in the pay’ 
ment of the cash on hand and it was Feb. 
9, before $94,725.39 of it was turned over. 
Then along lapse ensued and Mr. Bur- 
nitt began to grow very anxious. He 
communicated finally the condition of 
affairs to several of the members of the 
state senate and a conference was held. 
The yreatest secrecy was maintained, but 
a correspondent of one of the local papers 
heard of what happened and sent the 
news to his paper, 

This precipitated acrisis. Mr, Burnitt 
went to Newcastle, the home of the ex- 
treasurer, and insisted on a settlement, 
He found Mr. Herbert in an intoxicated 
condition, he alleges, and after some 
parleying, the latter agreed to settle the 
balance due. He gave Mr. Burnitt two 
checks, one for $20,000 and another for 
$31,417.37. He requested that the first 
check be held until Monday. 

On Friday Burnitt again visited Her- 
bert and asked about the second check, 
and Herbert said to him he would write 
tohim when he could use it. As yet, 
however, Mr. Burnitt has not heard any- 
thing whatever from either of the two 
checks. Astothe first one $17,000 on it 
has been paid, according to the statement 
both of the cashier of the Farmers’ bank 
of Newcastle, and Frank E. Herbert, son 
of the ex-treasarer. 

The most serious aspect of the whole 
affair is the alleged hypothecation of 
about $70,000 of the state’s stock in the 
banks. These consist of 1275 shares of the 
Farmers’ bank and forty shares of the 
Bank of Delaware. These certificates 
were supposed to be in atin box kept in 
the Farmers’ bank at Dover. 

Burnitt got the box after his election, 
and, upon exumination, found it empty. 
He asked Herbert about the securities, 
and Herbert said he bad never seen them, 
and knew nothing about them. Nobody 
knows what became of them, or when 
they disappeared from the box. 


Tuberculosis and Its ‘‘Cuares.”" 

Paris, March 3.—In an interview, Dr. 
Farvel, ap expert in laryngial diseases 
said he doubted the value of Professor 
Liebrich’s alleged remedy for tuberculesis. 
He feared bad effects from the use of 
cantharides. Dr. St. Hilaire commends 
the subcutaneous injection of dog’s or 
goat’s serum in thetreatment of tuber- 
culosis. He has records of over 1000 injec- 
tions, which show that the treatment, if 
it does not result in absolute cure, im- 
proves the general health, retards the dis- 
ease and alleviates the sufferings of the 
patient. 


A Lie Nailed. 

WASHINGTON, March 3,—Some_ two 
weeks ago a statement was published to 
the effect that a number of Japanese 
women were recently sold at auctionin 
San Francisco, presumably for immoral 
purposes. The Japanese minister here at 
once directed the consul at San Francisco 
to make athorough invesiigation of the 
matter. A report has just been received 
by the minister that the story is abso-= 
lutely without foundation in fact. 


Value of a Life. 

New HAVEN, March 3.—Michael Flah- 
erty, an Ansonia saloon-keeper, is being 
sued for $25,000 damages by Mrs. Thomus 
Collins, Some time ago Collins, while on 
a@ spree, was thrown from Flaherty’s 
saloon and killed. Mrs. Collins now 
claims the above amount as damages, 
Flaherty is also held criminally. 


Killing Off One Another. 

JONESBORO, Tenn., March 3. — Word 
reaches this place that the notorious 
Wright and Potter gangs in Johnson 
county have been at war again with an- 
other gang of moonshiners. Details are 
very meager, but the report says that 
three or four people were killed. Both 
gangs are still under arms. 


Seven Youngsters Bitten. 

NEWARK, N. J., March 3.—Three of 
seven school children bitten by a vagrant 
dog were sent to Dr. Gibier of New York 
for treatment. The local physicians who 
attended the children are of the opipion 
that theiriojuries are trivial, claiming 
that the dog was not mad but harrassed.

BRAINTREE. 


Yesterday the annual town meeting was 
held at the Town House, Hon. F. A. 
Hobart moderator. Last year the annual 
meeting was interrupted by a heayy snow 
storm, but the weather having been put on 
its good behavior, the day was fine al- 
though the wind in the morning was cool 
and sharp. There being no contest over 
the offices and it being known there would 
be none, the vote cast was a light one, the 
total vote being only 281. There was an 
increased attendance of citizens however, 
in the afternoon when the business em- 
braced in the warrant thirty articles fell to 
be considered.

There was another thing done and done 
well, that was the adoption, without a 
single dissent voice, the report of a com- 
mittee recommending the erection of an 
additional school-house, of eight rooms, 
at an expenditure of $33,090.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—The closing of 
congress is attended by the usual scenes. 
The sessions of the long night searcely 
ends before the sessions of the day begin. 
The two chambers are in the utmost con- 
fusion. The floors are strewed by the lit- 
ter made by the clearing out of the desks 
of the members who are about to retire 
to private life, and the janitors tind no 
opportunity to clear them. The atmos- 
phere is close and stuffy, for the systems 
of artificial ventilation which have cost 
the government so many thousands of 
dollars, are a miserable substitute for the 
outer air. Moreover the air is charged

The wonder 
is not that mistakes ure committed, but 
that the mistakes are so few.

SUIT FOR A MILLION. 


Barrundia’s Widow Thinks Uncle Sam 
Responsible for Her Husband’s Death, 
WASHINGTON, March 4—Transito Hur- 
tarte, widow of Gin. J. Martin Burrundia, 
in her own name, as the representative of 
her six minor daughters, and Ramon 
Beugoechea, as the representative of his 
wife, Teresa Barrundia de Beugcechea, 
have filed with the secretary of the state 
a claim against the United States for 
$1,000,000 for having surrendered Gen.

Concorp, N. H., March 4—The repeal 
of that purt of the nuisance act which re- 
lates tothe sale of intoxicating liquor 
was agai. taken upin the house of rep- 
resenlatives. Whenever this matter is 
under discussion the baleony is filled with 
interested spectators. ‘The speaker read a 
dozen or more petitions from different 
parts of the state praying for the reten- 
tion of the uw upon the statute books. 
Hon. J. H. Gallinger called for the special 
order. Mr. Angell remr<ed that the 
many petitions presented here asking that 
the act should not be repealed were sig- 
nificant, and should have some weight. 
All are pretty well agreed that the evils 
of liquor drinking should be abated.-~Some 
property holders want the lai repealed. 
Shatwesave the buildings or destroy the 
man? Mannever intends to become a 
drunkard. If intoxicating drink is an 
evil, we should do all in our power to 
abate it. 

Mr. Nash said that Mr. Davis last 
week discussed the question froma Re- 
publican standpoint, Mr. Spring froma 
high moral standpoint, and Mr. Morse 
from a scientific standpoint. The evils of 
intemperance may be denounced, but that 
does not wash out the misery of drink. 
You cannot legislate evil out of the hu- 
man heart. I say to you us sensible men 
to come to this matter and treat it as sen- 
sible men should do, ar epeal the law. 
If this law is used for ‘lackmailing par- 
poses, we should wipe it off the books. It 
is not a party n, aud we should 
meet itas men. ihe reason why the law 
is not enforced is because popular opinion 
does not stand behind it. 

Mr. Huntiegton remarked that the uui- 
sance act says that where liquor is sold is 
anuisance. It takes the veil from those

Mr. tbs ssaid thatthe hotels and 
drug sfures are placed on the level with 


disreputable houses under this law, and 
believed that the provisions of the 
ent prohibitory law are fully equal to all 
purposes. He was familiar with the 
workings of the nuisance act in Cheshire 
county, and Loped it would be repealed, 

Mr. Colby remarked that he was in 
favor of the repeal of the prohibitory stat- 
utes and the enactment of high license 
law. 

My. Pillsbury said that he was in favor 
of keeping the law on the books; he liked 
the law as it now stands. 

Mr. Cressy was against the repeal of the 
law. Itis the popular sentiment of New 
Hampshire that the statute should not be 
repealed. He severely arraigned the mem- 
bers of the judiciary committee who sigred 
the report for the repeal of the law. 

Mr. Gallinger said that this was an im- 
portant measure; the nuisance acton the 
statute book is not an anomaly, a like law 
is on the statute book in Massachusetts, 
Maine and Vermont, also a similar law is 
on the statute books of three other New 
England states. The members of the judi- 
ciary committee ask us to emasculate the 
law. The petitions presented to this house, 
to the number of 15,000, sigued by prpfes- 
sors, doctors, lawyers und teachers, ask 
you to stand by the law. Shall we sweep 
trom our books all law because a law is 
not enforced? What is the controversy 


pres- 


before us? Itis between the saloon and 
the home. The saloon wants this law 
swept from the books. ‘The fathers and 


mothers pray that the law be not repealed. 
On one side stand the churches, sabbath 
schools and women, «iu on the other the 
rum dealer. It is sail that the Democratic 
party is solid for its repeal. It is not a 
party question. I say that as longas I 
have a voice and vote I shall stand by the 
home and the church. I exhort you all to 
vote against the repeal of the statute, and 
register yourjvote againstthe saloon and 
law-breakers of the state. 

Mr. Greene state! that it bas been sug- 
gested that certain parties appeared before 
the judiciary committee for the home and 
church, and others for the saloon and rum 
seller. The judiciary committee con- 
sidered the question carefully and con- 
scientiously gave their vote. <All legisla- 
tion that has been enacted since 1856 to 
wipe out all thesaloons in the state has 
failed to do it andthe saloon still remains. 
Every member of the house must say that 
rum is sold just as openly to-day in the 
state as it has been for the last thirty-five 
years. Does this law make a man a 
criminal whom we would not class as a 
criminal? We must answer yes. A man 
who lets a building where a drug store is 
located is amenable to the law. Under a 
license law, liquor can be sold legally and 
statutes should be enacted to prevent its 
illegal sale. I would not suggest this 
measure if 1 knew it would injure my 
home or my childrep. You must have 
laws that are wholesome, that are backed 
by public opinion. Two members of the 
judiciary committee did not sign either 
report. I believe it to bein the interest 
of New Hampshire to have legislation 
that all men can stand by, and hope the 
act will be repealed. 

Mr. Briggs said that he voted against 
the repeal of the law in the committee 
and would vote against it in this house. 

Mr. Sulloway remarked that he voted in 
favor vi the repeal of the nuisance act in 
the committee, and would vote in favor of 
its repeal in this house. There ure men in 
New Hampshire, legions in number, who 
believe that this law should be repealed. 
It has not suppressed the sale of liquor in 
any important city or town in the state. 
If you enforced this law you would drive 
the summer business out of the state. In 
the city of Manchester the respectable 
dealers were driven out of busines; at one 
time, and the result was that the business 
went into the dives and low places. The 
Republican party never committed itself 
to this act, but it has done so to the pro- 
hibitory law. ‘This jaw aids a set of in- 
formers and Hessians to go up and down 
this state to black.nail hotel keepers and 
others. 

The speaker then stated the question, 
which was, will the report of the minor- 
ity committee be substituted for that of 
the majority? During the calling of the 
roll intense interest was manifested. The 
result of the vote was declared as follows: 
144 in the negative, 153 in the affirmative, 
The motion prevailed. The report of the 
minority of the committee was adopted, 
which was that it was inexvedient to leg- 
islate. The house then adjourned. 

The vote was nota party one, many 
Democrats in each county responding for 
its indefinite postponement, and some 
Republicans, especially in Mauchester, 
voting for its repeal.

BASE BALL MAiTERS 


Talked Over by National League 
Delegaies in New York. 


TWO CLUBS FOR CINCINNATI. 


Nationals Determined to Fight the As- 
sociution—Worcester Fails to Get Into 
the International Association—Von der 


Ahe on the Warpath. 


NEw York, March 4—The session of 
| the National League magaates, which be- 
gan yester.iny forenoon, lasted-till after 
midnight. 

The first business taken up was the re- 
;portof Mr. Rogers of Philadelphia, the 
|league member of the national board, in 
| Which he stated what had been done in 
the cases of the disputed players, Stovey, 
| Bierbauer and Mack. Mr. Rogers, as the 
| sub-committee “appointed for that pur- 
| pose, then submitted a number of amend- 
; ments to the constitution, so asto make 
j ib conform to the new national agree- 
j}ment. The amendments were not im- 
portant, and made no radical change in 
| the constitution. 

| The principal matter discussed was the 

Cincinnati muddle. The league is deter- 

mined to put a club in that city, the only 

dispute being as to the best way of goiug 
| about the matter. 

| The league men who were in the city 
| Mone night held an informal confer- 
jence, which the subject of contract 
| Jumping was cousidered, and it was the 
|} sense of the conference that asa body the 
league ha! nothing todo with contract 
jumping» but that the responsibility in 
such cases shall rest with the individual 
club involved. 

It is argued that the American association, 
|by withdrawing from the national agree- 
jment, placed itself outside of the benefit 
of having 1ts contracts approved by the 
} national board, and thus the league has 
no means of obtaining any official knowl- 
jedge as to what contracts the association 
enters into wita players. That is a mat- 
ter in which the individual club is the re- 
sponsible party, and if it contracts witha 
piuyer already under contract, it must 
take the consequences in any legal pro- 
ceedings that may result therefrom. 

Several of the league delegates openly 
expressed the hope that if any club had 
been guilty of conniving at contract jump- 
ing, it would be punished through a court 
of law. 

The report that Reilly and McPhee, who 
have signed contracts with the league, 
have assured Al Johnson that they will 
stand by him and his Cincinnati Associa- 
tion club, was explained. It appears that 
the contract which Reilly and McPhee 
signed wich the league was in the form of 
an agreement tbat if the contracts 
which Johnson claims to hold against 
them should be decided by the 
courts to be null and void they 
would play the league club, but if 
the court should decide that Johnson’s 
contracts were valid they would play with 
him, and the agreement with the league 
should be torn upand the players held 
blameless in the matter, thus rendering 
them eligibie to play with league clubs in 
the future. The validity of Johnson’s con- 
tracts must first be decided in court, and 
he is soon to bring suit against the play- 
ers to test that point, the league defray- 
ing the expense of the players in defend- 
ing the suit.

Cockery at Sea. 
The English Shipmasters’ association 
has proposed that a cooking school for 
ships’ cooks should be established. Hith- 
erto the one qualification for the post of 
cook in the merchant service has been 
| to beanegro. It is true that occasion- 
| ally a Spaniard or other nationality of 
exceptionally dark complexion has been 
shipped as cook, but such exceptions 
| have rarely had the approbation of in- 
| telligent seamen. So, too, if the cook 
| has accidentally gone overboard the cap- 
| tain has beea compelled to detail the 
most worthless of the sailors to act as 
cook; but this has been done of necessity 
and not of choice. The proposal to es- 
tablish cooking schools shows that the 
old fashioned cook, whose only concep- 
tion of cooking was limited to boiling— 
or in the case of exceptionally dark 
cooks, to boiling and frying—is doomed 
to vanish, 

The modern sea captain desires the re- 
finements of shore cookery, and hankers 
for ‘‘manevilins.” Possibly he dreams 
of game suppers prepared from cooped 
partridges, and perhaps pudding more 
recondite than the simple duff of the sea 
would meet his views.- The old fash- 
ioned captain is being driven from the 
ocean by steam, and it is perhaps fitting 
that the old fashioned cook should fol- 
low him.

An Impromptu Concert Winds Up the 


Fifty-first Congress. 

The house of representatives of the 
Fifty-first congress wentout in a burst of 
song. Its ending was remarkable and 
unprecedented, and a Scene similar totkat 
which followed the declaration of the 
speaker that the Fifty-first congress was 
adjourned without day it is safe to say 
never occurred before in the congress of 
the United States. The vocalists of the 
house on the Republican side of the 
chamber gathered in a body near the front 
row of desks, headed by Mr. Coleman of 
Louisiana, Mr. Yardley of Pennsylvania, 
Mr. Stivers of New York and Mr. Wade 
of Missouri, and as soon as the house was 
declared adjourned they started up the 


stirring war song, ‘‘Marching Through 
Georgia,” which was taken up by the 


great mass of the Republican representa- 
tives, who made the hall ring to the great 
delight and edification of the galleries, 
packed full of people. 

A Democratic chorus, headed by Repre- 
sentative-elect John J. O'Neil of Missouri, 
retorted with the “Doxoiogy,” ‘Praise 
God, ete.,” but their voices were soon 
drowned in the superior volumeof sound 
from the press galiery of the house, the 
reporters having taken up the hymn. Re- 
publicans and Democrats alike ceased 
their singing tolisten to thatof their 
some-time critics, whose full, resonant 
chorus was very elfective. 

Messrs. Burrows, Allen of Michigan, 
and Coleman, with Mr. Yardley for pre- 
centor, struck up “Our Fatherland” as 
the clusing notes of the “Doxology”’ died 


away, and the Republicans joining in 
very generally, the effect was fine, as was 


the singing of “John Brown’s Body,” 
which was taken up immediately. The oc- 
cupants of the press gallery, for the last 
numbers on the program rendered ‘‘Good- 
Bye, Congress,” ‘‘Good-Bye, My Lover, 
Good-Bye,” and “He’s a Jolly Good Fel- 
low,” and it was with regret on the part 
ofthe immense throng ou the floor and 
the gdlleries that the impromptu musi- 
cale came to an end. The crowd then 
slowly dispersed. 


BILLS PASSED AND NOT PASSED. 


Action on t>e More Importapvt Measures 


During the Session. 

The Fifty-first congress is considered by 
many veteran legislators the most re- 
markable cougress since the war. In ac- 
tual working time and in the variety and 
importance of the measures acted upon, 
it surpassed all its predecessors. Three 
measures stand forth pre-eminent among 
all others—the McKinley tariff bill, which 
became a law; the silver bill, on which, in 
the first sessiou, a compromise was 
effected, based on monthly purchases of 
4,500,000 ounces of silver, which, in turn, 
was followed by a more radical measure 
that failed of and the federal 
election bill, which, after a protracted, 
bitter, hotly fought and intensely exciting 
preliminary struggle, failed in the senate 
toreacha decisive vote on its merits, 
Radical innovations in the rules of the 
house added interest to its proceedings, 
and determined but fruitless efforts to 
adopt the most vital of the innovations, 
formed a part of the history of the latter 
part of the sessions of the senate. Even 
in its mortuary record the congress was 
remarkable, the cal] of death having sum- 
moned no fewer than twelve of its repre- 
sentatives and three of its senators. 

The expenditures authorized wiil 
ceed those of any “‘peace”’ congress since 
the foundation of the government. The 
total appropriations made by the Fiftieth 
pan Sia were, uring the ares seonion,

aia n $122,626, 343 J, OF al aggreg ate of $17. 
965,859, while the appropriations for the 
first session of the Fifty-tirst congress 
were $450,627,6 97, and those of the second 
sessiop will probably bring the total ap- 
propriations of the congress to $1,000,000, - 
000. 


A Comparison of the Work 
of the congress just closed with that of its 
immediate predecessors, makes the follow- 
ing exhibit: Bills introduced—In he 
house, in the Fifty-first congress, 14,033, 
against in the Viftieth congress 12,654, an 


mcrease of 1372; joint resolutions 279, an 
increase of 10; senate bills 5129, against 
4000, or au increase of 1129; joint resolu- 
tions 169, an increase of 24. 

Bills passed—By the house, 1748, of 
which 1513 became laws; by the senate, 
1305 bills, of which 673 became laws, mak- 
ing the total number of laws during the 
Fifty-first congress 2186, as against 1824in 
the Fiftieth congress, an increase of 362. 

The senate posponed indefinitely 616 
senate and 18 house bills, this being equiv- 


alent to a defeat. During the Fif- 
tieth congress 161 bill were vetoed 
and during the Fifty-first congress 
14. In addition to this work 


there were 18 contested election cases. The 
house seated 8 of the Republican contest- 
apts and declared the seat of one Demo 
crat, Mr. Breckinridge of Arkansas, 
vacant. ‘Two cases, Goodrich vs. Bullock 
from Florida, and McGinnis vs. Aldeason 
from West Virginia, in which the com- 
mittee recommended seating the Repub- 
lican contestants, were not disposed of by 
the house; and the elections committee it- 
self never acted on the Eaton vs. Phelan 
Tennessee case. The senate disposed of its 
sole contested election case by seating the 
two Republican senators from Mortana. 


Contrary to Previous Experience 


the more important of the measures 
which constitute the list of legislative fail- 
ures found theirtomb in the senate, the 
house throughout the two years having 
taken the lead in legislation and passed 
definitely upon every measure of general 
interest on which the leaders of the ma- 
jority desired action. 

Among the “‘old stagers,’’ whichare now 
laws, are the copyright bill: the private 
land court bill (to settle disputes arising 
over Mexican grants in the western 
states and territories); the postal subsidy 
bili; the Indian depredation claims bill; 
the timber and pre-emption law repeal 
bill (making a general revision of the 
land laws); the customs administrative 
bill: a general land forfeiture bill; the 
bill to relieve the supreme court by the 
establishment of intermediate circuit 
courts of appeal; the United States 
judges’ salary bill and the direct tax re- 
fund bill. The educational, bill; the bill 
for the appointment of an ¢ Icoholic liquor 
commission and the i ’ claims 
bill, are measures which were_defeated on 
while among those which, 
og one honse failed of action in 
and will de wrestled 
with by succeeding congressmen are the 
bankruptcy bill, the Conger lard bill and 
the army reorganizition bill. The Pad- 
deck pure food bill, tue Nicaragna canal 
bill, the Pacific railroad funding bill and 
the interstate commerce bill (to permit 
limited pooling of earnings by railroad 
companies) are among the measures which 
failed to reach a vote in either house.

existing immigration and contract labor 
laws; the original package bill; the de- 
pendent and disability pension bill; the 
billenacting the regulations of the inter 
national maritime conference to prevent 
collisions at sea, and to require vessel 
captains to stand by each other in case of 
collision; to reduce the fee of pension 
agents in “‘increase’’ cases, except where 
there are existing Jawful contracts, ex- 
press or implied, to $2 (inthe pension ap- 
propriation act); the French spolia- 
tion claims (in the dejiciency 
bill); the meat inspection bill (providing 
for anu inspectiou of exported meats, pro- 
hibitingimportation of adultefated articles 
of food and drink, and giving the presi- 
dent authority to make retaliation by 
proclamation); for the inspection of live 
cattle, hogs, and the carcasses and pro- 
ducts thereo’, which are the subject of in- 
terstate commerce, and of export; to pre- 
vent the introduction of contagious dis- 
eases from one state into another; to au- 
thorize a charge for the exchange of gold 
bars for gold coin (in the legislative ap- 
propriation act); to limit to 60 per cent. of 
the rates charged private parties, the rates 
the land grant railroads shall charge for 
transportation of government trocps and 
supplies (in the army appropriation act); 
to require the superintendent of the cen- 
sus to secure farm mortgage statistics and 
also to increase the pension for total help- 
lessness; to transfer the weather bureau 
to the agricultural department; providing 
for theclassification of worsted cloths as 
woolens; to authorize the payment of 
drawback or rebate on tobacco and snuff 
and fixing the duty on binding twine (the 
last three measures to correct errors in 
the McKinley tariff act); to permit pension

ON THE second and third page of today’s 
issue will be found an extended report of 
the closing scenes and incidents of the 51st 
Congress, yesterday. 


THE POLL tax resolve passed through the 
House yesterday, by a vote of over 3 to 1, 
while the biennial amendment encountered 
a stumbling block. A bare majority fa- 
vored the latter, but far from the necessary 
two thirds. 


Ir MAy have escaped the attention of 
the readers of the estimates for the city ex- 
penses, that they are $3,000 in excess of the 
income, which by the way is just as large 
as it was possible to make it. Mayor Fair- 
banks and Treasurer Adams think they 
must have at least $95,355 for the various 
departments, while the School Committee 
have asked for $65,125, a total of $160,480. 
The ‘amount that can be raised by 
taxes is $141,240; to this is added the cor- 
poration and bank tax, State Aid, overlay- 
ings aud the estimated sundry receipts, and 
yet the total is but $157,480. 

Where will the reduction come? The 
Mayor has already pinched several depart- 
ments, giving them less than they had last 
year. The street department which needs 
an increase more than any other is among 
those pinched, and that fifteen per cent. 


THE ACTION of the School Committee in 
making contracts for transportation of 
school children before the appropriation 
has been made, is causing considerable 
criticism among city officials. It is further 
in violation of Section 48 of the charter, 
which forbids just such expenditures. The 
same section also says, ‘‘that after the ex- 
piration of the financial year and until the 
passage of the annual appropriations, lia- 
bilities payable out of a regular appropria- 
tion to be contained therein mzy be in- 
curred to an amount not erceeding one-third 
of the total of such appropriation for the 
preceding year.” 

The appropriation last year was $850, 
and one-third would be $283.33. We do 
not know how many days Mr. Cashman has 
been conveying the West Quincy pupils, 
but long enough at the rate of $7.50 per 
day to more than eat up the $283.35, as the 
contracts for conveyance of Germantown 
and Squantum scholars are still in force, 
and require about $75 a month. A pretty 
box the School Committee will be in if the 
Council refuses to increase the appropria- 
tion, as seems likely. 

Notice the arbitrary reading of the report 
of the sub-committee of the School 
Commi‘tee on transportation: We 
have decided to convey to and from 
the John Hancock school at the cost of the 
city, all those scholars’’ ete. ‘‘ The con- 
tract has been given to Mr. John Cashman,” 
etc. Again, near the end, ‘‘It will be 
noticed that as regards the children from 
the Atlantic district, we have fully decided 
that the arrangement now in operation 
shall continue for the whole year.” 

The LepGER should not be understood 
as opposing such transporiation, but be- 
lieves the School Committee should be 
governed by the charter as well as other 
boards. 


OUR READERS may well profit by the 
wisdom of the owls, as given in ‘‘Our 
Owl's Observations’’ column in the Somer- 
ville Citizen last week.

“Tell me how you would go to work to or- 
ganize one,” he said. Then I went on to 
tell him that I should call the par value of 
the ‘bonds’ $200 and should make the as- 
sessment $2a month for each member. 
“Bond’’ No.1, Ishould assign to myself; 
“bond” No. 2, to my wife; Nos. 3, 4 and 5, 
to the triplets in our 1890 brood and Nos. 
6, 7,8 and 9 to the hatch of 1889. IfI 
wanted a few more of the first numbers I 
should not hesitate to assign them to the 
broods of previous years. Then I should 
get me an organizer and a brass band and 
call a meeting of owls and get them to join 
in grand combination to pay into the pool 
$2 a month each and take out a ‘bond.’ 
I should see to it that our mutual contract 
with each other was so drawn that when 
enough had been paid into the pool to pay 
off one bond of $200 it should go to the owl 
holding the bond bearing the lowest num- 
ber. The next accumulation of $200 should 
go to the next lowest number, and so on. 
You see thatif I had theten lowest num- 
bersin my family and the combination 
should last long enough to pay in $2,000 in 
assessments, I and my kin would get it all. 
Great scheme I tell you! 

But can owls be persuaded to enter such 
ascheme as that? asked my companion. 
“IT don’t know, but Ido know that men 
are found who are doingit, Are owls wiser 
thanmen? You will find that companies 
are in existence among men that are organ- 
ized substantially as I have outlined. It is 
a great thing for the organizers, but con-

An Experimental Locomotive. 

The owners of what are called the 
Holman-Caldwell patents are having 
fitted up in Milwaukee a locomotive to 
be equipped with a new style of running 
gear, which its owners think will accom- 
plish great things in railroading. The 
new running gear consists of a truck 
with ten wheels, three of which on each 
side rest upon the rails, and are sur- 
mounted by two others, the tires of 
which have frictional contact with the 
tires of the wheels below. Then sur- 
mounting these two wheels is the drive 
wheel of the locomotive, the wheel ar- 
rangement on each side being that of a 
pyramid, with the drive wheel on top. 

As the lower sets of wheels are of 
much smaller diameter than the drive 
wheels which transmit motion ¢o them 
it is claimed that the ordinary speed of 
a locomotive can be doubled by the use 
of this gearing. A stock company has 
been formed to exploit this invention, 
and as soon as possible a trial trip is to 
be made. It is proposed to first run the 
engine now being equipped from Minne- 
apolis to Boston. Representatives of the 
Holman-Caldwell company have been in 
Milwaukee for several days looking after 
the construction of the trial truck and 
exhibiting models of the invention to 
railroad men.—Milwaukee Wisconsin.

Attended with Scenes of Great 
Excitement. 


THE CONTEST IS VERY CLOSE. 


Lat <t Returns Intlicate That 102 Con- 


servative: Have Won by «a Greatly Re- 
duced Mvjority—-Three Cabinet Mini-- 
ters Defeated—Vixed Returns Received 
Up to Midnight at Ottawa. 


OtTTrawa, March 6.—Sir John Macdonald 
and his Tory government is probably sus- 
tained bya slight majority. Incomplete 
returns give the Conservatives 101 and the 
Liberals 101 seatsrgspectively. When the 
back counties are beard from,if the Liberal 
gains continue, the premier’s majority of 
51, when parliameut Gissolved, may be 
converted into a htipless minority. 

The day was one of great surprises. No 
less than three cabinet ministers met with 
disaster. ihe indications are that an enor- 
mous vote was polled, lespite the unfavor- 
able condition of the roads. ‘The battle 
has been one between a reactionary policy 
of protection and unrestricted reciprocity 
with the United States. Both Ontario 
and Quebec, the bunner provinces in the

New York, March 6.—The inquiry by 
Coroner Levy and his jury into the cir- 
cumstances attending the ‘disaster in the 
Fourth uvenne tunnel, which resulted in 
the death of six persons, was concluded 
last evening. 

The investigation was resumed yester- 
day afternoon. Engineer Fowler of the 
New Haven train, which ran into the shop 
train, was recalled, and he reasserted that 
he had passed a safety light at Seventy- 
second street. Hugh Govern, who was 
in charge of the signal at Fifty-ninth 
street on the morri: of the acci lent, 
testified that he had passed the shop traia 
through and that two minutes later the 
sicpalman at Seventy-second street, Me- 
Manus, notified him that the train had 
passed allright. McGovern then displayed 
the safety signal and the New Haven 
trein was let through. 

Deputy Coroner Conway then testified 
lustothecauses of the death of the six 
persons killed.

| pected. Consanguinity was not consid- 
ered an objection to marriage in the Vir- 
ginia of her day, and she had contem- 
plated such a union for herself. This 
nephew and niece formed her strongest 
emotional outlet, and she was not will- 
ing to let their lives diverge from hers 
or from each other's. She wanted to 
blend her past with their future so that, 
in some occult way, they might live out 
the life she had pictured for herself ere 
John Hart had passed into the infinite. 
Her motive was the highest of which 
she was capable. She yearned for hap- 
piness for them, and it never occurred 
to her that it could be secured in better 
ways than those of hey own devising.

WILLIAM ALMY PIRCE. 


Death of a Prominent Rhode Island Be 
publican Politician. 

PROVIDENCE, March 6.—Hon. William 
Almy Pirce of Johnston, died suddenly 
while making a speech at a fireman’s 
celebration in that town. The cause of 
his death was heart failure. He was 
born at Hope, Scituate, Feb, 20, 1824. He 
served several terms in the state legisla- 
ture. He was chairman of the Rhode 
Island delegation to the Republican na- 
tional convention at Chicago in June, 1880, 
and was a member of the Republican na- 
tional committee. In 1863 he was ap- 
pointed paymaster with rank of major on 
the stafr of Maj. Gen. Gould, com- 
manding the state militia. He was amem- 


ber of the Kepublican’ state cen- 
tral committee for twenty - three 
years and was eighteen years 


was its chairman. In the election for con- 
gressman fromthe Second Rhode Island 
district in 1884 he received 7746 votes out 
of atotal of 15,476, making his majority 
over ull, 16 votes. This election was 
contested by Hon. Charles H. Page of 
Scituate, his Democratic opponent. A 
committee of the United States house of 
representatives came to Rhode Island and 
took testimony, and on Jan. 2, 
1887, after Maj. Pirce had nearly com- 
pleted his term of two years, the 
house declared that he was not duly 
elected a member of the Forty-ninth con- 
gress, and in consequence declared his 
seat therein to be vacant. <A special elec- 
tion for representative from the Second 
district occurred Feb. 21, 1887,and Charles 
H. Page received 5700 votes and Maj. 
William A. Pirce 5495 votes. Mr. Page 
had a plurality of 295, and was seated.

INCREDIBLE HAPPENED. 


London Newspapers on the Passage by 
Congress of the Copyright Law. 


Lonpon, March 6,.—The Times says: 
The incredible has happened. The Ameri- 
can copyright bill has become a law at the 
stroke of the twelfth hour. The British 
author will rejoice that, troublesome as 
the process may be, he can in future pro- 
tect himself. This swaquest of civilization 
has been long in coming, but at last it is 
our pleasurable duty to welcome it. It 
will be time enough to think of measures 
for our own defeuse, if and when we find 
them necessary. 

The St. James Gazette advocates retali- 
ation against the United States copyright 
bill. If the Americans will not give copy- 
right to books printed here, it says, let us 
retaliate by refusing to give copyright to 
books printed in America. Tbe bill is not 
a reparation, but is passed in the interest 
of the American printing trades in order 
to deprive the British of a'flourishing in- 
dustry. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says that only a 
few British authors benefit by the bill. 
Copyright bill, says The Gazette, is a mis- 
nomer. The bill means protection for 
American printers and paper makers. 


STUDENTS BURNED TO DEATH. 


Fire of Unknown Origin in a North Car- 
olina High school. 


Moxrok, N. C., March 6.—The Monroe 
high school was burned early in the morn- 
ing. Thomas Pemberton of Little Rock, 
and Albert Gost of Bost Mill, N. C., stu- 
dents, lost theirlives. The young ladies, 
who roomed on the ground floor, made 
their escape. The young men roomed on 
the third ficor, snd when the alarm 
reached them the means of escape were 
partly cut off, and the building was filled 
with smoke and flimes. Albert Bost was 
suffocated by smoke and went down with 
the building. A.C. Rhodes managed to 
escape after being severely burned about 
the neck, head and arms. Thomas Pem- 
berton’s remains were found on the wire 
springs of his bed, the head,arms and legs 
being burned off. The building was com- 
pletely destroyed. Loss $15,000. The 
origin of the fire is not kuown.

Defeated Men Looking for the 
Few Vacant Offices. 


UNCLE SAM ASKED FOR AID 


In the Movement for the Defense of 
Persecuted Israelites — Public Land 
Legislation During the Past Congress. 
Funeral Services Over the Remains of 


Senator Hearst. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—Quite a num- 
ber of retiring representatives cailed on 
the president to pay their respects prior 
to their departure. Many of these distin- 
guished statesmen, who now go into pri- 
vate life, indicated a willingness to re- 
main in official life if the president could 
see his way clear to make provision for 
them. The president intimated that there 
were but few piaces, and that he would 
not dispose of them for some days. The 
president is very much worn out by his 
assiduous work for the last thirty days, 
and intends to take a few days off for 
hunting down in Maryland. After his 
return he will look over the situation and 
make such selections as he anid his cabinet 
think advisable in regard to circuit 
judges. He regards it as of the utmost 
importance that the best men that can be 
secured should be appointed. The con: 
siderations that should govern these se 
lections are altogether apart fron: those 
that have regard for partisap service. He 
thinks the judges should be men in whase 
sound Jegal learning and emiuent jadicial 
character and qualities the bar and the 
people could have the utmost confideace, 


IN BEHALF OF JEWS. 


United States Government Asked to In- 
itiate a Friendly Move. 

WASHINGTON, March 6. — William E. 
Blackstone of Chicago visited the presi- 
dent in company with Secretary Blaine, 
and preseuted a memorial in behalf of the 
Russian Jews. He explained that the 
memorial was the result of a conference 
of Christians and~ Jews recently held in 
Chicago, and called special attention to 
the fact that it dovs not antagonize Rus- 
sia, but only sought in a peaceable way to 
give the Jews controlof their old homes 
in Palestine. He pointed out many evi- 
dences of the possibility of great develep- 
ment of that country, both agriculturally 
and commercially, under an energetic 
government, andl said that the railroad 
now building from Joppa to Jesusalem, if 
extended to Damascus, Ladmor and down 
the Euphrates, cannot fail to become an 
int ernational railway. 

He says that the poverty of the Turkish 
government gives emphasis to the pro- 
posed indemnity by funding a _ portion of 
the Turkish national debt through Jew- 
ish capitalists,and that only peacable dip- 
lomatic negotiations are asked for to the 
end that all private ownership of land and 
property be carefully respected and pro- 
tected. In closing he said that, being on 
friendly terms with Russia and having no 
complications in the Orient, it is most fit- 
ting and hopeful that our government 
should initiate this friendly movement to 
give these wandering millious of Israel a 
settled and permanent home. 

The president listened attentively to 
Mr. Blackstone’s remarks and promised 
to give the subject serious consideration. 


LAND FOR SETTLERS. 


Results of the Bargains with 
During the Past Congress. 
WASHINGTON, March 6.—The legislation 
enacted by the past congress in the ratifi- 
cation of various treaties heretofore con- 
cluded between commissioners on the part 
of the United States and the various In- 
dian tribes will result inthe opening up 
of over 8,000,000 acres of the public land to 
settlement. The aguregate cost to the 
government of this land will be about 
$9,000,000. About 5,000,000 acres of the 
land that will be thus thrown open is 
situated in the vicinity of Oklahoma, and 
includes lands occupied py the Sacs and 
Foxes, the lowas, the Pottawattomies,the 
Cheyennes and Arapahoes. The remain- 
ing 3,000,000 acres is made up of lands 
heretofore occupied by the Sisseton and 
Wahpeton Indians in Dakota, the Coeur 
d’Alene in Idaho, the Crow Indians in 
Montaua and the Sioux Indians on the 
Fort Berthold reservation in Dakota. In 
some of the above cases the Indians have 
other reservations to which they will go, 
and in others they will take allotments in 
severalty of lands on their present reserva- 
tions and surrender the remainder.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Brief funeral 
services were held over the remains of 
Senator Hearst, at his late residence. Rev. 
Dr. Douglass of St. John’s church read 
the Episcopal services for the dead, and 
recited the hymn, “Jesus, Lover of My 
Soul.” There were present the president 
and Mrs. Harrison, all the members of 
the cabinet and tbeir wives, several mem- 
bers of the senate aud house of repre- 
sentatives and many other persons of 
prominence. ‘The casket will be removed 
from the residence Saturday evening and 
will leave on a special train for San Fran- 
cisco, accompanied by Mrs. Hearst, her 
son, and the cougressional committee.

For something like nine years he was an 
efficient member of the fire department, 
being connected with the W. M. French 
hose company and is now a member of the 
J. W. Hall hook and ladder company. He 
is one who attends all fires and does his 
duty like a man, exposing himself to all 
| the perils which a fireman has to contend 
with, many times exposing himself to the 
greatest dangers that he might save the 
life and limb of some fellow being.

He is not what might be called a ladies’

Often peo- 
ple insist on having something from the 
window, and decline to accept its exact 
duplicate. In that case, if the article is 
an expensive one, we strain the point 
and get it down; butif it is something 
low priced we give the customer the al- 
ternative of taking a duplicate or 
nothing.—Interview in St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

AN EXPERT'S OPINION. 


Tuberculin is Good, bat Much Depends 
on Climatic Circumstances, 

NEW York, March 7.—In this week’s 
Medical Record Dr. A. Jacobi of this city 
concludes his review of inoculations with 
Professor Koch's ‘“tubterculiv.”” Dr. 
Jacobi sums up the result of a large num- 
ber of experiments as follows: “What it 
has done, andcan do, is more than any 
other remedy—except climatic treatment 
in pulmonary tuberculosis, and 
surgical interference in select cases of 
local tuberenloses—has succeeded in ace 
complishing. From what little I have 
observed, it would appear that the next 
feature of successful treatment of pul- 
monary tuberculosis consists in the com- 
bination of climatic cures with the careful 
and persistent use of tuberculin.” 


Boston Collector was Wrong. 

New York, March 7.—The United 
States board of general appraisers ren- 
dered a decision relative to “coney skins” 
in the case of Wotton Bros. vs. the collec- 
tor at Boston. ‘The collector classified 
them under paragraph 4432 o0f the act of 
Oct. 1, 1890, assessing duty at 20 per cent. 
as “furs, dressed on the skin, but not 
made up into articles.” The appellants 
contended that they should be admitted 
free under paragraph 588 of the same act, 
as “fur skin, not dressed ir any manner.” 
The board affirmed the contentiou of the 
appellants and reversed the ruling of the 
collector at Boston. 


Killed on a Crossing. 

PALMER, Mass., March 7.—John March, 
Antinz Walk, and a woman whose name 
is unknown, all of Three Rivers, were 
struck by a train on the Ware River road, 
one rile norea of here, while crossine the 
track, and all fatally hurt. The locomo- 
tive struck between the sleigh and the 
horse, killing the horse and smashing the 
sleigh into kindling wood. The crossing 
where the accident occurred is the most 
dangerous one in town. 


Massachusetts Legislature, 

Boston, March 7.—There was little or 
no debate in either branch of the legisla- 
ture, and few reports of importance made. 
A bill came inin the house to provide for 
a proper basis of representation in politi- 
cal sconventions. The resolutions, on 
leave, in favor of the federal election bill 
were rejected, and the house concurred in 
the “non-partisan” amendment to the re- 
districting order.

The unfor- 
tunate physician fell dead as he was 
seated in front of a croupier at one of the 
tables. Apoplexy is announced as being 
the cause of his death.

RAILWAY MAGNATES 


Must Explain the Tunnel Accident 
in New York. 


THEY ARE HELD RESPONSIBLE 


For the Disaster and are Placed Under 
Bonds of $25,000 Each — Cornelius 
Vanderbilt is Bondsman for Depew. 


New YorE, March 7.—Warrants for the 
arrest of five of the directors of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford railroad 
—Chauncey M. Depew, George N. Miller, 
Wilsou G. Hunt, Joseph Parker and Will- 
iam Rockefeller—were issued by Coroner 
Levy, aud he awaitel the arrival of the 
officers with their prisoners at his cflice. 

Some did not wait the service of the 
warrants, but came on theirown volition 
to the coroners office. Joseph Park was 
the first arrival. He was accompanied by 
his son, Hobart J. Park, who became his 
father’s bondsman, the amount of bail be- 
ing (xed at $25,000. 

President Charles P. Clark came next. 
With him was Henry W. Taft, his 
attorney. President Clark said that he 
had remaiued inthe city over night to 
learn whether his presence was desired by 
the coroner. He desired to give one bound 
for the appearance of all the directors of 
the road, but the coroner said that in- 
dividual bonds must be given. 

Counsel! Taft then raised an objection to 
the amount of the bond, contending that 
it was cntirely out of all proportion. The 
coroner replied that all concerne! should 
take the sum of the bond as acompli- 
ment. 

The warrants for George N. Miller and 
Wilson G. Hunt not at the time having 
been served, Counse! Taft asked the cor- 
oner to bold thei for a cay or two, as the 
two gentlemen were well advanced in 
years, and he wished tocousult their con- 
veuience 1n coming to the coroner’s office. 
The coroner agreed to wait until Monday 
night. 

Frank Tilford of the firm of Park & 
Tilford, at this point arrived and gave 
baii for President Clark. 

Attorney Loomis of the New York Cen- 
tral road came in and asked that Mr. De- 
pew’s bond be prepared. Half an hour 
later that gentleman, accompanied by 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, walked in. Mr. De- 
pew signed the bond and then asked what 
the amount of it was. 

“Twenty-five thousand dollars,” said 
Coroner Levy. 

“By George,” exclaimed the Central’s 
president in surprise. 

Mr. Vanderbilt then stepped forward to 
the desk, when the coroner asked: “You 
are a freeholder, Mr. Vanderbilt?” 

“Yes,”’ was the millionaire’s reply. 

“You qualify for over $50,000?” said the 
coroner. 

“Yes,” again replied Mr. Vanderbilt, 
aud aff... is siguature to the gc nment. 
The property described in the bond was 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s residence on Fifth 
avenue. 

William Rockefeller did not putin an 
appearance, but is expected soon. 

The coroner signed the warrants for the 
arrest of the other directors, and they will 
be served as soon as possible. They are

SUFFERING ENDED BY DEATH. 


Aged Inventor Dies in a Hospital with 
a Stain on Uis Name. 

New YorK, March 9.--Christian J. 
Deyhle, the aged inventor who shot and 
killed F. W. Gesswein in his office in 1889, 
died yesterday of consumption. He was 
70 years old and lived in Philadelphia. He 
patented a jeweler’s refractor and sold a 
number to Gesswein, who, he alleged, 
cheated him out of the patent. He was 
poor and sick at the time of his crime and 
called on Gesswein and asked for $500,add- 
ing that he needed the money to be admit- 
ted to an institution where he could have 
his few wants uttended to and be cared for 
for the short time that remained to himon 
earth. Gesswein was pitiless and the old 
man shot him dead. Dey has been a 
prisoner in the hospital ever since.

JUMPED THE TRACK. 


Whole Passenger Train Wrecked 
on the Atchison Road. 


FIRE AT ONCE BREAKS OUT, 


Making It Difficult for Passengers to 
Escape—Long Walk Through a Terri- 


ble Storm, Without Shoes or Clothing. 


Peoria, Ills., March 9,—The Jackson- 
ville Suotheastern fast passenger train 
over the Atchison, Topeka and Sauta Fe, 
which left here at 1:30 Sunday morning, 
met with a terrible accident at Havana, 
forty-one miles south of here. The train 
consisted of a baggage car, coach, chair 
car and two sleepers and was an hour and 
a half late, owing to the storm which 
raged allnight. At Havanathere is a 
sharp curvea mile and a half from the 
depot and the engine struck the curve at 
the switch and left the track. All the cars 
followed, piling up in great confusion. 
The half-dressed passengers clambered 
out of the windows and through the roof 
of the deinolished cars and hastened bare- 
foot through the sleet and over the icy 
roads to the nearest houses. Fireman 
Sadler was instantly killed. Engineer 
George Birkenhead of this city had one 
arm and a leg cut off.

BRETHREN AT OUTS. 


Bowman and Anti-Bowman Church Fac- 
tions Having a Lively War—Ministers 
Refused Admission to Pulpits. 


READING, Pa., March 9,—The trustees 
of the Sixth Street Evangelical church, 
yesterday, refused Rev. A. H. Krecker, 
the Bowman representative, permission to 
enter the pulpit, and Rey. J. H. Suitey, 
anti-Bowman, was accepted as the pastor. 
Rev. Krecker and over 100 of his follow- 
ers filled out of church in a body, and wor- 
shipped in the Hebrew temple. An in- 
junction issued by the court Saturday 
against Rev. A. Kresge, the Bowman 
pastor, restraining him and his followers 
from interfering with Rev. F. P. Lehr, 
anti-Bowman, had the effect of keeping 
Kresge and his party away, and Rev. Mr. 
Lebr held undisputed possession. 

At Mohnshville, this county, Rev. Jo- 
seph Sprecht, anti-Bowman, was refused 
admission to the pulpit by the trustees, 
and Rev. D. R. Albright, Bowman 
preacher, was received as the pastor. 

Rev. W. A. Leopold did not make an 
effort to enter the pulpit of his church at 
Allentown, but instead went to Catasaqua, 
where he was denied the privilege of 
preaching in the church. 

At Slatington, notwithstanding the 
presence of Bishop Bowman, thejanti-Bow- 
man preacher took possession of the 
church. 

At St. John’s, Bethelen:, Rev. J. C. 
Bieim, the Bowman pastor, attempted to 
take possession of the pulpit, but the 
trustees interfered and invited him to a 
seat ina pew. He read a protest and left 
the church, followed by abcut forty adult 
members. 

At Freemansburg, Rev. W. H. Stauffer, 
a Bowman man, was prevented from occu- 
pying the pulpit, and after reading a pro- 
test he retired. 

Policemen were present in several 
churches in Reading and elsewhere, but 
their services were not required.

Brazil Doing a Lively Commercial Busi- 
ness—Venezucla’s Boundary.

During the adminis- 
tration of Gladstone, the latter agreed to 
arbitration, but before the details were 
arranged there was a change of govern- 
ment, aud since then Lord Salisbury has 
contented himself with the possession of 
the disputed territory and has declined all 
propositions to arbitrate. The develop- 
ment of the gold mines in the disputed 
territory is very rapid and the immigra- 
tion movement, especially from England, 
Scotland and Wales, is very active.

Self Locking Envelopes. 
Doctors have inveighed against the 


dangerous gum which is used on some 
envelopes, and mishaps have been fre- 
quent as the result of damping the gum 
on envelopes with the tongue. All 
sibility of such accidents is removed by 
the automatic lock envelopes which hav 
been patented. On the flap of the en- 
velope are two projecting flanges, and 
all that is necessary todo to close the 
envelope is to fold these flanges by ready 
stamped lines, and insert the flap thus 
narrowed in a slot provided, whereupon 
the folded flanges automatically lock 
themselves in the slot, and the envelope 
cannot be opened without tearing it. 
The operation sounds much more com- 
plicated than it really is in practice, for 
one of these new envelopes can be closed 
as readily as the better known gummed 
envelopes.—New York Telegram

Another New Gas Lamp. 

A new type of gas lamp that has been 
introduced abroad consists primarily of 
an argand burner inclosed in a globe, 
with the air for supporting combustion 
admitted both above and below the 
flame. The lower supply of air passes 
through the center of the burner, while 
the upper supply enters from above the 
burner into the globe, which incloses 
besides the burner a metallic deflector 
upon which the flame impinges and is 
conducted to a porcelain bell mouthed 
exit above. The supply of air entering 
from above is thus highly heated in its 
passage. The result of the well balanced 
proportions of gas and air admitted to 
tLe globe, which practically becomes the 
combustion chamber, results in a brill- 
iant bulb shaped light of high illumi-

‘FOURTEEN FAT JOBS 


To Be Filled by Men Who are 
Skilled in Legal Lore. 


SOME OF THE POSSIBILITIES. 


Many Politicians Casting « Wistfal Eye 
Toward the New Judgeships—Favored 


Men Wil! Probably Be Easterners. 


WASHINGTON, March 9,—The politicians 
are all interested just now in the new 
judgeships. There are fourteen in all, 
and they will make fat places for some of 
the disappointed candidates at the late 
election. There are nine of the new cir- 
cuit judges and five of the judges of the 
new land court, which will last for four 
years. The president intimated to a west- 
ern politician who called upon him the 
other day that he should take the judges 
of the laud court from the East, so as to 
obtain men who would have no prejudices 
or interest in the cases which will arise. 
These places have been partially forgotten 
midst the pressure for the life positions 
on the circuit bench, created by$ the new 
judiciary act. For these places the de- 
partment of justice is being flooded with 
applications, but itis likely to turn out 
that the earliest applicants will be among 
the most fortunate. 

It has been suggested that the president 
would be compelled to call an extra ses- 
sion of the senate to confirm his nomina- 
tions for those ) laces, but no such sugges- 
tion has come from.the White House, 
President Cleveland appointed the inter- 
state commerce commissioners after the 
adjournment of the Forty-ninth congress, 
and they entered at once upon their 
duties without question. The president 
has the power to fill vacancies, and there 
seems to be no reason to doubt that these 
new places are vacancies in the eyes of the 
law, in the same sense as those which 
occur by death or resignation or removal. 

There will be one appointment for each 
of the nine judicial circuits,and there will 
be candidates enough in every circuit for 
the entire nine It will be good 
policy for the president to promote one of 
the district judges to the circuit bench in 
&@s many cases as he can find the right 
mep. This will give him a chance to 
please two men instead of one, by pro- 
moting the district judge to a higher 
place and filling his place by a new ap- 
pointment. Judge Woods of Indiana is 
said to be already picked out fer promo- 
tion of this sort. The president knows 
him, likes him and trusts him. He would 
siton the same bench of appeals with 
Judge Gresham. 

New York has a dozen candidates, each 
backed by strong political influence. She 
will doubtless get the place which belongs to 
the New York, Connecticut and Vermont 
circuit. New Jersey is fortunate in be- 
ing in another district with Delaware and 
Pennsylvania, and she may succeed in 
getting one of the new places for Edward 
lL. Green of Trenton. Heis a prominent 
Republican and is supported ly ex-Senator 
Sewell, who has great influence at the 
White House. 

Massachusetts will probably get the ap- 
pointment for her circuit, and several 
candidates have already been heard of 
here. Governor Long will undoubtedly 
stand a good chance if he wants the place. 
There issome talk of promoting Judge 
Nelson, and Congressman Randall is 
pressing Charles W. Clifford of New Bed- 
ford as warmly as he backed Col. Stack- 
p le for his place on the board of public 
appraisers. He was looking for Attorney 
General Miller, to tell him how well qual- 
ified Mr. Cliffoad is. 

One of the defeated members of con- 
gress who is thought to have a pretty 
good chance, is Senutor Moody of South 
Dakota. Heis supported by the delega- 
gations from both Dakotas, and is a man 
of considerable legal ability. Ex-Senator 
Pierce of North Dakota is also spoken of, 
but he is likely to receive scant considera- 
tion. Acandidate whom everbody would 
like to see win, if it did not compel him 
toleave Washington, is H. Taft, the so- 
licitor general of the department of jus- 
tice. Mr. Taft isa man of «broad culture 
and has made himself infinitely popular 
with nearly every one with whom he has 
come in coutact durring his short service 
at Washington. If he is appointed it will 
give the president another vacancy to fill, 
witha salary of $7000. 

There is some talk that one or two 
Democrats may be chosen for one of the 
list of nine places to be filled. If the presi- 
dent decides to give a place to a Deio- 
crat, it will probably be one of the south- 
ern circuits.

The Livery Stable of W. J. Custance and 
Other Buildings Burned. 


East Weymouth was visited at an early 
hour this morning by one of the largest 
fires it has had for a number of years. 

It started in the basement of W. J. Cus- 
tance’s livery stable on Commercial street. 
When discovered the fire was under good 
headway and nearly consumed when the 
department arrived. Its contents consisted 
of seven horses, carriages, harnesses, 
sleighs, ete. 

From here the fire communicated to the 
building occupied by Custance as a dwel- 
ling house. The roof of this building was 
burned off and the upper story gutted. 

The Allen house stable and sheds which 
adjoin the Custance livery stable also took 
fire and were badly damaged. 

Custance loss on contents of stable was 
$2500, and on furniture in house $400. The 
loss on the buildings which were owned by 
Jotham Salisbury was, on stable $1500, and 
on house $1500. The loss on the Allen 
house stable will be about $400, making a 
total loss on buildings and contents of 
$6300, which is partially covered by insur- 
ance. 

The cause of the fire is unknown. Mr. 
Custance locked up his stable at 11 o’clock 
and everything was all right at that time.

After the battle of An- 
tietam, in which he had displayed great 
bravery and ability, he rode up before 
the Fifteenth regiment, which had suf- 
fered great loss in this battle, and asked 
what the result had been. When told 
what loss it had suffered he broke down 
and openly shed tears as he sat in his 
saddle before his regiment. The furious 
battle was not yet over, the roar of can- 
non and the rattle of musketry was still 
sounding, but the brave general cried 
before his men as he thought of his 
friends who had lost their lives. 

His fatherly care and watchfulness 
over his men was well known. He took 
care to have as little loss of life as pos- 
sible, and looked after their health very 
carefully. It is also well known that he 
was very liberal to the soldiers with his 
money. He constantly drew on his pri- 
vate bank account to alleviate the wants 
of soldiers in his company, and he also 
used to urge them to send their money 
home, and would take it from them and 
give them checks on the bank in return, 
which they could send home to their 
families. After the war he was equally 
benevolent to war veterans in distress, 
and many men have him to thank for 
aid in their troubles.—Worcester Ga- 
zette. 


Beating the Cabby. 

Even if Representative Jagon B. Brown 
does come from a rural district in Indi- 
ana, he has no hayseed in his hair. A 
few days ago he hired a cab in front of 
the Riggs house and drove around where 
he expected to meet a friend. But his 
friend was not there, and so he drove 
back to the hotel around the corner. The 
trip occupied just six minutes. ‘How 
much?” he asked the cabman. ‘‘Seventy- 
five cents.”

FLOOD AND CYCLONE 


Cause Destruction of Life and 
Property in Mississippi. 


Steamer Strathendrick Sunk—Other Ves- 
sels Meet with Accident. 


LONDON, March 10.—The steamer Stra- 
thendrick, Cardiff for Sourabaya, collided 
with the steamer Devonhurst at Souras 
baya and subsequently went to the bottom 
in thirty-six fathoms of water. The en- 
gineer of the Strathendrick was drowned. 
The Devonhurst was badly damaged, but 
remained afloat. 

The steamer Clan Mackay, while leav- 
ing the port of Galle, struck on the rocks 
and was so badly damaged that she filled 
with water. The work of discharging her 
cargo is being expedited. 

The steamer Salient, while on a voyage 
from Rotterdam for Sunderland, broke 
her shaft. The accident caused the 
steamer todrift helplessly and the situa- 
tign was renderea much worse by a dense 
snowstorm which was prevailing. The 
vessel eventually stranded at Filey, a 
watering place of England, and subse- 
quently filled with water. Her captain 
and crew esvaped with their lives.

| of-nine-tails, 


DEATH OF BISHOP PADDOCK. 


Was Famous as a Preacher and a Cop- 
tributor to Literature. 


Boston, March 10.—Kt. Rev. Benjamin 
Henry Paddock, S. T. D., who has been in 
charge of the Episcopalian diocese of Mas- 
sachusetts since his consecration as bishop, 
Sept. 17, 1873, is dead. He succeeded 
Bishop Eastburn, who died Sept. 12, 1872, 
after an episcopate of thirty years. 

Bishop Paddock was the son of Rey. 
Seth B. Paddock, was born in Norwich, 
Conn., Feb. 2@ 1828. 

In 1853 he was chosen rector of St. 
Luke’s church in Portland, Me., but with- 
drew after three months on account of the 
climate. For seven years he served as 
rector at Trinity in his native city, and 
then from 1869to 1869 hid charge of the 
Christ Church parish in Detroit. For 
the four years preceding his bishopric 
he was rector of Grace church, Brooklyn 
Heights. Bishop Paddock was the author 
of a number of articles in reviews and 


periodicals, canonical digests, sermons, 
charges, etc., He married, May 19, 
1853, Caroline H. Cooke of Wall- 
ivgford, Conn., who died in 1860, 


In 1863 he was again married, to Anna L. 

Sanger of Detroit. They had three chil-

As for the people, I am and always 
shall be of good St. Francis Xavier’s 
feeling, ‘This nation is the delight of 
my soul.” Never have I passed days 
more happy, tranquil or restorative than 
among Japanese of all classesin the ci- 
ties, towns and villages of Japan. Pos- 
sibly that is because I have had no busi- 
ness relations with my kind and pleasant 
Niponese friends, and have never talked 
very much metaphysics; but it seems 
certainly an easy way to keep on the 
right side of folks to let philosophy and 
theology alone. 

Moreover it is, no doubt, necessary for 
such experiences to go a little behind 
that sort of Japan which you find on the 
Hatobas of Yokohama or Kobe, in the 
Yoshiwaras of those and the other open 
ports. At very little distance from the 
surface, which we civilizing westerners 
have done our best to spoil, will be still 
discovered the old, changeless, high 
tempered, generous, simple and sweet 
mannered Japan of old. 

I frankly confess it has entirely charm- 
ed me; and therefore what I say of this 
Japanese nation, and their manners 
and customs, must be received with the 
proper caution attaching to the language 
of a friend, and even a lover. But where 
else in the world does there exist such a 
conspiracy to be agreeable; such a wide- 
spread compact to render the difficult af- 
fairs of life as smooth and graceful as 
circumstances admit; such fair decrees 
of fine behavior fixed and accepted for 
all; such universal restraint of the 
coarser impulses of speech and act. 
such pretty picturesqueness of daily 
existence; such lively love of nature as 
the embellisher of that existence; such 
sincere delight in beautiful artistic 
things; such frank enjoyment of the en- 
joyable; such tenderness to little chil- 
dren; such reverence for parents and old 
persons; such widespread refinement of 
taste and habits; such courtesy to strang- 
ers; such willingness to please and to be 
pleased.—Sir Edwin Arnold in Scribner's. 


Crabs Are Fighters. 

Crabs particulariy are fighting ani- 
mals; in fact, they will fight anything. 
I have seen a crab, in conflict with a lob- 
ster, catch the latter over the fore part 
of the head, where the shell is hardest, 
and crush it in by one effort. And it 
rather bears out my idea that the claws 
of these creatures are particularly weap- 
ons of war; that the moment one of 
them receives severe injury in a claw it 
drops it off by voluntary amputation, 
severing its connection with the body at 
the shoulder by an act of its own will. 
It seems to me probable that if the claw 
were necessary for feeding nature would 
rather seek to cure an injury to it than 
let the animal discard it altogether. 

The species of crab which is most con- 
spicuously a fighter is the hermit crab. 
Its first idea of independent life is to eat 
a harmless whelk and occupy its shell; 
its next notion is to give battle to every 
crab of the same persuasion as itself that 
it comes across. Altogether hermit crabs 
are undoubtedly the most quarrelsome 
creatures in existence.—Interview in 
Washington Star. 


Education in the Argentine. 

There are two universities, one at 
Buenos Ayres and oneat Cordoba, which 
together counted 993 students in 1889, 
and delivered 234 diplomas, including 8! 
doctors of law, 85 doctors of medicine, 
and 11 civil engineers. In the whole 
republic there are sixteen national col- 
leges, with a teaching corps of 464 pro- 
fessors and an attendance in 1889 of 
2,599 pupils. In the capital and the 
provinces there are thirty-five normal 
schools, with 12,024 pupils of both sexes, 
who become professors and teachers, 
chiefly for the primary schools. 

In Buenos Ayres in 1889 there were 
285 primary schools, directed by 1,571 
teachers and attended by 54,509 children. 
In the provinces there were 2;719 pri- 
mary schools, with a teaching staff of 
4,532 and an attendance of 205,186. To 
resume, the results obtained were 3,042 
primary schools, 6,103 teachers, 259,695 
pupils, 2,373 primary schoolhouses in the 
whole republic. Of these schoolhouses 
485 are the property of the nation or of 
the provinces and 1,888 private prop- 
erty.—Theodore Child, in Harper's. 


Advance of Public Sentiment. 

As an incident of the woman’s suffrage 
movement, it is impossible to pass over 
the election of Lady Sandhurst, Miss 
Jane Cobden and Miss Cons as members 
of the London county ceuncil. As hos- 
tile suits are now pending for heavy pen- 
alties against the ladies to test their 
right to sit and vote, it would be unbe- 
coming here to do more than wish them 
success in their brave fight. Their pres- 
ence at the council board, their useful 
werk on its committees, has already so 
justified their election that even if the 
law be interpreted hostilely against 
them there is little doubt that public 
opinion would compel early legislative 
action in favor of the right they claim. 
—Charles Bradlaugh in Boston Tran- 
script. 


A Verse of Scripture. 

At one of the Teachers’ institutes held 
a few years ago in Maine, a rule was in 
force that whoever entered the morning 
session late should pause at the door and 
recite a passage of Scripture, a quotation 
from some poet, or other expression of 
an idea, for the edification of those pres- 
ent at the session.

Many are the pitfalls which lie in the 
path of the man who sits down to make 
his will. In acase recently tried in the 
probate court the witnesses were stated 
in the usual words to have ‘hereunto 
subscribed their names,” but ithappened 
that these witnesses’ signatures were 
written in the margin and somewhat 
higher than these attesting words. 
Hence arose the grave quéstion, Could a 
signature be said to be subscribed when, 
strictly speaking, it was superscribed? 
It is easy to conceive a judge of rigidly 
logical tendencies who would have de- 
cided that there had been in this case no 
proper attestation. 

Fortunately Sir C. Parker Butt, forti- 
fied by a decision of Lord Campbell, de- 
cided that, though if might seem a 
strange interpretation to put upon the 
word “‘subscribe,” to hold that writing 
the witnesses’ names above the testator’s 
signature in the margins was a com- 
pliance with the act, yet in the eye of 
the law the word “‘subscribe” ‘simply 
means signing the name without any 
reference to its position on the docu- 
ment.”—London News.

DEATH OF MINISTER SWIFT. 


Awerica’s Representative in Japan 


Stricken Down by Heart Lisease—Gov- 
ernment Deposits May Soon Be Called 


in Instalments, 


WASHINGTON, March 11—Brazilian 
newspapers have been received at the de- 
partment of state, containing a statement 
by the President of Brazil, declaring the 
ports of that country free and open to the 
imports of the United States that were 
included in the recent reciprocity agree- 
ment, thus setting at rest the rumors that 
have ‘been current and the assertions that 
have come from various quarters that the 
Brazilian government did not recognize 
the validity of the treaty. The Journal 
de Commercio (government organ) cf Rio 
de Janeiro of Feb. 6,in publishing the 
decree says: 

The commercial interests involved in 
this agreement are so vast, and affect so 
greatly our intercourse with the rest of 
the civilized world, that we shall watch 
its effects with the greatest attention. 
Upon one point there exists no doubt that 
tLe agreement will be highly satisfactory 
to the government of the United States, 
since it bas for some time been warmly 
advocated by the press of that country, 
which is so well disposed toward us, and 
which grants us especial favors, which are 
refused by the nations of Europe. 


JOHN F. SWIFT. 


Sudden Death of the Lawyer, Author 
and Politician in Tokio, Japan. 


WASHINGTON, March 1L—Secretary 
Blaine received a cable message from 
Tokio, Japan, announcing the death of 
United States Minister John F. Swift, at 
7 o’clock last night, from heart disease. 

John F. Swift was a wealthy and prom- 
inent lawyer of California and had held 
several positions of prominence in that 
state. He retired from active practice of 


the law about three or four years ago. | 


He was a learn- 
ed and affable 
man, of fine con- 
versational pow- 
ers, and a success- 
ful author. He 
had travelled 
nearly all over 
the world. One 
of his best known 
books of travel is 
“Going to Jeri- 
cho.” A widely 
read work of fic. 
ion is his “Ru- 
pert Greathouse.” 
He was one of the 
negotiators of the

treaty with Chinain 1880, known as the 


Swift, Angel and Trescott treaty. He had 
always taken an active part in California 
politics, and had contributed liberally to 
the Republican cause, especially in the 
last election. He was the Republican 
candidate for governor of California in 
1886, and wrote the famous anti-Chinese 
petition which was presented to the senate 
two or three years ago. He was a native 
of Missouri, but went to California in 
the early days. He was an old friend of 
President Harrison.

DEPOSITS 


In National Banks May Be Called for by 
Instalments. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—Acting Sec 
retary Nettleton of the treasury depart- 
ment made the following statement in re- 
gard to a report that that department has 
decided to callin the government depos- 
its in natioWal banks: “The government 
has no present or immediate need to use 
any part of the funds now in depository 
banks. Doubtless during the next eight 
months a part of the deposits will be re- 
quired; but they will in such case 
be called in instalments and only on 
reasonable notice, as heretofore. Inas- 
much as these deposits, when so called, 
will doubtless be disbursed to meet cur- 
rent requirements of the government, the 
funds sv used will be almost immediately 
returned to the channels of business.” 


The Baccarat Scandal. 

LONDON, March 1L—Sir William Cum- 
ming has obtained an order from the 
court, before which his actions for dam- 
ages will be tried, requiring the defend- 
ants to furuish in detail a description of 
the acts of cheating at baccarat with 
which he is charged. The defendants, in 
view of the fact that it would be difficult 
to specify the acts referred to, have 
appealed to the court to reverse the order. 
Decision on the appeal is reserved. 


Long Race Between Sailing Vessels. 

New YorK, March 11.—An interesting 
race of merchant vessels has just begun. 
The British ships Habitant for Mel- 
bourne, Alex Yeats for Sydney, and In- 
dore for Calcutta, and the German ship 
Senca for Melbourne, started on their voy- 
ages together and will race as far as the 
equator. They hope to overhaul the 
American ship T. F. Oakes, which cleared 
Sandy Hook yesterday morning for Port 
Pownsend.

ALLIANCE MEN DISAPPOINTED 


By Not Having Accomplished Much in 
the Kapsas Legislature. 


TOPEKA, Kan.,March 11.—The state leg- 
islature has closed consideration of gen- 
eral legislative measures, and from now 
to adjournment will consider nothing but 
appropriation bills. The work of the leg- 
islature has been a distinct disappoint- 
ment to the Farmers’ Alliance. They came 
to Topeka intending to institute all sorts 
of reforms, and they return to their con- 
stituents without accomplishing any of 
them, or, at least, any of the radical ones. 
The following measures, championed by 
the Farmers’ Alliance, failed to become 
laws and have received their quietus in 
the senate: The bill to reduce rai!way 
freight; the mortgage bond and security 
bill; the waiver of appraisement bill and 
the bill reducing the salaries of county 
and state officers. 

The appropriations for state institu- 
tions and for the carrying on of the vari- 
ous departments will doubtless be cut 
down in accordance with the Farmers’ Al- 
liance’s idea of economy, so as to effect a 
saving of about $200,000. Three investiga- 
tions are in progress: One into the Cof- 
feyville dynamite plot; one into the acts 
of the state house commissioners, and one 
for the impeachment of Judge Botkin 
of the Sixth judicial district. These in- 
vestigations will cost the state ultimately 
about $150,000. 


THEIR PLANS UNCHANGED. 


Everything Looks Bright fur the Ameri- 
can Association This Season. 

CINCINNATI, March 11—The American 
association held a secret session,and when 
asked what was to be the future of the 
association in Cincinnati, each delegate 
said that their pluus heretofore approved 
and made public had not been interfered 
with in the least. The circuit announced 
by the association, viz Baltimore, Phila- 
delpbia, Boston and Washington 1n the 
east; St. Louis, Louisville, Cincinnati and 
Columbus in the west, with the array of 
playing talent now under contract, gives 
promise cf a most prosperous season, and 
certainly presents to the league a danger- 
ous rival, Within thirty minutes yester- 
day the sum of $35,000 waz subscribed to 
the fund, to be used for the protection of 
the American association interests.

UNDER SNOWDRIFTS. 


Bad Weather Causing Much Suf- 
fering in England. 


IRISH NATIONAL FEDERATION

Opens Its Convention in Dablin, and 


Gatlines the Draft of a Constitution— 


Parnell’s Fate Declared Sealed. 


LONDON, March 1].—The blizzard inthe 
south of England continues, though the 
weather in London is milder. The rail- 
roads of Kent and Sussex are completely 
blocked, and the neighboring country is 
deep with snow. Two trains full of pus- 
sengers on the Midl.nd railroad were 
snowed up through the night, and the 
Passengers were not rescued until morn- 
ing. A train on the North Kent railroad, 
bound for this city, was snowed up Mon- 
day night and still remains in the railroad 
cutting, where it was stopped by the 
drift. A numberof engines have been 
sent to the scene, but they have been un- 
abled as yetto move the train. The 
Sheerness mail car cannot be found. It 
has been lost somewhere along the road 
between this city and Sheerness. A search 
party went outafter the missing car and 
locomotive, and rescued the engineer. He 
was found hulf frozen ina snowdrift. Two 
clergymen were snowed upin a carriage 
on the Faversham road, and were rescued 
with difficulty, after having suffered se- 
verely. 

Reports from the provinces show that 
the blizzard prevailed from the St. 
Georges channel to the North sea. One 
of the effects of the storm has been the 
stoppage of the South Wales iron works. 
All railroad traffic is stopped and the 
trains there ure delayed. In Somerset- 
shire, Dorsetshire, Hampshire and 
Gloucestershire there aresnowdrifts every- 
where many feet deep, rendering field 
work impossible. A passenger train 
which left Charing Cruss railroad station 
at midnight for lolkestone was caught in 
a huge snowdrift outside of Folkestone. 
The passengers were not rescue] until § 
o’clock in the morning, when many of 
them were seriously sick from exposure. 
On the London, Chatham and Dover 
railroad the trains were delayed for 
hours. Maidstone, Sheerness and Sitting- 
bourne have been cut off from communi- 
cation with the couutry surrounding 
them. 

In addition to the damage done by the 
storm itself the Thames has commenced 
to rise in a dangerously rapid manner, and 
already inundates the low lying districts 
bordering on that river from Richmond 
down. All wagons coming in from the 
country bound for Covent Garden market 
have been snowed up along the roads 
leading into the metropolis. In south 
Devonshire the snowstorm continues its 
violeuce. The railroads are blocked and 
the mail train bound trom Southampton 
for Loudou is snowed up at some un- 
known spot. ‘lie towns on the Channel 
islands have also been cut off by the snow 
from all communication with each other. 
Taken altogether, the storm bas not been 
equalled in severity for a decade. 


THE IRISH FEDERATION. 


Opening of the Anti-Parnellite Conven- 
tion in Dublin. 


DUBLIN, March 11.—The National Feder- 
ation convention opened here, with Jus- 
tin McCarthy presiding. Letters of ap- 
proval of the course adopted by the Me- 
Carthyites were received from Archbishop 
Croke and most of the Irish bishops. Sir 
Thomas Esmonde, secretary of the con- 
vention stated chat 115 organizations had 
sent delegates. Letters had been received 
from ninety other organizatious, stating 
these organizations would support Mr. 
McCarthy. 

Mr. McCarthy said that the league had 
allowed itself to be captured in a recreant 
way by a “crowbar brigude.”” The Feder- 
ation, he declared, was well rid of the 
National League. For Mr. Parnell he had 
no words but those of compassion. In 
following a wrong conrse, Mr. Parnell’s 
fate, as leader of the Irish parliamentary 
party, had become sealed. 

The draft of a constitution defines the 
object of the National federation as being 
home rule, land law reform, improve- 
ment of the status of the masses, assent 
to the social and political rights of labor- 
ers and artisans, the development of Irish 
industries and resources, the abolishment 
of the grand jury system, the estsb- 
lishment of an educational system based 
on the principle of equal dealing toward 
all sections of the Irish people, electoral 
registration, reform in regard to parlia- 
ment and municipal governments and 
other bodies, and the repeal of the 
coercion act. 

Thomas Sexton, member of parliament 
for West Belfast, made a statement to the 
effect that during the Boulogne negotia- 
tions, the representatives of the majority 
of the Irish parliamentary party offered 
to leave the chairmanship of the party 
open for ayearif Mr. Parnell would re- 


tire temporarily from that position. The 
negotiations proceeded on this basis. Mr. 


Parvells leadership, he said, is no longer 
within the range of political politics. 

An executive committee was appointed 
consisting of Messrs. McCarthy, Condon, 
Davitt, Deasy, Dickson, Murphy, McCar- 
tan, Arthur O’Connor, Sexton, Sheehy, 
Sullivan and Webb, and also Messrs. 
Dillon and O’Brien, if they are willing to 
| serve.

John J. Preston, who was present at the 
time of the shootiag, said it was an acci- 
dent. Capt. Davis and Seret. Kew told 
of the arrest of Riley, and that he said he 
did the shooting and was sorry he didn’t 
| kill her. Riley was held in $2000 for the 
superior court.

Making Salad Dressing Between Courses. 

The pretty fashion of making the salad 
dressing on the table obtains among fash- 
ionable people at smallinformal dinners, 
Before the preceding course has been re- 
moved the servant brings the hostess a 
shallow silver bowl, into which are broken 
the yolks of two eggs. Before her are 
also placed the oil decanter, two tiny sil- 
ver pepper boxes holding white and cay- 
enne pepper, a small mustard pot with 
the unmixed mordant, and a bit of lemon 
on a plate or a second miniature decan- 
ter of tarragon vinegar, as the taste of 
the hostess prefers. 

Then, while the plates are being 
changed, the mayonnaise is concocted. 
Into the unbeaten yolks are carefully 
measured first a saltspoon of salt and an- 
other of dry mustard, a good pinch of 
cayenne and a better one of white pep- 
per, then with a silver fork the stirring 
process begins. Drop by drop the amber 
oil does its work till, thick, golden and 
velvety, the mayonnaise is ready for the 
touch of acid from lemon or vinegar, and 
afterward to be sent around the table as 
the salad is served. It isa graceful of- 
fice for deft fingers.—Her Point of View 
in New York Times. 


James Russell Lowell's Birthday. 

{f I had been asked a few weeks ago to 
name the two most interesting men in 
America, [ should have answered with- 
out hesitation, ‘‘Mr. Lowell and Gen. 
Sherman”—or ‘“‘Gen. Sherman and Mr. 
Lowell,” for the order of the names would 
have mattered little. The general's 
strong yet childlike nature, his varied 
and well remembered experience, his ex- 
tensive reading, and his readiness and 
skill in expressing himself on a thousand 
topics, made him a fascinating talker, 
whether he were addressing two or 
twenty people. 

On the other hand, Mr. Lowell's poetic 
imagination and keen yet kindly wit, his 
intimate acquaintance with the best 
thoughts of the best minds of all time, 
his familiarity with the history of the 
past and his personal connection with 
the historic happenings of hisown day 
combine to make him one of the half 
dozen living men whom it were best 
worth while toknow. Like Gen. Sherman 
and George Washington, Mr. Lowell was 
a February child, and was 72 years old 
on Washington’s birthday. Gen. Sher- 
man reached his seventy-first birthday 
on Feb. 8, and died on the 14th.—Critic 


A Large Price for a Flower. 

l saw a new variety of plant for parlor 
decoration in a florist’s window the other 
day, the price being marked at the mod- 
est figure of $100. In the passion for this 
sort of display, which is now rampant 
here in Boston, I am told that the money 
expended is out of all proportion to the 
intrinsic value or beauty of the product, 
some rare specimens being sought for in 
preference to one in which the attrac- 
tions of form and color are conspicuons. 
This sort of interest recalls the Dutch 
tulip mania, and though there is perhaps 
no danger that our Yankee flower fan- 
ciers will lose their heads, as the old 
Hollanders did, yet itis worth remem- 
bering that the latter were hard headed, 
matter of fact people, and it is such, by 
the way, who are apt to be most unset- 
tled by a gust of excitement.—Boston 
Post. 


Lack of Men Who Dance, 

The complaint is made that the danc- 
ing men in society are scarcely beyond 
the age of knickerbockers, and a call has 
gone out for more men of years, weight 
and discretion who are willing to make 
themselves generally useful at the small 
dances of society. There has never been 
a year in the history of New York when 
balls occurred in private houses so fre- 
quently as this season. Two or three 
dances a night have been the rule.

A CALIFORNIA MUSTANG, 


The other day a Kern county rancher 
telegraphed to the best horse doctor in 
San Francisco: 

“Take the next train, come out to my 
farm, and do what you can for my mus- 
tang.” 

The doctor went, found an old saddle 
horse, long past usefulness, in fact 
dying, and returned, wondering what 
made the rancher so aaxious about the 
animal . 

Others wondered, ®oo, until the story 
was one day told to a few friends who 
were visiting at the old ranch house near 
the foothills. There is perhaps nothing 
in the affair which marks it as different 
from many occurrences on the frontier, 
where homes are far apart, and where 
life itself may sometimes depend upon a 
saddle horse’s speed and bottom. But, 
told as the rancher told it at his own ta- 
ble, it was a story that long clung to the 
memory. 

“Tt was more than thirty years ago,” 
he said. “I was18 years old, and had 
been away from home attending school. 
When I came back to the ranch in Kern, 
near the foothills, my mother came cxy- 
ing to the door to meet me. 

“My little sister was very ill. Ke 
was only 6 years old, my pet and de- 
light, and my mother wasa widow. An 
elder sister was in Tuolumne teaching 
school; my brother, who managed the 
ranch, had gone to Stanislaus to buy 
sheep, and motherand baby were alone. 
It was eight miles to the nearest village 
andstage station, from which place I 
had. walked, reaching the house at dark. 
I went in and found little Mary uncon- 
scious;my mother could not tell what 
was the matter. I ran down to the past- 
ure and called my colt, Major, the best 
horse Iever owned. He came at once, 
and I saddled him and rode off at a 
gallop. 

“It was early winter, and rain had 
made the road heavy; cloudy all day, a 
drixzle began before I had been five min- 
utes in the saddle. I had neither whip 
nor spur. Now and then I spoke to 
Major, and he knew there was work be- 
fora him. Two miles we went without 
@ pause, the road dead level and so 
slippery that I could feel Major slide 
like a log on a frosted sidewalk; but he 
managed to keep to his feet and resume 
his wild pace. He took the bit in his 
teeth and ran, snorting with excitement; 
for a year he had not been ridden, and 
his muscles were steel, his lungs like a 
steam engine. I let him walk for a few 
moments, then let him have his head 
again and again, until he swept into the 
village in a tearing gallop. 

‘* ‘Not here,’ was the answer, as I ham- 
mered at the poctor’s door. ‘Gone ten 
miles into the foothills to the old Be- 
mon¢ place.’ 

‘“Phat was east in a direct line, and 
three miles south was another village 
where perhaps a doctor could be found. 
If not it was but a féw minutes lost, 
for another road could be taken to Be- 
mont’s. 

‘‘Again the wild pace under the clouded 
sky and cold rain, thoughts of my lonely 
mother and little sister urging me to yet 
greater haste. The road was hard, with 
a thin coating of mud that spattered me 
from head to foot, and the wind blew 
sharply in my face. I lived over in mem- 
ory every scene of our lives, every word 
said to my sister, every act done in the 
past—her arms about my neck in thanks* 
for some simple gift; long days behind 
the plow, with her toddling feet in the 
furrow; a child asleep in the summer 
grass, a bunch of wild poppies in her 
chubby hand, the calico sunbonnet tossed 
back from the curly head.

Association Starts the Ball Roll- 
ing in Cincinnati. 


LEAGUE GROUNDS TIED UP. 


Plaintiffs Represent Boston and Phila- 


delphia Clubs—Kelly Made Captain of 


the Cincinnati Association Team 


CINCINNATI, March 12.—The local base 
ball muddle has reached the court at last. 
Yesterday afternoon President Louis 
Kramer of the American association sat 
chatting with Judge Maxwell, while 
Lawyer Jackson filed a plea in the su- 
perior court und obtained the temporary 
relief praye:l for. 

The plaintiffs are Charles A. Prince, 
John C. Haynes, Arthur Dixwell and 
Julian B. Hart of Boston, and George J. 
Earl Wagner of Philadelphia. The de 
fendants are John M. Ward of Brooklyn, 
E. B. Talcott of New York, John E. Bruce 
of Cincinnati, A. G. Spaulding of Chicago, 
and J. Palmer O'Neill of Pittsburg. 

The plaintiffs say they, with Johnson, 
Brunell and Ward, formed a corporation 
last October for the purpose of succeeding 
the League club of Cincinnati and plac- 
ing the same in the Players’ National 
leagae,. Johnson, Brunell and Ward 
were appointed trustees for the benefit of 
all. They claim that the trustees are 
about to or have entered into a conspiracy 
for the purpose of diverting the purposes 
of the corporation, aud to injure and 
harm these plaintiffs,"“and in prejudice to 
their interests have fraudulently con- 
spired to sell out tothe National league. 
Hence the court is asked to appoint a re- 
ceiver for all the effects of the club and 
finally for a sale of all its effects and fran- 
chises and an equitable division among 
all the stockholders of the proceeds in 
proportion to their interests. 

Another prayer is that the corporation 
owns the lease to the Western avenue 
grounds and the court is asked to restrain 
any attempt to use the grounds for apy 
purpose other than was contemplated by 
the forming of this corporation. 

A temporary order was granted as 
prayee for, and thus the grounds are tied 
up. John E. Bruce, attorney for the 
Players’ league, transferred all the stock 
and franchises and rights of the club to 
Paxton and Warrington, who have been 
retained by the league.

HARRINGTON FEELS HUMILIATED 


At the Conduct of Bishops, and Makes 
an Attack Upon Them. 


DubButx, March 12.—Timothy Harring 
ton, M. P., has sent to The Freeman’s 
Jourual a letter signed by Archbishop 
Logue, on behalf of the Irish bishops, to 
Mr. Parnell, dated Oct. 15, 1890, on the 
eve of the O’Shea divorce trial. In this 
letter the archbishop states that at a meet- 
ing of bishops it was resolved to maintain 
and strengthen the relations between the 
clergy and the Parnellites; that the clergy 
relied upon. Mr. Parnell’s prudence, fore- 
sight and influence with the party to re- 
move disquieting abuses, and that they 
advised supervision of articles in The 
United Ireland, as theclergy who were co- 
operating actively with the party were 
considered by many as responsible for 
that paper’s unlicensed comments. Mr. 
Harrington’s aim in publishing the letter 
is to show that the bishops did not declare 
against Mr Parnell on moral grounds 
until after the appearauce of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s letter. Speaking at the league 
meeting yesterday, Mr. Harrington at- 
tacked the bishops for using Mr. Parunell’s 
authority against Mr. O’Brien as the con- 
ductor of United Ireland, and then select- 
ing Mr. O’Brien to try to suppress Mr.

PALMER I$ THE MAN 


Whe Will Represent Illinois in the 
United States Senate. 


TWO ALLIANCE MEN GIVE IN 


To the Almost Inexpressible Delight of 
the Democrats—A Fist Fight He!ps to 
Make the Proceedings Rather Lively. 


SPRINGFIELD Ills.,March 12.—It appeared 
to be a foregone conclusion that Gen. 
John M. Palmer would be elected United 
States senator by the solid 101 Democratic 
votes of the joint assembly, assisted by 
of those two of the F. M. B. A. men, Moore 
and Cockrell. Yet the Republicans were 
not ready to go down without a- struggle. 
They helda caucus to see if they could 
not at least kill off the Democratic can- 
didate. To that end the steering corna- 
mittee was empowered to handie the mat- 
ter as it might think best. That commit- 
tee held a consultation, and at its conclu- 
sion sent for Representative Moore, one of 
the F. M. B. A. men, and offered him the 
solid Republican vote of 100 if he and his 
two conferees, Cockrell and Tanbeneck, 
vould jointhem. This offer was consid- 
ered good politics in any event. If ac- 
cepted, it would defeat Gen. Palmer and 
put the F. M. B. A.’s under decided obli- 
gations to the Republicans; if rejected, it 
would put the farmers in the anomalous 
condition of refusing to elect a farmer. It 
was a tempting lure, but Moore did not 
accept it. 

The steering committee, in discussing 
the question, finally decided to give their 
vote to Senator Fuller, chairman of the 
steering committee, in recoguition of his 
services as a leader, in case everybody 
would pledge himself to obey the :nandate 
of the committee. 

The committee ordered their members 
not to answer the preliminary roll call.

FRESH DIFFICULTIES 


Which May Delay Settiement of 
the Behring Sea Muddle. 


GUATEMALA MAKES A STRIDE 


Toward Encouraging Commerce by Sub- 
sidizing Steamship Lines—No Fear of 
the Rejection of the Brazilian Treaty. 
A Pension Decision Reversed. 


WASHINGTON, March 12—The publica- 
tion of the Behring sea dispatch of Lord 
Silisbury, like numerous similar inter- 
national documents, originated in Great 
Britain. ‘he first news Secretary Blaine 
hud that the correspondence had been 
made public was conveyed tohim by a 
telegram from William Henry Smith of 
the Associated Press, informing him that 
Lord Salisbury’s acceptance of arbitration 
had been made public on the other side 
and asking him to give it out for publiea- 
tion here. In this way the Associated 
Press secured a “scoop” upon tbe rival 
association. The publication of the dis- 
patch caused a general sensation in Wash- 
ington. 

Ou of the first questions raised is as to 
the ariitrator, The existing complication 
bety een the crowned heads of Europe em- 
barrasses the question of selection. Rus- 
sia is more or jess interested in the result. 
The exact rights she ceded or attempted 
to cete in the purchase of Alaska form the 
chief elament inthe dispute. Moreover, 
Russia herself has a direct interest in sus- 
tainiie the claims of the United States, 
inasmuch as she receives a large income 
from the lease of seal islands opposite the 
Prebilo® islands cede! to the United 
States, and which ere operated by the 
same company. An award against the 
control by the United States of the seals 
in transit to the Prebiloff islands would 
be also injurious to Russian interests. 
Consequently it isimportant to select an 
arbitrator neither involved in entangling 
alliances with Russia nor in pronounced 
opposition to the general policy of the 
Russian government. 

This is a difficult point to overcome. 
Both sides would bave agreed upon ex- 
Emperor Dom Pedro of Brazil if he had 
retained fuli possession of his health and 
mental faculties. The reigning sover- 
‘is vs of Germany, Italy and Austria are 
all more Gr less involved in alliance with 
or against Russia. The President of the 
French Republic, or that illustrious re- 
tir-d statesman, Prince Bismarck, seem 
to be the only available quantities. 


COMMERCE ENCOURAGED 


By Guatemala Offering to Subsidize 


stenmebhip Lines. 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—The depart- 
ment of state has been informed that the 
government of Guatemala has entered 
into contract with the Cosmos Steamship 
company for the establishment ofa line 
of steamers to sail monthly each way be- 
tween the ports of Guatemala and Ham- 
burg. The c mpany agrees to carry free 
of cost all employes of the government 
and to transport for one-half the ordinary 
tariff agreed upon all articles imported 
for the use or benefit of the government; 
also to carry all immigrants from Europe 
to Guatemala at one-half the regular fare. 
The steamers are to carry free the nails 
from Guaternala and other American re- 
publics ou the west coast of South and 
Central America to the ports of Europe 
and the European‘mails. In consideration 
of this concession the government of 
Guatemala agrees to pay the company a 
subsidy of $1000 for every steamer of the 
Cosmos line calling at its ports, the con- 
dition being that not less than one a 
mouth shall call there. ‘Che steamers are 
absolved from all tonnage, anchorage and 
port dues and are to have preference in 
the way of advantages for unloading 
and loading. 


WAS IN LINE OF DUTY. 


A Pension Decision in Which a Far- 
lough Figures Prominently. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—Assistant Sec- 
retary Bussey has reudered a decision in 
the claim of the mother of Hiram Potter, 
late of company C, Fifth New York heavy 
artillery. ‘lhe record shows that Potter 
enlisted Dec. 28, 1863,and died at his home 
in the following February of brain fever. 
As there were no barracks or provisions 
for quarters forthe men at the place of 
enlistment, the provost marshal was or- 
dered to furlough all the soldiers until 
they could be provided for. With others, 
Potter was ordered to go home,and report 
from time to timeat Owego. During this 
time the fatal disease was contracted, and 
death ensued. Theclaim was originally 
rejected on the ground that the death 
cause was not contracted in the line of 
duty, but was contracted while the sol- 
dier was on furlough. The assistant sec- 
retary finds, from the testimony, that the 
exposure consequent on Potter’s enlist- 
ment and service caused the disease from 
which he died, and that death occurred 
while in line of duty. ‘he former adverse 
decision was therefore overruled. 


THE BRAZILIAN TREATY. 


Secretary Blaine Has No Fear That It 
Will Be Rejected. 


WASHINGTON, March 12. — Secretary 
Blaine is not disturbed by the reports 
here andin Brazil that the reciprocity 
treaty will be rejected by the Brazilian 
congress. ‘The latest advices received at 
the state department and by the Brazilian 
minister here show that the opposition to 
the treaty emanates principally from the 
English and German merchants, who ex- 
ercise considerable influence in Brazilian 
politics. Both Secratary Blaine and Min- 
ister Mendonca expected that at first the 
treaty would be bitterly assailed by Eu- 
ropean interests in Brazil, but they have 
no fear of the satisfaction of the people 
with it when all the provisions of the 
treaty are fully understood. Minister 
Mendonca was fully authorized by his 
government to make the treaty, and he 
will be sustained, notwithstanding the 
efforts of enemies of the republic, backed 
by fore‘gn influence, to thwart its purpose 
in est.4lishing reciprocal trade relations 
with tre United States. 


Brazillan Consulate Changes. 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—The depart- 
ment of state has received a copy of a de- 
eree of the provisional government of 
Brazil, dated Jan. 81 of the current year, 
dividing the consulates of that country 
in the United States into two groups,that 
of the consulate general at New York,em- 
bracing the New England states, the Pa- 
cific coast and the middle Atlantic states 
tothe boundary of Maryland; and that 
of the consulate at Baltimore ali other At- 
lantic and gulf states from Maryland to 
Texas, inclusive, 


WAS PURELY ACCIDENTAL. 


Verdict of the Coroner's Jury in the 
Spring Hi!l Mine Disaster. 


SPRING HILL, N. S., March !2.—The cor- 
oner’s jury in their investigation of the 
recent mine disaster @ave reached this 
verdict: 

The jury do say upon their oath that the 
late John Connerton and others came to 
their death by an explosion which origi- 
nated in No. 3 bor:| cf No. 7 balance in the 
west side of the east slope on the “Ist of 
February,1891. They further believe that 
said expl: sion was caused by a flaine from 
ashot fired in said bord, igniting coal 
dust and aceriain portion of gas which 
might have been present at the time. 
They also believe that there was an un- 
usual flame from said shot, owing toa 
slip in the stone. They believe that the 
explosion was accidental; that no blame 
should be attached to the management 
and that they took every precaution for 
the safety of their workmen, 

The jurors make the following recom- 
mendations: 

First, that in the fature, where safety 
lamps are use'l and in very dusty places, 
powder should not be use‘, 

Second, they recommend that the gas- 
eous poitions of the mine should be ex- 
amined by competent officials before the 
men resume work afterdinner.

A New Glove Mender. 
It is quite a difficult matter to repair 
one’s gloves so neatly and perfectly that 


such a degree that even untrained hands 
can do it with neatness and dispatch. 
The apparatus is made of ni and 
consists of two parts, which press against 
each other by means of a spring. Part 
of the top edge is provided with small 
teeth imclose range to each other. The 
seam of the glove to be mended is care- 
fully pressed between these teeth, and 
the needle passed in and out at every 
opening. Repairing done in this man- 
ner is so perfect that it cannot be no- 
ticed.—New York Journal. 


As the fly glides rapidly over a smooth 
surface every step presses out a supply 
of gum strong enough to give him a 
sure footing and to sustain him in safety 
if he halts. So strongis the cement that 
that upon one of his six feet is quite suf- 
ficient to sustain the weight of his whole 
body. But if he stands still the gum 
may dry up and harden quickly, and so 
securely fasten the traveler's foot as to 
make a sudden step snap the leg itself. 


The sponge reproduces its kind mainly 
by eggs. In each animal are contained 
both the male and the female elements, 
and it throws out the ova to be hatched 
in the water. At first the young are free 
swimming, and afterward they attach 
themselves to convenient spots and grow.

The iuitiatory taken in 
Brockton, Tuesday evening, toward the 
formation of a Woman’s Educational 
Union, the same to include exclusively 
young women ani girls in the city who 
earn their own living. It was an enthusi- 
astic meeting. One of the promoters of 
the work thus expressed his ideas on the 
subject : 

“An educational uvion for women is 
our aim. What,if we succeed, shall we 
try todo iu such union? Meet as far as 
possible the deeper mora! an intellectual 
needs of those more especially who have 
few home resources. We want cheerful 
rooms, furnished with books and papers. 
We want lectures, music and pleasant 
companionship. 

We hope at once to begin regular in- 
struction in ‘‘home hygiene,”’ that shall 
make it clear to mothers what can be best 
done for the frequent little accideuts aud 
ailments as well as for the more serious 
illnesses that require pursing. Several 
of our ladies have already attended a 
course of lectures in Boston, given by the 
best physicians. The strong desire of 
the Boston society is that we have here 
in Brockton a permanent centre of teach- 
ing that shall make lighter in scores of 
our homes the constant heavy burdens of 
sickness. These ladies are now ready to 
begin this work and friendly physicians 
have offered to give their help. 

‘““We want, secondly, a cooking class 
each winter to which those can come who 
wish to make the most of a scanty income. 
A Boston teacher of cooking is more than 
willing at low expense to begin such a class, 
We are just beginning to realize how much 
the new science may do to make life health- 
ier and happier in the home. A variety of 
appetising food makes temperance easier 
and every virtue surer that depends on 
health. 

““A third immediate object is more dif- 
ficult. We want this educational union to 
be a home for all whom we can help. We 
do not want it a charity or a “ mission.” 
We want the same dignity attending mem- 
bership as in going to church, the public 
library or a concert. We want the active 
help, too, of those women whose resources 
are ample. Yet we hope to make the 
union a help to those young women who 
are busy here in shops and stores and pri- 
vate homes and who have few or no re- 
sources. There are no perils greater toa 
young girl than living by herself without 
the influences of friendly family life.’’

* Talk of State Banks. 

Ex-Senator Holmes, of Fall River, one of 
the leading savings bank men of the State, 
began the argument before the banking 
committee in support of the order in regard 
to allowing national banks to re-organize 
as State banks and trust companies. He 
said that the prospect is that legislation will 
be hostile to national banks, and that some 
general law should be passed by which 
national banks in this State may be brought 
under Massachusetts law again. Many of 
them were State banks before they were re- 
organized as national banks in 1862, and 
later. There are $100,000,000 of capital in 
which $30,000,000 is held by savings banks. 
Hence it is of the utmost importance to the 
savings banks that thé national banks be 
on a safe foundation. Mr. Holmes read the 
the safe deposit loan and trust law of 1888, 
taking it as a basis of criticism of pro- 
posed legislation. He thought that national 
banks should not be allowed to loan money 
on real estate, if they should be brought 
under State law, though the trust com- 
panies can make such loans. He objected 
also to the provision that probate judges 
may order funds to be paid into trust com- 
panies. The bill was discussed section by 
section in order to draw out the opinion of 
the commissioners and bank men present.

RELIEF FOR IRISH SUFFERERS. 


Credit of $279,155 Voted by the House 


of Commons—Indications That Prince 
William Once More Desires the Serve 


ices of Prince Bismarck. 


Lonpox, March 13.—A foreign steam- 
ship, the name of which is unknown, was 
wrecked off Start Point, near Dartmouth, 
Devonshire, Eng., during the recent bliz- 
zard, Allthe crew and passengers were 
drowned. 

The British ship Dryad, Capt. Thomas, 
bound from Shields for Valparaiso, has 
also been wrecked off Start Point. Her 
crew, consisting of twenty-four men and 
officers, have been drowned. The Dryad 
was an iron vessel of 1035 tons burthen. 
She was built at Liverpool, and was 
owned by J. B. Walmsley of that city. 
Among the schooners lost off Start Point 
was the Lunesdale; four of her crew were 
drowned. The schooner Lizzie Ellen was 
also lost, together with two of her crew. 

It is already kuown that at least seventy 
lives have been lost off the coast during 
the bl ra, andin addition at least ten 
men perisied from cold and exposure after 
reaching the shore. It is feared that the 
list of wrecks and the record of lives lost 
is far from being compiete, as several ves- 
sels are known to be missing. 

Many pointsinland where the storm 
was most severely felt are still isolated 
from the surrounding ci: untry, and days 
must elapse before through freight and 
passenger traffic are entirely restored on 
the branch lines of the railroads. The 
severity of the storm and the difficulty of 
restoring the lines of communication to 
their usual state of usefulness may be 
judged from the fact that an express train 
which left Plymouth on Monday is still 
biocked up near the Brent river. The pas- 
sengers are suffering severely from ex- 
posure. 

Gangs of laborers numbering hundreds 
have been sent from all directions to 
clear the railroad lines in Devonshire and 
Cornwall, where the snowdrifts have 
pilelup so heavily that cuttings twelve 
feet deep have to be made through the 
snow, which is now frozen into an almost 
solid mass. The to farm stock -is 
enormous and will entail much suffering 
among the farmers, who have already lost 
considerable money by the _ terrible 
weather experienced at the end of last 
year. 

The water mains at Plymouth are 
snowed upto such an extent that a force 
of 200 soldiers from the garrison has been 
sent to assist the water works employes in 
clearing them to an extent which will en- 
able them to be used. Asit is, no water 
has been passed through the mains since 
Monday last, and a water famine is now 
added to the other sufferings. 

Following the blizzard a severe fiost has 
set in all over Eugland. The frost is 
greatly hindering the clearing of the rail- 
road lines which were blocked by snow- 
drifts during the storm. Cornwall con- 
tinues isolated from the rest of England. 
Many wrecks are reported to have occurred 
on that coast, and at Land’s End a num- 
ber of people have been frozen to death. 

Snowstorms have just again set in in the 
west of England, and al) roads and rail- 
ways are again blocked.

House of Commons 
Mr. Balfour, to Be 


Lonpon, March 13.—In the house of 
commons, in committee of supply, Mr. 
Balfour, chief secretary for Ireland, asked 
a credit of £55,831 for the relief of distress 
in Ireland. He explained that the govern- 
ment had adopted every possible means to 
expedite relief works, which otherwise 
could not have been begun before April or 
May. Hespoke highly of the assistance 
farmers, priests and landlords had ren- 
dered, which had saved the government 
much expense. Altogether 800 men were 


employed on these works, and 
40,000 persons had _ been relieved. 
He had carefully inguired into the 
condition of every district, avail- 


ing himself ofevery source of informa- 
tion, official and anofficial, and many 
private sources. 

He never allowed a statement of actual 
starvation to be twenty-four bours in his 
possession without instituting an im- 
mediate special inquiry, and in every case 
of absolute destitution reported, he had 
found complete, and in many cases fraud- 
ulent misrepresentation. There have 
been nocase of starvation on the main- 
land, but there had been a great deal of 
risk of starvation on the islands, and 
therefore special steamers had been char- 
tered to investigate the fcondition of the 
inhabitants and to convey meal and other 
supplies to them. 

He dwelt upon the difficulty of obtain- 
ing an adequate supervision of relief work 
in order to insure that all deserving and 
no undeserving persons should be em- 
ployed. In some districts where reliable 
lists of deserving persons could be ob- 
tained, 7 shillings was paid weekly to per- 
sons on relief works, but in other districts, 
where it was impossible to obtain such 
lists, the men were paid only iu kind, 
meal to the value of 11 pence being given 
daily to each workman. This had the 
effect of diminishing the demand for 
work. The total number of persons en- 
gaged on relief work up to Feb. 28 was 
7397. Tho total amount of wages that had 
been paid was £21,159. The government 
was at present spending £3000 -weekly in 
wages. 

Thomas Wallace Russell, a Liberal op- 
posed to home rule, said that never before 
had distress in Ireland been so admirably 
met us at the present time. 

The credit asked for by Mr. Balfour was 
adopted. 


ARE THEY FRIENDS AGAIN? 


Indications That Emperor William is 
Seeking Bismarck’s Advice. 


BERLIN, March 13,—Gen. Count Von 
Waldersee left Altona, where he was sta- 
tioned after his removal from the position 
of chief of staff, and proceeded for Fried- 
richsruhe. He wore a Ubfan uniform. 
Prince Bismarck, wearing the uniform of 
the Cuirassers, met him at the railroad 
station. Count Von Waldersee remained 
with Prince Bismarck for the evening. 
Following the recent conference between 
Count Von Waldersee and Emperor Will- 
iam, the visit of the count to Friedrichs- 
ruhe is regarded as being significant and 
as confirming the reports that the em- 
peror was contemplating the readoption 
of Prince Bismarck’s method of govern- 
ment, and that the emperor has opened 
communications with the ex-chencellor. 


THE CLARKS’ LATEST MOVE. 


Said to Have Epgaged Spinners from 
Abroad— Sickness in the Barracks. 

NEWARK, N. J., March 13.—The Clark 
Thread company has bought a number 
of houses adjoining its mills ia this city. 
It is reported that Treasurer Clark’s re- 
cent trip to Europe was for the purpose of 
securing spinners and that the newly 
purchased houses will be occupied by them 
when they arrive. Sickness is said to ex- 
ist among the spinners who are living in 
the barracks. <A physician visits the bar- 
racks twice every day. It isexpected that 
all of the girls will leave the mills Satur- 
day. 

A general meeting of all the girls of the 
Clark mills was held, it being the first 
time that it was possible to bring the 
hands of the different mills together. Ida 
Van Etten addressed the meeting, and 
counselled those present against striking 
until all other efforts toward a settlement 
had failed. A committee, consisting of 
ten girls from each mill,was appointed to 
wait on the Messrs. Clark and state their 
grievances.

The best informed politicians at the cap- 
ital believe that there is a possibility that, 
while Governor Hili cannot get the nomi- 
nation in 1892 himself, he may be able to 
sodivide the party in New York as to 
make the nomination of Mr. Cleveland not 
advisable. 

The situation might develop and make 
Mr. Palmer’s nomination probable in 
spite of his age.

15. ‘Behold, now I know that there is no 

God in all the earth but in Israel.” 

Thus spake Naaman as, having returned

stood before the man of God and prayed 
him to accept a blessing in the form of 
money and raiment. 

16. “But he said, As the Lord liveth, be- 
fore whom I stand, I will receive none. 
And he urged him to take it: but he re- 
fused.” 

Thus spake and acted the man of God. 
He was not rich in this world’s goods, and 
yet he turns away from riches when vol- 
untarily offered to him, and apparently 
from a grateful heart. How different from 
most people! How different from the 
church of today, which in the most ungod- 
ly ways seeks to raise money for what is 
called the Lord’s work! 

17. “Thy servant will henceforth offer 
neither burnt offering nor sacrifice unto 
other gods, but unto the Lord.”

TWENTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY 


Of Archbishop Williams’ Consecration 
as Bishop Celebrated in Boston, 


Boston, March 13.—The celebration of 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of the pres- 
ent archbishop of Boston as bishop, closed 
last evening with a reception given by the 
Catholic union at the Boston College hall, 
The pontificial high mass, the banquet 
and the subsequent presentations, had 
called together bishops and § priests 
from all parts of New England- The re- 
ception gave an opportunity for many 
Catholics of this city and the neighbor- 
hood who had known the chief figure of 
that day as a parish priest, and for many, 
who knew him only as archbishop, to hear 
him makea brief address after the pre- 
Sentations and nearly all the jubilee cere- 
monies had taken place. 

Thomas B. Fitz, president of the union 
and Thomas J. Gargan made speeches of 
greeting, to which the archbishop re- 
sponded, Theorder of exercises also in- 
cluded « concert by a choir of sixty 
voices, representing fifteen churches and 
an orchestra composed of twenty-two 
members of the Boston Symphony 
orchestra—both under the direction of 
John C, Mullaly. A jubilee ode, which 
Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Blake had written 
for the occassion, was read by Thomas A. 
Mullen. 

During a jubilee march by the orches- 
tra, Archbishop Williams, Bishops De- 
Goesbrian’, Conroy, O'Reilly, Bradley, 
McQuaid and Healey, a large number of 
priests and ex-presideuts and other prom- 
nent members of the union passed np the 
main aisle under escort of the thirty-three 
ushers, and took seats upon the large 
plat‘o m, which was decorated very elab- 
orately with flowers, evergreens, stream- 
ers, etc., and with crimson hangings. 
Along the front of the platform, as well 
as on each side of the steps which led to 
it, evergreens, groups of flowers, etc., had 
been arranged, while overhead was a bor- 
der of white satin. ‘The ceiling and walls 
of the hall bore festoous and streamers. 

All the seats in the hall, both on the 
floor and ir the balcony, were occupied by 
members of the union and their friends. 
Ladies were as numerous as gentlemen. 
The march to which the central figures of 
the occasion bad taken their positions, was 
followed by “Gloria in Excelsis Deo,” 
from Mozart’s Twelfth Mass, by a bou- 
quet of artists, and also by a selection 
from Haudel by the orchestra. 


WAS A GALLANT FIGHTER. 


Death of Gen. Fuller, Who Distin- 
guished Himself in the Civil War. 


ToLepo, O., March 13—Gen. John W. 
Fuller is dead. Gen. Faller had a brilliant 
record durng the War ofthe Rebellion. 
He wus colonel of the Twenty-seventh 
Obio infantry. He distinguished him- 
self bya defeat of Forrest at' Parker’s 
Cross Roads, Tenn., in 1862. His division 
met the heavy shock of a large portion of 
Hood’s army at the battle of Atlanta 
July 22, 1964, and at that time Gen. Fuller 
perforined an act of personal valor not 
often equaled during the war. He was 
subsequentiy made brevet major gen- 
eral and commanded a division. 


Archbishop Lozue’s Rebuke. 

DUBLIN, March 13.—Archtishop Logue, 
in an interview in regard to bis letter to 
Mr. Parnell, which MP. Harrington pub- 
iished in The Freeman’s Journal, said 
that Mr. Parnell] did not have the courtesy 
to ucknowledge asinzle line of that let- 
ter.

May Have All the Seals Exterminated 
Before the Squabble is Ended—Pro- 
posals Invited for Building a New 
Cruiser—Other Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—Senator Car- 
lisle has left for Kentucky. In speaking 
of the political situation, he remarked 
tbat the experiences of the next national 
campaign will be somewhat novel. “I do 
not anticipate that the Farmers’ Alliance 
craze will prove a permanent factor in 
national politics, but it will have, like all 
other single idea movements, to run its 
course. It looks now as if that would 
consume more time than the national po- 
litical hobbies of the past. I hardly think 
that it will run out before the campaign 
of 1892, although that willdepend upon 
the developments of the next session of 
congress, and occurrences between this 
and then. The fact is not to be disguised 
that the alliance movement is more for- 
midable than anything we have had. The 
Know Nothing excitement, except fora 
few successes in spots, hke’ political 
squalls, never accomplished any national 
results. The abolition movement was 
only a practicable freak. It was other 
causes which led to the overthrow of the 
Democratic party in 1860 by the Republi- 
cans. It was the Republicans, composed 
of oldline Whigs and dissatisfied Demo- 
crats, who elecved President Lincoln. The 
abolition movement was only an incident. 
in the contest. 

“The alliance bas secured three United 
States senators, who may hold the bal- 
ince of powerin our body if they choose 
to occupy that position. In the house 
they are conceded eight men, but they 
‘laim twenty. This is a good showing, 
ind, were not the Democratic majority so 
itbnormally great, they also would hold 
the balauce of power there. No one knows 
what may come out of it; we can only 
wait and see. But we krow from the past 
that the old party lines have withstood, 
anbroken, many such storms, and will 
weather this. The Republican and Demo- 
cratic, and Democratic and Whig, and 
Democratic and Republican have been the 
jesiznating terms of the two great parties 
since political lines began to shape them- 
3elves in Jefferson’s time, and will do so, 
I think, forthe rest of ourdays, at any 
rate. 

“The silver issue is liable to be a para- 
mount one. It would not surprise me to 
see the Democrats and Republicans of the 
east and middle states and portions of the 
west, including Ohio, Hlinois and Indi- 
ana,standing together and supporting the 
same can(idate in opposition to free sil- 
ver. If we uominate afree silver candi- 
date, and that is the desire of the most 
of the party (althongh I am for Cleves 
land), and if the Alliance men nominate a 
candidate and the south stands solidly to- 
gether with a pronounced Democrat in the 
field, the election may be thrown into the 
house. Such a condition of things is not 
improbable. It hardly seems possible to 
realize thatin one year we will be nearing 
another national convention, and in 
twenty months the election will be over. 
From now on politics will grow more ex- 
citing, and the people will be drawn more 
and more into the vortex of peaceful strife 
over the selection of a president for the 
next four yeurs.”’

Non-Conductors of Heat. 

Ground cork and some other barks, 
and the sawdust of the soft woods, as 
well as the charcoal made of these sub- 
stances, are very good retainers of heat. 
Lampblack also works well. When the 
thing to be kept hot is at a very high 
temperature, some light, incombustible 
powders are very suitable. Among the 
best of these are fossil meal and the cal- 
cined magnesia and magnesium carbon- 
ate of the druggists. Fossil meal con- 
sists of the silicious skeletons of micro- 
scopic vegetables, called diatoms, ex- 
ceedingly various in ghape and size, the 
very largest of them hardly reaching the 
length of the hundredth of an inch. It 
is found abundantly in some peat mead- | 
ows and in the bottoms of ponds. Both 
fossil meal and magnesium carbonate 
have been largely used in covering steam 
pipes. 

Obviously, when the same light sub- 
stance is tried in both the first and sec- 
ond apparatus above mentioned, and the 
results differ, it must be owing to the in- 
ability of the substance to hold the in- | 
cluded air still in the first arrangement. | 
So powdered plumbago or black lead, 
which is very slippery, shows nearly 
twice as much transmissive power in one 
case asin the other. Loosened asbestos 
fiber also lets through about twice as 
much heat in the vertical arrangement 
as in the horizontal. Yet this fiber may 
be split up exceedingly fine, but the great 
i iTe ‘rence in its behavior as compared 
with cotton or wool must be owing much 
less to its own greater specific conduct- 
ing power than to the smoothness and 
tas ticity of its fibers —Professor John 
M. Ordway in Popuiza Science Monthly.

MANUAL TRAINING. 


The System Endorsed by the Massachu- 
setts Charitable Mechanic Association. 
The recent annual report of the president 

of the Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic 

Association has the following passage on the 

question of manual training in our public 

schools: 

The subject of manual training is of 
growing importance. In March, 1889, the 
superintendent of public schools recom- 
mended “‘ that there be added to our public 
school system one manual training school, 
thoroughly equipped for its work.’ Early 
in 1890 the school committee asked for an 
appropriation for.this purpose, but as yet 
none has been granted. 

While money is appropriated from time 
to time for a great variety of purposes, all 
which may be of public utility, yet practi- 
cal men, realizing the great need that ex- 
ists, can conceive of no public interest 
which should take precedence of that which 
contemplates the making of our public 
schools of greater value to the sons and 
daughters of the citizens of Boston. 

All school work should include indus- 
trial education. Skilled hands are as es- 
sential in the earning of a livelihood as an 
educated brain, At present the entire drift 
of our public school instruction is in the 
direction of professional and mercantile 
callings.

The result of all this is the overcrowd- 
ing of those pursuits, while*the important 
and ever extending fields of the mechanic 
arts are entirely ignored. 

Early instruction in the industrial arts 
would in many cases solve the problem of 
occupation and the earning of a livlihood. 
We should not be coutent 2lways to remain 
as at present, largely dependent on foreign 
countries for our skilled artisans. Bright 
young men who have graduated from our 
schools are continually seeking employ- 
ment with ill success. And why? Simply 
because they can do nothing. Their 
school training has been within narrow 
limits; they are only fitted for clerical 
work, and in this department of labor the 
supply is far in excess of the demand. 

Those who are so fortunate as to secure 
situations are usually obliged to accept low 
wages with but small prospects of advance- 
ment, whereas with a wider range of in- 
struction, which includes the training of 
the hands as well as the head, profitable 
employment in many pursuits would be 
assured, Practical education is the great 
need of today. 

The future welfare of alarge number of 
those who attend our public schools is only 
to be found in a broader development, 
which shall include manual as well as 
mental instruction. The fact should not 
be overlooked that a knowledge of the use 
of tools may, in many cases, prove to be a 
factor quite as essential to success in life as 
the knowledge of books. The best results 
can only be attained where manual and 
mental training go hand in hand,

THE HENNESSY MURDER. 


Wild Excitement in New Orleans Over 
the Jury's Verdict. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 14.—The news 
that the jury in the case of nine Italians 
accused of the murder of Chief of Police 
Hepnessey had broughtin a verdict of not 
guilty as to six, and had disagreed as to 
the other three, produced the wildest ex- 
citement here, which may culminate in a 
serious demonstration either against the 
men charged with the crime, or against 
the entire Italian population. 

The jury stood unanimously for the ac- 
quital of Macheca, the two Marcheses, In- 
cardona, Bagnetto, Matrango, nine to 
three for the conviction of Scaffidi and six 
to six for the conviction of Monasterio and 
Polizzi.

Improved Envelope Folding Machine. 

A new envelope folding machine pos- 
sesses several novel features, including 
the use of boxed or inside cams, which 
obviate the necessity for springs in pro- 
ducing the 
mechanicism, and thus increase the 
smoothness of working and durability of 
the apparatus. By means of an ingenious 
adjustable appliance, the envelopes have 
any desired amount of bulk or roundness 
of the edges imparted to them. This 
operation makes the envelope more con- 
venient for use and adds to its 
strength by lessening the liability to split 
at the edges. 

After folding, the envelopes are trans- 
ferred to wired divisions on the periph- 
ery of arevolving wheel at the rear of 
the machine, where they are dried by 
currents of hot or cold air forced through 
perforators in pipes coiled at the sides of 
the wheel. Theenvelopes are afterward 
dropped into a race 

vanced to a table where 
waiting to band them. All the opera- 
tions, from the placing of the blanks to 
the receipt of the finished envelope, are 
entirely automatic, and asingle machine 
is capable of making from 30,000 to 40,000 
envelopes per day.—New York Commer- 
cial Advertiser.

Natural Gas in Iron Working. 

Among the more recent improvements 
in the manufacture of iron and steel, the 
use of gascous fuel stands conspicuous, 
The idea of first converting the fuel into 
a combustible gas, and conveying this to 
the point where heat was required and 
there igniting it, isa very old one, and, 
in one form or another, it has been em- 
ployed for over a thousand years, but it 
is only within the present century that 
the manifold advantages of gas as a 
metallurgical fuel have become fully 
recognized by the iron and steel workers 
of the world. The early gas furnaces 
used in Silesia, Sweden, and other Eu- 
ropean countries were but enlarged 
modifications of Ge ber’s Tower of Atha- 
nor, although they were a great 
improvement on the furnaces in which 
solid fuel burned on a grate, yet 
they were not able to produce a tempera- 
ture sufficiently high and controllable to 
satisfy the demands of the rapidly 
veloping iron and steel industrie 
ular Science Monthly. 

Deaf Mates. 

F. G. of Toronto, Canada, 
thus writes to The Mail of that city: 
“The following case has come under my 
notice: A farmer married his cousin, and 
both possessed all their faculties, and | 
they have nine children, of whom five 
daughters were born deaf mutes. Three 
of these daughters married speaking and 
hearing husbands. The first one has 
three deaf mute children out of five, the 
second one has two deaf mute children 
out of three and the third has one deaf 
mute child out of two. This proves that 
Professor Bell, of Washington, United 
States, has made a mistake by publish- 
ing largely that the intermarriages of | 
deaf mutes bring a deaf mute race, when 
the fact is that deaf mute childre nm pro- 
ceed from married cousins possessing all 
their faculties. In the Belleville deaf 
mute school there are 240 pupils, and not 
one of them has deaf mute parents, 
There are many other similar cases in 
England and the States.”

NEW ORLEANS, March 16.—The scenes at 
and about the Clay statue Saturday 
brought to mind very forcibly and 
violently the peculiar and ominous upris- 
ing of that September day sixteen years 
ago. Ten o’clock had not yet struck, and 
a vast multitude already congre- 
gated on Canal street, almost filling up 
the large space from curb to curb on each 
side of the boulevard. Just on the stroke 
shout went up from the 
people stationed at St. Charles street, and 
a number of gentlemen, among whom W. 
S. Parkerson, John C. W ickliffe and 
others who signed the call, came march- 
ing along and began walking round and 
round the buse of the Clay monument. 

“Fall in, fall inf” 
crowd formed in which 
went ar ound the times. 
The space inside the railing was occupied 
by a dense crowa. 

“Come down from those steps,’’ was the 
request, ‘‘and let Mr. Parkerson and Mr. 
The crowd obeyed 
with alacrity, and soon the speakers held

A rush was 
made for the narrow gate, and in a min- 


ute there stood a packed mass of human- 
ity around the statue of the immortal 
Clay. The view from the altitude was 
imposing. Not a word had escaped the 
lips of the gentlemen who had mounted 
the steps. They stood motionless, survey- 
ing the surging multitude, from whose 
serried ranks there gleamed faces full of 
resolve ang determination. 

There Were Fally 5000 People 
within earshot and more could be seen 
struggling, pushing and running here and 
there on the neutral ground. Mr. Park- 
erson spoke first. He said that once be- 
fore he had appeared before the people in 
grand mass meeting assembled to discuss 
matters of vital interest to the cornmunity, 
and again he faced the peopleof New Or- 
leans to denounce the infamous act which 
was consequent upon the most revolting 
crime in the criminal annals of any com- 
munity. This act was the finding of the 
jury in the murder trial, and the crime 
was, as everybody knows, the foul assassi- 
nation of Chief Hennessey. “I desire 
neither fame, nor name, uor glory,” said 
Mr. Parkerson. “I ana plain American 
citizen, and as a good citizen, I am here.” 

After speeches, the indignant crowd, 
about 2000 strong, started for the parish 
prison, which they reached at 10:39 o'clock. 
After slight resistance, 

The Jaik Was Surrendered, 
the citizens rushed in and killed eleven of 
the nineteen men who had been indicted 
for the assassination of Chief Hennessey, 
as follows: 

Manuel Polietz, Pietro Monastro, An- 
tonic Scaffadi, Joseph P. Macheca, An- 
tonio Marchesi, Antonio Bagnetto, Frank 
Romero, Jim Caruso, Rocco Gerachi, 
Charles Soretto and Terahiar Comitez. 

After the assassins had been put to 
death Mr. Parkerson addressed the 
crowd, urging them to return to their 
homes or respective places of business 
without further demonstration. 

Joe Macheca had a pistol and shot Sergt. 
Herron in the neck inflicting a 
slight wound. Polietz is hanging to a 
lamp post at Treme and Stan streets, 
Bagnetto to atree in front of the prison. 
The o' hers were shot inthe cells. When 
the citizens’ committee had completed its 
work at the parish prison it disbanded for 
the day. 

Viewing the Bodies. 

Coroner Lemonnier. and his. clerk 
reached the parish prison at about 12:30 
o'clock. 

The coroner viewed first the bodies of 
those lying in the yard. The body of 
Rocco Gerachi was viewed. He had only 
one wound in the chest. He died from 
hemorrhage. Peter Monastro, gun- 
shot wound in back of the head; bruise 
onn ck. Charles Terahiar, ten gunshot 
wounds, in chest anteriorly; one gunshot 
wound on back of left shoulder and in 
back. 

Jim Caruso, numerous gunshot wounds 
of anterior portion of body, from head to 
knees, one wound in face, one in neck, 
Bine in chest, twelve in abdomen, four in 
groin, five in right thigh, four in left 
thigh. Loretto Comitez, gunshot wounds 
in the chest anteriorly, one gunshot 
wound on top of head, four in right side 
of the body; bruise by a gunshot wound 


on the left side of back; all these 
were buckshot wounds. Frauk Romero, 
alias Nine-Fingered Frank, gunshot 


wounds on head above the forehead; face 
powder burned; all the shot lodged in the 
head, and the skull inside is completely 
shattered. This completed the inquest in 
the yard. 

The coroner, his jury and the members 
of the press next went upstairs to the con- 
demned ce'ls where the inquest was held 
on the body there lying. Antonio Scaffadi 
had a gunshot wound of the brain. The 
ball entered above the right eye. Joseph 
P. Machec. had not a single bullet wound 
inhim. His face was swollen and his 
flesh already assumed a bluish tint. 

The coroner examined the body, and 
stripped it of every stitch of clothing. 
Although the dead man’s coat and vest 
and shirt showed bullet holes, his under- 
shirt was not perforated. ‘This was con- 
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clustre proof that no bullets had entered 
his body. It was evident that 

Macheca Was Clubbed to Death 
with the butt ends of pistols and rifles. 

However, the coroner postponed exam- 
ination of Mecbeca’s body to a late hour. 
Hethen turted to Marchesi, who was 
still found to be alive. The man’s chin 
and the fore muscles of the neck moved 
slowly and laboriously. He wes just as 
good as dead, though, as evidenced by a 
hole as large a silver quarter in his head, 
Marchesi had several fingers shot off also 
from his right hand. 

Antonio Bagnetto was hanged on the 
neutral ground. His body dangled in the 
air for akout one hour anda half. It was 
taken down and placed in the fourth pre- 
cinct station. 

Coroner Lemortimer found that death 
was caused by strangulation. Manuel 
Pollitz was strung to a lamppost. His 
body was also removed to the police sta- 
tion. His corpse was riddled with bullets, 
Death resulted from gunshot wounds of 
the head and chest. There were marks of 
strangulation around his neck. 

Mareschi died at 7 o’clock in the even- 
ing. 

The coroner’s jury presented a simple 
finding. They did not say who shot the 
men. 

Mob’s Action Practically Indorsed. 

While there are objectors to the mob 
system, the general sentiment here 
strongly approves the action of the mob, 
and thissentiment is by no means re- 
stricted to the lower elements, but is 
shared by the better classes as well. 

This was shown when the various com- 
mercial exchanges approved of the action 
of the mob. ‘The Stock Exchange was 
the first to act unanimously, repudiating 
Seligman. The Cotton Exchange met an 
hour after the shooting, and adopted reso- 
lutious iudorsing the action of the mob. 

The Board of Trade and the Sugar Ex- 
change also declared to the same effect. 

The press of the city bucks up the action 
of the mob in the most strenuous terms. 

The Excitement Snubsiding. 

Yesterday the city wore its usual Sun- 
day aspect and there was no sign of any 
unusual excitement. Many continued to 
visit the scene of the lynching, although 
few were admitted inside the prison. 
Steps will be taken to repair the damage 
caused, and where stood the door which 
was battered in, will be b: ilt a solid wall. 

The prison officials are incensed over 
the censure at their failure to make a 
more formidable defense. They say that 
when the crowd broke in, all of the offi- 
cers were found at their Jports. Had they 
fired on the crowd it would have caused 
the storming and perhaps destruction of 
the prison and the sacrifice of many we 
cent lives within a nd without the jail. 
all times they refused to give up the — 
until driven into a corner and compelled 
to. Even then they did not designate the 
location of any of the Italians. ‘The pris- 
oners in the yard gave this information. 
While the execution was going on, Sheriff 
Villers was with Attorney General Rogers 
at Governor’ Nicholis’ office, endeavoring 

to have provision for the defense of the 
prison, shou!d an attack be made upon it. 
All of the Victims Were Buried 
yesterday. Marches, Monastro and 
Trahina were unclaimed up to noon and 
the charity wagon took them to Potter’s 
Field. Politz and Comites were followed 
to the grave by a single carriage and in 

Magnetto’s case the hearse went alone. 
There were no religious services in these 
cases. The others had large and well- 
attended funerals, Joseph P. Macheca’s 
being the largest. Caruso and Macheca 
were taken from their residences to the 
St. Louis Cathedral and the ceremonies in 

each case, with priests, organ, choir, cata- 

falque and_ magnificent caskets, were very 

—-~ 

imposing. Macheca had half a dozen 
pall-bearers, none of them Italians, 

The vigilance committee is known to be 
still at work and it is said that to-day 
will be Detective O’ Mally’s day of reckon- 
ing. The jury will also be attended to, 
but abate through the courts, as it is 
proposed to obtain the evidence in the 
case of those who were bribed. One of 
the jurors is 

Said to Have Confessed 
already, and the state had evidence 
against several before the verdict was an- 
nounced. Tne grand jury willindict one 
juror on Tuesday and more will follow. 
Foreman J. M. Seligman has taken time 
by the forelock and gone to Cincinnati. 

One of the chief causes of public inaig- 
nation in connection with the Mafia trial 
has been the belief that the society de- 
pended on bribery to procure the release 
of the accused. It has been asserted that 
$75,000 or $100,000 was contributed by 
Italians all over the country to be used as 
a corruption fund. ‘Thousands of dollars, 
it is said, came from Chicago, New York 
and other cities where the Italians are 
congregated in large numbers. It is cer- 
tain that the poor Italian laborers in this 
vicinity were taxed $2 apiece asa contri- 
bution to the defense fund and that there 
was no lack of money in the treasury of 
the society. 

The Assassination of Hennessey. 

On Wednesday night, Oct. 15, 1890, be- 
tween ll and 12 o’clock, David C. Hen- 
nessey, superintendent of police of New 
Orleans, was shot from ambush on Girod 
street, near Basin. 

Cruel wounds, large and jagged, were 
toin through his body by slugs from shot- 
guns, pistol bullets and buckshot. Six 
wounds were made, the most serious of 
which, and the ones which caused his 
death the following forenoon, were in the 
abdomen. 

He had bravely returned the fire, but 
inaffectively. He walked to # residenca 
on Basin street, near Lafayette, was car- 
ried tothe charity hospital and died the 
next morning. When asked who shot 
him he whispered the word “Dagos.” 

Wickliffe is a Newspaper Man, 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 16.—John C. 
Weikliffe,fone of the leadersof the New 
Orleans mob, is a native of Kentucky, the 
son of ex-United States Attorney Cripps 
Wickliffe of Bardstown, Ky. He has 
been living in New Orleans for the past 
five years and is assoviate editor of The 
New Delta. 

Galveston Feels Satisfied. 

GALVESTON, Tex., March 16.—The dis- 
patches from New Orleans created a pro- 
found sensation here. Macheca was quite 
well known here as a rich man. Those 
here who are familiar with the situation 
consider the New Orleans people justified 
in their action. 


ITALY’S VOICE. 


Baron De Fava Instructed to Make a 
Vehement Protest to Uncle Sam, 


Romk, March 16.—The Italian govern- 
ment has instructed Baron de Fava, tho 
Italian minister at Washington to’presen.

“ACTION AT WASHINGTON. 


Secretary Blaine Telegraphs Governor 
Nicholls Regarding the Tragedy. 


WASHINGTON, March 16,—Secretary 
Blaine last night sent the following tele- 
gram to Goveruor Nicholls, at New Or- 
leans: 

DeparTMENT o¥ STATE, ' 
March 15. 
His Excellency, Francis T. Nicholls, Governor of 

Louisiana, New Orleans: 

It has been represented to the president by the 
minister of Italy accredited to this government, 
that among the victims of the deplorable massa- 
cre which took place in the city of New Orleans 
yesterday, were three or more subjects of the 
King of Italy. Our treaty with that friendly 
government (which under the constitution is the 
supreme law of the land) guarantees to the Ital- 
ian subjects domiciled in the United States “the 
most constant protection and security for their 
persons and property’’—making them amenable 
on the same basis as our own citizens, to the laws 
of the United States and of the several states, 
in their due and orderly administration. 

The presidebt deeply regrets that the citizens 
ot New Orleans should have so disparaged the 
purity and adequacy of their own judicial tri- 
bunals as to transfer to the passionate judgment 
of a mob “a questivun that should bave been ad- 
judged dispassionately anl by setled rules of 
law. The government of the United States must 
xive to the subjectsof friendly powers that se- 
curity which it demands for our own citizens, 
when temporarily under a foreign jurisdiction, 

It is the hone of the president that you will co- 
operate with him in maintaining the obligations 
of the United States toward Italian subjects who 
may be within the perils of the present excite- 
ment, that f rther bloodshed and violence may 
bd prevented, and that all offenders against the 
law may be prompuy brought to jnstice.

DUBLIN, March 16.—Atan anti-Parnell- 
ite meeting held at Newry there was a 
scene of great disorder, the Parnellites 
turnipg out in stroug force and doing 
their utmost to break up the meeting. 
Abvut 5900 persous were present at the 
meeting. The disorder began when a 
series ot resolutions denouncing Parnell 
inthe strongest terms was putto the 
meeting. The resolutions were received 
by the Parnell men with hoots'and groans 
and lively personal encounters between 
opponents and supporters of Parnell took 
place iu every direction. The police were 
frequently compelled to interfere and 
undertake the work of separating com- 
batants, using their clubs freely the while. 
Michael Davitt and Timothy Healy, who 
were among the speakers, were constantly 
interrupted by hoots and yells of derision 
from the Parnellites in the crowd. 


ALL IS PEACE AGAIN. 


Harvard, Yale and Princeton Will Play 
Ball Togetber This Season. 


New HAVEN, March 16.—The intercol- 
legiate base ball muddle has at last been 
practically straightened out. Last year 
there was, practically, no league, owing 
to Harvard’s refusal to have anything to 
do with Princeton. This year there will 
be no league either, but there will be one 
in effect. Harvard and Princeton have 
kissed and made up a bit, and have 
agreed to meet at Hartford, neutral 
ground, May 2 and9. In the eventof a 
tie,a third game wiil be arranged. Of 
course Yale wili play with each college, 
so thatthe result will be in effect that 
Harvard isin the league. The dates for 
the Yale-Harvard games are: May 16, 
New Haven; May 30, Cambridge; June 13, 
Cambridge; June 23, New Haven; the fifth 
date not as yet decided on.

Safe Arrival of Parnell’s Envoys 
at New York. 


PRAISE FOR THEIR GHIEF. 


Mr. O'Connor Says Parnell is Ireland’s 


Best Frjend, and That the Next Gen- 
eral Election Will Prove It—English 
Leader for Irish People Not Wanted. 


New York, March 16.—John O’Connor, 
W. H. K. Redmond and Henry Harrison, 
members of parliament sent tothis coun- 
try by Mr. Parnell to raise funds, have 
arrived. They were met down the bay by 
a reception committee on the steamer 
John E. Moore, and an address, signed by 
Michael Breslin as chairman, was pre- 
sented to them. The address spoke of 
them as the “representatives of Irish 
nationality as endorsed by Charles Stew- 
art Parnell, leader of the Irish nation, 
and bade them a hearty welcome to the 
shores of America. The address then 


went on tosay that the committee had 


heard with regret of the secession from 
the Nationalist ranks ofSthose who pre- 
ferred the dictation of an English leader 
to th» leadership of their fairly chosen, 
supremely well-equipped, tried and un- 
purchasable leader, Charles Stewart Par- 
nell. 

As between 


Engiish Whiggery on 


the one hand and Irish nationality 
on the other, there seemed to be no 
question of choice, and the deputa- 


tion protested against Ireland tamely sub- 
mitting tothe crack of the Gladstonian 
whip by abandoning the only public 
leader in modern days whom Englued has 
found it impossible to influence, purchase 
or deceive. After referring to the need of 
a national legislature and judiciary, and | 
the establishment of a purely civil police, ! 
the address urged the steady formation of | 
a truly national public opinion that | 
wonld ultimately and forever prevent all | 
foreign interference with the internal | 
affairs of Ireland. This was worthy of the | 
best endeavors and constant struggles of | 
the Iris) race. The address concluded by 
expressing the hope that that Providence | 
which had long preserved the Irish nation- | 
ality from snares and pitfalls would 
prosper the labors of the delegates in 
America, so that all men might confess a | 
steady allegiance to the friends of Ireland 
here and to their mission and policy 
which symbolized the idea of Ireland as a | 
nation. | 

Messrs. O’Kelly, Redmond and Harri- | 

son replied to the address and expressed 
themselves as hopeful of thelr present 
mission to this country. They believed 
that time would show that the heart of 
Iveland wus with Mr. Parnell. The com- 
pany was landed at the barge office and 
proceeded in carriages to the Hoffman | 
house. | 

John O’Connor said that the delegates | 
were prepared to back up Mr. Parnell’s 
American letter with arguments. Their 
specific object in coming to Ametica was 
to rally the Irish people round Mr. Par- 
nell, and to collect funds to enable him to 
carry on the work of a really independent 
Irish party. An independent Irish party | 
did not mean, however, a party of hostil- | 
ity toany great party in England mas 
might desire to do justice to Ireland, but 
one that would treat with those who have | 
the power and willingness to do justice, | 
andtreat for independence on well-de- 
fined lines. The intention was to collect 
funds to create and consolidate sucha | 
party under tke leadership of Mr. Par- 
nell, for they believed he was best quali- | 
fied to treat with the subtle statesmen of | 
Great Britain. They would not neglect, 
however, the evicted tenants, for Mr. Par- 
nell has been their best friend. 

Asked his opinion as to the present defec- | 
\ion from the Parnellite ranks, Mr, 
O'Connor, speaking in an emphatic man- | 
ner, said: “I would have more respect 
for these men if I thought their action 
was prompted by real regard for public 
aod private virtues, but I know from | 
long acquaintance with the men who lead 
the revolt, and a thorough kKuowledge of 
their most secret thoughts and actions, 
that their methods are prompted by the | 
very worst passions of human nature— 
envy, hatred and ambition.’? Mr. O’Con- 
nor said he believed both Dillon and 
O’Brien were now with Mr. Parnell, bat 
he was reluctant tospeak of men nowin 
prison. The sentiment of all sound pa- 
triots was in favor of Mr. Parnell in Ire- 
land. Mr. Parnell was the leader of the 
Irish party and would continue to be so, 
and Mr. Connor was confident the country 
would give him a majority at the next 
general election. 

Mr. Harrison, the young member for 
New Tipperary, whois now on his first 
visit to tbis country, said from personal 
observation Mr. Parnell was growing in 
popularity ip Ireland. He had no doubt 
they would be successful in their present 
mission so far as the Irish people were 
concerned, The An.erican public would 
not be led astray on the false reports cir- 
culated in English and American papers 
about Mr. Parnell. “Mr. Parnell,” said 
the speaker, “has never done anything 
against the interests of Ireland. A few 
British, thinking that they could advance 
the interests of their own particular 
party, have sought to make it appear that 
the great [rish leader has done something 
to injure the cause of Irish freelom. T he 
Irish people do not beheve that such could 
be the case and they will support Mr. Par- 
neli. For ten years we have maintained 
ourselves independent of all English poli- 
tics and now an attempt is being made by 
the leader of one of the English parties to 
throw discredit on the work of the 
Irish parliamentary party. To this as- 
sumption of authority we strenuously ob- 
ject. We will never consent to any 
Englishman leading the Irish people.” 

The delegates wili speak at the Cooper 
Institute Thursday night, but they have 
arranged no program for their future 
work. They expect to remain over here 
two or three months, possibly longer, and 
hope to go as far west as St. Paul. They 
will also speak in leading Canadian cities, 
and want to raise about $200,000 before 
they go back.

WOMAN'S WORLD. 


BUSINESS SESSION OF THE WOM- 
AN’S NATIONAL COUNCIL. 


A Washington dispatch says at the 
final business session of the board of the 
National Council of Women there were 
present five general officers and the rep- 
resentatives of the twelve associations 
now fully entered in the council lists. 
The board considered unfinished busi- 
ness and passed the following resolu- 
tions: 

Resolved, First, that the National Council of 
Women of the United States send a memorial 
to the clergymen of the Methodist Episcopal 
church asking, inasmuch as 62 per cent. of the 
membership of that denomination have al- 
ready by formal ballot expressed a desire that 
women be admitted to the General Conference, 
that the clergy shall, in accordance with the 
will of the laity, grant the admission of women 
to that body.

The council also resolved to furnish a 
block or stone of marble suitably in- 
scribed to place in the monument to be 
erected over the grave of Mary, the 
mother of Washington, and voted to 
commend to all organized bodies of 
women the objects of the Mary Wash- 
ington society. 


tesolved, That the general officers shall ap- 
point a committee of women whose duly it 
shall be to report within a year suggestions for 
a business costume for women which shall 
meet the demands of health, comfort and good 
taste. 

Resolved, That the council approves the 
movement for preventing the slaughter of 
birds for the sole purpose of ornamentation, 
and thatitasks American women to imitate 
the example of the Princessof Wales, who 
has forbidden tie use of the plumage of sing- 
ing birds on her toilets. 

Congratulatory letters were received 
from many distinguished people. J. G. 
Whittier, the venerable poet, writes as 
follows: 

[am glad to see the call for a council of 
philanthrophic women, for the purpose of 
uniting the various societies of reform and 
progress in a grand confederation, which will 
conserve the highest good of the family and the 
state, and which will oppose every form of ig- 
norance and injustice. It isa noble idea and 
full of promises. We need the strength which 
comes from unity of sympathy and purpose. I 
need not tell thee, my dear friend, that I shall 
watch the proceedings of the council with deep 
interest and with earnest prayers for its suc- 
cess.

One Year's Work. 

At the annual convention of the 
American Women’s Christian Temper- 
ance union, recently heldin Atlanta, the 
report of the young women’s depart- 
ment by Mrs. Frances Barnes, of New 
York, showed that 2,000 young men 
nave enrolled themselves as honorary 
members of the Young Women’s Chris- 
tain Temperance union during the year 
in addition to the 6,000 last year. The 
juvenile department, reported by Mrs. 
Helen G. Rice, of Massachusetts, show- 
ed 3,892 companies of children organized, 
with a membership of 240,000. In con- 
nection with the Women’s Christian 
Temperance union there are organiza- 
tions in forty-four states, four terri- 
tories and in the District of Columbia. 
The membership is now 143,973, a net 
increase of 1,625 during the year. Be- 
sides carrying on a large publishing 
house this institution of American wom- 
en has a foundling home, day nurseries 
and kindergartens; alsoan ‘Anchorage 
mission” for women adrift and without 
homes, and last year sheltered 4,000 
girls; also a cheap lodging house for 
men, with baths and free reading rooms, 
and a restaurant patronized daily by 
numbers of people.—New York World 

Rage Restored Her Voice. 

The vegetable cook at Green’s hotel, 
whose name is Mary Murphy, has been 
dumb for three years, but recently, being 
aroused to a fit of intense anger by the 
impudence of a colored waiter named 
Joe Todd, she suddenly recovered her 
speech.

QUT OF HER COURSE. 


Government Steamship Ashore 
Off Gay Head. 


IS PROBABLY A TOLAL LOSS. 


United States Tug Triana Goes Ashore 
While on the Way to Help the Galena, 
Tug Niva in the Same Difficulty— 
Portsmouth Loses by the Accident. 


VINEYARD HAVEN, Mass., March 15.— 
United States steamship Galena and 
United States steam tug Nina went 
ashore one mile south of Gay Head light- 
house during a strong southerly wind and 
dense fog. The Galena was being towed 
from New York to Portsmouth by the 
Nina. Both vessels were badly damaged. 
The officers and crew, 77in number, were 
taken off by the Galena’s boa’s and 
breeches buoy sent from shore by the 
Massachusett?s soci-t,’s station located 
at Gay Head. A heavy (sea was breaking 
over her at the time.

Farther Particulars. 

GAY HEAD, Mass., March 16.—A cold 
and wdicus «rive of twenty miles from 
Vin yard Haven over the hard frozen 
roal brought the Associated Press repre- 
sentative to Gay Head shores. The beach 
presented a lonely appearance, to say the 
least. The United States steamship Ga- 
leva lay high upon the berch, broadside 
on. She was fall of water, her hull badly 
hogged, her mainmast head sprung, her 
jib and starsnii fiying to a fresh north- 
west wind and her rigying was covered 
with ice, which «xtenied to the mast- 
heads. 

The steam tug Ninalies head on, so high 
up on the beach that persons can walk 
aboard her atlow wa:er. She lies pere 
fecily quict, the only water in her being a 
little in her fire room aft. It is thought 
that she will be saved. ‘The Galena’s star- 
board boats were washed from the davits 
aud thrown upon the beach, where they 
were broken in pi ces and burned by the 
soilors in their eflorts to keep themselves 
warm. 

The officers and crew are distributed 
among the few dwelling houses on Gay 
Head, which are all filled to their utmost 


capacity. ‘The cnly church iu the place 1s 
appropriated for a temporary lodging 


house. ‘The seventy-seven United States 
seamen forcing themselves so suddenly 
upon the Gay Head Indians, makes it 
necessary to scour the locality for provis- 
ions. Arrangements are being made to 
trapsfer the men, and the United States 
revenue cutter Samuel Dexter is soon to 
arrive here for that purpose. The gener- 
ous-bearted natives are doiog allin their 
power to make the shipwrecked men com- 
fortable, and neither officers nor sailors 
have suffered sirce landing. ‘they were 
gotten ashore with difficulty, oa account 
of the terrible rough sea, 7 12 hours being 
consumed in the operation. 

Lieutenant Commander George A. Bick- 
nell of the Galeva states: At 3 p.m. on 
the 12th inst., when off Easton’s Neck, the 
vessel encountered a dense fog with heavy 
wind. When Block Island was reached 
the fog lifted so that Block Island light- 
house could be destinguished and we were 
enabled to get our bearings and shape the 
vessel’s course for Vineyard sound light- 
shipand Gay Head, which course was 
given to the tug Nina, east by south. 
Soon after the fox shut down as dense as 
before. We saw just a red glimmer of Gay 
Head light, off tue starboard bow, about 
thiriy minutes before the vessel struck. 
We supposed it to be about ten miles dis- 
tant. We neither saw nor heard anything 
ofthe Vineyard sound lightship. When 
we supposed that the ship was betweeo 
Vineyard sound lightship and Gay Head 


the tug was stopped by signal 
and another course given the 
tug from the Galena, which was 


northeast three-quarters north, to take the 
tow out by Gay Head into Vineyard 
Sound, but before the tow could be 
Straig.tened out again the vessel struck 
the beach. Iwas on deck when the ship 
struck with Eusign H. A. Field. The 
breakers were reported immediately be- 
fore the ship struck, but because of the 
Strong southerly current and the violent 
south-southwest wind which was blowing 
the ship could not be turned quickly 
enouxgh-to avoid the disaster. A line was 
floated ashore from the Galena by means 
ofa large box, several previous efforts 
having failed. By means of this line the 
whole crew got ashore, with the assistance 
ofthe Massachusetts Humane Society’s 
crew and the Gay Head residents. 

Capt. ‘T. M. Smith of the tag Nina 
stutes that he received his orders and 
courses from the commander in charge of 
the Galena, and acted accordingly. It is 
thought that the Niua will be saved if the 
weather becomes moderate for a few days. 

Many seafaring men, well «cquaiated 
with the locality and tides between Gay 
Head and Viueyard Sound lightship, at- 
tribute the disaster to the strorg south- 
erly current, which at the time the ships 
were ia that vicinity must have set them 
frum proper course. The tug Nina not 
being of sufficient power to tow the heavy 
ship on a straight course against the cur- 
rent must pecessarizy have been set from 
her proper course. However correct this 
theory may be, the two vessels now lay 
about four miles out of their proper 
course. | 

Government Tug Ashore. 

NEW BEDFORD, March 16.—The govern- | 
ment tug ‘lriana went ashore on Schooner | 
L:dge, Cuttyhunk. She now lies broad- | 
side or, with three holes through her iron | 
hull, and with the tideebbing and flowing | 
in her. The vessel was going to the scene 
of the wreck of the Galena,'but mistaking 
Caunipitsett for Tarpaulin Cove, she 
headed in. ‘The life savers found her 
coming in, and not having red fire burned 
flash lights. The vessel did not see them 
and went ashore. She will probably bea 
total loss. 

A Loss to Portsmouth. 

PortsMouTH, N. H., March 16.—The 
news of the wreck of U. S. S. Galena was 
received with sorrow by several hundred 
workmen employed in the navy yard 
here, as the vessel was on her way there, 
where nearly $100,000 was to have been 
spent in repairs to be made upon her 
This would have given work to 800 or 400 
men during the entire summer. As there 
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is no prospeet for other work, the repairs 
on the Lancaster and Monongahela being 
nearly completed, it is probable that the 
entire force at the navy yard will be sus- 
pended. The Galena had on board a 
quantity of stores destined for U. S. 
S. Lancaster and Monongahela. 


ANOTHER MYSTERY. 


Former Resident of Boston Found Dead 
Near Exeter, N. H., Under Cireum- 
stances Which Indicate Murder. 


PortTsMoutH, N. H., March 16.—One day 
last week, James H. Marston, aged 45 
years, a native of North Hampton, hired 
a team at Hampton and went to Exeter, 
where he indulged in a spree for several 
days. Saturday he made the acquaint- 
ance of an Irish farm hand, who, upto the 
previous day, had been employed by B. F. 
Fo!som, who has a farm onthe Plains 
road in Stratham, near the border of 
Exeter. 

The two spent the whole of Saturday in 
drinking, and when they left Exeter both 
were badly intoxicated, and it was with 
difficulty that they retained their seats in 
the carriage. Shortly after 8 o’clock 
Marston’s companion entered the Granite 
house at Ex-ter and remained there dur- 
ing the night. When he arrived he was” 
so intoxicate | that he was unable to reg- 
ister. Suuday morning he g tun early 
and deported saying that he was going to 
Por's iiouth. 

About Go’clock yesterday morning a 
milkman uined Gore was driving over 
the P.ains roud, and when near Edmund 
Folseni’s property saw aman lyingon a 
snowbank by tie side of the road, Being 
ina hurry, Gove did not stop. Three 
hours later Jcseph Marston discovered 
that the man was dead, and he notified 
George W. Parkmun,the nearest resident, 
who went to thespot. Upon examination 
the body showed a bad bruise under the 
right eye, while some four smaller ones 
Were on the pose and forehead. 

On the grouni near the body were 
papersand weimoranda taken from the 
dead man’s po. ket. His watch and chain 
Were missing, excepting a smal! piece of 
thechain. Tue man’s pockets contained 
no money. ithe boiy was identified as 
thatot James H. Marston. Farther up 
the road was found a horse and carriage 
in an old cellar, the horse having been 
killed by falling against the underpinning 
of the building. 

Sheff Ccftiu was notified, and he and 
his deputies have been scouring the ad- 
jacent country for Marston’s companion, 
who is descrived as being an Irishman 
about 45 vears old, dressed in working 
ciothes, consisting ot a leather jacket, 
biown overalis aud rubber boots. Some 
persons think that Marston fell from his 
team =s and died from exposure, 
while others = maintain that he 
was the victim of foul play. From the 
fact that his companion, while at the 
G-anite bouse, sail nothing about an 
accident befalling Marston and that he 


wanted to sell a watch answering to the ~ 
g 


description of the one worn by Marston, 
lewis many to believe that the latter 
theory is correct. Until the result of the 
autopsy is made known the case will re- 
mainamystery. For a number of years 
past Marston has worked for Jordan & 
Marsh of Boston.

Among the pall-bearers were 
Governor Markham, Mayor Sanderson, 
Chief Justice Beatty and others of the 
most prominent menin the state. In the 
funeral procession were the Second 
brigade of the National Guard of Cali- 
foruia, the congressional and legislative 
commi tees, Gen. Gibbons and staff, the 
Troquvis club an‘! many civic organiza- 
tious. Senator Hearst’s body was placed 
inthe vaulce of the late United States 
Senator Miltou S. Latham, at Laurei Hill 
cemetery.

MANAGEMENT OF SCHOOLS. 


A Graduate Comments Thereon, Asks 
Questions and Gives Comparisons. 


Editor of the Daily Ledger. 

The LEDGER is entitled to a great deal 
of credit for taking the stand it has against 
the School Committee. It has been whis- 
pered for some time that this branch of the 
city government was not running any too 
smoothly, or for the best interests of the 
city. In the first place I understand that 
the Committee rarely, ifever, take a vote 
on any important subject. They meet and 
talk over matters in a general way and 
then leave everything to the superintendent. 
I do not mean to cast any reflections ou the 
present superintendent, as I consider him 
a very capable and hard working man, but 
let us look at his duties. 

He is superintendent of schools in this 
city and in Milton also, and as I under- 
stand it, he is to give three-fifths of his 
time to Quincy and two-fifths to Milton. 
Now can any one man,in three and one-half 
days out of the week, attend to all the 
duties of superintendent of schools in a city 
as large as Quincy, with about 3500 school 
children, 


and spending $65,000 a year ?}

The salary of the superintendent has been | 


increased, I believe, to $2000 in Quincy and 
$1500 in Milton. Now Brockton has a 
very efficient superintendent, Mr. B. B. 
Russell, at a salary of $2180 according to 
the last city report issued, has more 
scholars, more teachers and more school 
buildings than we have, and spent only 
about $58,000, while our committee now 
asks for $65,125, for the current year. 

Where is the difference? It is not in 
salaries as the average salary in Quincy is 
less than in Brockton. Do the committee 
look after the details as much as they are 
expected to or are the incidental and mis- 
cellaneous expenses allowed to run up 
higher than necessary. 

Let us have more light on this subject. 
Let the committee meet with open doors, 
so that the public may know through the 
daily paper what they are doing and keep 
their eyes on the expenses and appropria- 
tions, the same as they do on the expenses 
and appropriations made by the Cou mae 
Publicity 
tend to stop extravagance if there is any. 

I know that the committee are 
certain rights by statute law and have cer- | 
tain powers which no other department has; 
but should they not consult with the ieacae| 
and be willing to make reductions in ex- 
penses the same as the other departments 
are compelled to do? Suppose the com- 
missioner of Public Works was given the 
power by statute law to keep the streets 
and sidewalks up to what he might con- 
sider the proper standard. Would he be 
justified in spending $65,000 of the public 
money in doing so, at the expense of the 
other departments ? =Certaialy not, but 
$65,000 or $165,000 would not put all of our 
streets in the condition which we would all 
like to see them in.

REVENGE WITH A BIG R. 


Committee on the Way to Washington 
to Insist Upon Satisfaction. 

PITTSBURG, March 17.—A committee of 
twelve Italians passed through Pittsburg 
en route to Washington to see Secretary 
Blaine, President Harrison and the 
Italian minister, and to demand of them 
that steps be taken immediately in the 
New Orleans killing. Pasquel Corite, 
who was spokesman for the party, was 
very much in earnest. He said: 

“Ifthe Italians in other cities will fol- 
low our example there will be raised ina 
few days a tund of £500,000 to aid the work 
of receiving justice or revenge. I believe 
the killingin New Orleans will result in 
war, but ifthe Italian government does 
not force toa complete and satisfactory 
issue the reparation necessary I will say 
now that an army of Itahans will as- 
semble in New Orleans which will fully 
and effectually avenge the murder of our 
countrymen.”

CHICAGO, March 17.—L’ Italia, 
Italian paper, issued an extra edition 
which was largely devoted to editorials 
denouncing the perpetrators of the New 
Orleans affair and calling for retribution. 
Among other bitter things it said: 

To-lay the citizens of New Orleans are 
consigned to infamy—eternal infamy—by 
all the world, and they will becompelled to 
give satisfaction for this assassination.

city of New Orleans will take more than 
all the waters of the Mississi PI i to wash 
away. A curse upon the people of Louisi- 
ana, and may they and their descendants 
suffer a thousand deaths and a thousand 
times feel the sorrow that to-day xfflicts 
the widowed wives, their sisters and their 
children. Unworthy government of a 
still more uuworthy municipality—un-

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GHASTLY SIGHT. 


Two Trains Run Over 
Unknown Man 


Under Beale Street Bridge at Wollas- 
ton Last Evening, 


The Dismembered Body at Undertaker 
Hall’s Awaiting Identification, 


The 7.05 inward train struck and in- 
stantly killed a man, under the Beale-street 
bridge, Wollaston, Tuesday evening. 

The man came out of Boston on the 5.10 
express train. At Quincy he wanted to 
get out. The conductor remonstrated but 
he persisted and got off. Just how he got 
to Wollaston is not known but was thought 
to have come by a south bound train. 

The man after loitering about the 
depot for some time asked for a ticket 
to Cochesett, a flag station near Bridge- 
water. As he was considerably under the 
influence of liquor, Station Agent Wilde 
and Officer Seelye kept watch of his move- 
ments, 

After asking for his ticket he left the 
station and it is supposed walked down the 
concrete walk to the Beale-street bridge 
and in stepping off the platform probably 
stumbled and fell across the track. In the 
meantime Mr. Wilde and Officer Seelye 
were searching for him. The 7.05 express 
came along and passed over the body, com- 
pletely cutting it in halves. The train did 
not stop us the engineer was not aware of 
the accident. 

Just as the 7.14 inward train was due a 
man rushed into the depot frantically yell- 
ing ‘“‘there’s a man lying across the track.” 
Agent Wilde grabbed his lantern, rushed 
out of the depot and signalled the rapidly 
approaching train, but it was too late. 
Thetrain passed completely over the dis- 
membered body before it could be brought 
up. 

A ghastly sight met the gaze of the train 
men. One half of the body was on one 
side of the rail and the other half on the 
other side, the train having passed over 
the abdomen. 

Undertaker Hall was notified and re- 
moved the body to the morgue. 

There was nothing about his person to 
show what his name was or where he 
lived. 

The man was probably about fifty-five 
years of age, 5 feet, 9 inches in height; he 
had black hair and slightly gray whiskers. 
He wore a white flannel undershirt and 
calico shirt, two pair of panta- 
loons and gray stockings, a black satin 
vest, black overcoat and soft felt hat. 
There was a silver watch on his person of 
the American Watch Co.’s make, number 
1,724,542, attached to this was a cheap 
brass chain and cameo charm. Thewatch 
had stopped at 7.09, which was probably 
the time that the car struck him.

“IRELAND'S STRUGGLES.” 


Lecture and Concert Under Auspices of 
Division 5, A. O. H. 

Division 5, A. O. H., celebrated the anni- 
versary of St.Patrick, Tuesday evening, at 
the Coliseum, by a lecture by George 
Makepeace Towle, and a concert by the 
Apollo Male Quartette of Boston. 

The programme was divided into four 
parts. Part first being three selections by 
the quartette following which came the 
lecture which brought the struggles of 
Ireland down to the year 1800, then came 
more selections by the quartette and the 
conclusion of the lecture from 1800 down 
to the present time. 

President J. J. Byron in introducing the 
speaker said the object of this meeting was 
twofold: First, the celebrating of the an- 
niversary of St. Patrick, the patron saint 
of Ireland, also the patron saint of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians; secondly to 
replenish the treasury of the division, from 
which $700 had been paid in sick benefits 
during the past year, and to aid in the 
future in carrying on the work of true 
Christian charity, which is the fundamen- 
tal principle of the organization, and he 
was pleased to introduce Mr. Towle as an 
orator who, although not of their race or 
creed, would in an unbiased manner ex- 
plain to the audience the subject, ‘‘Ire- 
land's Struggles.” 

The speaker first defined the Lrish ques- 
tion then treated the following in a masterly 
manner. A seven centuries’ rebellion, 
historical survey of the English rule, con- 
quest by Henry LI, tyranny of King John 
and Henry VII, vast confiscations, Crom- 
well’s cruelties, the penal laws, the Irish 
parliament, Grattan’s triumph, the act of 
union, the wrongs which Ireland still suffers, 
religious unequality, political subjection, 
landlord tyranny, Low Ireland is governed, 
magistrates, judges and constables, Coer- 
cion bills, evils of landlordism,. evictions 
and rack-renting, Michael Davitt and 
Charles Stewart Parnell, the land league; 
its objects and achievements, the cause of 
Ireland and the cause of human liberty.

To His Honor the Mayor of Quincy: 

In reply to an application for the advice 
of this Board under the provisions of Chap- 
ter 375 of the Acts of 1888, I am instructed 
to submit the following as the advice of 
this Board: 

It is impracticable with the information 
which bas been presented to give a final 
judgment as to the quantity of water which 
Quincy can obtain from the ground border- 
ing the Blue Hill river in Braintree in the 
vicinity of the outlet of Great Pond; but 
it seems improbable that a supply for 
30,000 people can be obtained at this place, 
unless a considerable proportion of the 
water filters into the ground during the 
summer from Great pond which has already 
been taken by the towns of Randolph, Hol- 
brook and Braintree for water supply 
purposes. The quality of the water taken 
from the ground as proposed has not been 
tested, but there is little doubt that the} 
patural supply from the ground here would 
be excellent. 

The proposed storage reservoir is so large 
in proportion to its water shed that the 
water in it would be replaced on an average, 
only once in 19 months, and it is improbable 
that it would furnish water of a satisfactory 
quality for the direct supply of the city if it 
was not carefully prepared at a considerable 
expense by removing al] vegetable matter 
from its bottom and sides. 

The feasibility of replenishing the ground 
water supply with the stored water will de- 
pend much upon the character of the 
ground, which has not yet been determined. 

If it should be granted that the city of 
Quincy should introduce an independent 
supply of water, this Board is of opinion, | 
in view of the above considerations, that 
further investigations should be made 
before a final decision is reached, relative 
to the construction of works for supplying 
water from the source, such investigations 
however cannot be made in season for 
presentation to the legislature this year. 
We know of no other territory within a 
reasonable distance from Quincy, from 
which it is at all probable that a supply in- 
dependent of the present one can be 
obtained, and it is also trne that this ter- 
ritory is a more appropriate source of 
supply for Quincy than for any other com- 
munity. 

The rights of Randolph, Holbrook and 
Braintree to the water of Great Pond should 
not be infringed upon; but the city of 
Quincy would be more likely to obtain a 
sufficient supply if it could obtain from 
these towns the right to use to some extent 
the storage capacity of this pond. 

The water furnished from the storage 
reservoir of the Quincy Water Company, 
which is now the main source of supply 
for the city, is derived from a territory hav- 
ing a very small population; but its quality 
is not satisfactory on account of the large

amount of organic matter which it often |, 


contains and the bad taste and odor which 
it has at times; moreover, it is liable to 
pollution from the piggeries and barns 
upon the watershed. It is entirely prac- 
ticable to remove many of the objectionable 
characteristics of this water, and to greatly 
improve its quality. The quantity to be 
derived from this source is sufficient for 
the present wants of the c'ty.

MINOR PENSIONERS’ RIGHTS. 


Importsnt Decision Rendered by Mr. 
Buzzey — Application of New York 
Business Men for Gold Coip for Export- 
ation Refused by the Government. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.— Secretary 

Blaive received a telegram from Governor 

Nichols, acknowledging the receipt of the 


secretary’s telegram and stating that he. 


would send a formal reply by mail. Dis- 
patches received here by prominent 
Louisianians from New Orleans represent 
that great indignation is felt over Secre- 
tary Blaine’s brief and simple dispatch. 
The state department officials say that 
this indicates that the sentiment there is 
as yet too inflamed by passion to realize 
the gravity of flagrant violation of the 
international treaty with a friendly 
power. It was to this single fact that the 
dispatch of the secretary of state called 
Governor Nichols’ attention, and the 
federa! nuthorities have been unable tc 
discover the slightest cause for site ques- 
tions. It is understoodjthat Mr. Blaine 
has requested the Italian minister, Baron 
Fava, to refrain from expressing any 
opinion upon the subject until Governor 
Nichols bas been heard from; while on his 
side Secretary Blaine 1s preserving a rigid 
silence. Baron Fava evidently has been 
given to understand that this government 
will satisfy Italy, and that it will exhaust 
its power to protect the rights of Italian 
subjects in the United States. 

Developments make it clear that there 
is no disposition on the part of Italy to 
ferment a quarrel with the United States, 
and that the Italian government under- 
stinds the situation thoroughly, and will 
proceed upon the assumption that the 
United States intends to preserve the 
rights of Italian subjects within its 
borders us guaranteed by treaty. There 
is excellent authority for stating that the 
entire matter will be settled without ex- 
citement, so far as international! relations 
are concerned. Should there be further 
rioting ut New Orleans and the state au- 
thorities fuil to protect the persons and 
property of its citizens, Italian or any 
other nationality, the government of the 
United States would feel impelled to use 
the federal forces to preserve order and 
maintain laws. 


MINORS’ RIGHTS TO PENSIONS. 


A Decision Which Will Probably Cover 
a Multitude of Cases, 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—Assistant Sec- 
retary Bussey rendered an important pen- 
sion decision in which is construed sec- 
tion 3 of the pension act of June 27, 1899. 
The case in pointis that of Schuyler C. 
Kephart, now 24 years of age, who up to 
1882 received a pension as a minor. At 
that time his name was dropped from the 
rolis asa minor, he then having attained 
the age of 16 years, at which pension us a 
minor ceases. The third section of the 
act of Juue 27, 1800, provides “‘that in-case 
a minor child is insane, idiotic or perma- 
nently helpless, the pension shall continue 
during the life of said child or during the 
period of such disability, and this proviso 
shall apply to all pensions heretofore 
yranted or hereafter to be granted under 
this or any former statute, and such pen- 
sions thall commence from the date of ap- 
plication therefor after the passage of this 
act.” 

Kephart applies for restoration to the 
pension rolls under this provision, basing 
his claim upon the allegation that al- 
though he is beyond the period of min- 
ority he is “permanently helpless.’”? The 
a-sistant sicretary denies the application 
and says: ‘The claimant is now 24 years 
of age, and the law makes no provision 
for granting a minor’s pension to a person 
who bas reached that age. It 1s true that 
in conformity with the liberal provision 
contained in section 3of the act of June 
27, 1890, a pension granted to a child under 
16 years, whois insane, idiotic or other- 
wise permanently helpless * * * shall 
continue during the life of said child, or 
during the period of such disavility; but 
the child thus made a pensioner must 
have been on the pension roll at the date 
of the aforesaid act. 

“Tf a child who is insane, idiotic or 
otherwise permenently helpless, be 
granted a minor’s pension prior to June 
27, 1890, and is on the rolls at that date, 
the pension shall be continued during his 
life or during the period of such disability 
by operation of the act of that date; or if 
such a child be granted a minor’s pension 
under that act the pension shall continue 
during his life or during the period of his 
disability, but there is no provizion in any 
act whereby a minor’s pension that has 
lapsed for years by reason of age and also 
by operation of law may be revived. 
The pension once having lapsed for the 
reason indicated, it cannot be restored 
apon the ground of the pensioner’s per- 
manent helplessness.”’ 


GOLD BARS FOR GOLD COIN. 


Secretary of the Treasury Refuses to 
Authorize an Exchange. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—Acting Secre- 
tary Nettleton has denied an application 
for the exchange ot $1,000,000 in gold bars 
at the New York assay office for gold coin 
for exportation, for the reason that it is 
not believed to be the duty of the govern- 
ment to furnish gold in its most conven- 
fient form for shipments from the United 
States at the preseut rate of exchange, 
viz.: 4 cents per $100. This action was 
taken with the full approval of the presi- 
dent under authority of a recent act of 
eongress giving the secretary of the treas- 
ury discretionary power to refuse such ex- 
changes whenever deemed necessary for 
the best interests of the government. The 
only exchange of gold bars since the pas- 
sage of this law was one of $600,000 made 
several days ago, a charge of 4 cents per 
$100 being imposed. But as this rate does 
not seem to have deterred the shipments 
of government gold, the treasury depart- 
ment has decided to discontinue the ex- 
change altogether for the present. This 
policy will temporarily restrict all ship- 
ments of this character to gold bars and 
gold coin held by private firms and indi- 
vidu ils. 

The Effect. 

New YorK, March 18.—Superintendent 
Mason of the assay office received notice 
fron the director of the mint that the 
$1,000,000 in gold ordered by Heidelbach, 
Ickelheimer & Co., and Lazard Freres 
would not allowed to be taken for export, 
and the request’for the bars was refused. 
Tuis is the first time in eight years that 
the government has made sucha refusal, 


gold coinor buy gold bars in the open 
market. These bars were then in the 
bands of bullion dealers, an’ sometimes 
commanded a premium as h as 1 per 
tent. Three years ago the ass iy office had 
$90,000,000 in gold bars behind its counters, 
out the steady straid for the last two 
rears has reduced their stock to $18,000,- 
000 and the prospect of a further deple- 
tion was apparent. If the firms named 
now desire to ship gold, they will have to 
draw gold coin from the snb-treasury. 
This is what one of the firmssays it will do. 
The coin, however, by abrasion and other 
causes,is expected to show a lossof weight 
of 1-8 percent. if remelted on the other 
side, and it is thougbt that this addi- 
tional charge will prevent any further 
shipments unless the demand from abroad 
is extremely urgent. 


THE MAC QUEARY VERDICT- 


The Reverend Gentleman Must Retract 


His Statements or Resign. 

CLEVELAND, March 18.—Rev. A. B. Put- 
nam, the president of the MacQueary ec- 
clesiastical court, called on Bishop Leon- 
ard, and filed the written verdictin the 
case. The verdict has not been made 
known by the bishop or the members of 
the court, direct to the préss, but it~ has 
been authentically learned that the find- 
ingis “guilty,”and the punishment rec- 
ommended that of suspension. 

According tu the canons of the general 
convention ‘whenever this penalty of sus- 
pension sball be inflicted on a _ bishop, 
priest or deacon, the sentence shall specify 
in what terims or at what time said pen- 
alty shall cease.”” The terms in the Mac- 
Queary case as recommended by the court 
to the bishop, are these: ‘‘Mr. MacQueary 
shall, within six months, either renounce 
his views on the virgin birth and the 
bodily resurrection or else be degraded 
from the ministry.” 

In any event, his suspension will ter- 
minate in six months, either by degrada- 
tion or retraction. It is generally be- 
lieved that Mr. MacQueary will at once 
withdraw from the ministry on learning 
ofthe verdict officially, and accept an 


offer from a church of another denomina- 
tion. 
Bishop Leonard, in whose hands the 


verdict now is, was nocat home to callers. 
Itis not thouzht he will exercise his pre- 
rogative in imposing a lighter penalty 
than that recommended by the court.

Made by Gladstone to the People 
of Hastings. 


THE IRISH HOME RULE ISSUE 


Attitude of the English Liberals Toward 
It Explaived at Length—Letter on 
Irish Affairs from Cardinal 
Read at a Banquet. 


Manning 


Lonpon, March 18.—Upen his arrival 
at Hastings Mr. Gladstone received a per- 
fect ovation. ‘The streets were brilliantly 
decorated with bunting and the veteran 
parliamentarian was welcomed in truly 
royal style. 

In reply to au address presented to him 
at Hastings, Mr. Gladstone said that he 
found little to blame in Lord Salisbury’s 
foreiga policy during recent years, but he | 
condemned the policy of Mr. Goschen, | 
chancellor of the exchequer, in concocting | 
fictitious surpluses and concealing the 
real expenditures from parliament in 
order to manufacture a_ satisfactory | 
budget. 

Alluding to the Irish parliamentary 
party, Mr. Gladstone remarked that the | 
party now existing was the the result ofa 
loug series of events and united efforts. 
It could not be disputed that the mem- 
bers of this party were bound to sink 
their individual opinion and bow to the 
Opinions of the majority. That opinion 
had been generally used in the interests 
of the empire. ‘‘Before proceeding any 
further,” Mr. Gladstone added, “I should 
like to say a word about Mr. Parnell’s 
speech in which he suid that we had op- 
posed the claims of the labor candidates 
in England and in consequence of an obli- 
gation he was under the Liberal leaders. 
There is 

Not One Word cf Truth 
in this statatement,so far as Iam con- 
cerned. Far from opposing the claims of 
the labor candidates, 1 have always been 
ready to support them.” 

Referring to the government’s Irish ad- 
ministration Mr, Gladstone contended 
that Ireland was governed oneway and 
Great Britain was governed another way, 
Irishmen continued to be deprived of 
many liberties which Englishmen enjoyed. 
It was for the Irish people themseives to 
solve the question by a prompt 
unanimous declaration against 
ing administration. In conclusion, Mr. | 
Gladstone expressed the opinion that it 
was the duty of the Liberals to prosecute | 
this great and patriotic purpose aud to | 
obtain justice for Ireland, knowing that | 
by a courageous application of Liberal | 
principles they would secure the union | 
of the classes, the dominion of the law | 
and the stability of the crown, 

Mr. Gladstone alsomade an address in | 
the Gaeity theatre, which was packed to 
the doors, In the course of his remarks, 
the ex-premier expressed entire confidence 
in the future of Liberalism. He pointed | 
out with regard to the Irish members, 
that each had entered parliament 

Subject to a Pledge 

that on every question affecting Ireland 
the minority shovld sacrifice its own opin- 
ions aud co-operate the majority. 
Every member of the Irish party, from the | 
leader down, was bound by this pledge. 
It was the only means by which the Irish 
party had arrived at great power and in- 
fluence. It was true, he continued, that 
in October, 1881, he denounced Parnell in 
the severest terms, whereas forseveral years | 
sinee he bad been in active co-cperation 
with him, He had denounced him because | 
Parnell, ou more occasions than one, had | 
used language danzerous tothe empire 
respecting a total separation of Ireland, 
and because Parnell had bitterly opposed 
the land act, upon which the Libera's re- 
lied us a great instrument for 
Irish grievauces. But after 
returned to the house of commons from 
Kilmainham jail, he (Gladstone) never 
heard of his repeating that dangerous lan- 
guage regarding separation, and he had 
co-operated with the government in giv-} 
ing effect to the land act. When the home 
rule bill was introduced in the house it | 
was frankly and magnanimously adopted | 
by the Irish party. The plan was based 
on the twin idea of first handing over to 
Treland a full, efficucious control of her 
local affairs, and, second, maintaining an 
equally full, efficacious control over those 
affairs. 

“Ifany fresh plan of homerule is pro- 
posed, asI trust it may be,’’ continued 
Mr. Gladstone, “I hope it will be founded 
on rigid fidelity to those bases, neither of 
which can be justifiably separated from 
the other. We worked on those bases 
from: 1886 to the winter of 1890 with the 
result that upon the uncertain chances of 
bye elections we gained sixteen seats and 
obtained a moral certainty that if parlia- 
ment dissolved we should obtain a large 
and commauding majority for the purpose 
of converting Ireland into a_ blessing} 
and a source of strength to England in- 
stead of a source of embarrassment. Then 
came the painful divorce revelations, and 
it became the duty of the Liberals to con- 
sider upon what rules and principles they 
should bestow their votes. The Liberal 
party know well thatthe carrying of home 
rule depends upon them. 

“Mr. Parnell recently said: ‘It may be 
time to think of Tory allies.’ 

They Played That Game Once 
and it didn’t answer. If it-were possible 
for the Tories to give Ireland a home rule 
measure, corresponding tothe definition 
Ihave given of home rule, I would be 
delighted to support it, just as if it were 
a Liberal measure. But the Tory con- 
science does not care much about home 
rule; itisn’tin the Tory intellect. The 
Liberal party never entered into the ques- 
tion as to whether Mr. Parnell should re- 
sign his seatin parliament—that was a 
question for the Cork constituency. But 
the Liberals looked forward to the coming 
crisis. ‘They were working for a majority 
in the coming parlia ment, which would 
give home rule. Ifthere had been no di- 
vorce revelations that home rule would | 
have meant making Mr. Parnell the con- | 
stitutional ruler of Ireland; but after the 
revelations the Liberals considered 
whether they would still place the consti- 
tutional leadership in Mr. Parnell’s hands, 
and they decided that they would not do 
it. That was the conviction of the Lib- | 
eral party in December, and their convic- | 
tion is now even more strongly held. | 
That is final.

Girls’ Gingham Gowns. 

The simplest of plaid cotton frocks for 
a miss have a gathered skirt with a four- 
inch hem, sewed to the edge of a round 
waist, shirred at the center, back and 
front of the waist line and buttoned in 
the back. The high collar and cuffs on 
the full topped sleeves are of embroidery 
or white cotton passementerie. A can- 
vas, leather or ribbon belt may be worn. 

Suede belts and those of the dress fa- 
bric are very stylish for misses, while 
sashes of the dress material are again 
worn by little girls, unless they are pre- 
ferred of white nainsook, with a plaited 
V or vest to correspond. Plaids are gen- 
erally made up on the bias, and all skirts 
are ample, full and gathered. 

Skirts are no longer cut sufficiently 
grandmotherish to trip the child when 
in them. Shirt waists are worn with 
gathered skirts by misses, the waists 
having a drawing string at their waist 
line and enough length to tuck under the 
skirt, with a pointed yoke, shirred cen- 
ter, front and back or plaits. 

Gimp dresses will probably never go 
entirely out, but they do not appear as 
frequently this season as last for girls 
over seven years. Fora totoffour years 
a blue and white plaid is cut on the bias, 
the skirt hemmed and gathered, with 
shirt sleeves and a high bodice, which 
fastens in the back, having five side plaits 
back and front, and revers of embroidery, 
imitating a low neck, or a trimming of 
cotton passementerie shapes a yoke in 
pointed tabs. 

Pearl buttons are used for a trimming 
as well as for their original purpose of 
fastening. The white nainsook gimps 
and full sleeves are pretty, with a sash 
of the same around the waist and tiedin 
the back, with tucked ends. The sashis 
fifteen inches wide and hemmed all 
around.—Dry Goods Economist. 


Working Hands the Best. 

Rightly cared for thera is no need of 
having hands grow stumpy and thick 
with work. - They were made to work, 
and some of the hardest working races 
in the world have the finest hands and 
feet. Mark what Mr. Stanley says of 
the African pigmies who hunt and grub 
for a living and yet have the most beau- 
tiful extremities, as do many of the sav- 
age tribes. The Japanese, the Hindoos, 
Italians and Finns work and drudge, yet 
their hands are more shapely and the 
skin finer than of those of some of our 
idle ladies. If kept from injurious heat

Joseph Bonaparte was born at Trieste, 
during the exile of his father, Sept. 9, 
1822. His youth was passed at Vienna 
and Trieste, Florence and Rome, with oc- 
casional visits to Switzerland, England and 
Spain. In 1845 he obtained permission to 
visit Paris under the name of the Comte 
de Montfort, but was scon afterward com- 
pelled to leave on account of his intrigues, 
After the revolution of 1848 he returned 
again, ara, elected to the assembly, be- 
came leader of the extreme R«publican 
party. His views, however, underwent a 
change and in 1849 he was appointed min- 
ister to Madrid. <A few years later he was 
madea French prince with a seat in the 
senate, and in 1854 was appointed toa 
command in the expeditionto the Crimea, 

But Joseph Napoieon, young, robust and 
with a Roman beauty in his face, was 
more of a voluptuary than a warrior. His 
military career amounted to but little and 
won for him only the dubious sobriquet 
of Plon-Pion. His subsequent leadership 
of the Bouapartist party, after the death 
of the Prince Imperi«!, was weak. His 
son Louis, itis expected, has been mate 
by “Plon-Plon” his political heir, although 
Victor is the eldest son.

Found in a Lane. 


SHOWS SIGNS OF VIOLENCE. 


She Hid Been on a Spree with Her 
Husband, Who is Arrested Near the 
Spot in a Befuddled Condition--Says 


“He Can’t Remember” Anything. 

MEDFORD, Mass., March 18.—The body 
ofa woman was found in a wild, rocky 
and lonely retreat on Winter hill, near the 
Medford and Somerville line. 

A street known as Gypsy lane runs from 
Main street, Medford, near the foot of 
Winter hill, up and around the brow of 
the hill to the old Medford turnpike. 
Upon the highest part of this road and 
just under the brow of the hill Samuel 
McGrath of Danville, N. H., was passing 
yesterday when he came upon the body. 

Mr. McGrath had visited Boston, and 
had concluded to visic his brother-in-law, 
Mr. Sawyer, who lives on Edward street, 
which terminated on the top of the hill 
just above where the body lay, and on 
looking for the street had mistaken Gypsy 
lane for the one he wanted, which ac- 
counted for his presence there. 

Mr. MeGrath, on seeing the corpse, went 
toa new house being built close by and 
notified the men at work of his ghastly 
find. Word was immediately sent to the 
Medford police station, and Officer Ewell 
responded. An investigation was made 
by the officer, who found blood on the 
woman’s hands, her breast bare and ex- 
posed, and one leg bare, the foot 

Kesting on a Man's Hat. 

A short distance up the hill were found 
a woman’s shawl, cloak, hat, one shoe and 
a pair of woolen drawers; also a pair of 
men’s buckskin gloves stained with mor- 
tar. A bottle partially filled with liquor 
was found close by the other articles. 
There were marks of a struggle in the 
bushes aud under a tree on the side of the 
hill, and the ground presented the appear- 
ance of having had a body dragged over 
it from a tree near which the articles of 
clothing were found. 

The body and face had every indication 
of having beeu frozen for several hours 
aud was perfectly hard, the face presert- 
ing a bluish appearance. 

The carpenters reported that they had 
seen a barcheaded man on the hill walk- 
ing around in an aimless manner. 

The information caused Officer Ewell to 
institute a search, and on Main street, 
near the head of the lane, the officer took 
into custody a man who seemed to bein a 
duzed condition. 

The hat and buckskin gloves were 
shown tothe man, and he claimed them 
IIe was then shown the body and 
asked if he knew whose it was,and replied 
that it was his wife. 

He was questioned by Chief of Police 
Holmes, whoelicited the information that 
his nameis Patrick O'Neil, and that he 
boarded with Daniel Shea, on Henry 
place, off Medford street, in Somerville. 

The woman’s name was‘Rebecca O'Neil. 
They were married six years ago, but he 
had not seen her for over a year up to 
Monday, when she came to acellar in 
Somerville, where he was working at 
his trade as a stonemason. She was under 
the influnce of liquor at the time, he say 8, 
and was interfering considerable with his 
work, which forced his employer to teil 
him to take her away and not to let her 
bother the work of the men. He then 
went off with his wife and they proceeded 
to Charlestown, where according to his 
story, they 

Purchased and Drank Liquer, 

They started for Somerville along to- 
ward evening, and tried to get on toa 
hor-e car, but were refused a ride by the 
conductor on account of their condition. 
They kept on walking, and he didn’t re- 
member much about what happened after- 
ward, except the fuct that he was sitting 
with his wife under a tree, and got up to 
walk away, and afterward could not find 
her, although he tried to, 

The body of Mrs. O’Neil was turned 
over to Uniertaker Nichols, and now lies 
in his rooms. ‘he face bears several 
scratches and there is a mark on the neck, 
The clothing when found consisted only 
of one stocking and shoe and a dress of 
thin inaterial, with a knit undervest, 
Blood was found upon O’Neil’s hands. 

It is supposed that he stayed over night 
in the new housein process of construc- 
tion on the hill. Medical Examiner Durell 
of Somerville was notified and examined 
the body, and ordered an autopsy. 

Investigation by Officer Ewell ut Somer- 
ville disclosed the fact that O'Neil was 
well known in Somerville. He is about 52 
years of age, and short, stout and thick 
set. The woman was about 42 years old.

COMMISSIONER EWELL is surprising his 
friends by the aptitude he shows for the 
important office he is now filling. The 
season is not yet ripe to undertake any 
large job, but his reports show study and 
are generally to the point. 


THE ORDER to prevent the payment of 
the illegal expenditures of the School Com- 
mittee will probably repose quietly with 
the resolutions offered last October criticis- 
ing Commissioner Alexander, The School 
Board acknowledges its error, however, and 
if they are penitent it is well perhaps that 
their mistake be overlooked. 

Tue CENTENNIAL of the incorporation 
of Quincy occurs next February, and the 
Committee of the City Council, should see 
that itis fittiugly observed. It comes at a 
bad season of the year for any out door 
gathering, therefore nothing short of the 
Coliseum, a musical and literary pro- 
gramme, and grand reception and ball to 
the Governor and other dignitaries will 
suffice. 


“Is i Necessary?’ This is the 
question which ex-Commissioner Alexander 
ask the people to consider before begin- 
ning the construction of a sewerage system. 
We were inclined to think that question 
had been answered years ago in the 
affirmative. He then proceeds to tell them 
that ‘‘ wherever people are congregated in 
large numbers some means must inevitably 
be provided,”’ but without saying whether 
this point has been reached in Quincy he 
hopes there will be no unnecessary delay 
in the adoption and construction of a 
system. The Council should profit from 
this. 


Yes, Quincy sheuld have better side- 
We were tempted to drop the word 
‘better,’ and almost think we should 
have, for decent sidewalks are very few. 
The only way to get any this year is by a 
loan, but they should not be longer de- 
layed. They are needed that people may 
walk dry shod. They are needed to form 
gutters. They are needed to improve and 
beautify the city. As the Mayor says, ‘‘it 
is a great mistake on the part of any city 
not to meet the desires of its citizens in 
this public necessity.’’ Let the betterment 
act be applied on some of the important 
streets and the improvement commenced. 


THERE Is no dodging around the bush 
in the substitute bill offered by Represen- 
tative Quincy, to the committee’s bill to 
prevent the sale of intoxicating liquor to 
be drank on the premises, except to per- 
sons partaking of food. He meets the 
question squarely, too much so to please 
politicians, while the committee’s bill is 
ambiguous and as Mr. Quincy says it means 
one thing to temperance people and another 
to liquor dealers. Here is the substitute, 
but the Legislature rejected it, and Repre- 
sentative Quincy was charged with insin- 
cerity. 

Section 1. Each license of the first, 
second and third class hereafter granted to 
sell intoxicating liquors shall be subject 
to the further condition that no intoxica- 
ting liquor shall be sold or delivered to be 
drunk on the premises, except to persons 
who have resorted there for food, and have 
ordered and received a lunch or a meal 
substantial enough to indicate that they 
have resorted to the premises for food and 
not for drink.

The arrest of the president, directors 
and executive officers of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany to answer the charge of manslaughter 
in connection with the tunnel accident in 
New York looks to a determination of the 
responsibility for the use of dangerous ap- 
pliances in railroading. In this case it was 
the car stove that did the mischief. In the 
state of New York there is a law forbidding 
the use of this means of heating, and the offi- 
cials of the railroad are held to be responsible 
for the death of persons caused by their 
failure of not complying with the law. Ex- 
periments by the Massachusetts Railroad 
Commissioners haye shown the entire 
practicability of using steam heat in passen- 
ger cars, and the dangerous car stove really 
has no reason to exist longer.—Boston 
Commonwealth.

‘‘ There is no system of sewers or drains 
at present in Quincy. Before beginning 
the construction of a sewerage system, as 
well as before beginning any other works 
of importance, it is wise to consider the 
question, ‘‘Is it necessary ?’ The subject 
has received the most earnest attention of 
sanitary engineers and scientists, and dur- 
ing the last quarter of a century, has so 
expanded and developed that the actual 
benefit derived from a well constructed 
system of sewers seems almost as clearly 
demonstrated as a mathematical problem. 
‘* Wherever people are congregated in large 
numbers some means must inevitably be 
provided for the disposal of the waste mat- 
ters thus accumulated, and to the mind Of 
the intelligent observer the subject becomes 
of no small matter. 

“Tt is hoped, therefore, that no unneces- 
sary delays will occur in the final adoption 
and construction of a sewerage system for 
Quincy.

Collection of Garbage. 

‘*'The means at hand for this important 
branch of sanitary science, have been too 
limited during the past year to fully meet 
the cost of performing the work in a satis- 
factory manner. 

‘Quite a large part of the sum appropri- 
ated for the collection of garbage was used 
at the beginning of the year in preparing a 
proper place in which the garbage could be 
stored after its collection, without its be- 
coming a nuisance and detrimeptal to 
public health; this was done by construct- 
ing a suitable receptacle near the City 
Stable at the Poor Farm, and the garbage, 
as fast as collected, was deposited therein, 
and so kept confined until sold or otherwise 
disposed of. A shed has also been con- 
structed in which the garbage wagon is 
kept when not in use. 

** Besides selling a large quantity of the 
garbage collected, much has been used in 
feeding the swine belonging to the Overseer 
of the Poor, for which no return has been 
made. a 

“In connection with this subject some 
action should be taken by the City Council 
to provide suitable and convenient places 
to dump ashes and other rubbish which ac- 
cumulates about the houses of our citizens, 

““The necessity of having this refuse 
disposed of, is becoming greater each year. 

“Inquiries are made at this office nearly 
every day, for places to dump cinders, ashes, 
rubbish and other material not injurious to 
health, but valuable for filling low places.” 


Death of Former Resident.

It is proposed to pay the following sala- 
ries in the new city of Pittsfield, an ordi- 
nance having been introduced covering the 
same Monday: — 

Treasurer, $600; solicitor, $500; auditor, 
$1000; city physician, $500; city clerk, 
$1300; tax collector, $1300; chief of fire 
department, $600; assistants, $120 each; 
chief of police, $1206; captain of police, 
32.75 per day; patrolmen, $2.50 per day; 
clerk of common council, $200; superin- 
tendent of poor, $600. 


Widening and Deepening Brooks. 

“The City Council appropriated a small 
sum to be used in widening and deepening 
the brooks of the city. 

“On October 6, the Committee on Sewers 
and Drains took it upon themselves to 
present to the City Council a very elaborate 
and able report, respecting the subject of 
widening and deepening of the brooks, 
criticising the Commissioner and his man- 
ner of dealing with the subject. The 
astuteness with which these gentlemen ex- 
press themselves in their report concerning 
the subject and the Commissioner, is 
certainly remarkable and is deserving of 
great credit. 

“Surfaee drainage has become an im- 
portant and expensive feature in Quincy. 

“It is absolutely necessary that some- 
thing should be done to relieve both Town 
and Furnace brooks, now overflowing with 
stagnant and filthy water; but, however, 
before much work could be done this 
season in the way of actually ‘‘digging”’ 
out these brooks, it was desirable and 
necessary, as the first steps to be taken by 
the Commissioner, to learn in what part 
of the brooks the ‘‘digging’’ process was 
to be commenced and carried on. 

“Therefor, surveys and plans were made 
of Town and Furnace brooks, as well as 
their drainage areas traced, aud the amount 
of velocity and volume of water flowing 
down these two water-courses determined. 

“Much time and labor was spent by the 
Commissioner after the surveys and plans 
were made, in determining the best manner 
in which the brooks could be widened, 
deepened and straightened, so that when 
any work was done on them it could be 
done in a systematical and reasonable 
way, and that the money expended there- 
for would be well spent.

THE HOUGHS NECK POST OFFICE. 
Vr. Taber Tells His Side of the Story— 
Change Should be Made. 

Quincy, Mar. 17, 1891. 


| To the Editor of the Ledger: 


Will you allow me to rectify a few mis- 
takes that your paper (together with 
others), has had the kindness to place 
before your readers, in regard to that ‘‘one 
hundred dollar postoftice at Houghs Neck,” 
and show that *‘Landlord Taber’ is not 
quite as black as the press would paint him? 

Now about that petition that I circulated 


|in such an underhanded manner (as one 
| of the daily papers asserts). 


I went to tax- 
payers and those interested in the mail 
matter at Houghs Neck and secured twenty- 
five or thirty names (and in nearly every 
instance complaint was made of poor ser- 
vice). I then showed the papers to Mayor 
Fairbanks and three other well known 
men, and asked them to certify that I was 


|a suitable person for the office at Houghs 
| Neck, and endorse me as the choice of 


the signers of the petition. 

I then forwarded those petitions to 
Washington, and was appointed as Post- 
master at Houghs Neck. 

That petition was in circulation nearly 


| two months, and when asked about it by 


the Globe reporter I answered all questious 
to the best of my ability, and the result of 
the interview was a big advertisement, for 
it was lengthy if not very truthful, and 
while other papers could not resist the 
temptation to keep the ball a-rolling, not 


| one was honest enough to send to me for 


facts, but printed anything it saw fit, to 
place my actions in a wrong if not criminal 
light before the public. I did not ask for 
the office on the ‘“‘spoils system’”’ because I 
was a Republican, and had been a soldier, 
and for that reason should have it, but be- 
cause we wished for a change and better 
service, and because three years of such 
service as we have had were enough. 

I know what assertions I make I can 
prove; and when the papers say that no 
fault was found, and that I wished for the 
removal of Mr. Boyd because I desired the 
office as a source of revenue, they state 
something that they know nothing about. 

Citizens of Quincy certainly cannot be 
interested whether the mail is delayed and 
the office shut up when it should be open; 
and,in fact,what do they care about Houghs 
Neck affairs, anyway? But through the 
influence of those persons who signed their 
names to Mr. Boyd’s petition and to false 
representations, and because-I did not enter 
any complaints when I asked for the office, 


| am removed to make room for Mr. Boyd 


on the plea that he is “very poor, and 
was a soldier, and is not capable of earning | 
a livelihood in any other way.” 

Now, while this may all be true, is it any 
reason that he should receive a position 
that he is not suited for because he is an 
object of pity ? (If the statements are true 
he certainly is one). But when he wished 
for the office at West Quincy was he con- 
sidered a suitable person for that office, 
and did he receive the sympathy of those 
people who are now so anxious to retain 
him in office where they will not suffer for 
mistakes and annoyances? I think not. 
I claim that I have been used in a very 
unjust manner by those that should have 
been my friends, and héld up to ridicule 
because I was only asking justice to others 
as well as myself. 

I carried the mail for Hougbs Neck resi- 
dents for six years free, back and forth, 
and then when a post office was established 
at that place it was given to some one that 
had no interest at Houghs Neck at that 
time; and if I ever tried to make an im- 
provement, or help the place along, some 
one would shout “‘the almighty dollar,’ and 
I had to fight it out alone—andI am a good 
one at it, for I fought for “Uncle Sam” 
four years and five months, and do not 
have a pension either, and have not re- 
ceived as a reward of merit a “little two- 
cent office” that I had cast my “longing 
eyes’’ upon, and I still live. But I am very 
sure that a change must come, for people 
will not come from Rock Island and find 


mail matter. 

Neither will they always submit, when a 
letter has a special delivery stamp upon 
it, to have the postmaster, when remons. 
trated with for not delivering the letter 
even when it was called for, after a threa 
days’ delay, order the righteously indignant 
person out of the office. ‘Patience ceases 
to be a virtue’’ sometimes (and the half has 
not been told) and still because we wish for 
efficient service, and because I tried to 
help the move along, the people of Houghs 
Neck must endure these annoyances unless 
things are very different from last season's 
service, 

Because J did not enter complaints, 
when I forwarded my petition, and be. 
cause parties interfered who knew nothing 
of the facts, Mr. Boyd is reappointed. To 
them the thanks are due, and I hope they 
will be appreciated by the man now hold- 
ing office, for citizens at Houghs Neck 
most interested will not consider the fayor 
So great. 

Certainly this is a novel way to advertise, 
and the only regret I have about the matter 
is that it has brought four men’s names in. 
to the controversy who perhaps do not care 
for so much free advertising. To those 
that have triedin every way to injure me 
personally, as well as to interfere with 
matters not concerning them, and have by 
false representations secured the office to 
my opponent, thanks shail be returned in 
due season.

An Old Directory.

Masonic Apron to Go to Jerusalem.

The Grip in Japan.

Of the 130,000 inhabitants 
of Kobe, 25,000 were attacked by the 
disease.

Partictlars of the Wreck of 
the Steamer Utopie. 


CUT DOWN BY A RAM. 


Huxreds Drowned Close to Land 
in Gibralter Bay. 


STORIES GRAPHICALLY TOLD. 


Desperate Struggles for Life, in Which 


the Weuk Were Overcome by the 


Strong—Itulians Lose Their Sense of 


Manliness—Fathers aud Mothers Go to 


the Sottom with Their Children 


Clasped in Their Arms—Good Swim- 


mers Drowned by Fear-Maddened Per- 


sons—Divers Discover Hundreds of 


Bodies in the Wreck. 


GIBRALTAR, March 19.—It has not been 
»ossible until now to give a full and au- 
bentic account of the appalling cuatas- 
rophe, the failing light making it diffi- 
sult to see from the shore what was going 
omatthe scene of the disaster, and the 
ierri ble gale making it almost impossible 
to communicate with the vessels until a 
ate hour last evening. Early Tuesday 
evening the Utopia was seen steaming 
intothe bay, inthe direction ofthe an- 
chorage. When abreast of the ironclad 
Anson the Utopia staggered as though 
unable to make headway against the ter- 
rible current. Suddenly the strong gale, 
combined with the current, swept the ill- 
fated vessel across the bows of the Anson, 
and ina moment her hull was pierced 
and cut by the ram of theironclad. 

The Utopia. after pulling clear of the 
ironclad, drifted about before wind and 
sea. Therapid inrush of water through 
the rent in her side caused her to settle 
down in five minutes from the time of the 
first impact. The Anson’s boats were 
lowererl immediately as were also boats 
<tom the other vessels of the British chan- 
nel :gquadron, the Swedish man-of-war 
Freya and the cable ship Amber, and the 
ironclads turned their powerful electric 
search lights on the scene of the disaster 
to as-ist the rescuers. 

On shore the news of the disaster spread 
quickly An enormous crowd soon gath- 
ered on the parade and great excitement 
prevailed. Little could be seen, however, 
gave the looming hulls of the men-of-war 
and the white rays of the search lights 
falling upon the foam-flecked crests of the 
waves and illuminating the driving spin- 
drift. 

The shrieks of the Utopia’s passengers 
and crew could be plaiuly heard above the 
roaring of the gale. The seawas so heavy 
that the boats of the rescuers could not 
with safety approach the wreck, so they 
were compelled tc lie to leeward, where 
they picked up the people as they were 
swept from the decks. As the Utopia’s 
bows settled, 

A Terrible Scene 

was witnessed from the boats, Those 
still op board the sinking steamer made a 
sudden rush en masse to the fore rigging, 
straggling for their lives and vainly seek- 
ing places of refuge. Twenty minutes 
later the forecastle was submerged anda 
large pumber of persons gathered there, 
who had not dared to leap overboard, with 
the hope o° being rescued by the boats, 
and who had failed in their efforts to 
ascend the rigging, were carried away by 
the waves. 

The rescuers, blinded by the wind and 
rain, saw nothing but aconfured, strug- 
gling mass of human,beings entangled 
with wreckage. A steam pinnance res- 
cued all those who had taken refuge in 
the main rigging, but the last ones were 
not taken off until 11 o’clock at night. 
They were so exhausted that they could 
donothing for themselves. so the brave 
bluejackets climbed into the rigging and 
passed the helpless people to the rescuers 
in the boats. Both the British and the 
Swedish sailors did plucky and vigorous 
work. 

While a steam pinuance belonging to 
the Britishironclud Immor‘talite was en- 
gaged in the work of rescue, her screw 
fouled, and she became helpless and 
drifted on the rocks. In trying to save 
themselves, two of the sailors aboard the 
pinnace were drowned. The remainder 
were rescued. 

The total number of lives iost is now 
placed at 576. Divers are at work recoy- 
ering bodies from the wreck. 

Strong pickets are stationed along the 
breakwater to recover any other bodies 
that may be washed ashore. 

An Offiere’s Story. 

A officer of the Utopia says; We were 
were slowing our engines preparing to 
anchor, when, before we realized our 
danger, we found ouselves on the bows 2f 
the Anson. There was a shout from both 
vesse s, which was instantly followed by 
the Anson’s ram tearing into the 
Utopia. We were about a qnarterof a 
mile from shore at the time. The officers 
in talking about the catastrophe say they 
will never forget the scene that followed 
the collision. The Italians were thrown 
into a state of complete and cowardly 
panic. They yelled frantically and fought 
madly to reach the forecastle. A few of 
the married men dragged their wives with 
them, but the bulk of the single men 
were heedless of the piteous appeals 
of the women and children. 

The forecastle and rigging were soon 
crowded, and the vessel beyganto settle 
down. Presently an explosion, with a 
deafening report, occurred jn the forecas- 
tle, killing many and throwing others 
into the sea. Luckily the masts held and 
remained some yards above the water as 
the vessel touched bottom. From forty 
to fifty persons were rescued from the 
masts. The only instances of maniiness 
occurred among the people in the rigging. 
Many men and nearly every woman 
clasped children to their breasts, but they 
were gradually overcome by sheer exhaus- 
tion and cold, and were compelled to drop 
their burdens and often follow them- 
selves. Those inthe lower rigging, who 
were exponed to the full force of the waves, 
were swept away before the frst of the 
Anson’s boats was able toreach them. 
Some of the men had tied to themselves 
each his wife or a child, hoping to be 
able to float until they were saved. Sev- 
eral bodies so tied together were washed 
ashore dead. The majority of the Ital-

JURA . Petersen, a Swedish quartermaster, who 


had been steering the Utopia a short time 
before the collision, says that just before 
the vessels came togetlier he went below. 
While there he felt the shock of the col- 
ision and rushed from below, but before 
he reached the main deck the Utopia had 
gone broadside on upon the spur of the 


Anson’s ram. The commander of the 
Utopia, Capt. Ncteague, according te 


Petersen, was on the steamship’s bridge 
until the last moment. Petersen adds 
that asthe Utopia was crushed by the 
Anson’s ram he clambered up the davits 
of one of the steamship’s boats and cut 
the ropes holding it. He had no time, 
however, to lower the boat away, as the 
bows of the Utopia kxd passed beneath 
the warship and it was evident that the 
passenger steamer was rapi'lly sinking. 
Soon after,the boats of the Anson having 
been promptly lowered, one of the man-of- 
war’s cutters ran alongside the Utopia 
and Petersen managed to jump into her, 
He says that while on board the Utopia, 
after the collision, he was surrounded by 
a terrible mass of human beings fighting 
their way desperately and savagely, re- 
gardless of sex and age, toward the boats, 
Men, women and childrentumbled and 
slimbed over each other in that horrible 
fight fora chance of escape from drown- 
ing. One poor woman who was rescued 
by the Anson’s bluejackets went raving 


mad when she was convinced that her 
children were drowned. There were 
similarly distressing incidents by the 


score, the most awful of all occurring 
when the Utopia, with a final desperate 
lurch, 


Sank with Her Human Freight 
clinging about her and drew hundreds of 
living persons down with her in the vor- 
tex caused by her last plunge. Many of 
those who had sprung into the seaas they 


saw that the steamship could not float 
many moments longer, were then also 


drawn down in the whirlpool caused by 
the Utopia’s disappearance. Some came 
to the surface again for a few moments 
before sinking finally into their watery 
tomb. Others, more lucky, were able tc 
cling to pieces of wreckas 
oars, gratings, hatchways 


boats, | 


ete., and thus kept themselves 
water until rescued by the warships’ 
boats, 


But as usualin such cases, the weiker 
snecumbed more readily. Shrieking, 
praying women sank to rise no more, with 
their terrified offspring clasped to their 
breasts. Children clung to their parents 
so desperately as to, in several cases, cause 
the death of both where each might bave 
escaped had better judgment been used. 
Husbands and wives sank while grasping 
each other in frantic efforts to keep each 
other afloatand many a good swimmer 
went down with some horrified, fear- 
maddened person clinging to him with 
the tenacity of the desperation of death. 

What Divers Discovere:. 

Divers whothave made an examinationjof 
the wreck report that there are hundreds 
of bodies in the steerage and between 
decks. During the day the bodies of 
twenty-eight men and one woman were re- 
covered here, while at various other 
points along the coast the bodies of six 
men, eighteen women, seven boys and one 
girl were washed ashore. One of the 
women, when her body was taken from 
the water, was found to have her arms 
firmly locked around the corpse of her 
child. The remains of the unfortunate 
people were taken to a cemetery in the 
Spanish lines, where an inquest was held. 

The authorities here have provided am- 
bulances, provisions, bedding and cloth- 
ing for the survivors of the catastrophe, 
and the inkabitants are assisting to their 
utmost in the work of mitigating the 
distress of the poor people. A private 
fund has also been started to provide for 
the immediate needs of the shipwrecked 
passengers.

United States by which he exnects to ob-| 
tain large concessions for his government | 
without giving anything tospeak of in re- 
turn. In other words, Spain wants this 
government to make two treaties with 
her upon areciprocal basis. First, she 
offers in return for free sugar a number 
of insignificant articles, including straw 
hats, old junk and vegetables. ‘Give us 
atreaty on that basis,’? says she, ‘‘and 
we will then make another treaty by 
which we wil! let in your flour free if you 
will reciprocate with our tobacco.” 
Itisthus the matter stands, and Mr. 
Foster has gone to Spain to tell the 
authorities there that itis useless to ex- 
pect to bring about reciprocal relations 
between the two countries on such a 
basis. There is nothing in the reciprocity 
provision of the McKinley bill which 
enables our representatives to bring to- 
bacco into the question. The languzxge of 
the act is very plain in that connection, 
Under the provision it is clear Secretary 
Blaine cannot, if be wanted to, bring to- 
bacco into the negetiations. The lines for 
reciprocal trade have been defined by con- 


gress, as were carried out in the recent 
treaty with Brazil. 
Senor Suarez, acting doubtless under 


instructions from his home government, 
refuses to look at the question in that 
light and insists that tobacco must be one 
of the features of the proposed treaty. In 
view of Mr. Foster’s experience in Spanish 
diplomacy it was deemed advisable to send 
him to Madrid to lay the matter before 
the Spanish gevernment ina comprehen- 
sive way. Our minister to Spain, E. Bird 
Grubb, does nct speak Spanish, and car- 
ries on his negotiations with the aid of an 
interpreter. 


WEAKNESSES REVEALED. 


Serious Difficulties iu the Way of Ad- 
justing the New Orleans Affair. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The New Or- 
leans anti-Italian demonstration, from a 
question of vindicating an outraged pub- 
lic sentiment by summary process not pro- 
vided forin judicial methods, is become 
one of very serious discussion as_ to 
whether the government really has any 
power or responsibility in the premises, 
sofar as its domestic affairs are con- 
cerned. Asan international proposition 
the government must assume whatever 
responsibility there is in the matter, 
whether real ornot. These occurrences 
reveal one of the weakuesses growing out 
of the old doctrine of state rights, recog- 


nized toa certain degree by specific pro- 
vision in the constitution of the United 
States. 

If the Louisiana governor sees fit to 


ignore the request of the government for 
information upon which to basea response 
to the Italian government, extra methods 
ofacivil or military nature will fave to 
be resorted to to enforce obedience. At 
the sametime the governmeut would be 
powerless except through the department 
of ju to take any steps except by 
authority of congress. It is evident that 
the matter will cause considerable trouble 
before it is adjusted. If the three persons 
claiming to be I in subjects were 
caped criminals from Italy, the position 
of the United States will be strengthened, 

The illness of Secretary Blaine for sev- 
era! days has interfered with the carrying 
on of this troublesome of business 
with the energy desired. So soon as the 
secretary gets about again, 1t is expected 
that an investigation will be ordered, and 
that the whole question will be placed in 
a light where the facts will be understood 
and the Italian government’s interest in 
the affair, if any, may be adjusted.

Without Warning. 


NOT LIKELY TO RECOVER. 


The Victim Had Made a Late Evening 
Call at the House of a Woman Whe 
Had Been Instracted by Her Husband 
te Shoot All Intraders. 


PENAcOoK, N. H., March 19.—Herbert 
Cross, a teamster, who lives here with his 
wife and two children, is ly:ngin his home 
with a bullet wound over his heart that 
will probably cause his death. 

He went out at night to buy a bale of 
hay, and started home at 10:30. Charles 
who ts employe@ about the 
Cross bought the hay, 
helped him put it in his wagon. As Cross 
was driving out of the yard Woolridge 
called after him, saying something about 
the weight of the bale. Not understand- 
ing what Woolridge said, and thinking 
that Woolridge would be found at his 
house, farther down the road, Cruss went 
directly thither and rapped upon the 
door, but got no reply. He rapped a 
second time, when immediately there 
came the report of agun from a window 
at his left, and he staggered back, shot 
in the left side. Noone appeared and he 
heard no sounds from inside the house. 

Expecting to die every minute, be hur 
ried to his horse and drove home. Dr. 
Holbrook was immediately scmmoned 
and gave suchaid as could be rendered. 
Cross stated that he had never been to the 
| house before, nor had he had any trouble 
| either with Mr. or Mrs. Woolridge. A 
reporter who called at the house found 
standing in the doorway a woman, appar- 
| ently about 20 years old, holding by the 
hand a little chiid of not more than 2 or 3 
years. She was chatting laughingly with 
some female neighbors. Her identity 
Was bot suspected until she interrupted a 
reply the officer was about to make to a 
question as to whether any arrests had 
been made, with an exclamation of: “Ar- 
rests? No. How can they arrest me when I 
did it in self-defense?” 

“Are you the woman who did the shoot- 
ing?’ was asked. 

“Yes, I fired through that window,” 
said she, po:nting to a hole in a pane. 

“I plugged a man there last night and I 
will plug the next one that comes to the 
door making trouble in the night.”’ 

The woman was shabbily dressed, and 
not of uncomely face. She is a French- 
Canadian. She went on to give her story 
of the affair, which was, in short, that for 
several weeks she had been troubled by 
men coming to the door at alate hour, 
making a disturbance and using insulting 
language. Her husband, who stops 
nights at the stable where he works, had 
loaded the rifle recently and told her if any 

man came to the door and tried to get in, 
toshoot him. Tuesday night she said she 
was sleeping when tbere came a rap. 
After a second rap, to which she made no 
response, she arose and pulled aside the 
curtain, and seeing a mau standing by the 
door, wemt and got the gun. After a 

hird rapshe went to the window and 
fired. 

She reloaded the gua and returned to 
bed, but, not being able to sleep, got up 
and went to find her busband at the 
stable. To him she told the story of the 
shooting She did not know that her shot 
had taken effect till she heard the story 
about Cross iu the morning. She admitted 
that Cross had never been to the honse 
before, and that he made no demonstra- 
tion beyond rapping 

Cross suffers intense pain, and it is not 
at all probable that be can recover. 

Mrs. Woolridge was arrested yesterday 
afternoon and brought to this city, and 
her husband was discharged from arrest. 

Mrs. Woolridge hus borne an unsavory 
reputation in Penacook, and according to 
the statement of acitizen of that place, 
has, op one or two occasions, left ber hus- 
band to go away with other men. Wool- 
ridge’s character has also been somewhat 
below par, and he was intensely jealons of 
his wife. 

Mrs. Woolridge is but 17 years old.

THE POLITICAL fight for the removal of 
Commissioner Osborne is still on, Gov.

LAST YEAR there were expended for 
general repairs of highways, $17,345.52. 
The item in the appropriation bill this year 
is $14,420.50, or $2,925.02 less, It looks as 
if the department would not be able to ac- 
complish much, but the Commissioner 
should not be blamed. 


THE REPORT of the State Board of 
Health on proposed new water supply for 
this city was not very satisfactory to either 
the present water company or the extrem- 
ists for a new supply. To the former it 
said “‘the water you furnish is unsatisfac- 
tory in quality, and at times has a bad 
taste and odor, and moreover it is liable to 
pollution.’’ To the latter it said “‘we can- 
not approve of the new source because of a 
lack of information; expressing some 
doubt whether a sufficient quantity can be 
obtained for 30,000 people without infring- 
ing on the rights of Randolph, Holbrook 
and Braintree ‘in Great pond. The state- 
ment, however, that the natural supply 
would be excellent, was pleasing. There 
is still a determination to obtain the new 
charter of the Legislature, even though it 
be conditional. The Legislature is without 
a precedent in this matter, but the city of 
Haverhill at present desires such rights 
under similar circumstances.

A Buffalo Journalist. 

Miss Jane Meade Welci, who has at- 
tained such brilliant success in this city 
as a lecturer on American history, is a 
writer of much force, grace and origi- 
nality. She is entitled to the distinction 
of being the first woman who acquired 
celebrity as a newspaper writer in Buf- 
falo. A few years ago, after overcoming 
a strong feeling of timidity, she consent- 
ed to try to edit a column of society 
news in The Buffalo Courier. Her first 
batch of manuscript was addressed per- 
sonally to her friend, the lamented Da- 
vid Gray, who was the editor-in-chief of 
that newspaper. He, without consulting 
Miss Welch, attached the nom de plume 
“Nemo” to her ‘‘copy.” The first pub- 
lication created a sensation. Never be- 
fore had society news been handled so 
intelligently, so accurately and so cley- 
erly in a Buffalo paper. ‘*‘Whois Nemo?” 
was on everybody's tongue, but so care- 
fully was the secret of authorship pre- 
served that for two years that eager 
question remained unanswered. Finally, 
when Miss Welch became one of the reg- 
ular editorial writers for The Courier, 
the riddle was solved, and everybody in 
society wondered that he had not guessed 
it before.—New York Times. 

New Fields for Woman's Work. 

Among the new and unexpected occu- 
pations taken up by women may be men- 
tioned piano tuning, horticulture and 
sanitary engineering. Early in May a 
school for women gardeners is to be 
opened and presided over by a practical 
gardener of the gentler sex, in which all 
the details of gardening at the different 
seasons of the year will be practically 
studied. By passing the examination in 
sanitary science conducted by the coun- 
cilof the Sanitary institute in London 
Miss Margaret Scott, lecturer on domes- 
tic economy and hygiene, is placed in 
the unique position of being the only 
lady in Great Britain duly qualified to 
perform the duties of a sanitary inspect- 
or. This study she has taken up for the 
purpose of educating women in that par- 
ticular branch of knowledge in which 
they are said to be sadly deficient. Miss 
Scott considers it the absolute duty of 
women to acquaint themselves with the 
principles of that much neglected sci- 
ence.—London Letter. 


Economy in Society. 

There are some original methods of 
economy practiced by many of the so- 
ciety girls. Just at this time, they ail 
join some kind of a sewing class which 
has some charitable idea for its raison 
d'etre. Some others form reading clubs, 
and visit some of the hospitals or other 
charitable institutions a certain day in 
the week, for the purpose of reading to 
the inmates. Now this is the scheme of 
economy which one of these fair belles 
disclosed a few days ago.

WHO ARE THE DISAPPOINTED? 


President Harrison Decides Not to Ap- 
point New Judges Until Congress Meets, 

WASHINGTON, March 20. — President 
Harrison has decided not to appoint the 
nine circuit judges created by the appel- 
late court bill, which passed the last con- 
gress. He arrived at this decision, not be- 
cause he had any doubt as to the right to 
make the appointments, but because there 
was no real necessity for making them, 
and because they just as well could be 
filled in December next, which would give 
him more time to make the selections. 
The law creating the courts is required to 
go into effect the third Tuesday in June. 
The new courts can be organized at that 
time by the associate justice, the circuit 
judge and the district judge, in each of 
the districts, as required under the law. 

Thus all of the necessary preliminaries 
can be arranged,sothat when the nine 
new judges are appointed they can pro- 
ceed at once with the business that may 
be brought before them. The president 
thought this the better course to pursue, 
asthere had been some questions raised 
by eminent lawyers and jurists, among 
them Senator Edmunds, as tothe right 
aud power of the president to fill offices 
created by congress during the recess of 
that body. Inorder, therefore, that there 
should be no question concerning this 
matter, the selections will go over until 
December. 


INCUMBENT OFFICIAL DUTIES 


May Prevent the Proposed California 
Trip of Presiageat Uarrison. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—The president, 
in alluding to his proposed trip to Cali- 
fornia, remarked that ge was not positive 
whether the public business, which had 
been and was still accummulating, would 
be in condition to allow him to be absent 
forfive or six weeks. There are quite 
a number of important matters which re- 
quire his attention, among them the 
Behring sea difficulty, treaties that are 
being negotiated concerniog reciprocity, 
and the bill to aid in the establishment 
of mail steamship lines. All these mat- 
ters are of the utmost importance, and 
would require his presence here until dis- 
posed of. 

He had not set his heart upon making 
the trip to California, and unless he could 
do so without injary to the public busi- 
nesg he should not attempt it. He could 
tell be:tera month hence. If all these 
matters were closed up, and in pretty 
good shape, he would very much like to 
take the trip. Otherwise he would re- 
main at his post of duty, trusting to ac- 
complish the trip at some other period 
during his presidential term. 


Accused of Being Overzealous. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—There are 
hints from official sources that the govern- 
ment of Louisiana has placed itself in no 
very courteous attitude towards the gen- 
eral government, on account of its some- 
what superserviceable zeal in the first com- 
munication with the Louisiana authori- 
ties. Itis not a question whether the 
government is responsible at all, but 
Baron Fava and the Italian government 
will hold the Washington authorities to 
their first attitude, and congress, that is 
the house, will do uothing iu the way of 
indemnity. It is now conceded that the 
government made a mistake 1n rushing to 
the front so promptly.

TURNED INYO THE STREET. 


Two Lives Lost and Many Families 
Made Homeless by a Fire. 

New York, March 20.—Two lives were 
lost and twenty-two families made home- 
less by a fire, which gutted the six-story 
double tenement at 215 East Twenty- 
ninth street. The dead are Peter Cryan, 
aged 50 and his sister, Mary Cryan, aged 
95. The flames started in the apart- 
ments of Bernard Hollander, a shoe- 
maker, on the ground ficor, and quickly 
found their way into the hall and up the 
stairway to the top of the building. Sev- 
eral persous were rescued from windows 
by ladders and all were supposed to be 
saved till after the fire, when the bodies of 
the two victims were found. The loss on 
the building is about $15,000. 


Two Seamen Injured in a Gale, 

PROVIDENCE, March 20, — Schooner 
Carrie S. Hart, Capt. Southard, which has 
arrived at Somerset from Baltimore, with 
a cargo of 728 tons of coal for Mount Hope 
iron works, experienced «a severe north- 
west gale off Delaware’s capes. The 
water froze as soon as it struck, and 
rigging and sails were covered with ice, 
Seaman Walter Coffin was thrown across 
the deck and had the bones of his right 
ankle broken by a spar. A sea strucs a 
Swede, whose name could not be learned, 
knocked him off his feet and carried him 
into the ocean. He grabbed a portion of 
the rigging and the next instanta huge 
wave threw him back again. 


Resigns, but Will Not Retract. 

CANTON, O., March 20.—Rev. Dr. Mac- 
Queary has written to Bishop Leonard, 
tendering his resignation from the min- 
istry of the Episcopal church of the 
United States, and asks that it be be ac- 
cepted at once, and that steps beftaken at 
once for his deposition. He wrote: 
“There is not the slightest probability of 
my retracting my alleged errors. On the 
contrary, I have every reason to believe 
that farther investigation will simply 
confirm my present convictions.”’ 


Oratory at Yale. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 20.—The 
annual oratorical contest of the junior 
class of Yate university for the Ten Fyck 
prize occurred, and for the first time in 
the history of the college the contest was 
open to low stand men as well as high 
stand men, and, asa rule, the efforts of 
the low stand men were superior to those 
ofthe high stand men.

Fifteen Pounds of Dynamite. 

HALIFAX, March 20.—Fifteen *pounds 
of dynamite, which a miner named Croft 
was carryingin a kettle at the Malaga 
mines, exploded, demolishing the shaft 
house and severely injuring Croft and 
three men named McGinnis, Moore and 
Bland. McGinnis will probably die.

Good Record by an American Clipper. 
NEw York, March 20.—The full-rigged

THE ASSESSORS. 


Have a Report in the 
City Book. 


Four Million Increase in Valuation 
in Two Years. 


The Assessors Worked to Get the City 
Out of a Hole 


A report of a Board of Assessors is 
something new in the annual city report, 
and therefore we think people will be 
anxious to read it entire. It will be in 
the forthcoming book: 


To His Honor the Mayor, Charles H. 
Porter: 

The Board of Assessors of 1889 and 1890, 
in commencing the duties of their office, 
found that the valuation of the city as it 
then stood was $9,757,000, of which $7,825,- 
000 was real and $1,933,000 was personal 
estate. 

With these figures before. them, it was 
apparent that the city could not raise, un- 
der the law limiting the rate of taxation, 
but about $111,000 for current expenses, 
thus making it pra¢tically impossible for 
the city to escape running into debt the 
first year of its municipal existence. 

It was also strikingly apparent that the 
valuation of the city needed a careful re- 
vision, as the increase for the ten years 
previous had not been much if any more 
than the actual visible growth of new 
property for that period. In fact, that 
personal property had declined, and was 
less in 1888 than in 1880, showing that 
with all the growth and prosperity that 
our town had enjoyed, our citizens were 
apparently poorer in personal property than 
eight years before. Our taxes were falling 
with great severity on the real estate own- 
ers, while all thinking men knew that the 
increase in personal property should have 
kept pace at least with the real estate. 

Under this condition of our department 
there seems no alternative but to carefully 
revise the property of the city, taking into 
account the facts mentioned above. 

Another laborious duty which became a 
necessity was to apportion into wards, as 
by the ward lines, the entire real estate of 
the city as assessed. This necessarily re- 
quired much care and time. 

In addition, we have also changed the 
great bulk of the property from acres and 
fractions of acres to the actual number of 
square feet they contain, thus equalizing, 
in a great degree, the amount of taxes the 
small owners of real estate should pay. 
This was carefully done, and by these 
changes the Board of Assessors for 1889 
and 1890 were able to present to the tax- 
payers of the city a valuation of $13,677,- 
410, which was a gain in real estate of 

2,848,550, and in personal of $1,276,500. 

By this careful, laborious work, founded 
on a conservative value of the property 
assessed, we were able to equalize to a 
greater extent than perbaps ever before, 
the burdens of taxation on the real estate 
owners, and giving a rate for the first year 
which was lower than had previously pre- 
vailed for ten years, and also for the sec- 
ond yeararate smaller than for the past 
eight years with one exception, besides 
paying $45,000 of debt and $10,000 of in- 
terest. We also made it possible to raise, 
under the law regulating the tax limits of 
cities, a sum somewhat nearer the wants 
of a city of our size and importance, viz., 
$142,000, for the year 1891. 

We are aware that by this large gain in 
personal property—some sixty-six per cent. 
—that much adverse criticism is made, but 
we would call to the careful attention of 
those as well as all others, that personal 
property with some limitations is taxable 
under the laws of the State as well as real 
estate, that any board of assessors that 
does not fully recognize this fact is doing a 
great injustice to the owners of real estate, 
and do not appreciate the vital principles 
which govern and pervade the laws regu- 
lating taxation: that the burdens of the 
State should be laid equally on all property 
subject to taxation. 

This work has been done at a merely 
nominal sum, the expenses of our cepart- 
ment for salaries and all other expenses 
being about $2,000 per annum. We think 
we should fail in our duty to the city unless 
we recommend a larger sum to be paid to 
those who serve in this important depart- 
ment in the future. 

Below will be found an interesting table 
of aggregates, which will emphasize in a 
great degree the constantly increasing work 
of our department: 

Total number of persons assessed in 
1888, 5,612; in 1890, 6,779; gain, 1,167. 

Total number polls assessed in 1888, 
4,096; in 1890, 4,763; gain, 667. 


Total valuation real estate in 1888, 
7,825,250; in 1890, $10,473,800; gain, 
2,648,550. 


Total personal property in 1888, $1,932,- 
710; in 1890, $3,209,210; gain, $1,276,500. 

Number of houses in 1888, 2,453}; in 
1890, 2,7674: gain, 313. 

Tax rate in 1888, $16.70; in 1889, $10.80; 
in 1890, $13.60. 

In thus ‘presenting a brief review of the 
work of our department, we feel that we 


have given careful and conscientious work 
to the important interests placed in our 
charge, and we cordially bear witness to 
the unfailing courtesy and assistance that 
we have received from all the other de- 
partments of the government, and partic- 
ularly so in our dealings with you, the 
honored executive of our city, during our 
term of office. 


NARROW ESCAPE. 


George and Rufus Nickerson Shipwrecked 
Off Chatham. 

The Herald prints the following dispatch 
from Chatham, which will be of interest 
to Quincy people as the. Messrs. Nickerson 
were recently proprietors of the Temple 
street fish market in this city: 

A strong northerly gale prevailed here 
all Thursday, and prevented the usual 
activity in shipping circles. The fleet of 
catboats has been launched, and the boats 
areouton the fishing grounds on good 
days. 

Friday morning a small number started, 
but about half of them returned. The 
remainder proceeded to the fishing grounds, 
about 12 miles away. Among them was 
the catboat Victor, manned by George and 
Rufus Nickerson, brothers. 

Soon after they reached the fishing 
grounds the wind breezed up so strongly 
that it was deemed best to set sail for 
home, which they immndiately did, and, 
in company with two or three others, were 
having a splendid run before the wind, 
which was increasing at the time. They 
were sailing under three reefs and keeping 
a sharp watch all the time as the sea was 
very rough, and threatened to swamp them 
at any time. 

Suddenly, when they were seven miles 
from the shore, a huge wave rolled in over 
the stern, and the boat went down stern 
foremost, leaving only a portion of her 
bow and the bowsprit out of water. 

To this the Nickerson boys clung, fight- 
ing al] the time to rid themselves of their 
oil clothing and heavy boots.

LONDON, March 21.—Michael Davitt, in 
an interview, contemptuously referred to 
what he classes as Mc.

Mr. Davitt said that he did not intend to 
be a candidate in an election in the divi- 
sion of Cork city, which Mr. Parnell now 
represents. Mr. Davitt added that two 
reasons caused him to make this decision.

«meeting when they were attacked by 
anti-Parnellites, who stoned them and 
pelted them with mud, and finally suc- 
ceeded in breaking up the meeting. The 
anti-Parnellites also stoned the police, 
who with batons drawn came to the as- 
sistance of the Parnellites, and a general 
scrimmage ensued. After the Parnellites 
had been compelled to retire, their oppo- 
nents held a meeting of theirown.

WHAT PRESIDENT GLEASON SAYS 


Regarding Proffers of National League 


Funds to Parnellite Envoys. 

NEW YORK, March 21.—Patrick Gleason, 
president of the Irish National league, 
has issued the following: 

New York, March 20, 1891.

THE STAGE OF LIFE 


Quitted Forever by the Famous 
Actor, Lawrence Barrett. 


HE DIES GF HEART FAILURE. 


Had Been Sick Since Wednesday Night, 
but Death Was Unexpected—Sketch of 
the Successful Career of the Popular 


and World-Known Tragewian. 


New York, March 21.—Lawrence Bar- 
rett, the tragedian, died last evening at 
10:45 o’clock at the Windsor hotel. Death 
was due to heart failure, and in the end 
was quite sudden, the great actor being 
unconscious buta short time before he 
died. His wife and physician, Dr. Cham- 
bers, were with Mr. Barrett when he 
breathed his last. : 

His sickness dated from Wednesday 
night, when he was obliged to leave the 
theatre where he was playing. It was 
said at that time that he was merely suf- 
fering froma severe cold, and would be 
back in afew days. The same report was 
made the following day, Yesterday the 
reports from the sick chamber were very 
favorable. Last evening Dr. Chambers 
called at the Windsor hotel at 9 o’clock to 
see his patient, and shortly thereafter an- 
nounced that he would remain ali nigut 
in the sick room. Dr. Chambers says 
that Mr. Barrett had a hard chill when 
he returned home Wednesday night. The 
next day he hada high fever and rapid 
pulse, and the doctor feared pneumonia, 
This disease developed the following day, 
and as Mr. Barrett was in a critical con- 
dition, Dr. H. F. Walker was called in 
consultation. 

Mrs. Barrett was at the time in Boston, 
and a despatch was at once sent to her. 
She returned to this city Thursday even- 
ing and went immediately to the Windsor 
hotel. Dr. J. P. Oliver of Boston, who had 
been Mr. Barrett’s family physician for a 
loug time, was also sent for and came at 
ounce. The doctors diagnosed the case as 
pneumonia, but thought as there were no 
other complications the patient might 
pull through. 

The symptoms grew worse yesterday. 
His temperature was very high and his 
pulse beat at an alarming rate. Another 
consultation of physicians was held, Last 
evening the patient became unconscious 
and remained so till he died. 

The funeral will take place probably 
in Boston. The manager of Booth and 
Barret will bave full charge of all the ar- 
rangements. At the time of his partner’s 
death Edwin Booth was at the Players’ 
clubin bed asleep. He did not receive 
the notice of the death until midnight 
and was very deeply affected. 

The death of Mr. Barrett removes from 
the world one who has achieved both 
name and honor in his chosen profession. 
Starting an unknown, penniless boy, he 
steadily worked up, until he stood amone 
the foremost representatives of the Ameri- 
can stage. His aim was ever a high one,and 
his efforts were directed alike to the im- 
provement and elevation of art and liter- 
ature in connection with the drama. 

Lawrence Barrett was born at Paterson 
N. J., on April 4, 1838. He was credited 
with being a bright and studious boy b 
his fellows at school. That school period, 
however, does not seem to have been an 
extended one, for at ‘the age of 15 he was 
serving as an assistant in a dry goods 
house in Detroit. The stage had strong 
attractions for him even then, and it was 
only a few months later that he made his 
first appearance as an actor in that city. 
His charrcter was that of Murad in the 
“French Spy” He remained there one 
year, playing indiffereut res when he 
went to Pittsburg,to the old Opera house. 
For the two following years Mr. Barrett 
played in St. Louis, Chicago and other 
western cities. 

His success was such that his thoughts 
turned toward New York and the greater 
theatrical world, and thither he went in 
December, 1856. His first engagement 
there was one for four weeks at the old 
Chambers Street theatre and his part that 
of Sir Thomas Clifford in “The Hunch- 
back.’”? At the close of that engagement 
Mr. Barrett was offered an opportunity to 
play at either of the chief theatres in New 
York, then under control of n.anagers of 
remarkable talent, Mr. Barrett ac- 
cepted the offer of Mr. Burton and opened 
at his theatre in February, 1857. The play 
Was a three-act drama by Douglas Jerrold, 
called “Time Tries All.” It was in the 
spring of this year that Edwin Booth 
made his first appearance in New York at 
Burton’s theatre. Mr. Barrett played 
with him, and there began a professional 
and friendly association, which has con- 
tinued unbroken ever since. Mr. Barrett 
remained at Burton’s theatre for nearly 
two years, playing with all the great stars 
of the time. 

Mr. Barrett changed his allegiance from 
New York to Boston in the fall of 1858, 
accepting at that time the position of 
leading man atthe Museum. He played 
at the Museum for two vears, and then 
changed to the Howard Atheneum. There 
he remained one season, playing with 
many of the great tragedians and comedi- 
ans of that day. 

With the outbreak of the war Mr. Bar- 
ret enlisted in the service, andin the fall 
of 1861 he accepted a captaincy in the 
Twenty-eighth Massachusetts regiment. 

Mr. Barrett’s next theatrical engage- 
ment was at the Walnut Street theatre in 
Philadelphia, where, under the manage- 
ment of Mrs. Garretson, his opening part 
was Cassius in “Julius Cmsar,” e re- 
mained at the Walnut Street theatre 
three months and went from there to 
Washington, under the management of 
Mr. Grover. From Washington he re- 
turned to Philadelphia, to tne Chestnut 
Street theatre, where he played again with 
Mr. Booth, Mr. Davenport and others, From 
the Chestnut Mr. Barrett went with Mr. 
Booth to the Winter Garden in New 
York. 

_A partnership in the maragement of the 
Varieties theatre, New Orleans, being of- 
fered him by Lewis Baker, he accepted, 
and, with Mr, Setchell, he became an ac- 
tive associate in the management of that 
theatre, acting as leading man at the 
same time. It was there that he first 
played some of the great parts with which 
bis name has since been associated. Rich- 
elieu, Hamlet and Shylock were at- 
tempted by him for the first time in this 
theatre during this season. His New Or- 
leans success led him into more serious 
study of the possibilities of his future 
career, and he began a system of study 
with a view to develop whatever lay 
within him, confining himself mostly to 
the study of the drama itself and to the 
collateral branches which tend to illus- 
trate the dramatic art—biography, history 
ma general literature, : 

uring the season Mr, Wallack the 
‘ounger, produced at his own theatre in 

ew York the drama “Rosedale.” It 
was "fla at the New Orleans theatre and 
Mr. Barrett purchased the right to play it 
in other cities of America. By this he 
made his first venture as a star, beginning 
that careerin the fall of 1864 at Pike’s 
opera house in Cincinnati. He continued 
to play this play over the country for the 
season of 1864 and 1865, now and then as- 
suming other characters to which he 
looked as the foundation of his fame. 

Mr. Barrett made a_ brief visit to 
Europe in 1867 and a second one in 1868, at 
the latter time pla: 

Playing a weck in Liver- 
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i rriving in San Francisco about 
mn 1 1808. fb oneeed at Maguire’s opera 
house, us Hamlet, and made an immedi- 
ate success. During this time he made 
the acqnfintance of capitalists of San 
Francisco, who agreed to build a theatre 
if he would remain and uudertake its 
management jointly with Mr. McCul- 


lough. Mr. Barrett accepted this proposi- 


tion.

A VERMONy TRAGEDY. 


A Wicked Woman Murdered by Her 
Husband, Who Then Suicides. 


Sr. ALBANS, Vt., March 21.—A murder 
and suicide which vecurred last evening 
have greatly excited the residents of this 
town. Fred T. Harding, about 22 years 
of age, some time ago married a woman 
of dissolute habits, named Ellen Laduc. 
The couple have had trouble recently, and 
young Harding had posted his wife be- 
cause she had left him. The two had 
been together most all the afternoon at & 
house on Fairfield street, in the suburbs 
of the village, where several persons of 
doubtful reputation lived. 

Between 7and 8 o’clock last evening 
Harding and his wife left the house to- 
gether and walked several rods in the 
direction of the village, when they stopped 
and had some words. About 7.45 o’clock 
their bodies were found lying in the roa‘, 
A boy says he heard Mrs. Harding say she 
was going down the street, but her hus- 
band objected to her going. She started 
off, however, having only her shawl 
thrown over her shoulders and no hat on. 

Harding fired at her and she fell, but 
got up shortly, saying, ‘You didn’t hit 
me!” He fired aguin and the woman fell 
dead dropping her shawl und running half 
arod. Harding then sbot himself and 
fell, dying within » few minutes. He 
purchased his revolver, a 32-caliber 
weapon, yesterday morning at a hardware 
store in town. 

The authorities were notified of tne 
tragedy, and the bodies were removed to 
Undertaker Harvey’s where they still re- 
main. When found, the body of the 
woman lay near the sleigh track in the 
road, and that of her husband about a rod 
distant farther from the beaten track. 
Harding married this woman, who for- 
merly lived in East Georgia, against the 
wishes of his people. 

Noinquest was deemed necessary. An 
examination showed that Harding had 
shot himself over the apex of the heart. 
and the bullet fired at the woman entered 
her heart at nearly the same point. Four 
chambers of the revolver were found 
empty. Harding left an envelope ad- 
dressed to his wife’s father, but its con- 
tents are uot revealed. 


REGARDED A HAPPY ENDING. 


Atlantic Mills Strike Over and Opera- 
tives Resume Work Monday. 


PROVIDENCE, March 21.—The Atlantic 
mills strike, on which 1000 operatives were 
out, and 1000 others were thrown out of 
employment by the shut-down of the 
mills, is ended, and work will be resumed 
Monday morning. This action was taken 
at a meeting last night, and resulted from 
a compromise, whereby the agents prom- 
ised restrictions on the fining system, by 
which fines should not be excessive, nor 
should they be imposed forimperfectionsin 
the work for which the weavers are not 
responsibte. Fines will be proportioned 
tothe rate of wages earned and to the 
value of the goods. This is regarded asa 
happy ending of what promised to bea 
protracted strike. 


THE GRADY MONUMENT, 


Governor David B. Hill of New York to 
Deliver Unveiling Address. 


ATLANTA, Ga., March 21.—Charles S, 
Northern, president of the Henry W. 
Grady Monument association, received a 
letter from David B. Hill of New York, 
accepting the invitation of the associa- 
tion to deliver the unveiling address dur- 
ing the coming summer. Patrick Collins 
of Boston, Senator-elect Palmer of Illi- 
nois and other distinguised men have 
been invited to be present as guests of the 
association. ‘The occasion will be a nota- 
ble one, and great preparations are beiog 
made. 


New Jersey Legislature Adjourns. 

TRENTON, N. J., March 21.—The legis- 
lature adjourned sine die. The session 
lasted nine weeks, and has been chiefly 
notable for the passage of a new general 
tax law and the capture by the Democrats 
of pretty much every state and local office 
within the reach of the legislature. The 
congressional districts of the state have 
been re-arranged, one being added. The 
Democrats have pretty safe majorities in 
six out of eight districts. The state has 
also been re-districted for legislative pur- 
poses, giving the Democrats a sure major- 
ity on joint ballot for many years to come. 


Three Thousand Men Out, 
BUTTE, Mont., March 21.—All the mines 
belonging to the Anaconda company, the 
greatest copper producer in the world, 
have shut down. This was caused by a 
disagreement with the Montany Union 
railway, which hauls ore from Butte to 
the smelters in Anaconda. The railroad 
wante | to advance rates about one-third, 
andthe company refused to stand the 
raise. The smelters will follow the exam- 
ple of the mines as soon as the ore on 
hand is treated. The shut-down will 

throw about 3000 men out of work. 


Mr. Stone Gets Nothing. 

Bostox, March 21.—Yhe jury in the 
case of Alfred C. Stone vs. The Daily Ad- 
vertiser company, after being out twenty 
hours, reported a verdict for the defen- 
dant in the first session of the superior 
court. The plain.iff is a ladies’ tailor, 
having an establishment on Winter Street, 
and The Evening Record in April, 1889, 
published an article concerning his 
methods of doing business which he 
alleged was libelous, and he brought the 
present suit to recover heavy damages, 


They Want $100,000. 

St. Lovis, March 21,—A special to The

E. Dow and Abner Graves of Crawford 
county} bave trought suit against the 
Bradstreet company, each claiming $100,-

IN S1E LARGE TRENCH. 


Burial of Victims of the Gtopia Disaster, 
Charges Against Capt. McKeague. 


GIBRALTAR, March 21.—A sad scene, 
one of the sequences of the Utopia dise 
aster, was witnessed here. The bodies of 
twenty-nine adults and three children 
were interred, together, in a trench which 
had been dugin ground specially blessed 
for the reception of the remains of the 
drowned passengers of the Utopia. All 
the clergy of Gibraltar, the town and 
garrison officials and the officers of the 
British channel squadron, and of the 
Swedish man-of-war Freya, including her 
commander, Prince Bernadotte, together 
with crowds of people, were present at 
the interment. 

During the course of the day the divers 
from the British war vessel recovered 
eleven more bodies from the wreck of th 
steamship. The bodies of many of the 
drowned were found s@ firmly clasped to- 
gether, owing to the desperate last hght 
for life, that it was difficult to separate 
them. 

Capt. McKeague of the Utopia, who 
Was arrested, charged with ‘wrongful 
acts, improper conduct, negligence and 
mismanagement,” was formally charged 
before a magistrate. After a short pre- 
liminary hearing, Capt. McKeague was 
remanded fora further bearing. In ad- 
dition to the charges against him already 
mentioned, he is accused of feloniously 
slaying certain persons unknow a. He was 
adinitted to bail in the amount of £480 in 
two sureties of £240 each. 

Ata meeting asubscription was organ- 
ized and a relief committee was appointed, 
headed by eivil and military officials.

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TIGHT GRIP ON GOLD 


Will Not Be Loosened by the 
Treasury Department. 


THE NEW NAVAL WAR COL'.EGE 


Will Be in Operation in a Few Moaths— 

_JStranded Government Vessels May Be 
Saved—Internal Revenue Receipts for 
Seven Months. 


WASHINGTON, March 21.—The question 
going round in the financial centers as to 
whether the treasury department would 
on derfand give gold forsilver certificates, 
or even for coin certificates, was answered 
most emphatically in the negative at the 
treasury department yesterday. The 
treasury department will let none of its 
gold go unless it is obliged to do so by an 
unequivocal provision of law. 

Acting Secretary Nettleton rejected two 
offers aggregating $850,000 forthe exchange 
for export of gold coin for gold bars. He 
said his action was in accordance with the 
policy recently decided upon, that it is 
contrary to the best interests of the gov- 
ernment to relinquish at the present time 
for export any considerable part of the 
most convenient form of our gold supply. 

In answerto a direct inquiry on the 
poiut, Gen. Nettleton said that, while he 
did not care to discuss the question at 
present, he did not regard it as at all 
probable that gold would be forced to a 
premium by reason of the present policy 
against tne exportation of the govern- 
ment’s limited supply of gold bars. 


OUR NAVAL WAR COLLEGE. 


Preparation of Plans for Establshmeot 
by Bureau of Navigation. 


WASHINGTON,, March 21.—Under author. 
tty of a section of the naval appropriation 
bill, the bureau of navigation of the navy 
department has begun the preparation of 
plans for the establishment of the naval 
war college. The preparations are being 
advanced rapidly and within a few months 
the college will probaly be in operation. 
The appropriation bill provided for the 
construction of new buildings, and the 
navy department intends to erect suitable 
lecture rooms and to purchase all neves- 
sary apparatus. Coaster’s Island, off 
Newport, will be the site of the college, 
and this selection is considered particular- 
ly advantageous because the nearness of 
the sea will allow practical demonstra- 
tions to be made of naval warfare theo- 
ries. 


Hopes of Saving United States Vessels. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—There ap- 
appears to be a reasonable hope that at 
least two of the United States vessels 
wrecked on the Massachusetts coast may 
besaved. Lieutenant Commander Bick- 
nell telegraphed the navy department 
that the Galena is being lightened, the 
weather is favorable and the Galena and 
Nina may be floated. It is doubtful, how- 
ever, whether the Galena, if floated, can 
be repaired by the government, as the 
estimated cost of refitting her before the 
wreck was close to the 20 per cent. limit 
of cost fixed by law, and if the injuries 
since received should prove to be exten- 
sive, their repair might involve the ex- 
peadiouse of money in excess of that 
imit. 


Senator Hawley’s Diplomacy. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—‘There will 
be no international complications with 
Italy because ot the occurences at New 
Orleans,” says Senator Hawley. ‘‘We can- 
not possibly exhaust the resources of dip- 
lomacy in such a matter. Of course the 
general governmentis, in the eyes of the 
world, the responsible party, but the exe- 
cution of criminal law must be left to the 
several states. Occasionally, complicated 
questions are the result of this condition 
of affairs, but there is really nothing seri- 
ous in the outlook at this time. Wearea 
liberal people, eminently fair, and the 
Italians will receive satisfactory treatment 
atour hands. There will be no tronble 
over the matter. 


Internal Revenue Statement. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—The collec- 
tions of internal revenue during the firat 
seven months of the fiscal year ending 
June 50, 1891, were $86,967,155, an increase 
of $7,152,696, as compared with the collec- 
tions during the corresponding period of 
the previous fiscal year. The receipts were 
as follows: Spirits $54.866,921, an increase 
of $3,329,593; tobacco $22,981,623, an in- 
crease of $1,540,357; fermented liquors, 
$15,315,351, an increase of $2,019,874; oleo- 
margarine $627,941, an increase of $140,351; 
miscellaneous $175,319, an increase of 
$122,520. The receipts for February, 1891, 
were $384,716 less than those of February, 
1890. 


Will Re the Biggest Yet. 

NEW YORK, March 21—Sidney Dillon, 
president of the Union Pacific railroad, 
has confirmed the report that the directors 
were arranging a blanket mortgage on the 
property. Itis stated that the mortgage 
will be made for $250,000,000, the largest 
ever recorded, and will provide for taking 
up the underlying liens as they mature, 
and also for an immediate issue to pay off 
the floating debt. 


Heavy Judgment. 

New York, March 21.—A formal judg- 
ment of $82,352 was rendered against 
Henry Hilton and William Libbey, who 
formerly traded under the name of A. T. 
Stewart & Co., in favor of Charles Fortin 
& Co. of Paris. The suit grew out of 
large dealings between the two firms for 
the manufacture and sale of kid gloves,

A GRAVEYARD DANCE. 


GHOSTLY CEREMONY WITNESSED IN 
A JAPANESE CEMETERY. 


A Four Days’ Feast for Legendary Spirits. 
Burying Grounds Richly and Laxnri- 
ously Decorated with Garlands and 
Tempting Viaads. 


Dr. G. H. Colton Salter, who for many 
years was United States consal in Japan 
and afterward entered the Chinese gov- 
ernment service, gazed th into 
the glowing embers in pyar and 
after a short pause told the following 
tale: 

The many stories published about 
Indian ghost dances and the Messiah 
craze remind me of one of the most re- 
markable incidents I have ever witnessed 
during my long career in the Orient, 
and Iam sure there are but few Amer- 
cans or Europeans who have had the 
opportunity to see the sights of which I 
am going to tell. 

The native religion of the Japanese is, 
as you know, Buddhism, and there is no 
creed which is as full of superstition. 
Some of the ancient beliefs of the Bud- 
dhists are calculated to frighten the faith- 
ful and vividly portray the horrible pun- 
ishment that awaits the sinful man after 
he closes his earthly career, while others, 
with charming simplicity, show that the 
greatest aim of the Hindoo religion is 
the release from existence. 

The doctrine of the transmigration of 
souls and a hope for a better fatein a 
future life are the principal foundations 
upon which Buddhism rests. Nagasaki, 
where I resided for many years, was 
famed for the splendid festivals in honor 
of Buddah, or Gautama, the founder of 
the religion. Owing to the work of 
missionaries and the consequent spread 
of Christianity in Japan, many of the 
religious fetes are no longer publicly ob- 
served, and the one of which I am about 
to speak had its last grand celebration in 
1886, just before I left Nagasaki. 

DECORATED GRAVEYARDS. 

It is called the Matsidri and was held 
during the last week in August or the 
first week in September, continuing four 
days. These days were set aside for the 
reception of the spirits of the dead, who, 
according to a legendary belief, return 
once a year to their old homes. For 
many weeks previous to the festival 
preparations had been in progress. The 
houses of the believers had all been care- 
fully swept, cleaned and polished, and 
the home altars, which are to be found 
in every native house, had been redeco- 
rated and refurnished. The interior of 
all the buildings had been profusely 
adorned with flowers, the streets had 
been repaired and the whole city was 
clothed in holiday attire. 

On the morning of the first day the 
dead were received with much ceremony 
in the graveyard, which is in a beautiful 
grove. Each mound was profusely dec- 
orated with lighted lanterns and gar- 
lands of many colored paper globes hung 
from tree to tree. On the top of every 
grave food of the daintiest kind was 
spread in a tempting manner and in quan- 
tities sufficient to appease the appetites 
of an army of the hungriest kind of 
ghosts. On mats spread about the 
graves sat all the living descendants of 
the person who had been buried in that 
particular spot. Not a single tomb was 
neglected. If in the course of years the 
family of any one of the silent sleepers 
had completely died out his grave had 
been embellished and supplied by stran- 
gers. 

The spirits were supposed to arriveand 
depart by water from the sea, and for 
four days and nights the living commune 
with their dead and were with them in 
spirit. The souls of the departed were 
supposed to hoyer around the tombs like 
substantial visible beings, and they were 
treated with every attention due tosacred 
and distinguished visitors from the other 
world. 

The night of the second day was de- 
voted to a grand terpsichorean entertain- 
ment or spirit dance, and the graveyard 
was transformed for once into a ball 
room, where ghostly dancers were sup- 
posed to hold revelry. 

A SPLENDID SIGHT. 

The scenes made a strong and ever- 
lasting impression on me. The night 
was perfect, the moon was at its fall and 
the air was fragrant with the perfumes 
of thousands of flowers. Myriads of 
lights were flickering on the hillsides 
which surround the city, and the colored 
lanterns swayed gently to and fro, keep- 
ing time to the chimes of the silvery 
bells in the temple tower, which fur- 
nished the music for the mystic enter- 
tainment. Around an artificial lake in 
the center of the graveyard the people 
knelt in silent devotion, worshiping on 
the shrine of Buddha, whose emblem, 
the lotus flower, rose from the middle of 
the lake. 

Every one of the four days and nights 
brought new surprises and ceremonies, 
many of the latter being held in the 
temple, the doors of which were closed 
and guarded against the entrance of 
infidels. On the lastnight—or the night 
of nights, as it was called—a grand pro- 
cession finished the festival. The people 
marched in parade to escort their spirit 
visitors to the water front, where they 
were to depart. 

Boatmen carried on their shoulders a 
gigantic craft built of wood and straw, 
in which the dead were supposed to be 
seated, and which was to convey them 
back to spirit land and to Ohata, the 
great father beyond the sea. This boat, 
which is ed Fukuy, was a master- 
piece of Gapanese carpentry. It was 
ninety feet long and had a stately mast 
with a huge sail which bore in native 
characters the inscription, ‘“Naidinama- 
widi,” a word which is symbolic of

The Quincy Schools. 
To the Editors of the Daily Ledger. 


The City Council of 1891 seems to have 
a special grievance against the School Com- 
mittee, if we are to judge by the action of 
some of its members. This animus was 
shown by the littlesmean picayune order of 
the Councilman from Ward Five at the last 
meeting of the Council, in which the gen- 
tleman aired his rhetoric and poured forth 
his virtuous indignation on the heads of 
the School Committee. One would think 
that the members of the School Board, 
who are giving their time and experience to 
the service of the city without compensa- 
tion of any kind, are worthy of some con- 
sideration at the hands of their fellow citi- 
zens, but ‘* Envy loves a shining mark.” 

The Council proposes to reduce the ap- 
propriation for the schools—on the ground 
of economy! This is beginning at the 
wrong end. The men who propose this re- 
duction, ought to show where any extrava- 
gance was used in spending the appropria- 
tions, before cutting down the estimates. 
The number of scholars is annually increas- 
ing, and of course the cost of the schools 
must increase. Some wiseacre writes in 
the LEDGER comparing Quincy with Brock- 
ton. He does not seem to understand that 
the Quincy schools have not to contend 
with Brockton, which is way back, but 
with Boston which is our neighbor, and has 
taken many of our best teachers from us. 
If we want first class teachers, we must 
pay them something near fair salaries. 

There are six more teachers in the Quincy 
schools this year than in 1890. The teacher 
in science was paid last year for four 
months’ tution; this year ten months’ 
salary will have to be paid in this depart- 
ment. When the Willard school is finished, 
there will be a large increase in the pupils 
in that school, which, with the cost of 
moving the furniture now scattered through 
the district, will largely increase the expense 
of running that school. 

It isto be hoped that the Council will 
abandon the silly idea of the Finance Com- 
mittee; give the Committee the money 
asked for, and allow the School Board to 
expend it at their discretion. The School 
Committee have far more experience, and 
are more competent to judge of the the 
needs of the schools than the City Council. 

One “‘ bete noir,”’ in the eyes of some of 
our Councilmen, is the item for “‘trans- 
portation of pupils.’’ ‘‘ My children walked 
to school for fifteen years.’’ ‘‘ My children 
have as good a right to be transported, as 
the children from Atlantic or West 
Quincy.”’ ‘I ought not be taxed for the 
benefit of the outlying districts.’ In an 
intelligent body like the City Council of 
Quincy, nobody would expect to hear such 
arigmarole. It is not proposed by the 
School Committee to transport any children 
who live as near a school as the children 
mentioned by the Councilman-at-large. 
Children in his vicinity will have to walk 
for the next fifteen years, just as his have 
been doing; the people living in Ward One 
should remember that the taxpayers of 
Wards Six and Four, have been paying 
taxes for nearly forty years, to support a 
High school for the benefit of the residents 
of Wards One and Three; and in addition 
have to pay an additional tax in the shape 
of car fare, which when added to their tax 
bill, more than balances the account, even 
if grumbler’s view of the case is correct, 
but the people of the south and centre seem 
to forget that the taxpayérs of Wards Six 
and Four have had to pay for all the com- 
forts and improvements enjoyed by the 
citizens of Wards One and Three. 

It is silly to compare the situations of 
the pupils who attend the High school from 
south and centre districts, none of whom 
have to travel more than half a mile to 
school, with those who come from Atlantic 
and the East Milton line, who must travel 
from two and one-half to three and a quar- 
ter miles to the same school. 

It is poor economy to dispute about the 
small sum required for transportation of 
pupils. These outlying districts are grow-

and at an expense of $21,073.50, to be met, 
in part at least, by a public loan. After 
careful inquiry, concrete sidewalks six feet 
wide are found to cost 42 cents per run- 
ning foot, and plank two inches thick to 
cost 17 cents; and that the average annual 
cost for repairs is about one cent per run- 
ning foot for each kind of walk. The cost 
of curbstones for concrete is estimated at 
about 75 cents per running foot, including 
setting. But an edging of thin boards set 
edgewise and a foot of turfing between the 
walk and the gutter answers a very good 
purpose, and gives an attractive appear- 
ance to the streets, so that probably 50 
cents per foot will cover cost of concrete 
sidewalks without edgestones. 

It is found that in some towns concrete 
walks have lasted 20 years, at an annual 
cost of one cent per foot for repairs, and 
that the life of a plank walk is about eight 
years. The walks should be strong enough 
to allow the removal of snow by a horse 
plow. Concrete is preferred to plank as 
cheaper in the end, and safer, more con- 
venient, and more comfortable in all sorts 
of weather. One mile of concrete will 
cost $2,640.

Warren Avenue Bridge. 
Editors of Daily Ledger : 

About two months since a number of 
citizens of Ward Five petitioned our city 
government for a bridge over the Old 
Colony railroad, to connect the east and 
west sections of Warren avenue, and afford 
a safe crossing. The petition was referred 
to a committee of the Council. 

While no immediate favorable action 
was expected on the petition, it was ex- 
pected that a hearing at least, could be 
afforded the petitioners, and opportunity 
given to show the reasons and necessity 
for such a bridge. And the petitioners 


naturally supposed that their request would | 4 


receive courteous treatment at the hands 
of their own representative, and not find 
in him its chief opponent and adverse ad- 
vocate. His gratuitous remarks that the 
project was in the interest and for the con- 
venience only of a few families who might 
wish to visit across the railroad in that lo- 
cality, or those who have land for sale, 
shows that he has given the subject very 
little consideration, or cares very little for 
his constituants. The residents in that 
locality are already well aware that they 
can avoid crossing the railroad by going 
a long way around to reach schools, 
churches, the park, and the electric car 
line; and that his suggestions to that 
effect are neither instructive or important 
to the proper consideration of the matter. 
Citizens respectfully appealing to the 
city authorities for public improvement do 
not relish being treated as though they were 
under the rules which govern the proceed- 
ings in a ‘“‘cock pit.’ Servants of the 
people should not assume to be greater 
than the people and to treat their requests 
with disrespect.

The Annual Report of Chief Engineer 
Walter H. Ripley. 


Fire Alarm, Water, Apparatus, Houses, 
Etc., Discussed at Length. 


The firemen and those interested in an 
efficient fire department will say amen to 
Chief Engineer Ripley’s annual report, 
which will be printed in the forthcoming 
city book. 

Speaking of the force of the department 
he says: *‘ And allow me here to add that 
they are all good workers, and have at- 
tended promptly to all duties they have 
been called upon to perform as firemen.” 

Writing of the apparatus he says, a little 
paint and varnish will be necessary, and 
Hose 1 will have to have a new running 
gear. 

Chemical No. 1. 

“If the chemical engine now located in 
Ward Six is moved to the centre of the 
there will have to be a new 
wagon placed in its stead. It is my belief 
that the place for the chemical engine is in 
the centre of the city, instead of one of 
the outlying districts, and if so located it 
would save considerable water damage 
where it cannot otherwise be avoided. I 
have great faith in chemical engines if they 
are properly handled. I will also add just 
here, that it is my opinion that if a chemi- 
inguisher that one man can handle, 
is carried on each carriage, it would be of 
great service, especially where the fire is

Hose. 

** We have at this date 6,000 feet of hose 
in apparently good condition. This has 
been a hard year on hose. Owing to long 
lines being laid, the pressure proved to be 
too much for the older pieces. About 200 
feet has been destroyed by fire. An ad- 
dition of 1,200 feet will be necessary to 
make up for losses and what will soon be 
condemned,”’ 

Water. 

“In regard to water, my report will have 
to be about the same as last year. 

“There have been added four hydrants 
this year, now making atotal of 101. I 
have only to say that wherever the pipes of 
the Quincy Water Company have been ex- 
tended, the service is excellent, there being 
an average pressure of about 75 pounds. I 
year 
ago, and look forward to an extension of 
the said Water Company’s pipes, that we 
may have more hydrants, In listening to 
the report of the new water supply I be- 
came very much interested, for the reason 
it was to give so many more hydrants. But 
in considering the time that would elapse 
between the present time and the time that 
the new works would be completed, it ap- 
pears to me that there is a chance of our 
becoming a modern Babylon. 

“Steam fire engines seem to be the 
general subject of conversation when any- 
thing is said about fire department. Steam 
fire engines are all right, and I would like 
to have this city own three more than they 
now have, but if there is no water for them 
do not know of any service they could be 
put to. 


am of the same opinion now as one 


Houghs Neck Needs. 


**Tt seems proper to call attention to the 
condition and needs of the Houghs Neck 
district. 

‘There are now about one hundred 
buildings in that vicinity; the value of the 
same being about ninety thousand dollars. 
Unless a contract can be made with the 
Quincy or Weymouth water companies, 
there is but one other way that I know of, 
to obtain water for fire purposes. There is 
a piece of land owned by N. B. Furnald, 
adjoining the land now occupied by 
Chemical No. 1 House, on which a reser- 
voir can be made. The expense of the 
same Iknow nothing of at this date. I 
will simply recommend that some steps be 
taken in regard to this matter next year, 
and also in regard toa method of giving 
an alarm of fire to the Central Station.” 


Reservoirs. 

“‘There are 16 reservoirs, 10 of which 
are supposed to be self-filling, and with the 
exception of two, are now in good con- 
dition. 

‘“Three have been cleared out, planked, 
and fixed up this year. My private opinion 
of reservoirs in this city is, that out of the 
whole number of 16 there is but one that 
would stand the steamer over one hour in 
the month of August. I have no confidence 
whatever in them.” 

Fire Alarm. 

‘“‘The fire alarm still remains under the 
care of Gilbert M. Wight, and it gives me 
the greatest of pleasure to say that it has 
worked exceedingly well throughout the 
entire year. Many improvements could 
and should be made. 

‘* There are now about 30 miles of wire, 
all in one circuit. We have been very 
fortunate this year in regard to having 
breaks. In many places where wires run 
through trees, permission has been freely 
given by the abutters to trim out the same, 
with very few exceptions. Insulated wire 
has been used in these places, therefore 
very little trouble or argument has been 
had with citizens along the line. As I 
stated in my last report that breaks in this 
long line may sometime be disastrous, I 
still feel that having it put into four or 
more circuits would bea great improvement, 
and I hope the day is not far distant when 
our fire alarm system will be second to none 
in the State. The addition of several more 
pull boxes would also be a great advantage 
as well as good service to many of our 
citizens. 

‘That addition can be made next year, 
and without a doubt wili be. Iam satisfied 
that the addition of seven of these boxes, 
located as recommended last year, would 
pretty well cover the city: one at the corner 
of Crescent and Willard streets, one at the 
corner of Copeland and Common streets, 
one at the corner of Common and Quarry 
or Common and Cross streets, one at cor- 
ner of Elm and South streets, one on River 
street, near boat-house of Lelois, one at 
corner of Hancock and Squantum streets, 
and one at corner of Farrington and 
Brooks streets. 

“This may seem a large addition to make 
at one time, as the cost of same would be 
in the neighborhood of four hundred 
dollars, yet I believe it would be money 
well spent and would be very satisfactory to 
the citizens living in those vicinities. 

“There are now in line, one automatic 
steam whistle attachment, three bell strik- 
ers, five large gongs, seven tappers, and 
twenty-five pull boxes. One more box will 
be put in as soon as poles are ready [38], 
and will be located at the corner of Liberty 
and Plain streets. 

Telephone. 

“The Ventral F’re Station and the resi- 
dence of the Chief Engineer are connected 
by telephone. The service at times has 
been very poor, although from no fault of 
the central office, as the company has al- 
ways been very obliging in transmitting 
messages when unable to deliver messages 
otherwise. I have been informed that it is 
the intention of the New England Tele- 
phone Company to remedy the present 
trouble in Quincy, if possible, and it is 
hoped that such will be the case. 

Horses. 

‘The horses of this Department are seven 
in number, and it gives me the greatest 
pleasure when I think I can safely say that 
seven betler ones cannot be found in any 
Department in this State, and I believe it 
to be a fact when I say or any other State. 

‘* We also have something that is called a 
horse that belongs to the Highway Depart- 
ment, which is supposed to get Hose 3 
carriage around on time. 

But the poor old fellow is so slow, 

That down to the ‘‘poorhouse’’ he must go. 
Quite willing to work and do all he can, 
But the Hose 3 Boys don’t want him again 

‘** As in my report of last year, I recom- 
mend that a horse be procured and that the 
same be under the control of the Chief 
Engineer. The driver of same to be made 
permanent and the team to work on the 
highway within one-half or three-quarters 
of a mile of said Hose House. 

‘This I think can be arranged between 
the Commissioner of Public Works and the 
Chief Engineer. 

‘*There are many things wanted that are 
really necessary to make a first class and 
efficient Fire Department. I do not expect 
that all these things can be done in one or 
even five years, but Ido expect that some- 
thing can be done each year. Weask you 
as well asthe citizens to keepin mind the 
importance of a good Fire Depart- 
ment. We ask you also to second the 
efforts of the Engineers, encourage the 
men and give them kind words. 

**To those who think the firemen’s work 
is easy I will simply say, let them try it for 
a single fire. I know of no profession or 
occupation of any kind where the labor is 
more wearing to the body orto the general 
health of the person as it is to the fireman. 
I say to you again, do all you can to assist 
them. Pay them well, that we may have 
the best, and when the best is obtained 


give them enough to live on comfortably | 


and a penny for a rainy day. 

‘*Tn closing this report I wish to thank 
the Committee on Fire Department for the 
courtesy shown me on all occasions. 

‘“*To the Assistant Engineers for their 
faithful assistance | am under many 
obligations. 

‘To the foremen, officers aud members 
of the Department I give my profound 
thanks for their successful efforts. 

‘* From the City Government in general 
I have always received kind words. 

** Police officers have also rendered very 


valuable services and are kindly re- 
membered. 

‘*To His Honor the Mayor, words can- 
not express my heartfelt gratitude for the 
honorable treatment I have ever received 
at his hands. And my best wishes for the 
welfare of Mayor Chas. H. Porter will 
follow him to the end, ‘when timeis no 


more.’ ”” 


PLATFORM OR PRESS. 


“Which Does Most for Civilization’ —Sub- 
ject of Saturday Evening’s Debate. 


The Clan McGregor literary society met 
to hear a debate on the above subject in 


Doble’s hall on Saturday. Mr. A. D. 
Smith, presiding. 
The contestants were Mr. W. Traynor 


and Mr. A. A. Grassick. 

If we cannot say of their compositions 

on this occasion that they are 
“Jewels, five words long, 

That on the stretched forefinger of all time 

Sparkle forever.’ 

We may well say that the debate showed 
considerable ability, afforded instruction to 
all concerned and was favorably criticised. 

Mr. Traynor led the debate and tried to 
convince his hearers that the platform has 
been doing more for civilization than the 
press or any other singleagency. He says: 

‘Animated by the noblest of all motives, 
the good of their fellow men, they seek 
neither wealth or power, nor any other 
earthly glory than this,—to do a little good 
in the world. An orator has said about 
these noble pioneers of civilization, ‘‘There 
is no fortune to be made, there is little re- 
nown to be gained in the painful obliga- 
tions which the teacher fulfills... .. It is 
his glory not to aspire to aught beyond his 
obscure and laborious condition, to exhaust 
himself in sacrifices scarcely noticed by 
those whom they benefit, to toil in short 
for man and to expect his recompense only 
from God.”’ 

Mr. Grassick followed and did his best to 
extol the services rendered to civilization 
by the press. He says: 

** All things of human concern find place 
for every fact and phase in its columns. No 
cost of toil or gold, no thought of danger 
dismays it. Its servants are on every battle- 
field, in the thick of every mob, in the 
forest and the desert, on the mountains and 
the surging wave; watching kings, record- 
ing the doings of parliaments, sitting with 
the astronomer in his nightly vigils, trans- 
mitting the message of the preacher, count- 
ing the steps of scientific progress, noting 
the combinations of the capitalists or the 
machinations of the anarchist, voicing the 
aspirations of the toiling masses and the 
cry of the oppressed, bearing the product 
of all this enormous enterprise and industry 
day by day to the homes of the people. 
The outcome of this world-wide exposition 
and inquisition rises almost into the realm 
of miracle. To the average American, his 
newspaper is almost as necessary to his ex- 
istence as his breakfast, in fact, a dis- 
tinguished journalist lately made the re- 
mark that it was a poor paper that could 
not make a man forget his breakfast for 
fifteen minutes. Whatever a man’s taste 
may be, he will be sure to find something 
each day to instruct or amuse.”’

CALL ON UNCLE SAM 


May Soon Be Made by Exasper- 
ated Newfoundlanders. 


WILL ASK FOR PROTECTION 


And Admission asa State to the Re- 


public Unless England Takes Measures 
to Correct a Long List of Grievances— 


Time Considered Ripe for Annexation. 


HALIFAX, March 23.—Great excitement 
exists 1n Newfoundland over the action 
in referring 
only one feature of the fisheries troubles 

the at- 
tempted passage of an act through the 
British parliament to coerce Newfound- 
land into carrying out the hated mo 
dus vivendi. 

Dispatches were submitted to the legis- 


lature Saturday which showed that, 
though the British government deter- 


mined months ago to introducea coercion 
law into parliament, aud privately noti- 
fied Governor O’Brien to that effect, they 
instructed him not to inform the New- 
foundland government of this intention 
until the bill was formally introduced in 
the house of lords. 

The knowledge of this fact has set the 
people wild, and mass meetings are being 
called all over the island to give expres- 
sion to the feelings of the people. In the 
legislature party lines have been obliter- 
ated, and the most violent speeches have 
been made by men on both sides of the 
house denouncirg “the cowardly and 
treacherous conduct of the British 
government.” 

Delegates will be appointed to immedi- 
ately proceed to London to formally pro- 
test, not only against the enactment of 
the coercion law, but also against the 


| reference of any portion of the fisheries 


question to arbitration, without the 
whole question is so referred. 

These delegates, however, do not expect 
to accomplish anything practical. The 
majority of the legislature has undoubt- 
edly made up its mind to cut the Gordian 
knot which binds the ancient colony to 
the empire, and go in for annexation pure 
and simple. 

As soon as the delegates find that they 
are unable to prevent the imperial govern- 
mentcarrying through its coercion act and 
arbitration, then the legislature will pass 
resolutions reciting the list of 
grievances of the colony against England, 
show that they have done everything in 
their power to obtain redress without suc- 
cess, declare that England by the neglect 
and ill-treatment of a century has 
forfeited all claims to their further allegi- 
ance, and then formally appeal to the 
United States for protection and admis- 
sion as a state of the republic. 

The moment the resolution is adopted, 
if not before, the North American squad- 
ron will have been ordered to St. Johns 
from Bermuda, anda couple of British 
regiments sent down from Halifax. This 
possibility has already been discounted by 
the Newtoundlanders, who reply that 
England will find it impossible to coerce 
whole island, and that she will hardly 
want another Ireland on her hands on 
this side the Atlantic. 

The people are so excited and exasper- 
ated that proceedings of a most startling 
character may be looked for within a few 
days.

STILL IN DOUBT. 


Senator Blair Has Not Yet Made Up His 
Mind as to the Chinese Mission. 

NEw York, March 23.—-Ex-Senator 
Blair of New Hampshire, appointed by 
the president to the Chinese mission, was 
at the Fifth Avenue hotel. He had come 
from Washington to talk with John Rus- 
sell Young upon the duties of the place 
and the needs of Americans in the Chinese 
empire. 

Mr. Blair told a reporter that he did not 
know whether he would accept the mis- 
sion or not. “Yes,” he said‘ “‘I know that 
my Chinese speeches have been recalled 
and reprinted. I have not taiked officially 
with the representatives of the Chinese 
empirein this country, but I do not be- 
lieve my speeches will exert any influence 
on the present situation.”

BERLIN, March 23.--At the laying of 
the foundation stone of the Kaiser 
Wilhelm church the ceremony was at- 
tended by the emperor and empress, 
the Grand Duke and Grand Duchess 
of Baden, Gen. Von Moltke, Chan- 
cellor Von Caprivi and the cabinet 
ministers. After a_ religious serv- 
ice, several speeches weie made, and their 
majesties then formally tapped the foun- 
dation stone with a mallet. An artillery 
salute closed *he ceremony. 


Longue Pointe Asylum’s Second. 

MONTREAL, March 23.—Fire in the res- 
ervoir building of the Longue Pointe Lu- 
natic asylum did $1200 damage. Four 
men in the fourth story, finding all hope 
of escape cut off, leaped from a window, 
and ‘one of them was fatally injured. 
The others were moreor less hurt. The 
institution narrowly escaped another 
such disaster as overtook it last spring, 
when niuety-four lives were lost. 


A Stranger’s Suicide. 

CANTON, Mass., March 23.--Nathan Crane 
went out to his barn to see his cattle, and 
was horrified at discovering a man hang- 
ing by hisneck from one of the rafters. 
Finding that the manwas dead, Mr. 
Crane notified Medical Examiner Holmes, 
and upon his arrival the body was cut

THE UTOPIA DISASTER. 


Jury of Twenty-three Unanimously Be- 
cides That It Was Accidental. 


GIBRALTAR, March 23.—At the inquest 
of the second batch of bodies recovered 
from the wrecked steamer Utopia Capt. 
McKeague volunteered the following 
statement: 

“After rounding Europa Point I headed 
for the usual anchorage and ordered half 
speed. Two minutes later I ordered 
“slow” and I stopped the engines between 
Europa Point and New Mole Head. 1 
then sighted the wan-of-war Curlew and 
observed the anchorage crowded with 
other ships. I immediately starboarded 
the helm, there being an extremely **rong 
tide. When the Utopia had half cleared 
the bows of the Anson I ported the helm 
in order to bring the Utopia’s stern out, 
but on account of the strong curreut the 
Utopia was unable to clear the Anson’s 
ram. Owing to the thickness of the 
weather I could not calculate precisely the 
length of the Anson’s foredeck and ignored 
the ram. I did know the fleet was in the 
bay. The proper lookout, consisting of 
the mate and six men, was kept, but no 
body saw the Curlew or the condition of 
the anchorage until the helm was star- 
boarded. We were unable to anchor be- 
hind the rock because we were running 
short of coal in consequence of heavy 
weather on the voyage.” 

The first officer testified that the 


steamer was placed in a difficult position | 


and thatall the alternatives would have 
been attended with difficulty owing to 
the weather and the sea. Both he and 
the third officer corroborated the captain’s 
statement and justified the course he 
took as the best that could betaken. The 
coroner permitted counsel to address the 
jury for McKeagu. Tbe jury, consisting 
of twenty-three members, unanimously 
decided that the cause of the disaster was 
accidental. 

One hundred bodies were recovered 
yesterday. The relief committee ; col- 
lected a sum of money for the survivors, 
132 of whom have returned to Naples on 
board the Assyria.

Heart Trouble and Old Age, Aggravated 
by a Cold, Takes His Life—Highly Es- 
teemed in Late Years Throughout the 


Union—Wis Military Career. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—Gen. Joseph 
h. Johnston died shortly after 11 o’clock 
Saturday night at his residence on Con- 
necticut avenue. The general had been 
suffering for the past three weeks with an 
affection of. the heart, aggravated bya 
cold he caught soon after Gen. Sherman’s 
funeral in New York. His physicians had 
been trying to keep his strength up for 
some days, but his advanced had 
given little hope for his recovery from the 
beginning of his illness. 

The general did not seem 
was conscious to the last. At his bedside 
|were ex-Governor McLane of Maryland, 
Ithe general’s brother-in-law and the nurse. 

Gen. Johnston’s nearest living relative 
isa sister, Mrs. Mitchell, who lives in 
this city.

Joseph Eggleston Jouuste 
Longwood, near Farmville, 
1809, and was the son of Peter Jol nston, a 
jurist of Prince Edward county, in Vir- 
ginia. His grandfather came to this 
country from Scotl 1727, and settled 
on James river, Va arly in life Joseph 
was sentto the United States Military 
academy, Where he graduated in 1829, in 
the same class with Kobert E. Lee, and 
was commissioned second lieutenant in 
the Fourth artillery. He served mostly on 
garrison duty from that time till 1834. 

He was made first lieutenant of the 
Fourth artillery July 31, 1836, and in the 
Seminole war was on the staff of Gen. 
Winfield Scott as an aid. 

He resigned his commission in 1537, to 
become a civil engineer, but the following 
year re-entered the army as first topo- 
graphical engineer, and was breveted 
captain for gallantry during the war with 
the Florida Indians. After this he served 
several years in the topographical bureau

and in the government coast survey. Dur- 
ing the Mexican war he was in all im- 


portant actions as captain of the topo- 
graphical engineers under Gen. Scott and 
was twice wounded. In this campaign he 
was successively breveted as major, lieu- 
tenant colonel and colonel. As lieutenant 
colonel he was in charge of a regiment of 
voltiguers. It disbanded in 1848, and he 
was replaced in the army as captain. He 
is found busy with western river im- 
provements, surveys in Kansas, and with 


the Utah expedition as inspector general 
from 1840 to 1860, when he became quar- 
termaster-general, with the rank of brig-

adier general of staff. 
he resigned April 
rebel service. In tl days from the 
time he donned the Confederate gray he 
was made a brigadier general, and super- 
seded Stonewall Jacksonin command of 
Harper’s Ferry. 

For same reason Davis felt an opposi- 
tion to Johnston and made his career 
somewhat uncomfortable at times. 

The battle of Bull Run was fought, 
and, with Mr. Davis on the field, besides 
Johnston and Beauregard, the dispute is 
not yet ended as to who was the com- 
mander on that field. It is plain that 
Johnston did all he could on that day, ‘and 
won credit by his disposition of troops. 

All through the fall and winter 
of 1861-62 Johnston held McClellan 
in supreme inactivity, and in this 
wonderful achievment he _ rendered 
the greatest possible service to the Con- 
federacy. Gen. Johnston’s management 
on the peninsula was of the most advan- 
tageous character for the rebel cause. 

At the battle of Fair Oaks Gen. Jobn- 
ston was wounded, but after he had re- 
covered from the wound received there, 
he was, on Noy. 24, 1862, by special order, 
assigned to the command of a geographi- 
cal department, including the states of 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Alabama and parts 
of Louisiana, Georgia and North Caro- 
lina. 

And now,in the late spring of 1863, 
Grant was pushing his magnificent Vicks- 
burg campaign, and something must be 
done to stay the tide, but from the start 
Johnston saw the result of that move 
ment. 

One of the greatest events of the cam- 
paign was the removal of Gen. Johnston 
and the substitution of Hood. Johnston’s 
campaign had nct answered the expecta- 
tions of his superiors at Richmond. 

When Lee’s army was brought to bay, 
Johnston was stillaterror to the Union 
veterans. 

At this time Gen. Johnston seems to 
have taken a broad, and even patriotic, 
view of the situation, and showed an 
earnest desire to turn right about and 
build anew on the old foundations, 

After the war closed Gen. Johnston be- 
came actively engaged in the industrial re- 
construction of the south, and was a 
potent factor in the revival of the agri- 
cultural interests, and in the fostering of 
commercial and railway enterprises. 

During President Cleveland’s adminis- 
tration he was appointed commissioner of 
railroads of the United States. Early in 
life he married Miss Lydia McLane, 
daughter of Louis McLane. Mrs. Johns- 
ston died in 1866 witnout issue. In 1874 
Gen. Johnston published his ‘Narrative 
of Military Operations Directed During the 
Late War Between the States,” which in- 
cludes a severe criticism of Jefferson 
Davis in bis management of the war. 

When Gen. Grant was buried Gen. 
Johnston was conspicuous among the old 
rebel commanders who honored the great 
chieftain. He was also prominent as a 

ail-bearer during the obsequies of the 
late Gen. W. T. Sherman. Gen. Johnston 
isthe last of the great generals of the 
war, and commanded until his death the 
esteem and respect of the best people 
throughout the Union. 

In person Gen, Johnston was a man of 
slender build, of not more than medium 
height, and with a kindly, pleasant face. 
He was unobtrusive in manner and in- 
variably courteous to all persons.

The Democrats were annoyed by Bulke- 
ley’s deputy sheriffs, who used the room 
as a Sort of lounging place. Staub’s con- 
ference with Bulkeley led to the with- 
drawal of the deputie>, but the governor 
gave him to understand distinctly that he 
would use the apartment himself as a 
passageway. Staub didn’t say anything, 
but sent a workman to the room who 
fastened the door with an iron bar and

He shunned the 
questionable, the vulgar and impure, and 
gave the intellectual, pathetic, manly 
tongue.

One by one the players leave 
the stage aud others take thetr places.

Will the drama 
have an end? Will this curtain fall at 
last, and will it rise again on some other 
stage?

if MEANS FREE TRADE. 


‘%=w Commercial Treaty Between the 
United States and Hawaii. 


HONOLULU, via San Francisco, March 
12.—A new commercial treaty between the 
United States and the Hawaiian govern- 
ment has been prepared, and a copy of 
the text has just been received here by the 
Queen from the Hawaiian minister in 
Washington. On Monday the new treaty 
was read, and submitted at a secret con- 
ference held at the palace by the queen 
and the new cabinet ministers. 

The new treaty calls for a cancellation 
of the present existing treaty betweer the 
two governments, and the substitution of 
&@ new document which permits of a full 
and free interchange of all the products, 
both natural and manufactured, of the 
two countries. The new treaty virtually 
means free trade absolutely between the 
United States and Hawaii. 

It is not known as yet just what action 
will be taken by the queen and the gov- 
ernment, but it is stated on the most reli- 
able authority that the influence of the 
English friends of the queen, as well as 
that of the British diplomatsin the island, 
will prevent her from accepting the new 
treaty. 

It is very likely that the queen and gov- 
ernment of Hawaii will make a reciprocity 
agreement with Canada and Australia, 
and send the island’s sugar product to 
those countries, unless the United States 
acceeds to her majesty’s demands to al- 
low the Hawaiian planters the full benefit 
of the sugar bounty, as arranged under 
the McKinley bill for American produc- 
ers. 


DETECTIVES’ GOOD WORK. 


Most Successful Counterfeiter in the 


Country Run to Earth. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., March 2%.—The 
United States authorities have just run 
down the biggest and most successful 
counterfeiter in the conntry. His name 
‘4s Chauncey Marble. United States 
Mershal Barring arrested him in his 
“den” in Warren county. A female was 

Iso arrested as an accomplice. 

The agents of the treasury department 
have been looking for him fora year past. 
Over a year ago his house in Wayne 
county was raided, but uo counterfeit 
money was found. 

For the last ten months 50 and 25-cent 
pieces gained a big circulation in the oii 
counties. Tne merchants were pestered 
to death with them. The government 
then made renewed efforts to capture the 
counterfeiters, and finally with success. 

Over $1000 in counterfeit 50-cent pieces 
were found in Marb'e’s ‘‘safe,’”’ which was 
a large box buried in the side of the cellar 
wall, <A full outfit for making the money 
was also captured. 

The names of forty people whom Marble 
sold the counterfeit pieces to have been 
secured. It is said that Marble is worth 
$75,000, which he made by his unlawful 
work. 


BAD DAY FOR PARNELL. 


His Promised Statement Fails to Mate- 
rialize—Meetings Boycotted. 
DUBLIN, March 23.—The priests of 
Drogheda denounced from the altar 
yesterday morning the Parnell meeting 
announced to be held in the town in the 
afternoon. The result was a practical 
boycott of the meeting, only imported 
contingents being present. The mayor 
and sheriff refused to attend. Mr. Par- 
nell repeated his usual statements. He 
did not refer to Mr. Healy’s challenge to 
him to resign. Messrs. Clancy and Nolan 

also spoke. 

Meetings were held in the afternoon in 
several places in North Sligo. At all of 
these places Mr. Parnell was denounced 
from the pulpit in the mornine. There 
was some rioting at Tireragh, which was 
suppressed by the police. 

The London Times says: ‘*Mr. Parnell 
would here be branded as a liar and a 
poltroon. His backout is accepted as a 
craven confession that his cause is hope- 
less.’’ 

Sargeant Says It Isn’t So. 

MONTREAL, March 23.—General Man- 
ager Sargeant of the Grand Trunk rail- 
way was seen in reference to an Ottawa 
dispatch published in The Toronto Em 
pire of March 20 upon the subject of an 
alleged demand by the Grand Trunk rail- 
way for $2,000,000 prior tothe late elec- 
tions. Mr. Sargeant declared that the 
Grand Trunk railway did not ask for the 
promise of any grant, and therefore could 
not have been refused. The company 
made no request for $2,000,000, or for any 
sum of money. 


His Life in Danger.

THE LIQUOR TRADE. 


Letter of Interest to Prohibition- 
ists and Liquor Dealers. 


CATHOLIC INDIAN TEACHERS. 


Gen, Morgan Explains His Position Re- 

garding the Matter—Story of Secretary 
Resignation Wiscredited— 
Other Washington Matters.

WASHINGTON, March 23.—Gen. Nettle- 
ton, acting secretary of the treasury, has 
issued a circular letter, of which the fol- 
lowing isthe text, announcinga change 
in the form of the special tax stamp for 
retail liquor dealers: 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, } 
WASHINGTON, March 21, 1891. 

Sir—Letters are frequently received at 
the department, stating that 1n many 
parts of the country retail liquor dealers 
claim to hold a permit or license from the 
United Sjates for carrying on their busi- 
ness; that in many cases where local law 
prohibits public drinking places, the law 
1s openly violated by persons who claim to 
do business under at least the moral sanc- 
tion of a “federal license,’’ and that this 
fact, together wlth the belief common 
among many good citizens that the 
United States government does in fact 
issue such liceuses, greatly retards the 
enforcement of Wholesome restrictive 
laws, aud promotes disorder. 

It should be unnecessary to state that 
the United States government does not 
issue a liceuse or permit of any nature to 
any person in any state to carry on the 
business of retail liquor dealer, and it is 
difficult to understand how anyintelligent 
citizeu can be imposed upon by the oppo- 
site claim. Congress having levied a 
revenue stamp tax of #25 per annum on 
the business of retail liquor dealers, the 
commissioner of internal revenue endeav- 
ors to collect this tax wherever and by 
whonisvever the business is carried on, 
but nosemblance of permission, express 
or implied, is given by the United States 
government in its revenue laws or other- 
wise to begin or continue such business 
in any place contrary to local legislation. 
It was to make clear this purpose of care- 
fully respecting state and local laws and 
police regulations prohibiting or restrain- 
ing the liquor trafficthat congress enacted 
section 3243 of the revised statutes. 

In order that this purpose as thus em- 
bodied in law may be authoritively an- 
nounced, whenever the tax is collected, a 
change has been made in the form of the 
United States stamp issued to retail 
liquor dealers as evidence that they have 
paid such tax. 

The new form, which will go into use 
July 1, next, reads as follows: 

United States stamp for special tax; inter- 
Bal revenue. Received from———the sum of. 
dollars for special tax on the business of retail 
liquor dealer at ——— for the period represented 
by the coupon or coupons hereunto attached. 

And across the face of the stamp is in- 
scribed the following statement of said 
section 3243 of the revised statutes: 

This stamp issimply a receipt for a tax due 
the government and does not exempt the holder 
from any penalty or punishment provided for by 
the law of any state for carrying on the said 
business within such state, and does not author- 
ize the commencement or the continuance of 
such business contrary to the laws of such state 
orin places prohibited by municipal law. See 
section 3243,revised statutes of the United States, 

It is believed that this action will leave 
no ground for further misapprehension.

GEN. MORGAN EXPLAINS. 


He Says His Appointments and Dismiss- 
als are Not Governed by Keligion. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 23.—Indian Com- 
missioner Morgan, who is visiting this 
city, was interviewed in relation to the 
rumorthat President Harrison had de- 
manded his 


resignation on account 
of his discrimination against Roman 


Catholic Indian teachers. Gen. Morgan 
said he had not heard from the 
president on the subject, although he did 
not leave Washington until Saturday 
afternoon. ‘The whole matter,” he said, 
“arises from the failure of a Catholic 
Indian agent named Jemings to secure re- 
appointment at Green Bay, Wis., abouta 
year ago. The Catholics demanded that 
he be continued in office, but Mr. Kelsey 
was appointed in his place. The school 
authorities, who were Catholics. refused 
t> recognize him and I sent word to him 
that if he did not attend to his duties I 
would get some one else. One teacher, a 
Catholic sister, was insubordinate and re- 
mained away from her school for several 
days without giving any reason. She was 
dismissed by Agent Kelsey. This is the 
only case I know of in that locality. I 
have never made any distinction in the 
matter of religion in selecting teachers.” 


NO INTENTION OF RESIGNING. 


Friends of Secretary Proctor Think the 
Rumor Without Foundation. 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—The story 
printed ina, New York paper regarding 
the contemplated resignation of Secretary 
of War Proctor is not generally believed 
here. The theory advanced, that the 
secretury is anxious to resign so as tobe 
able to work up a senatorial boom for 
himself, is laughed at by persons familar 
enovgh with Vermont politics to know 
that so long as Morrill and Edmunds live, 
and want to remain in the senate, they 
can continue to be sent there. Before Mr. 
Morrill’s last election there was some 
talk about anew man, and one or two 
papers ventured to hint that he was get- 
ting too old, and should give place toa 
younger man. Secretary Proctor’s name 
was suggested in that connection. But 
when the caucus met Mr. Morrill had no 
opposition, and none of Mr. Proctor’s 
friends made even the slightest attempt 
to secure the nomination for him. 


But Little Change Anticipated. 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—The regular 
annual proclamation forthe protection of 
fur seals in Behring sea will probably be 
issued by the president early this week. 
The document is expected to be substan- 
tially the same in form as that of last 
year, the negotiations between the govern- 
ments of the United States and Great 
Britain looking to a settlement by arbi- 
tration of the questions at issue with re- 
spect tothe waters of Behring sea not 
having advanced farenough to warrant 
any mu. fcation.

Jerry Simpson left for New England this 
morning, where he will be joined at Bos- 
ton to-morrow by Ralph Beaumont, presi- 
dent of the Citizens’ Alliance.

IT DOES seem as if the wants of Quincy 
are multitudinous.

No attempt has been made to 
place these in the order they should come, 
but a review of Chief Engineer Ripley's 
annual report places that of a fire station 
most prominent today. It has been recom- 
mended for several years, but while the de- 
partment has got along apparently all right 
these years, justice seems to demand that 
it shall not be delayed much longer. The 
Chief is evidently out of patience, for he 
says it ‘‘must be built in 1891.’? Let it be 
a good one when built, and don’t hide it on 
any back street. 


OUR CITIzENs should take an interest in 
the meetings of the City Council, and to- 
night would be a good time to begin. Ev- 
eryone formerly attended the anuual town 
meetings, and should be equally interested 
now in the passage of the annual appropri- 
ations. Go and see if your representatives 
do business in a business-like way. Wheth- 
er they take an interest in different meas- 
ures or allow appropriations to be passed or 
rejected through indifference. There are 
many members who have never taken part 
in a debate. 


A PAGE of the Sunday Herald was de- 
voted to ‘a study of faces.’’ It portrayed 
the features of well-known gentlemen at 
the ages of twenty and fifty.

NEW LIFE FROM QUINCY. 


A Successful Season Ahead forthe Nepon- 
set Rowing Club. 

“The prospects of the Neponset Rowing 
Club for the coming season are very en- 
couraging,’’ writes James H. Flanagan, 
president of that club, and secretary of the 
N. E. A. R. A., to the Globe. ‘‘ Most of 
the members’ attention is at present 
directed towards the success of the annual 
ball which is to be held on Fast eve, after 
which training will begin for the various 
events of the season. 

‘“We have recently added to our mem- 
bership roll several men from the Wollas- 
ton and Quincy Athletic clubs, who from 
their athletic reputation promise to develop 
into strong oarsmen. In the junior sculler 
class we have several men who yearn for 
laurels, and in the junior four-oared-work- 
ing-boat we havean excellent list to draw 
from, and before the season closes expect 
to be among the winners. Also in the 
junior four-oared shell we intend putting 
forth a promising crew. 

**As to the improvements on the boat- 
house, we intend in the early summer to 
annex a building, so as to provide better fa- 
cilities for recreation. The citizens of the 
district are taking an active interest in this 
move, and we expect to have a house which 
will not be surpassed by many boat clubs in 
the city.” 


Unprofitable Contract.

The pay of 
granite cutters at the North Conway quarry 
they assert, is $3.50 and $4 a day, while in 
the quarry at Rockport, from which it is 
proposed to furnish this year’s supply of 
granite for Lowell, the cutters are paid but 
$2.50 and $3 a day.

DEACON TORREY DEAD. 


A Well Known Citizen and Business Man 
of Weymouth—Bank Director. 


Deacon James Torrey one of Weymouth’s 
well-known citizens died at his residence 
at North Weymouth Sunday afternoon, 
aged SO years. He was born in North 
Weymouth September 2, 1811, and was the 
son of James and Hannah Torrey of that 
place. At the age of four years his father 
died and when thriteen years of age he 
hired out to a farmer at $3 per month to 
help support his widowed mother who died 
when he was twenty-one. He then went 
to learn the boot and shoe business and 
worked for several firms. Nov. 12, 1834, 
he married Catherine Whitmarsh, and 
shortly entered into business with his 
brother in the manufacture of boots and 
shoes. 

He remained with his brother for eleven 
years when he withdrew and entered busi- 
ness for himself, which he continued until 
1865 when he admitted his nephew, Lemuel 
Torrey, Jr., into the business with him. 
This partnership was continued until 1872, 
when he withdrew and gave up business. 

He has served the town as a selectman 
and overseer of the poor and was for some 
years the postmaster at North Weymouth. 
Iie was a director of the Quincy Stone 
Bank, now the National Granite Bank, a 
trustee of the Weymouth Savings Bank 
and a director of the Dorchester Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company. He joined Old 
Colony lodge of Masons of Hingham and 
later joined Orphans’ Hope lodge of Wey- 
mouth, where he served them as treasurer 
fora number of years. He was a deacon 
of Pilgrim church at North Weymouth, 
|and was for ten years superintendent of 
| its Sunday school. He has been ailing for 
several years and his death was not unex- 
pected.

The Quincy Schools. 
Editors of Daily Ledger: 


The school question seems at the present 
time to be receiving an undue amount of 
attention and the writer of Saturday’s 
article is evidently more in sympathy with 
the School Committee than he is fair- 
minded. He extols the members of the 
School Committee for giving their time 
and experience without compensation, but 
utterly ignores the fact that the members 
of the Council also give their time and ex- 
perience without compensation. 

Again, the Committee» meet once per 
month, the Council once a week, for the 
Council four meetings, to one of the Com- 
mittee, and then the amount of business 
or discussions is so great that several times 
last year the members from the distant 
wards were too late to get train conveyance, 
and, not having a good committee to pro- 
vide for them, were obliged to walk home; 
but 10 complaint was made because of this 
inconvenience, 

Besides this, there are many extra meet- 
ings of Council committees which take 
much more time, in short, there is nothing 
but solid work. The School Committee 
have a salaried servant in the person of the 
superintendent, who all the rigid 
work of school supervision; the Council 
has no such servant. 

‘Citizen’? seems to lose sight of the 
fact also, that the members of the Council 
are supposed to act for the public good and 


does 


any orders offered do not emanate from 
petty spite, but come asa protection and 
a safeguard for the people. If anybody of 
the city’s servants is conducting its affairs 
upon an unbusiness-like basis verging upon 
illegality it certainly is time such opera- 
tions were checked. With all the expen- 
ditures and outlays yet before the city it is 
scarcely safe to pass quietly over, still less 
encourage, any playing fast and loose with 
the city’s moneys. 

“Citizen”? now refers to an article ina 
previous paper, comparing Quincy schools 
to Brockton schools, this article I have not 
seen and know nothing of, but I hope it 
stated facts. When ‘Citizen’? says in his 
article that Brockton is ‘way back,’ I do 
not just understand him. If he

distance from the centre they should pay 
for one of the inevitable inconveniences of 
this choice and high schools at the four 
points of the city have not as yet been 
agitated. 

As is well-known Brockton’s per cent. 
of growth far exceeds that of Quincy and 
notwithstanding the large parochial school 
there, Supt. Russell finds it not an easy 
problem to provide school room for the 
incoming classes, and there have been 
numerous enlargements of buildings the 
past two years. 

“The Committee have far more ex- 
perience and are more competent to judge 
of the needs of the schools than are the 
City Council,” says *‘ Citizen.” Perhaps 
they were when they planted the Hancock 
school in the marsh it now occupies. Per- 
haps they were when they ignored the prof- 
fered gift of land fora school site in Ward 
Four, and smiling paid the exorbitant price 
for the present site. Perhaps they were 
when they authorized the erection of the 
sixteen room pile of brick and mortar, now 
in process of building, sometime, it 
hoped to be a school house. Then when 
the school is in full running order there 
may be a bill presented for the transporta- 
tion of primary infants who live on the 
outskirts of the ward. 

Perhaps the committee are all that 
‘citizen’? claims them to be, but I fear 
many of the taxpayers have grave doubts 
on the subject. 

Certainly the city wants first-class 
teachers and it is to be hoped will pay 
them just as high salaries as they deserve, 
and I think no member of the Council de- 
sires to see the salaries any lower than 
they are now. The taxpayers of the city 
want also, to see a clean, business-like 
administration, with the members of the 
Council alert to make and keep it so and 
it is to be hoped that the fair-minded men 
who compose our Council will keep on in 
their good course in spite of adverse critic-

Highest of all in Leavening Power.—U. S. Gov't Report, Aug. 17, 1889 


Editors of Daily Ledger: 

Your correspondent *‘Citizen’”’ in 
Saturday’s LEDGER in commenting upon 
the comparison which appeared in last 
Monday’s LEDGER, between the schools of | 
Quincy and Brockton says that 


“Tf we} 
want first class teachers we must pay them 
something near fair salaries, and shonld 
not compare Quincy to a ‘way back city’ 
like Brockton, but to Boston.”’ 

The idea of calling Brockton, 
back”’ is too ridiculous to notice as there 
certainly is not a more lively, go-a-head 
and wide-awake city in the state, and I 
think her schools are fully as good as ours, 
as the average membership of the Brockton 
public schools is 83.8 per cent of the total 
number of children between 5 and 15 years, 
while in Quincy the percentage is only 75.4. 
It is fair to presume that a certain part of 
this difference is because more children are 
sent elsewhere to school to a better 
education than they can get in our schools. 

Now in regard to salaries: If he will | 
look at the comparison again, he will see 
that I stated that the salaries are higher} 
in Brockton than in Quincy, and gave the 
figures. My impression was that the items | 
of supplies, incidental expenses, and minor } 
repairs were large compared with the total | 
expenses of the schools. I have examined 
the report of the State Board of Education 
very thoroughly, and can find very few 
towns cities where so large a _per-| 
centage spent for these purposes. 
I present a comparison below which I! 
think will be interesting, I have deducted | 
of new buildings and extensive 
permanent improvements, from the total 
amount expended for school purposes, and

to settle the bill. Wooden walks can be 
built cheaply. We get them put down here 
in good shape for thirty cents a running 
foot. And so you will see that a lot 50 
feet wide will only cost $15, material and 
labor. 

“The wooden walks are of two-inch 
plank, asI have said, and the stringers 
3x4 joists, three in number, one on 
either side, and one in the middle. These 
are laid on flat stones five or six feet apart, 
and when laid are leveled to correspond 
with the grade given by the city engineer. 
Then it is ready to receive the planks, 
which are nailed with double tens, five to 
each plank. Have the walk one inch lower 
next to street. The water will then run 
off quickly, and \the walk will last much 
longer. In allowing a greater pitch it 
might cause pedestrians to slip up should 
the walks get icy, as they are apt to do in 
winter. 

‘*Never leavecracks between the planks 
(I have seen some in Elmira that way)

Citizens’ Alliance and the Farmers’ 


Alliance Explained. 


March 25.—Congressman-elect 
Jerry Simpson of Kansas, the great 
apostle of the Farmers’ Alliance move- 
meut, arrived in Boston yesterday. He is 
accompanied by Ralph Beaumont, presi- 
dent of the Citizens’ Alliance. Several 
labor leaders met the Kansas statesman 
soon zfier his arrival. Among them was 
E. M. Chamberlin, representing the state 
conference of Kuights of Labor, trade 
unions, Nationalists, Socialists, the Sin- 
gie Tax League, lodustrial Alliance, and 
James Cuarrett, secretary of the local sin- 
gle tax organization. 

“My visit east,” said Mr. Simpson, in 
answer to questions, “is toexplain as far 
as possible the aims and objects of the 
Citizens’ Alliance with a view to organize 
branches of it in the New gland states. 
The Citiz Alliance, as doubtless you 
know, ditfers from the Farmers’ Alliance 
in being purely political in its aims. We 
do not desire through it so much to 
organize a new party as to secure such 
control of legislatuion as shall enable us 
to secure the ends we in view.

Copy of the Letter Sent to Baren Fava— 
Outbreak Among Indians ip the Spring 


Not Improbable—First Payments of 


Freuch Spoliation Claims —War Vessels

WASHINGTON, March 25.— Secretary 
Blaine has received a letter from Governor 
Nicholls of Louisiana in regard to the re- 
cent killing of eleven Italians in the jail 
at New Orleans, of which the following is 
a copy: 


STATE OF LOUISIANA. 
Baton RovGkE, March 2, 1891. 
Hon. James G. Klaine, secretary of state, 

Washington, D. C.: : 

Sir—At alate hour on the 15th inst. I 
received a dispatch from you, having 
reference to the forcible breaking on the 
l4th of this month, of the jail in this city 
nud the killing of eleven persons confined 
therein under indictments found in the 
criminal uistrict court for the parish of 
Orleans. You stated to me that it 
had been represented to the president 
by the minister of Italy accredited to the 
government of the United States, that 
among the the killed on that occasion 
were three or four subjects of the King 
of Italy. The telegram disclo-ed an ap- 
prehension on the part of the minister, 
evidently shared in by the president, that 
the disturbance was a continuous and 
swelling disturbance, which might in- 
volve the Italian subjects in New Orleans. 

I have reason to believe that the hope 
expressed by the president that I would 
co-operate With him in maintaining the 
obligations of the United States toward 
Italian subjects who might be within the 
p:rils of the excitement, and that further 
violence and bloodshed mizht be pre- 
vented, was based upon that belief. The 
president further expressed the hope that 
all offenders might Le promptly brought 
to justice. 

Oa the 16th inst. 1 telegraphed you that 
there was no excitement in the city at 
that time and that | saw no reason to an- 
ticipate further trouble. I also stated 
that the action taken was directed against 
particular individuals, and that the race 
or nationality of the parties did not enter 
asa factor into the disturbance. A week 
has passed since the date of my dispateh 
and the opinion then entertained as to the 
termination of the trouble bas proven to 
have been well founded. 

The men killed, as I have stated, were 
confined in prison, under indictments 
found inthe criminal district court for 
the parish of Ocleaus; the sheriff has 
made his return of the facts to tha@court; 
the judge thereof has charged the grand 
jury vow in session in regard to the mate 
ler, andthe whole subject is, I assume, 
now uuderipvestization by that body.

Otherwise the Government Will Have

WASHINGTON, March 25.—The war de- 
partment has been gathering authentic 
information as to the probabilities of 
another outbreak this spring among the 
Indians of Dakota, and reports made by 
army Officers serving as agents atthe Pine 
Ridge and Rosebud agencies are not alto- 
gether reassuring. The officers state that 
there need or need not be trouble, just as 
the government disires. An outbreak 
can be prevented, or, on the other hand, 
very little willfan the slumbering feel- 
ings of the aborigines into a fierce flame. 
The whole cuse rests upou the care exer- 
cised in the distribution of the appropria- 
tions. If the Indians ,et promptly all 
that isdue them and there is not too 
much haggling, there will be peace. But 
the moment the government attempts to 
pinch the Dakota tribes, the hitherto 
friendly Indians, who do not feel very 
complacent over the late trips to Wash- 
ington, will, it is predicted, surely re- 
volt.

Against All Principles. 

The article which appeared in the Lrep- 
GER a short time ago giving the replies of 
the chairmen of several school committees 
in regard to admitting the public to the 
meetings of the school board, and the secret 
way in which the business is transacted in 
this city has caused the public to ask fora 
more thorough and exhaustive article on 
elective bodies holding perpetual secret 
sessions. 

The best parliamentarians agree that an 
elective body, the Quincey School Commit- 
tee for example, in resolving |jitself into a 
secret society and voting always to meet in 
secret session, is not only arbitrary but 
illegal. A body of men, elected by the 
people, and charged with administering a 
[epenitiet public trust, have the right to go 

not 
perpetually. It is against all principles of 
| parliamentary law and good government. 
It shows conclusively that such a body of 
| men are unworthy of being intrusted with 


into secret session occasionally, but 


public business. 
If its actions and methods of transacting 


business will not bear publicity and criti- 
cism, then the time has come when a 
change should be made and a School Com- 
mittee elected who are willing te stand up 
and be counted. They are servants of the 
people, delegated by the people to spend 


some sixty thousand dollars a year and to 
carry into effect the school laws of the 
State. 

What right have they to resolve them- 
selves into a secret bureaucracy? 

A distinguished writer on this subject 
says that the inevitable tendency in all 
departments is to assume jthat the power 
delegated can be exercised without criti- 
cism; that the officials must be judged by 
their works, and that having been intrusted 
with power, they are answerable only when 
their terms of service is at au end, and they 
appear before ‘the people either for reelec- 
tion or reappointment. 

This, we hold, as far as executive officers 
are concerned, to be a thoroughly mis- 
taken supposition, and one entirely con- 
trary to our theory of government. The 
municipal departments are not private 
enterprises which concern merely those who 
have the management of them, but are, on 
the contrary, undertakings supported by 
the public money and carried on for the 
public good. For this reason the public 
has the right to inform itself at any time, 
in a reasonable manner, of the way in 
which its servants are performing their 
duty. 

Now there is no way in which this can 
done except through the newspapers,

And the ladies, whose special friend, ad- 
mirer and servant I have always been, 
prompt in the just recognition of my ser- 
vices, kindly lent their valuable aid and 
assistance. To these and to all others 
who helped to make the contest a success, 
I now tender my heartfelt and sincere 
thanks.

The year of 1837 will always be looked 
back upon in the history of our times as a

disastrous as well as important one. In 
that year I was born. 

Up to that time my ancestors from the 
days of the Mayflower had always occu- 
pied, tilled and improved the fertile soil of 
Braintree or the adjacent lands, and each 
generation in turn found repose and a final 
resting placein its bosom. Capt. Vinton, 
an ancestor, commanded one hundred men 
at the battle of Bunker Hill, having 
marched them from Braintree to that 
memorable battlefield, and from that time 
through each succeeding generation, a rep- 
resentative of the family has always taken 
a part in the military matters of the day. 

At the early age of thirteen, following 
the fortunes of my father, I moved to 
Quincy, and since, refusing many alluring 
and advantageous offers to go elsewhere, 
some advanced by the citizens of Quincy, 
loyal to the old town, have continued to 
live within her bounds. After leaving the 
public schools, I associated myself with my 
father in the express business. In those 
early days expressing was a far different 
business from that of today, the ease, des- 
patch and facility with which parcels and 
property are now transported to and from 
distant cities and towns was then an un- 
dreamed of thing. Since those times we 
have witnessed with wonder, the growth of 
the American, Adams, and United States 
express companies, with branch offices in 
every important town and city in the union 
and in many foreign countries; they will 
live as enduring monuments to American 
business, enterprise and genius. 

I continued in the express 
finding its demands to be of too arduous 
a nature, I disposed of my route, and 
sought preferment elsewhere. 

I early developed a strong attachment 
for music, which I inherited from my 
ancestor, and my friends finding that I was 
the possessor of a fine and beautiful voice, 
besought me to cultivate it, and seek my 
fortune on the public stage, but while I 
have cultivated it to some extent, I have 
never sang before the public as a pro- 
fessional. On many public occasions I, 
however, have sang the good old songs, 
andI flatter myself, with some degree of 


business till 


success. My first debut as a singer being 
made about twenty-five years ago at a 


Universalist levee, to an audience of over 
900, in this city, then a town. I was one 
of the leaders in the Hancock Glee club. 

In the mystic and fraternal societies, I 
have always taken a prominent part, being 
initiated with pleasure by the members of 
societies of most ‘‘exclusive’ standing 
and limited membership. 

Many yearsagoI became a member of the 
fire department and ever since have con- 
tinued and am today a member of that 
organization. A more lengthy account of 
life I fear might weary you. If mem- 
ory were not so faulty I might perhaps 
have enlivened my dull narrative by some 
interesting reminiscences. 
However I can not forgo the pleasure of 
stating that I was one of the 
who ably represented Quincy at the Cen- 
tennial at Philadelphia a few years ago, 
and by that recollection I am reminded 
that Quincy will soon have a centennial of 
its own. Now is the time to polish your 
armor and get ready for the celebration. 
We are no longer an old and staid town 
but a city, and if we wish to make this 
centennial the success it should be, we 
must sand-paper the rust and rot of the 
old foggyism which has for years retarded 
our progress. On November of this year 
I will ee fifty-four years old. Men who 
seek to be heard on public questions and 
have ae ence felt in the discussions of 
matters of public importance should re- 
member that a too conservative and parsi- 
monious public policy means retrogression. 
A broad and liberal-spirited policy must be 
followed by our municipal fathers if we 
are to take a position in the front rank of 
the young, enterprising and flourishing 
cities of this grand old Commonwealth.

Savings Institutions. 

The annual report of the Commissioners 
of Savings Banks shows that there was 
on deposit in the various savings banks of 
this state, on Oct. 31, 1890, $353,592,934.24, 
an increase of $20,869,248.65 over the 
deposits of the previous year,—the largest 
increase within the history of the savings 
banks of this Commonwealth save in 1870, 
1871 and 1872, when they were respectively 
$25,626,080.09, $27,958,980, and $21,093,- 
236.35. 

The average deposit per number of 
deposit accounts is $326.24,and the average 
deposit per capita of population, by the 
United States census of the present year, 
is $157.92. 

During the year two savings, ten co- 
operative banks and two trust companies 
have commenced business, making a total 
of 301 institutions, with assets of $459,335,- 
059.62, under the supervision of the Com- 
missioners. This is an increase of fourteen 
institutions and $31,778,755.81 in assets 
over last year’s statement.

Fateful January. 

The death of the Belgian heir to the 
throne, Prince Baudouin, has revived 
the old superstition concerning the fate- 
fulness of January for the royal family 
of Belgium.

RAILROAD COLLISIONS, 


Nebraska and Wiscousin Esch Have One 
—Fatalities Attend Each. 

Sutton, Neb., March 26.—The flyer on 
the Burlington road crashed into the rear 
end of a stock train four miles east of here 
while running at the rate of fifty miles an 
hour. It wassnowing hard at the time 
and the flyer had two engines pushing a 
snow plow. The stock train was not seen 
by the eugineer of the passenger engine 
uotil the trains were twenty feet apart. 

The snow plow ran under six cars 
luaded wich cattle, throwing them to the 
right and left of the track, and the sev- 
enth car landed on top of the engine. 
Ihe second engine was threwn twenty* 
five feet to the sile of the track and fell 
on its side, crushing and instantly killing 
the engineer. His fireman was caught in 
the wreck and the escaping steam literally 
cooked his legs and arms and back. The 
passenger coaches left the track but were 
not overturned, and none of the passen- 
gers were injured. It is said that the 
cause of the accident was a wrong order 
given by the train dispatcher. 

MILWAUKEE, March 26.—A_ collision 
occurred on the Northwestern railroad at 
Racine Junction by which one man was 
killed, two dangerously hurt and three 
others more or less injured. A mail car, 
baggage car and three freight cars were 
destroyed by fire. The collision occurred 
between a north-bound passenger train 
and asouth-bound freight train on the 
same line. 


DISTRUSTFUL WEAVERS 


Again Quit Work at the Atlantic Mills. 
Prospects of a Long Struggle. 
PROVIDENCE, March 2%6.—The Atlantic 
mills weavers, numbering 1000, are again 
out on strike after two days of work. 
Cottou and worsted dress goods are the 
product of the mills, situated in Olney- 
ville. The strikers claim the concessions 
granted to terminate the first strike have 
not been fulfilled; that fines are excessive 
and no relief is «afforded. They held 
meetings and maintain a determined 
front, have directed all weavers to stay 
away from Olneyville, and will ostracise 
apy who goto work. They have ar- 
ranged to work for legislation to pro- 
hibit fines being imposed in the mills. I€ 
asettlement is not made withina few 
days all other departments must be closed 
and 2100 operatives will be idle. They are 
distrustful and not likely to consider con- 
cessions favorably if they are offered,and 

the idleness will probably be protracted. 


Massachusetts Legislature. 

Boston, March 26 —In the senate ad- 
verse reports were made on the question 
of an eight-hour labor law, and on allow- 
ing, inabolition of grade crossings,change 
of grade of railroads by consent of the 
railroad commissioners. Bills came in to 
allow the Maine railroad to purchase 
any railroad which it operates, and 
to provide for a state liquor in- 
spector at a salary of $2500. By vote of 23 
to 14 a bill was substituted for an adverse 
report on removing the public bar restric- 
tion. 

The house adhered to its position on the 
same question. A bill was reported to 
provide for the registration of persons en- 
gaged in medicine or surgery. 


Wife Killer Sentenced. 

Boston, March 26.—John Kennedy, the 
Cove street Irishman who went home 
drunk and, finding his wife also under 
the influence of liquor, deliberately beat 
her to death, pleaded guilty to man- 
slaughter. Judge Staples sentenced him 
to seven years in the state prison.

A STEADY DECREASE 


Of Colored Population in the 
United States Since 1830. 


ITALY WANTS REPARATION. 


Secretary Blaine Disappointed in the 
Communication from the Governor of 
Louisiana—Government Officials Silent 


Regarding’ the New Hawaiian Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, March 26—Superinten- 
dent Porter of the census bureau has in 
preparation au important bulletin giving 
the population of the south Atlantic and 
south central states, Missouri, and 
Kansas, by races. The total population 
embraced in this count is given as 23,875,- 
259, of which 16,868,205 were white, 6,996,- 
166 colored, and 10,888 Chinese, Japanese 
and Indians. In the states included were 
found in 1890 15-16 of the entire colored 
population of the United States, so that 
for the purpose of immediately ascertain- 
ing the percentage of increase of colored 
population, the returns of these states are 
adequate and not likely to be materially 
affected by the returns of the other states 
and territories, where the colored popula- 
tion is small. 

During the past decade the colored race 
has not helditsown against the whites 
ina region Where the climate and con- 
ditions are, of all those which the country 
affords, the best suited to its development. 
In but three decades, that is from 1800 to 
1830, during a part of which the slave 
trade was in progress, has the colored race 
increased more rapidly than the white. 
Since 1830 the whites have steadily in- 
creased at a more rapid rate than the 
colored people. The increase has not been 
effected by the aid of immigration, for, 
with the exception of Kansas and 
Missouri, these states have received com- 
paratively few emigrants, either from 
foreign countries or from the northern 
states. 

Similarly the proportion of the colored 
inhabitants to the white increased some- 
what between 1800 and 1830, but since that 
time it has steadily diminished. In 1839, 
when the proportion was atits maximum, 
there were nearly six colored inhabitants 
to ten white, but this proportion has been 
reduced toatrifle more than four at the 
present date, or by nearly one-third of its 
amouut. 

Seven tables are given which show the 
movements of the colored element of the 
population during the last half century. 
An inspection of the tables makos it evi- 
dent, says the bulletin, that there has 
been no“extended movement of this ele- 


ment sicce the time of the Civil war. 
Indeed, with the exception of the 
District of Columbia, the border states 


appear to have lost rather than gained, 
and during the last decade there becomes 
perceptible a southward movement of the 
colored element from the border states 
into those bordering the gulf, particularly 
into Mississippi aud Arkansas, where 
they have increased proportionately to the 
whites. 
ITALY’S LITTLE BILL. 


Hasty Diplomacy May Cause Uncle Sam 
to Be Responsible for It, 
WASHINGTON, March 26.—Baron Fava, 
the Italian minister, had a conference 
with Secretary Blaine. It is understood 
that the minister is not altogether satis- 
fied with the situation cf affairs at New 
Orleans, and with the course which the 
governor and municipal authorities are 
pursuing concerning the killing of Italian 
subjects. Secretary Blaine is somewhat 
disappointed in regard to the tone and 
meagerness of Governor Nicholls’ com- 
munication. Butas the matte: is now 
under investigation by the grand jury, 
nothing can be done until the findings of 
that body are reported and all the facts in 

the case are made public. 

Itis evident, from what has already 
transpired here, that the Italian minister 
intends, if possible, to secure reparation 
from the government and not from the 
state of Louisiana. Secretary Blaine’s 
telegram to Governor Nicholls was 
promptly cabled by the minister to his 
government, thus committing our govern- 
ment ip the matter. 


THE NEW TREATY WITH HAWAII 


Foreign Influence Said to Be at Work 


to Prevent Its Approval. 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—The state de- 
partment officials are very reticent con- 
cerning the reciprocity treaty between the 
United States and the Hawaiian Islands. 
It appears that the old treaty 1s cancelled, 
and the new one which is to be substi- 
tuted, permits the full and free inter- 
change of all products, both natural and 
manufactured, of the two countries, 
The clause relating to sugar is likely to 
lead to some friction, as the Hawaiian 
government desires that article put on 
equal terms with American sugar. It is 
understood that English and German in- 
fluence is at work to prevent the approval 
of the treaty for the same reasons that 
these governments are seeking to prevent 
the adoption of the Brazilian reciprocity 
treaty. 

Overcome by Hard Work. 

WASHINGTON, March 26.—It is learned 
at the navy department that Lieutenant 
Commander Bicknell, who was in charge 
of the Galena and other wrecxed vessels 
at Gay Head, was relieved by Lieutenant 
Commander Rook upon the advice of a 
medical officer, who reported that Bick- 
nell was in danger of prostration because 
of his labors. 


Smoked the Pipe of Peace. 

WASHINGTON, March 26.—Gen. Mahone 
and Hon. John M. Langston have, it is 
stated, settled their differences, and will 
hereafter work in harmony for the pro- 
motion of the interests of the Republican 
party in Virginia. 

Another New Judge. 

Boston, March 26.—At a meeting of the 
executive council ex-Representative John 
Hopkins of Millbury was nominated a 
jastice of the superior court, in place of 
the late Judge Pitman. Cornelius J. 
Driscoll was nominated clerk of the new 
court at Chicopee. 


Killed in a Shaft.

Dourt of Appeals Says. Lawyers Mast 
Stick to the Evidence—Uan’t Bring 
Outside Matters Into the Summing Up. 


New York, March 26.— The court of ap- 
peals has revised the judgment of the 
supreme court, general term, in the case 
of Patrick Williams against the Brooklyn 
Elevated Railroadcompany. The opinion 
is written by Judge Andrews, and is of 
interest to lawyers on several grounds. 
It criticises adversely the course pursued 
recently in an address to the jury by Gen. 
Benjamin F. Tracy, now secretary of the 
navy, who was at one time a judge of the 
court of appeals. It contains the first ex- 
plicit pronouncement by this court upon 
the question of the right of counsel to go 
outside of the evidence insumming up& 
case before a jury. Tne question has 
arisen before in other states. In address- 
ing the jury, at the close of the testimony, 
Gen. ‘Tracy characterized in severe 
language “the utter disregard of the 
rights of the private citizen by corpora- 
tions,” and then proceeded to read from 
The New York Tribune of a recent date 
an article entitled ‘“‘Only a Boy Pedler.” 
This article had no relation to the case at 
issue. 

Judge Andrews says: ‘The reading by 
counsel in summing up to the jury, of the 
newspaper article ‘Only a Boy Pedler,” 
was wholly irrevelant to the case. It 
could have been read for no purpose ex- 
cept to influence the jury against corpora- 
tions and to lead them, under the in- 
fluence of a just anger, excited by the 1n- 
cident narrated, to give liberal damages 
to the plaintitf in the case ontrial. The 
retusal of the court to interfere, under the 
circumstances, was « legal error.” 


NINETEEN MEN DROWNED. 


Wreck of the Steamer Strathairly on the 
North Carolina Coast. 


NorFoLk, Va., March 26.—The steamer 
which went ashore a mile below Chicami- 
comico life-saving station, on the North 
Carolina coast, 1s the British steamship 
Straitherly, bound from Santiago de 
Cuba to Baltimore. Out of a crew of 
twenty-six nineteen were lost, including 
all the officers, except the second mate. 
The steamer will be a total loss. 

It is difficult to imagine a more desolate 


coast than that upon which the unfor- 
tunate steamship  Strathairly was 
wrecked. For «a hundred miles south 


from Cape Henry, there extends a strip of 
sand cast up from the sea and separated 
from the mainland by many miles of 
broad belt sounds. Sometimes this strip 
broadens toa width of a few miles and 
then shrinks to a mere thread of gray 
saud. The inhabitants are few in number, 
scattered in solitary dwellings and with- 
out means of communication from the 
world save the occasional oyster sloop or 
fishing boat, that at irregular intervals 
cruise along the sounds. Their living is 
derived from the sea, and the strip is 
nearly barren of vegetation. On the sea- 
side long sand bars run out and reefs 
abound sothat the vessel wrecked upon 
this coast is sure to strike at a distance 
from the shore, and be speedily torn to 
pieces by the tremendous Hatteras surges 
that have made the vicinity the dread of 
navigators for a century, and has strewn 
the white beaches witha the timbers of 
numberless vessels and the remains of 
countless sailors. The life-saving service 
is of the best in the country, but owing to 
the character of the coast the most useful 
of their appliances—the life-line thrown 
from a gun—can rarely be used, and the 
crews are compelled to rely largely upon 
their surf boats.

RAILROAD TO BLAME

For the Deaths in Burning Cars 
in New York’s Tunnel. 


THE LAW NOT COMPLIED WITH 


Regarding the Use of Stoves in Cars— 
Findings of the New York State Ruil- 
roud Commission — Kecommendations 
for the Future. 


ALBANY, March 26.—The state railroad 
commission has completed its investiga- 
tion into the matter of the Fourth avenue 
tunnel accident, and bas made public a 
lengthy opinion and the results of its find- 
ings. After reviewing the circumstances 
of the accident the board is of opinion that 
the lighting of the tunnel by electricity 
would but tend to renier sigual lights 
less visible. As regards the ventilation of 
the tunnel, the board thinks a plan both 
feasible an: desirable is to entirely close 
the openings between the center and side 
tunnels and construct ventilating to.vers 
ut ceriain points from the side tuaonels in 
such a manner as to produce a strong 
draught throuh the side tunnels, ridding 
them of smoke and steam. The subject 
issuch an important and difficult one 
that hasty conclusion is undesirable, 
The board is carefully cousidering it, and 
isin consultation with the railroad au- 
thorities and others isto the mest prac- 
ticable method of solving the difficulties. 
The most comp-tent people that can be 
retained are now employed by the railroad 
companies in considering what methods 
can be adopted to improve ventilation, 
light, signalling aod other means of oper- 
ating trains in the tunnel. 

In the meantime, however, tie beard 
deems that certain measures should be 
adopted, and that immediately, to prevent 
the possibility of a recurrence of such aa 
accident, and recommends thit every 
means be adopted by the railroad com- 
panies using the tunnel to improve the 
audible signal at the home signals, to in- 
sure its sounding under all circumstances 
if atrain passes such home signal while 
set at duuger; approves of the companies 
again adopting the torpedo in addition 
thereto; that additional measures be 
adopted te constantly inspect the lights 
and wires moving the signals to insure 
their being in proper order, and that an 
electric device be adopted to show to the 
operator in the cabin the position of the 
signals; that no engineer or fireman be 
permitted by the railroad companies 
to run a_ locomotive through the 
tunnel until such engineer and fire- 
man shall have a certificate of perfect eye- 
sight and perception of color; that no 
train be permitted to pass through the 
tunnel at greater speed than’ fifteen miles 
an hour, the rate to be reduced under un- 
favorable conditions to a rate slow euough 
to insure the engineer and fireman seeing 
the signals, until improved methods shall 
have been adopted which shall demon- 
strate to the satisfaction of the board that 
such a reduction in speed is no longer 
necessary; and that the railroad com- 
panies investigate and consider the best 
methods to be adopted to ventilate the 
tunnel, and report to the board their con- 
ciusions, with a view of recommending 
to the legislature legislation necessary to 
carry the same into effect. 

Subsequent tothe accident the board 
made a personal examination of the tun- 
nel. After passing the centre and side 
tunnels upon a locomotive and varefully 
watching the conditions obtaining there, 
the board is satisfied that the present sys- 
tem of signals 1s insufficient to secure 
safety. Indeed, the wonder is that no 
serious accident has happeued before. It 
is difficult enough to distinguish distant 
and home signals in the center tunnel 
where there are a number of openings 
under the most’favorable conditions of 
weather. In the side tunnels the dangers 
and difficulties are increased many times. 
The coroner’s jury recommended thata 
uniform rate of speed should be adopted 
through the tunnels. On consultation 
with the railroad officials the board is of 
the opinion that this would be impractic- 
able and that a uniform rate cannot be 
maintained. Itis quite proper, however, 
that the maxium rute should not be ex- 
ceeded. The coroner’s jury also recom- 
mends that there should be two operators 
inthe cabins where the sizuals are set. 
The board 1s of the opinion that two men 
aremore li ely to create confusion than 
one careful man with an interlocked 
electrical system in operation. : 

In conclusion the board finds that Lewis 
Fowler, engineer, and Charles A Welling- 
ton, fireman, were directly responsible for 
this accident in passing distance and home 
signals while set at danger; and that the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Riilroad company is responsible for the 
desth of the victims «f the accident inso- 
far assuch death was contribute! to by 
the burning of the curs, because of the 
failure of the said company to conform to 
the law requiring its cars to be heated 
other than by stove or furnace.

Dates for Easter. 

In 1883 Easter fell on March 25, and it 
will only once again in this century, 
namely, in 1894, fall on so early a date. 
In the three following centuries it will 
occur only eight times on the same date 
—namely, in 1951, 2035, 2046, 2057, 2103, 
2114, 2125 and 2198. The earliest date on 
which Easter can fall is on March 22, 
and this only in case the moon is full on 
March 21, when this date happens to 
fall on Saturday. This combination of 
circumstances is extremely rare. It oc- 
curred in 1390, 1761 and 1817, and will 
happen again in 1990, 2076 and 2144, 
while during the three following centu- 
ries it is not once ‘‘on the books” at this 
early date. On the other hand, Easter 
never falls later than April 25; this was 
the casein 1666, 1734 and 1886, and will 
only happen once in the next century— 
namely in 1943.—Pall Mall Gazette.

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Great Britain Formally Accepts the In- 
vitation te Take Part — Conference of 
German Manufacturers, 

Lonvox, March 26.—The British gov- 
ernment, through the Marquis of Salis- 
bury, has formally notified Mr. Blaine, 
the United States secretary of state, that 
Great Britain accepts President Har- 
rison’s invitation to take part in the 
World’s fair at Chicago in 1893. Lord 
Salisbury has also ngtified President Har- 
rison through Mr. Blaine that a royal 
commission will be appointed to assist 
British merchants in exhibiting the pro- 
ducts of British industry at the fair, and 
to further British interests there. 

BERLIN, March 26.—A conference, in 
which a number of prominent German 
manufacturers took part, and at which 
the Chicago World’s fair and the pros- 
pects of Germany being there represented 
were discussed, occurred here. The man- 
ufacturers concurred in the belief that a 
representative worthy of the German em- 
pire could only be obtained if the govern- 
ment sent a commissioner to the United 
States with power to ensure to the manua- 
facturers of Germany, who might contem- 
plate exhibiting, all the advantages which 
German industry was entitled to.

and luggers, and took therefrom a num- 
ber of flags, amorg them an American 
flax. Peter Corale-, tue keeper of the 
shanty, made noeff ct o prevent the men 
from teking the flas. On a flagstaff at- 
tuchedtothisshauty Lep-ric, Lancetta and 
Zarchielone hoisted the flags, the Italian 
at the top and the American turned down 
below it. The affair caused considerable 
excitement. 


STRIKERS MUST STAY OUT. 


Clark Thread Compauy Claims That the 
Strike tan End. 

New York, March 26—A_ representa- 
tive of the Clu Thread company at 
Newark, N. J., in conversation with ate- 
porter, said: ‘“Ihe company has gained 
a victory over the strikers in the present 
troubles, and, so far as the compayy is 
concerned, the strike is atan end. The 
public may coutinue to support the old 
men in their idjeness just as long as it sees 
fit todo so, but that they will ever come 
back to work in the mills under any 
circumstances isan absolute impossibility. 
The men who foralmost aquarter of a 
century have earned a comfortable living 
out of this concern have thrown away 
their last chance and the mill will go on 
as usual. We have all the spinners we 
can find room for, and the girls are again 
at work on falltime. In afew days the 
Jersey City police will be withdrawn, 
their presence no longer being considered 
necessary.” 


A New Jersey Sensation.

Specu- 
lations in cotton futures and “plunging” 
on race tracks are the causes attributed by 
Vadoro for the complete disappearance of 
hia fortune in six short yeurs.

HARRISBURG, Pa., March 26..—Detective 
Geyer of Philadelphia came here aud ob- 
tained from Governor Pattison a requisi- 
tion from the governor of Connecticut for 
the return to this state of E. Henry 
Decker, the ball player, who was arrested 
in New Haven on a charge of forgery. 
The requisition papers do not in any case 
state the name of the governor. In con- 
sequeace Governor Pattison was not 
called on to recognize the gubernatorial 
muddie in Counecticut. 


Queen Victoria at Grasse. 

GRASSE, March 26.—Qneen Victoria has 
arrived here. She was met at the depot 
by the mayor aud prefect, who presented 
her with a basket of flowers. The town 
was decorated with flags. A band played 
the British national anthem. The streets 
along the route to the hotel were crowded 
with people, who saluted the queen en- 
thusiasticaily. The royal visitor appeared 
to be in excellent health. 


Commissioner Osborne's Case.

They Intrench Themselves in the 
Ruins of Their Old Homes. 


O’CONNOR OPPOSES PARNELL. 


His Reason is Purely Political, and Not 
Grounds— The Utopla’s 
Captain Found Guilty of Grave Errors 


on Personal 


‘of Judgment 


_EDINBURGH, March 26.—Considerable 
interest is taken in the present doings and 
in the possible future of the determined 
crofters of Lewis Island, who are in a 
state of open rebellion against the local 
and other authorities. A band of 100 
crofters of Lewis Island. «ff the west 
coast of Scotland, have marched to Orsis- 
say Park forest, from which they had 
been evicted by the owner of the land in 
order to enable him toconvert the forest 
into a deer preserve. They have en- 
trenched themselves in the ruins of their 
former homes and prepared to stand a 
siege. They have posted sentinels who 
will announce the approach of any straug- 
ers, and have announced that they intend 
to cultivate the land. The rebellious 
crofters were yesterday engaged in doing 
their utmost, with the limited means at 
their disposal, to rebuild the demolished 
homes which they formerly occupied in 
peace and contentment with their fami- 
lies. While the majority of the crofters 
are doing this, others of the same party 
were out hunting in the forest and had 
the good luck to find plenty of game. The 
result is that the crofters are feasting 
upon an abundance of game, fat deer 
forming the principal part of the bill of 
fare. 

Orrisay Park forest, where these mod- 
ern outlaws are braving the local author- 
ities, isa fine, densely wooded tract of 
land covering about ninety-six square 
niles. Until the crofters returned and 
took possession of it, it had for its sole 
tenants the sportsman and the sheep 
farmer. Previous to the eviction of the 
crofters, however, the land was covered 
with numerous well-cultivated and pros- 
perous farms; but they have all been 
swept away to make more room for the 
sportsinen und the aeer. A large force of 
police has been collected and is already 
en route to Orrisay Park forest with in- 
structions to drive the crofters out of 
their entranched camp at any and all 
costs, If the crofters resist, as they haye 
defiantly anuounced that they will, there 
is a possibility of bloody work. The sym- 
pathy of the people in general is with the 
crofteis. The stern laws of the land are, 
however, against them. 


POLITICAL, NOT PERSONAL, 


Thomas P. O'Connor Explains Why He 


is Opposed to Parnell. 

LONDON, March 26.—Thomas P. O’Cou- 
por, in a speech explaining his position to 
his Liverpool constituents, adopted a tone 
of affectionate regret that he was com- 
pelled on political and not on persoual 
grounds to oppose Mr. Parnell. He se- 
verely denounced the non-conformist{social 
purity skirmishers who had forced Mr. 
Gladstone’s hand when he desired to wait 
for Mr. Parnell’s lips to be unsealed. The 
ranting, caluminous pharise2s had lashed 
Englaud into a fury and Ireland intoa 
just resentment for the insuits heaped 
upop her people. 

Had Ireland, so goaded, 
stand by her leader, and 
forced an election, 
might have 


resolved to 
the Tories 
the Liberal party 
been demolished and the 
hopes of millions of iunocent people 
frustrated. That would have been a 
noble work for these immaculates. For 
himself, he should reserve judgment on 
Mr. Farnell, whose unfortunate mani- 
festo, breathing hatred of Mr. Gladstone 
and entirely precluding him from the 
leadership,compelled them to enlist under 
the banner of the unselfish, incorruptible 
and unflinchiagly brave Justin McCarthy, 
recognizing that their only hope of home 
rule lay in the Liberal party. 

They might have extorted home rule 
from a weak Tory government, but they 
would not be justified in inflicting per- 
haps years of delay on Ireland. They had 
implicit confidence in Mr. Gladstone. 


How could any Irishman forget his 
splendid devotion or imagine that he 


would betray them? Mr. O’Connorin con- 
cluding his speech said that nothing 
wovld dim the glory of Mr. Parnell’s 
past, It was a pity he had not been great 
enough to despise the petty struggles for 
the leadership and descend to the ranks 
instead of rending the party and depriv- 
ing Ireland of his incomparable services. 
The meeting unanimously adopted an 
expression of confidence in Mr. O’Connor. 
Mr. Davitt has issued a manifesto warn- 
ing the Sligo electors not to vote for Val- 
entine Dillon, Mr. Parnell’s candidate. 


DISCHARGED FROM CUSTODY. 


Marine Court Finds Capt. McKeague 
Guilty of Grave Errors of Judgment. 
GIBRALTAR, March 26.—The marine 

court which has been inquiring into the 
loss of the Anchor line steamer Utopia, 
which sank in Gibraltar bay during the 
night of Monday, March 16, after having 
been impaled on the spur of the ram of 
the British warship Anson, has decided 
that Capt. McKeague, commander of the 
Utopia, was guilty of a grave error of judg- 
ment in attempting to enter the anchor- 
age behind the New Mole without know- 
ing what vessels were there at anchor. 
Thecourt also decided that Capt. Mc- 
Keague was guilty of a grave error of 
judgment in attempting to turn the 
Utopia out of the anchorage across the 
Anson’s bows. The marine court was 
unanimously of the opinion that its de- 
cisions given above sufficiently marked 
the court’s finding. Therefore the court 
came tothe conclusion that it was not 
necessary to deal with the question as to 
whether or not Capt. McKeague’s certifi- 
cate as master should be suspended or 
cancelled. 

In the police court later in the day Capt. 
McKeagae was discharged from custody, 
after having surrendered to his bail, the 
magistrate deciding that the charges of 
“wrongful acts, improper conduct, negli- 
gence and mismanagement” made against 
him when he was arrested on March 19, 
could not be pressed in view of the verdict 
of the coroners’ juries, as well asin view 
of the finding of the marine court. 


. An Indian Girl Honored. 

CARLISLE, Pa, March 26.—Helen P. 
Ciark, an Indian girl, who was a teacher 
at the Carlisle Indian school, has been 
appointed special allotmeat agent by the 
United States government and has left 
for Montana to assume the duties of her 
office.

Sherman's Memoirs. 

The death of General Sherman has had 
the effect of creating a demand for his 
memoirs. The publishers tell me that 
the demand is something wholly unex- 
pected, and yet they might have known 
from past experience that the death of a 
famous and great man is sure to arouse 
such interest. Sherman’s memoirs are 
pronounced by literary critics, in some 
respects, the most fascinating literature 
of the war. 

Ts his style Sherman was unique and 
original, just as he was in his action and 
habits of thought. A distinguished 
teacher of Connecticut said recently that 
he had advised his scholars to read 
Grant’s memoirs and those of Sherman, 
so that they might learn what a splendid 
thing simplicity, lucidity and directness 
were in a literary style. Sherman's 
memoirs never had the sale that was ex- 
pected of them, and in fact none of the 
recollections published by the distin- 
guished actors in the civil war ever 
made much money, excepting ‘‘Grant’s 
Memoirs.” 

In his case, the extremely dramatic 
and pitiful circumstances associated 
with the writing of them did as much to 
bring about the enormous sale as did 
Grant's reputation as the great com- 
mander.—E. J. Edwards in Philadel- 
phia Press 

One Maine Boy. 

The son of Mr. Alvin Howes, of Pal- 
myra, is considered about the smartest 
boy in this section. He is 9 years old 
and is master of Greenleaf's Complete 
Arithmetic, having interest, equation of 
payments, mensuration, square root, cube 
root, ¢tc., at his tongue’s end.

Wall-Leveling Iifles. 

The new rifle with which the German 
army and navy have been armed during 
the last few months is a terror in the 
way of small weapons. The gun hasa 
bore .31 inch, and throws a projectile of 
lead coated with nickel steel weighing 
14.5 grains, or about half an ounce. The 
idge used weighs nearly an ounce, 
and is 3.25 inches in length. The maga- 
zine of the rifle carries five cartridges. 
The speed of the bullet on leaving the 

zzle of the gun is about 2,200 feet per 
second, and the limit of its effective 
range is a little under two miles. 

Brick walls of small thickness are not 
absolute proof against this gun, as sev- 
etal shots striking the same spot will 
make a breach.—New York Journal. 


Killed Himself for a Friend. 

E. C. Collins, a sewing machine agent, 
committed suicide at Memphis the other 
day.

Canadian Commission is Ready to 
Talk Business. 


| BUT SMALL HOPE OF SUCCESS 


Arising from the Conference for Recip- 


rocal Trade Relations.—The Liberal 


Press Not Favorably Inclined Toward 


Sir Charles Tapper. 


OTTAWA, March 27.—A meeting of the 
cabinet was heldin connection with the 
| proposed visit of the Canadian commis- 
| sioners to Washington, but no decision as 
to the date of departure was reached. 
| For several days past a continuous cor- 
respondence has been passing between 
Sir Julian Pauncefote and the Dominion 
government regarding important prelim- 
inaries which Secretary Blaine insists 
upon being defiuitely settled before he 
will receive the Dominion representa- 
tive: 

It was learned in the bighest official 
circles that Sir Charles Tupper and his 
colleagues are ready to start at amo- 
ment’s notice, wheu Secretary Blaine in- 
timates he is ready for a conference. 

A prominent member of the cabinet said 
that he had little faith in anything being 
accomplished in the direction of recip- 
rocity with the United States. and he be- 
lieve | that Canada could pull through 
and be better in the end with the proposed 
commercial alliance. 

The Liberal press is coming out very 
strongly against sending Sir Charles Tup- 
per as the Dominion commissioner to 
Washington. The Toronto Globe says, 
with reference to the proposed negotia- 
tions, the Dominiou goverument is conm- 
mitted to vagious reservations which must 
render negotiations difficult. The Globe 
thus summarizes the situation. 

To carry the Cape Breton constituencies 
the goverument promised that there 
should be no reciprocity in coal. In On- 
tario reciprocity in pork was denounced. 
Mr. Blaine, on his part, will not hear of 
a reciprocity in natural products uutii our 
ininisters have pledged their word not to 
prejudice the national policy by allowing 
American manufactures to come in free. 
Iu Nova Scotia the Tory press has pro- 
tested agaiust apy scheme for throwing 
open the inshore fisheries to the Ameri- 
cans, or even for granting them commer- 
tial privileges in our ports. 

Sir Charles ‘i‘upper, therefore, has his 
bands tied. He is encumbered by the dis- 
crininatious pow practiced against the 
United States. The goverament’s policy 
uiscriminates against the States by levy- 
lug Guties on tea, coffee aud silver coin, 
while it discriminates against American 
lake vessels iu tue matter of canal tolls 
and harbor fees, a subject discussed by Mr. 
Dingley and others in congress. 

In order to obtain any sort of a recip- 
rocity convention from Mr. Blaine it 
will be necessary for Tupper to jettison a 
coud portion of the national policy and to 
torce ube cabinet to abandon, once for all, 
the sport of “Yankee baiting,” which it 
has pursued so ussiduously of late. 

The most serious obstacle to Tupper’s 
success at Washingtov, however, is the 
belief of allintelligent men at home and 
abroad that the Ottawa administration 
caunot long survive. When parliament 
meets, the two parties will stand—Tories, 
120; Liberals, 95; or thereabouts. Of the 
Tories, no fewer than 45 hail from the 
outlying provinces, which have always 
been in favor of the closest trade relations 
with the United States, and which were 
seduced from that faith on March 5, only 
by the extraordinary exertions of goveru- 
ment boodlers, with Tupper at their head. 

The Tory minority from Quebecconsists 
oftwo, if not three factions, under the 
nominal leadership of Sir Hector, who 
stands charged with a serious crime, and 
who is to by put on trial when the house 
assembles, not by his Liberal opponents, 
but by a Tory member acting,so it is said, 
in behalf of the other French ministers. 
whe condition of agriculture in Quebec 
ls such as to alarm eveu the Tories, and 
there is no telling when Mr. Chapleau 
and his Montreal contingei.t may resolve 
to save the habitant by sacrificing the 
Ontario manufacturer, and putting the 
adt_inistration to death. 


Locked Out Men Get a New Job. 

MILLVILLE, N. J., March 27.—-President 
Smith of the American Flint Glass Work- 
ers’ union sent a number of electric bulb 
blowers to this city last night from Corn- 
ing, N. Y., where 300 blowers have been 
locked out for twelve weeks on account of 
labor troubles. These men went to work 
for Whitall, Tatum & Co., this morning, 
when the manufacture of the bulbs was 
commenced. 


Among the Missing. 

Bristo,, Tenn., March 27.—David H. 
Morrison, deputy clerk of the Scott county 
courtin Virginia, has, it is alleged, by 
Various sharp transactions, obtaired and 
appropriated to his own use from $10,000 
to $30,000 and left the state. He married 
a lady living near Washington and is sup- 
posed to be there. An order for his arrest 
has been issued. 


She Must Have Been Indiscreet. 
New YorK, March 27.—Mrs. Amelia 
Christiansen, a Danish widow, 55 years 
old, was robbed of $1300 by highway rob- 
bers in Brooklyn last night. She had 
drawn the money from the bank during 
the day, and was on her way toa steam- 
ship officeto buy tickets for Denmark, 
when two men attacked ber and got away 
with the money. 


It Looks Serious. 

NEW York, March 27.—The death rate 
of this city is reaching a large figure. Up 
to noou yesterday 151 deaths were re- 
ported, at which rate the daily record 
would exceed 300. To the grip and its 
several ramifications is attributable much 
of this mortality. Over 170 policemen are 
on the sick list, about double the ordinary 
number. 


Fitzgerald Requested to Wait. 

LINCOLN, Neb., March 27.—The Irish 
Natioual Federation of Dublin, represent- 
ing the McCarthyite wing of the parliae 
mentary purty, has requested President 
Fitzgerald of the Irish National league of 
America not totake any action until its 
delegates can arrive and confer with him. 


Will Sue Gotham for $10,000,000. 

NEW YORE, March 27.—Brown, Howard 
& Co., and other contractors, have taken 
preliminary steps to bring suit against 
New York city for $10,000,000, which sum 
they claim was wrongfully withheld from 
them on false pleas of poor work on the 
new Croton aqueduct. 


Apparently Failing. 

New York, March 27.—Dr. Howard 
Crosby has had a relapse and is in a very 
low condition.

A PROFITABLE BUSINESS. 


A Suit in Court Briugs Out Interesting 
Figures Concerning Cigarets. 


New York, March 27.—Theodore E. 
Allan ot 18 Broadway has brought suit in 
the supreme court against tht Kinney To- 
bacco company for $50,000, in payment 
for his services in organizing the Ameri- 
can Tobacco company, generally known 
as the cigaret trust. 

He avers in his complaint that in the 
sun. mer of 1889, members of the Kinney 
firm agreed to pay him a commission of 1 
percent. in consideration of hisemploying 
his knowledge, acquaintance and ex- 
perience to consolilate the firms of Allan 
& Ginter, W. S. Kimball, Duke, Sons & 
Co., Goodwin & Co. and the Kinney To- 
bacco company. The consolidation was 
effected, and the new concern was organ- 
ized under tbe laws of New Jersey. 

As the result, Mr. Allen says, the Kin- 
ney Tobacco company received stock cer- 
tificates to the amount of $5,000 000. The 
commission has not been paid. Mr. Allan 
has instituted suits on ground similar to 
his ground in the Kinney company case 
against all the parties to the combination. 
The suits already brought by him indicate 
that the capital stock heid by four of the 
parties to the consolidation amount to 
$22,000,000. With the addition of the cap- 
ital stegk in the hands of Goodwin & Co., 
the total can hardly fall below 325,000,000. 

Just how large the dividends on this 
3normous sum have been no one who 
knows is willing tu say. They have been 
estimated at 17 per cent. Judging from 
what Allan said, it would appear that any 
great increase of profits since the consoli- 
dation of the five concerns have been due 
exclusively to the saving of most of the 
$1,800,000 formerly expended annually on 
advertising and salesmen.

Swift Vengeance Overtakes 


Murderer in Kentucky. 


MIDDLESBOROUGH, Ky., March 27.—J. A. 
Burke, the telegraph operator at ,Cum- 
berland Gap, ‘Venu., was shot and in- 
stautly killed by ‘om Hurley, a negro. 
After a dispute over some trifling matter 
in a saloon, Hurley left, and, procuring # 
shotgun, laid in ambush for Burke. ‘The 
latter was on bis way home when the 
negro discharged the contents of both 
barrels at him, tearing out his eyes, 
cheeks and teeth. He died instantly. The 
murderer then fled, but was captured 
here. While the officers were taking him 
back to the Gap, they were met by sixty 
armed men, who took Hurley from them 
and thei went into the mountains with 
him. Hurley was hanged to a tree and 
his body riddled with bullets.

He Attempts to Murder a White Woman 
and Then Shoots Himself. 

Boston, March 27.—Reobert Cunning- 
ham, a colored waiter, called last 
evening on Elizabeth Castine, a white 
Woman, 19 years old, in the rear of No. 17 
North Anderson street, with whom Cun- 
ningham has been associating. ‘The 
woman told him that she did not wish to 
continue his acquaintance, when he drew 
a revolverand tired three shots at her, 
one of which took effect in her cheek. Her 
assailant then shot bimself in the left jaw. 
Failing to produce the desired effect, he 
attempted tocut his throat with a case 
kuife, inflicting a wound about an inch 
long. Both were taken to the Massachu- 
Betts general hospital and neither is con- 
sidered dangerously wounded.

NEW YorK, March 27.—The directors of 
the Washington National bank met and 
decided to consult with the stockholders 
upon the question of making up the im- 
paired capital. So far as heard from the 
stockholders favor making up the defi- 
ciency.

The stamping 
company is turning out tin plates nuw in 
a small way, but it is expected that when 
the new works are completed it will put 
on the market between 400 and 500 boxes 
a day and the capacity will be increased 
if required. 


Tramps Must Keep Out of Delaware. 

DovER, Del., March 27.—The house 
passed the seuate bill known as Judge 
Hall’s tramp labor bil! and it only awaits 
the speaker’s signature to become a law. 
It provides that all vagrants and vaga- 
bonds in Delaware may be arrested and 
set to work for sixty days breaking stones 
for mending roads. They are to work 
eight hours a day and if refractory put in 
solitary confinement on bread and water.

THAT SWISS TREATY. 


The State Department Has No 
Knowledge of It. 


FEARS OF A BAD MISTAKE 


In the Appointment of Mr. Foster as 


Special Agent to Spain—Senator Ed- 


munds Denies Stories Circu!ated by 


Gossips—Interesting Census Bulletin. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—It i3 learned 
at the department of state that there have 
been no negotiations with Switzerland 
for several years directly upon the sifbject 
of an arbitration treaty between that 
country andthe United States. About 
eight years ago such a treaty was under 
consideration, and the negotiations pro- 
ceeded so far that the treaty was ratified 
by the Swiss government. It is the prac- 
tice in that country to submit the draft of 
atreaty tothe legislative branch of the 
government before it can be definitely 
proposed to the other party to the 
treaty, which amounts to ratification in 
advance of negotiation. In thecase of tee 
arbitration treaty, however, when it 
reached Secretary Frelinghuysen he noted 
a number of objections to the text, find- 
ing it generally too vague and without 
proper limitations;so the next negotia- 
tions lapsed. 

When the arbitration agreement was 
made between the natives of North, South 
and Central America, a copy of the treaty 
Was sent to each European government. 
This treaty was much more elaborate and 
and specific in its terms than that pro- 
posed to Mr. Frelirghuysen, and therefore 
more likely to meet with the approval of 
punctilious vations. It is presumed at 
the department of state that if any action 
has been taken recently by the Swiss gov- 
ernment, upon the subject, as reported in 
in the press dispatches, it was probavly 
the submission by the president of 
Switzerland ofa copy of this Pan-Amer- 
icau treaty to the legislature with a re- 
commendatiou that Switzerland signify 
her adherence to its provisions, in re- 
spouse to the invitations extended to 
European nations by the late Iuterna- 
tional American conference. 


IN THE SENATE TO STAY. 


What Senator Edinunds Has 


About Tales of Gossip. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—Senator Ed- 
munds, who left Washington for the 
south after the adjcarument of congress, 
bas returned. When asked concerning 
the auunouncement Lhat he was arranging 
his plaus with the view of resigning his 
seat in the senate, the senator smiled and 
said: 

“Well, you know, I can’t properly dis- 
cuss that matter with you. But let me 
ask, did you ever know of a man _ resign- 
ing from the senate except for the purpose 
of attending to neglected business inter- 
ests and making money by managing 
some manufacturing establishment or en- 
terprise of that sort? No? Well, neither 
did I. And that is all I can say about the 
report that I am to resign the senator- 
ship.” 

The senator’s attention then was called 
to the statement published that he is to 
goupon the bench of the supreme court in 
the place of one of the justices who is 
kindly to retire and create a vacancy. 
The senator laughed at this report, which 
he said he had not seen in print. Then he 
replied: ‘‘Really, I never even heard this 
thing mentioned before.” 

It is the general opinion in Washington 
that all the talk about Senator Edmund’s 
resignation grows out of the fact that he 
has rented his house for four years to Sen- 
ater Washburn of Minnesota. This he 
has done beeanse his wife and daughter 
find it necessary, owing to delicate healtn, 
to spend the winters ia the warm climate 
of the south. 


THE AIR WE BREATHE. 


to Say 


Some Interesting Statistics Furnished by 
the Census Office. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—The census 
office has issued a bulletin upon the sub- 
ject of the distribution of population in 
accordance with the mean relative hu- 
midity of the atmosphere. The reason 
for publishing these statisties is because 
of climatic influences on diseases. .It 
shows that nearly ail the population of 
the United States breathe an atmosphere 
containing 65to 7 per cent. of its full 
capacity of moisture; that is, the atmos- 
phere is from two-thirds to three-fourths 
saturated. In 1899, 57,036,000 ont of 
62,622,250 were found in this region; in 
1880, 46,559,000 out of 59,155,783, and in 
1870, 36,273,000 out of 38,558,371. The num- 
ber of inhabitants living in a drier atmos- 
phere was at each census comparatively 
trifling, numbering in 1870 less than 5v0,- 
000, and in 1890 less than 2,000.000. In the 
moister atmosphere were found larger 
numbers scattered along the Gulf coast 
and the shores of Washington and Oregon, 
The most rapid increase, says the bulletin, 
has been found at the top and bottom of 
the scale, and particularly in the more 
arid region, where the population has 
nearly doubled during each of the last 
two periods, 


ANOTHER MISTAKE MADE? 


Charges Agu inst Ex-Minister Yoster, Our 
Special Agent to Spain. 
WASHINGTON, March 27.—Yt appears 
that there has been some very serious 
charges preferred by responsible parties 
against ex- Minister Foster, who is now in 
Madrid on a commercial visit to Spain, in 


the interests of reciprocal trade. These 
accusations were made when it was inti- 
mated some time ago that Mr. Fos- 


ter was to be appointed to the Spanish 
mission, and Secretary Blaine was noti- 
fied that if his nomination was seut to the 
senate, damaging facts would be laid be- 
fore the foreign relations committee,show- 
ing that Mr. Foster was not only em- 
ployed as the legal adviser of Spain, but 
was retained as an attorney by Spanish 
claimants to prosecute claims against the 
government of the United States. The 
president’s attention has been called to 
this matter with the view of relieving 
him (Foster) of his present commission to 
the Spanish government.

BUT SIX SURVIVORS. 


Life Saver’s Report of the Wreck of the 
Strathairly—Other Disasters. 


NorFoLk, Va, March 27.—A special 
from Elizabeth City, N. C., to The Land- 
mark says: Lieut. Failing of the life- 
saving service, who is at the wreck of the 
British steamer Strathairly, reports six 
men saved. Tne reason assigned by the 
survivors for the wreck was thick 
weather and inability to take observa- 
tions. The men saved are thoroughly ex- 
hausted from exposure and are unable to 
travel. The vessel struck at 4:40 Tuesday 
morning and before daylight had gove to 
pieces. The captain and navigator had 
been on the bridge for three days and 
nights. The life-saving crew succeeded 
in getting aline to the vessel, but the 
men on board were so benumbed by ex- 
posure that they were unable to haul 
it in. 

LONDON, March 27.—The British steamer 
Critic, from New York for Leith, passed 
the Isle of Wight. She signalled that she 
had been in collision with icebergs avd 
that she had been damaged. 

The British steamer Chester, which ar- 
rived at Amsterdam from New York, col- 
lided with a landing stage and a fishiug 
smack, causing much damage. 

The British steamer Queen Victoria, 
which arrived at London from New York, 
reports thac forseveral days on the voyage 
the weather was fearful. She was driven 
miles back and her supplies were mostly 
exhausted. All hands subsisted for a 
fortnight on limited rations of bread, 
corned beef and tea. 


A MAN WITH AN EVIL EYE 


May Be Kesponsible for the Disappear- 
ance of Kuttinger and Wright, 

PITTspurRG,’ March 27.—Joseph Nuss, a 
student at St. Fideiis college in the mon- 
astery of St. Mary in Butler county,was a 
companion of Curl Ruttingerand William 
W right, supposed to have been murdered 
in New York, on their voyage to America. 
Nuss says Ruttinger and Wright dis- 
cussed their business affairs generally in 
common. They told Nuss that they in- 
tended purchasing ajfarm in Ohio troman 
elderly gentleman who occupied a first 
class passage on the vessel and spenta 
gocd deal of his time with the supposed 
murdered men. Nuss did not learn this 
man’s name, but‘describes him as a vindic- 
tive looking fellow, with an evil eye. 
Nuss thinks that the stranger, knowing 
that Ruttinger and Wright expected to 
recelvea large sum of money in New 
York, followed them up and killed them.

He also requests Madden to announce 
that he will give John L. Sullivan $5000 if 
he fails to stop, conquer or knock him 
outin six rounds. He also agrees to box 
either Kilrain, Corbett. Jackson, McCuaf- 
frey or Godfrey and to forfeit a large 
amount of money if he fails to siop either 
of them in a stipulated number of rounds 
Slavin will arrive here next month with 
Charley Mitchell and stand ready to de- 
posit $5000 to back up the foregoing prop- 
ositions. His coming is likely to create a 
furore in pugilistic circles. 


Massachusetts Legislature.

ScoTTDALE, Pa., March 27.—An uproar 
bas been caused in the coke regions by the 
posting of a sliding scale of wages by the 
Frick and McClure companies and other 
concerns, which control more than two- 
thirds of the ovens iv the Cistrict.» The 
companies, yesterday, made ‘heir first 
shipment of coke since the strike.

REVIEW OF THE QUARTER 


LESSON Xill, FIRST QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL. SERIES, MARCH 29. 


The Unity of the Israclitish Nation De- 
stroyed—Rapid Decline and Demeoral- 
ization of the Two Sections Despite the 
Labors of Elijah, Elisha and Others. 


The quarter just completed and the next 
together cover one of the saddest passages 
in history. Borrowing a term from pro- 
fane history, it might be called the “De- 
cline and Fall” of the divinely established 
nation. Every gracious promise to Israel 
had been coupled with a condition, ex- 
pressed or clearly implied. Again and 
again had the people been warned; again 
and again had they disregarded the warn- 
ing, violated the laws against idolatry and 
entangled themselves with neighboring 
nations, until their measure of iniquity 
was complete and the judgment came. 

For convenience it is customary to divide 
the history of the kingdom into three 
stages. Samuel may be said to have organ- 
ized the nation, but with so poor an instru- 
ment as Saul he could not organize the 
kingdom. That was the work of David, 
who was, in the broadest sense.a man of 
war. He brought the national spirit to its 
highest development. He repelled ail the 
attacks of his neighbors and compelled 
them to respect Israel. To his son and 
successor he left a united people, whom no 
other nation dared to attack, and a fair 
field for the arts of peace. Solomon brought 
t@e kingdom to its highest point of glory. 
Education, agricultureand commerce were 
brought to a flourishing condition. This 
was the golden age of Israel. The fame of 
Solomon filled the earth. He is still the 
theme of a thousand legends among the 
nations of southern Asia, and the Jews 
through all the twenty-nine centuries 
Since his day have pointed with mingled 
pride and sadness to the glory of Solomon. 

The third stage—the four centuries of al- 
most continuous decay and demoralization 
—began with Rehoboam, though the seeds 
of decay were thickly sown before. For 
some reasons not well understood there 
had long been a division in feeling, the 
tribe of Judah and some fractions of other 
tribes standing together, and the rest of 
the nation occasionally breaking away. 
Again and again during the life of David 
did this spirit produce dangerous or bloody 
results, nor did David succeed in uniting 
the tribes till the heirof Saul, Ishbosheth, 
had been assassinated. Twice during that 
reign there were bloody insurrections. It 
is but reasonable to conclude that the men 
of Judah were greatly favored at the court 
of Solomon, and that the jealousy of other 
tribes smoldered all through the forty | 
years of his glorious r-ign. 

Nevertheless the kingdom left by Solo- | 
mon extended northeast to the Euphrates 
and south as far asthe Red sea. His death 
was the signal for the old jealousy to re 
vive, and the folly of Rehoboam completed 
the division. There were ther-eforth two 
kingdoms and internecine strife, and the 
hatred on both sides was so intense that 
even the prophets affected by it, as 
we see in many of their utterances. Against 
the dark background of war and apostacy 
stand out the mighty figures of Elijah and 
Elisha, heroes and patriots, almost mar 
trrs, yet miraculously sustained and pre- 
served, struggling mightily but in vain to 
bring back a deluded people to their duty 
to God and their native land. 

As the northern kingdom began its 
career under Jeroboam by systematically 
excluding the Mosaic institutions, so its 
downward career was most rapid. Idol- 
atry, despotism and corruption were its 
methods; conspiracy, revolt and regicide 
determined the choice of rulers through 
most of the 250 years of its troubled exist- 
ence. Once Elisha succeeded in restoring 
a faint spirit of piety and patriotism, and 
under the dynasty of Jchu (who was an- 
ointed by Elisha) there was a show of order 
during the reigns of Jehoahaz, Joash, Jero- 
boam II and Zachariah; but the latter was 

murdered by Sha 73 B. C.), who was 

murdered a mor later by Menahem, 
whose son Pekahiah was slain by Pekah, 
who was in turn assassinated by Hoshea, 
whom the kingdom was destroyed 
amid unspeakable miseries. The ten tribes 
were taken into captivity, and so disap- 
peared from history. Many fanciful ac- 
counts of them have appeared, and many 
learned men, whose learning was not tem- 
pered with judzment, have maintained ex- 
travagant theories concerning “The Lost 
Tribes,”’ but there is every reason to be 
lieve that they were never reunited. Their 
idolatry and neglect of the Mosaic law 
would naturally cause them to be absorbed 
and lost asarace in the nations among 
whom they settled 

The history of the otaer kingdom, com- 
monly called Judah, is far more important 
and interesting; for it continued a king- 
dom till 588 B. C., was partially restored 
after the captivity, and maintained a des- 
verate struggle for nationality for nearly 
ave centuries longer. Nor was the Jewish 
community completely sroken up and the | 
people scattered till the reign of the Ro- 
man emperor, Hadrian, about 131 A. D., 
when the last insurrection under Bar-Cok- 
heba was suppressed in frightful massa 
cres, after which the Jews were forbidden | 
to enter Jerusalem under penalty of death, | 
and the dispersion was complete. Never- 
theless it is Judah that has preserved the | 
national name and blood, and the Jews re- | 
main a people apart among all nations to 
this day. 

It is fitting to cite here a few facts as to | 
that portion of Jewish history between the | 
close of the Old Testament and opening of | 
the New. Cyrus decreed the return of the 
Jews, but of the whole dispersion certainly | 
not more than a third, and some think no 
more than a fifth, came back, and these | 
completed the new temple about 576 B. C. | 
Ezra somewhat later brought acolony from 
beyond the Euphrates, and Nehemiab 
another in 445 B.C. There was a long 
peace, during which the sacred books were 
completed, and the canon of the Hebrew 
Seriptures made up. Nor was this peace | 
broken till Alexander the Great eet 
the Persian empire (334 to 331 B |

LESS FICTION. 


[Continued from First Page.] 


This is undoubtedly due to the step recently 
taken by the Trustees, and referred to in 
the last annual report, by means of which 
the number of magazines and periodicals 
taken by the library was largely increased, 
with a view to more liberal circulation. 
The causes which induced the Trustees to 
take this step were then set forth. The re- 
sult of the experiment has been marked, 
inasmuch as the circulation of periodicals 
during the year 1890 was 14,128, as com- 
pared with 5,457 in 1880, an increase of 
159 per cent. 

Books classified under the three headings 
of Fiction, Juvenile Fiction and Periodi- 
cals, included 81 per cent. of the entire 
circulation of the library in 1880. The 
proportion of the aggregate of those thus 
classified, to all the books lent in 1890, was 
only 77 per cent. The demand for works 
of fiction and periodicals had in 1890 
increased 9,883 over 1880, or 24 per cent., 
while that for works included under the 
remaining heads of the classification had 
increased 4,915, or 50 per cent. 

Coming now to the last eight headings 
of circulation, which include works 
generally considered as of the higher order, 
if judged by a literary or educational 
Standard, it would appear that the volumes 
classified as historial literature, circulated 
in 1889, amounted to 2,323, or 4.6 per cent. 
of the entire circulation for that year. 
In 1890 they amounted to 3,655, or 5.5 per 
cent.

Of works included under the heading of 
General Literature, the circulation amount- 
ed to 1,517 volumes, or 3 per cent. of the 
whole circulation in 1880; which number 
had increased to 2,341, or 3.5 per cent. of 
the circulation, in 1890, an increase of 54 
per cent. in the ten years, of the books of 
this class of literature called for. 

The volumes relating to travels,circulated 
in 1880, amounted to 1,446, or 2.8 per cent. 
of the whole. In 1890, they were 2,806, or 
4.2 per cent. of the whole; being an 
increase in 1890, over 1880, of 94 per cent. 

Of the literature relating to Arts and 
Sciences, 1,483 volumes were called for in 
1880, or 2.9 per cent. of the entire circula- 
tion. In 1890, 2,277 volumes were called 
for, or 3.4 per cent. of the circulation; 
being an increase of 54 per cent. 

Under the head of Poetry, 827 volumes 


the entire circulation, whilein 1890, 1,104 
volumes were called for; being 1.6 per cent., 
or exactly the same proportion in both 
years.

This 
result is one which the Trustees have long 
sought to bring about. 

During this year, the Trustees have re- 
ceived from the Executor of the late Cotton 
Center Johnson, the bequest left to the 
library by him, amounting to $2,000. This 
sum will form the nucleus of a fund to be 
known as the Cotton Center Johnson fund, 
the income of which will be applied solely 
to the purchase of books. It is greatly to 
be hoped that the example of liberality to 
the library, thus set by Mr. Johnson, will be 
followed by others, until adequate funds 
are provided for the additions to its shelves.

COURT QUICKLY CLEARED.

Not Likely to Come Up for Trial 
on the Date Set. 


CLAIMS OF THE NORTHWEST. 


Interests in That Section, It is Said, 


Would Ye Injured by Canadian Recip- 
rocity—Treasury Department Ready to 


Loan. 


Meet the 41-2 Per Cent. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—Unless some 
unforesecu olstacle arises between DOW 


and the secon’! Monday in April next, the 
case of the Canadian sealer, the Sayward, 
will not be exiled for trial in the United 
States supreme court, as originally in- 
tended. From an official source it bas 
been ascertained that « conference re- 
ceutly took place in New York between 
Mr. Choate, leading couvsei for (he Cana- 
dian government, aud a member of the 
present administration. The subject was 
discussed at length, aud it was under- 
stood that when tbe represeutatives of 
the two goveruments parted, the way was 
clear for an amicable adjustment of the 
difficulty. Only Wednesday, ex-Senator 
Evarts, a law partner of Mr. Cuoate, vis- 
ited the state department to consult with 
a prominent official. ’ 

At the department of justice it was said 
the Sayward case may not be called; but 
this statement was made with certain 
qualifications. The attorney general was 
uot in position to make any overture 1D 
that direction, except under certain con- 
tingencies. Meantime, he proposes to 
prepare for trial. Under any circum- 
stances, acontinuance of a week or more 
will be requested of the court, as the at- 
torney general cannot until then obtain 
the necessary documents from the Alaskan 
court. 

It is well understool that Secretary 
Blaine desires to bring about an adjourn- 
ment of. the Behring sea question with 
Lord Salisbury, or at any rate advance 
the negotiations to a point where the 
British authorities may deem it advisable 
to postpone the proceedings in the Say- 
ward ca-e. His present indisposition is 
not sufficient to prevent him from trans- 
acting public business, and it suits his 
purpose best to manage affairs of state in 
the privacy of his own residence, where 
there are notso many channels through 
which diplomatic deliberations may leak 
out.

It May Meet with Strong Opposition 
from the Northwestern States, 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—A number of 
ex-representatives, Republicans from the 
west, were talking over the question of 
reciprocity, which is being formulated by 
the administration. them had 
very pronounced views on the subject, es- 
pecially ex-Representative Pound of Wis- 
consin.

“What is to prevent,” he says, “the 
manufacturers of Europe transferring 
their aud plants to Canada and 
thus crippling like industries and trade 
here? Besides Canada has a wide gate- 
way to the eastern world through the 
St. Lawrence, and auother on her western 
border. Ifshe would enjoy the benefits 
of closer relations with the United States, 
she must surrender these gateways and 
her allegiance as well. Annexation alone 
can, in my judgment solve the problem. 
Our policy may be an expression of phil- 
anthropy, which we cannot now afford, 
while the other will be in the line of pa- 
triotism.” 

He does not think that reciprocity with 
the nations south of us will be so import- 
ant as many predict, and that it is rather 
speculative and delusive.

WASHINGTON, March 28.—The 41-2 per 
cent. loan, of which a little more than 
$50,000,000 is now outstanding, will ma- 
ture Sept. lnext. Treasury officials say 
there will be no trouble whatever in meet- 
ing it, and that it was regarded as a mat- 
terofso little concern that it was not 
thought necessary to bring it to the at- 
tention of congress. The department 
stands ready now to redeem these bonds, 
with interest to maturity, aud the small 
amount presented each day is taken as an 
indication thatthe holders are in no par- 
ticular hurry to dispose of them. A prom- 
nent official said that the department 
will be abie to redeem them allon the 
date of maturity, if they shall be pre- 
sented, but that the history of all govern- 
ment loans indicates that there is no pos- 
sibility of such a thing, and that it will be 
found that « large amount of these bonds 
will not be presented for redemp4 
tion for many months after the 
interest has ceased to run. While the 
available cash balance in the treasury is 
now only about 213,000,000, the govern- 
ment has about $30,000,000 additional on 
deposit in national bauks which car be 
utilized in case of necessity.

GOVERNOR BULKELEY 


Gives 


Covernor Davis of Rhode Isiund 
His View of the Matter in a Requisi- 


tion Case. 

PROVIDENCE, March 28.—Goveror Bulke- 
ley of Connecticut wants the bady of 
Thomas Garnett. Under the seal his 
state, and in accordance with all the offi- 
cial forms of extradition, he bas made an 
official demand upon the governor of 
Rhode Island for the surrender of Gar- 
nett. Garnett has bees in Rhode Island’s 
state prison for three years, and he pre- 
fers to stay there, rather than to goto 
Connecticut for he declines to recognize 
Bulkeley as a lawful governor and he is 
desirous of an opportunity to convince 
Governor Davis that requisition from 
Bulkeley should be ignored on the ground 
that Bulkeley isa usurper. The requisi- 
tion arrived, aud at once gave rise to the 
question, **\Wonld his excellency recog- 
nize Bulkeley as governor?” Consider- 
ing that Governor Hill of New York had 
refused to acknowledge Bulkeley, or hold 
any Official intercourse with hiin, the 
point was one of delicacy. 

To a Journal reporter Democratic Gov- 
ernor Davis said: “It seems to me that I 
have but one clear course. This official 
document bears the seals of the state of 
Connecticut. I am aware that all over 
the country, and especially in Connecti- 
cut, the opinion prevails that Mr. Bulke- 
ley is not the Jawfnl governor; but who 
is to decide? My personal opinion is that 
Morris is the lawful governor, and if his 
signature, with the official seals were at- 
tached to these papers, I should not hesi- 
tate to surrenaer Garnett. As Bulkeley 
isin possession of the seals, Bulkeley is 
governor de facto, aud I do not feel that I 
can properly decline to recognize him as 
the executive. So I have madeup my 
mind to rec. gnize the validity of the pa- 
pers. Ium now sending the requisition 
papers tothe attorney general to see if 
they are all right.” 

Garnett is the man who was convicted 
of forging orders on several ‘Burrillville 
tradesmen.

Norwegian Bark Dashed to Pieces 
Off Virginia’s Coast. 


AWFUL BATTLE WITH WAVES. 


The Cxptaip’s Courageous Wife Refuses 


te Leave the Wreck and is Drowned, 


as is Also His Young Son and Six of 


the Crew. 


NORFOLK, Va. March 28.—The Nor- 
wegian bark Dictator, from Pensacola, 
Fla., to West Hartlepool, Eng., laden 
with pine lumber, with a crew of fifteen 
and the captain’s young wife and little 
boy of 3 years, came ashore in a strong 
evsterly gale yesterday morning, four 
miles south of Cape Henry and two miles 
north of Virginia Beach hotel. The 
Weather was so thick that the vessel was 
not seen until 9 o’clock, and thenshe was 
in the breakers broadside on, within a 
quarter of n mile from shore. Full crews 
from two life-saving stations, those of 
Cape Henrv and S-atack. under command 
of Capt. Drinkwater, were promptly on 
hand and began firing lines to the ill-fated 
bark. The guns could uot deliver the 
lines so far, though they were repeatedly 
fired, 

The ship finally sacceeded in getting a 
line ashore tied to a barrel,which the surf 
carried to the life-savers. The breeches 
buoy was quickly rigged and sent tothe 
vessel, but unfortunately the  bark’s 
crew were ignorant of its use and the 
rescue was d layed until Capt. Drink- 
water of the life-saving crew, wrote in- 
structions, pnt themin a bottle and sent 
it tothe Dictator by the line connecting 
The men on 
bourd broke the little at once, as could 
be s en by glasses trom the shore, and 
proceened to carry out tthe directions, 
The first man was delivered ashore in 
eight minutes, and seven others were 
rescued before sunset, four of whom came 
ashoreina lifebiat which was capsized, 
but the men succeeded in reaching the 
sbhoreina half-dead condition, one man 
having his arm broken. 

During the entire day the sh.p rolled 
and pitched terribly and made tae work of 
rescuing the unhappy sailo-s exceedingly 
difficult and slow, as the life line would 
tighten or slacken in response to the mo- 
tion of the veasel. Once the line broke 
with aman midway to the shore aud he 
was hauled back to the bark half dead. 
The line was mended and the same man 
was safely landed. ‘Tne beach was lined 
with people who had come from the 
country houses apithe hetel, aud tothe 
Spectators the anxi-ts and suspense was 
awful, as they could plainly see the people 
on the bark and hear their constant cries 
for suceor, 

At ~ightfall there were still nine per- 
sons cu the bark, among them the captain, 
his wife and little child. The captain had 
urged his wife all day to take the buoy 
and come ashore, but she steadily re- 
fused, as she woula not leave her husband 
and chil, and only one could take the 
buoy atatime, The wife and child were 
already greatly exhausted, according to 
the report of the sailors. 

Last night the work of rescue was con- 
tinued and the captain after vainly be- 
seeching his wife to make the attempt for 
life, took his half-dead chill and climbed 
iutothe buoy. The father reached the 
shore, but the son was lost, 

Later, 

The bark hus gone to pieces and the 
seven that remained on her have been 
lost, including the wife of the captain. 
The captain, jn-' before the ship went to 
pieces, sprang into the sea with his sou 
pped to his back and reached the 
shore alive, but the boy was lost, making 
a total loss of eight lives. 

The Dictator was trying to make Hamp- 
ton Roads, having been distanced by hur- 
ricanes since the 12th inst.

The Committee on Constitutional 
Amendments has reported a resolve that 
the popular vote upon the adoption of the 
constitutional amendment as a prerequisite 
for voting shall be taken at the regular 
State election, Nov. 3 next.

AN EXHIBITION. 


Quincy Granite Can be Successfully Drilled 
by Electricity. 


The usages to which electricity is applied 
is legion. One of the latest is its use for 
drilling granite. The apparatus which is 
controlled by the Edison General Electric 
Co., being known as the Marvin system. 
invented by H. C. Marvin, a young man 
about 27 years of age. Heretofore this 
work has been done by steam drills which 
would drill not over two inches per minute 
and rarely that. With the electric drill, 
four inches per minute are drilled in the 
hardest of granite. 

An exhibition of the workings of this

| noon at the quarry of Churchill & Hitch- 


cock, by the Edison Company, the machine 
being operated by its inventor, in the 
presence of a large number of well known 
granite men, who were more than pleased 
at its workings.

The fifteenth annual report of the Board 
of Commissioners of Savings Banks, which 
has just been received, gives the figures of 
the public funds, bank stocks and railroad 
bonds owned by the Quincy Savings Bank 
as investments, and other statistics regard- 
ing the business of the bank, which are 
quite interesting. 

The amount invested in town and city 
bonds is $64,000, which is the par value, 
but the market value estimated at 
$66,650. 

The bank hold 1209 National bank shares, 
S76 being of Boston banks, 200 of the 
National Granite bank, and 133 of the 
Mount Wollasten National bank. The 
total amount invested in these shares was 
$135,555,99, the par value of which | is 
$120,900, and the estimated market value 
$153,339. The 200 shares of the Granite 
bank are estimated at $27,000 and the 133 
of the Mount Wollaston at $17,955. 

The amount invested in railroad bonds is 
$109,000, the par value. The estimated 
value is $111,700.

Wreck and Loss of Life. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 30.—A bad 
wreck occurred on the Ensley City dummy 
line yesterday. A train heavily loaded 
with pleasure seekers and going at a 
rapid rate, ran off the track about five 
miles from town, and tumbled down an 
embankment about ten feet high.

WORK OF COUNTERFEITERS. 


Bogus $2 Silver Certificates in Circulae 
tion—New Series to Be Issued. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—A sensation 
has been caused at the treasury depart- 
ment by the discovery of a counterfeit $2 
silver certificate so nearly perfect in all 
its parts as to be almost impossible of 
detection. 

Heretofore all counterfeits of our paper 
currency have been readily detected by 
the failure to imitate the distinctive char- 
acter of the paper on which the govern- 
ment notes are printed. which is s0 ar- 
ranged that each part of it forming acom- 
plete note contains a small silk thread 
running through it lengthwise. 

This paper is for the first time almost 
perfectly imitated in the counterfeit just 


discovered. So faras now known, it has 
been used in couuterfeiting the 2 silver 
certificates of the series of 1886. This note 


was designed under the supervision of 
Treasurer Jordan, and contains on its face 
a vignette of Gen. Hancock. 

It is estimated that there are now nearly 
$40,000,000 of these notes in circulation, 
and the problem before the treasury de- 
partmentis howto get them back into 
the treasury and to substitute « new 
series without serious embarrassment be- 
fore any quantity of the counterfeit notes 
get into circulation. 

This was the subject of a secret confer- 
ence at the @*partment Saturday after- 
noon between Secretary Foster and the 
leading officials of the bureau of engrav- 
ing and printing. It was practically de- 
cided to suspend the printing of the #2 
silver certificates, and to institute a new 
series of the same denomination. 

These will contain a vignette of Secre- 
tary Windom, and will be issued as soon 
us the necessary plates can be engraved, 
It will take about two months to prepare 
the plates, and in the meantime the gov- 
ernment will exert its utmost endeavors 
to secure and destroy the plates and other 
paraphernalia used in the manafacture of 
the counterfeit. 


RECIPROCITY WITH MEXICO. 


Negotiations are Now Being Carried On, 
but Not with Rapidi’y. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—Mr. Romero, 
the Mexican minister, said last night that 
the United States department of state and 
the Mexican government were in cor- 
respondence on the subject of a treaty of 
reciprocity between the two countries. 
the minister added, however, that the 
people of Mexico had not forgotten the 
treaty of 1883. This treaty was suggested 
by the United States government and 
ratified by the senate, but the ways and 
means committee of the house refused to 
report favorably a bill necessary to carry 
it into operation, It is understood that 
the present negotiations will not be 
pushed rapidly, the reason of delay being 
to allay some irritation which Mexico 
now feels toward the United States. 


THIS TELLS THE STORY. 


Canada Tried to Work Up a Reciprocity 
Scheme with British Guiana. 


WASHINGTON, March 380.—It having 
been denied by the officials of the Domin- 
ion of Canada that overtures fora recip- 
rocity treaty with British Guiana had 
been rejected, the bareau of the Ameri- 
can Republics furnishes the following ex- 
tract from the annual address of his ex- 
cellency, Viscount Gormanoston,governor- 
general of British Guiana, to the colonial 
authorities: 

The passing of the McKinley tariff act 


nas, as you are aware. led the covern- 
ment of Canada to make pr-posils for 
reciprocal trade relations between that 
colony and the British West Indies and 
British Guiava. Ono this subject I re- 
ceived from Hon. George Foster, finance 
minister of tHe Dominion, a letter in 
which he proposes that, in return for a 
differential treatment of our sngars and 
fruits exported to Canada, an equivalent 
differential treatment should be accorded 
to certain Canadian products imported 
into this colony. I replied that, 
while anxious in every way to 
facilitate and promote the extension of 
commercial relations between British 
Guiana and Canada, I could not encour- 
age the government of the Dominion to 
believe that the consent of this govern- 
ment would be given toany differential 
treatment which will exclude the sugars 
of this colony from admission to the mar- 
kets of the United States on the most 
favorable terms. In connection with the 
extension of trade relations between this 
colony and Canada, a memorial relative 
to the encouragement of a line of steame 
communication will be laid before you. 


Another Trial for the Henningtor. 
WASHINGTON, March 30.—The secretary 
of the navy has authorized a second trial 
for the gunboat Bennington, which failed 
by 87 horse power to develop the contract 
requirement of 3400 horse power. The 
trial will take place on Long Island Sound 
next Tuesday, and the contractors, hav- 
ing made some changes in the pitch of the 
propeller, are hopeful of meeting the re- 
quirements

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THE LATE REV. HOWARD CROSBY, D. D. 


Dr. Crosby was born in New York city, 
Feb. 27, 1826. He was of a Revolutionary 
family, his grand ather, Ebenezer Crosby, 
being a surgeon of Gen. Washineton’s 


guards. His father was William Bed- 
low Crosby, the ovhilanthropist. He 
Was graduated at the University of 
New York in 1844 He was called to 


the professorship of Greek in Rutgers 
college in 1859, a position which he gave 
up in 1803 to take the pastorship of the 
Fourth Avenue Presbyterian church, with 
which he was associated at the time of 
his death. In 1872 he became chancellor 
of the University of the City of New 
York, and at the time of his death he 
was a member of the council of his alma 
mater. Dr. Crosby was chosen moderator 
of the general assembly of the Presby- 
terian church in 1873, and in 1877 he was a 
delegate to the first Presbyterian general 
council at L linburgh. As an author he 
has written « number of scholarly theo- 
logical works. Dr. Crosby’s interest in 
public affairs was shown a year since by 
theactive purt he took in the People’s 
Municipal leegue movement, which ain ed 
at the purification of local polities 

Dr. Howard Crosby was known 
throughout the country, perhaps, as the 
founder of the Society for the Prevention 
of Crime. The work of this organization 
is practically a crusade against the ex- 
cessive use of intoxicating liquor, on the 
theory that most crime comes from that 
source. Dr. Crosby did not propose the 
absolute suppression of the traffic—in 
fact, he was not himselfa total abstainer 
—but its close regulation by law. And 
there seems no doubt that his society ac- 
compli-hed a good teal. Howard Crosby 
was an effective pulpit speaker. His face 
was strong and his eyes looked out from 
beneath overhanging eyebrows.

SOLDIER AND LAWYER. 


Death of John McEnery, Who Was Once 
Governor of Louisiaua. 

NEW ORLEANS, March 80.—Ex-Governor 
John McEnery, died here of pneumonia, 
after a short illness. 

He was a native of Virginia, where he 
was born in 1833. He was practising law 
during the Civil war, organized a com- 
pany for the Confederate army, rose to be 
lievtenant-colonel of the Fourth Louisiana 
and was twice wounded, the last wound 
incapacitating him from further service. 

He was elected district judge anda 
member of the legislature after the war, 
acting asthe Democratic leader. In 1872 
Judge McEnery was the Democratic can- 
didate for governor. He was elected bya 
popular majority of 11,000, but the return- 
ing board counted him out. For the next 
four years Louisiana had two governors, 
McEnery and Kellogg, and great confu- 
sion in consequence. In 1873 the McEnery 
forces made an attack on the supreme 
court building, but were defeated. In 
September, 1874, the Kellogg government 
was overthrown and McEnery installed as 
governor, but only for a few days, the 
United States trooops restoring Kellogg to 
pover. The conflict did not end until 
1877, when President Grant withdrew his 
forces, and McEnery’s successor, Nichols, 
became governor, Since then Governor 
McEnery kas filled several important posi- 
tions, and practiced law here and in 
Washington.

THE GALENA FLOATED, 


The Damage to the Vessel Not So Ex- 
tensive as at First Supposed. 
VINEYARD HAVEN, Mass., March 
United States steamer Galena was floated 
off Gay Head at 10a. m. yesterday by 
steam tugs William S. Slater, Confidence 
and Elsie, by the aid of a ship’s auchor 
and hawser, which was carried out. The 
Galena arrived here in tow at 2 p. m., and 
now lies alongside the wharf atthe bead 
of the harbor. Twosteam pumps were 
put aboard the Galena on Friday night, 
with the intention of making an effort to 
pump the water from the lower hold, to 
enable the ammunition, ete., to be taken 
from theship. Whenthe pumps were set 
at work it was found that the shin could 
be readily pumped out, and it was then 
decied to float her 
Everything movable was taken from 
the ship by lighters, and at high water 
Friaay and Saturday tugs hauled on her, 
moving her a little ‘at every atter:pt. 
Yesterday morning afresh wind oc- 
casioned considerable swell, causing the 
ship to rise and fall in her bed, thereby 
enabling the tugs to haul her afloat. The 
Galeua leaks only about 11-2 inches an 
hour, which indicates that there are no 
holes in her bottom, which is probably

only strained somewhat. When ashore 
her hull was badly hogged, giving her 


the appearance of being broken in two, 
but since being floated she has come back 
to nearly her proper proportions. 


Lieutenant Commander George N. 
Buck, who has charge of the ship, is 


awaiting orders from the navy depart- 
ment at Washington, and until they are 
received it cannot be said what disposi- 
tion will be made of theship. The work 
of floating United States tug Nina will 
commence at once. She lies in the same 
position as when she was first stranded, 
and itis thought she can be floated with- 
out much difficulty.

ESSAY ON AMBITION. 


Delivered by Mr. John Wyllie before the 
Clan McGregor Literary Society. 


The Clan McGregor literary society met 
in Doble’s hall on Saturday, the subject 
being ‘‘Ambition,”’ and the essayist Mr. 
John Wyllie, who, though young in years, 
gave a thoughtful and well-meaning con- 
tribution. 

Mr. Wyllie says:—In all the world’s 
history ambition has prevailed amongst 
men and they seem to be growing more 
ambitious every day. We find on looking 
over the works of men that they have first 
originated in the mind of one man, the 
man that starts the work and see how 
quickly people become fired with the same 
zeal. Even after the originator of a work 
is dead, the labor is being carried on to 
perfection by those who come after him. 

Let us take Julius Cesar as a represen- 
tative of early times. He might have been 
desirous of power, yet the work he accom- 
plished in carrying to Great Britain the 
civilization of that period covers many 
faults that he or any of his comrades had. 
The civilization that was planted in those 
isles by him has gone on advancing till the 
Anglo-Saxon race is the foremost on the 
face of the earth It is seen by this, it was 
the spirit and ambition that pervaded the 
Roman nation at that time which laid the 
foundation of the greatest nation in the 
world. 

We have no space to quote more fully 
from Mr. Wyllie’s essay which, though 
laudable in some respects contains much 
that is irrelevant. For example, he claims 
the good works done by discoverers and 
scientific men as being prompted by ambi- 
tion. 

In the criticism that followed, the 
same error was committed except by Dr. 
McLennan and a few others. Abstract 
definitions are difficult, and would be out 
of place here. We may however say that 
ambition is commonly understood as ‘‘An 
inordinate desire of power or eminence, 
often accompanied with illegal means to 
obtain the object.’”” We speak of patriots 
and reformers as being inspired by nobler 
instincts than the ambitious adventurer. 
“Cromwell I charge thee, fling away ambi- 
tion; by that sin fell the angels; how can 
man, then, the image of his maker, hope to 
win by it.”’ 

“When that the poor have cried Cwsar hath 
wept: 

Ambition should be made of sterner stuff, 

I, thrice, presented him a Kingly crown, 

Which he did thrice refuse; was this ambi- 
tion?”’

Growth of Public Libraries. 

State Librarian Tillinghast says in his 
preface to his article on ‘* The Free Public 
Libraries of Massachusetts,’ issued las 
week by the state: ‘‘In 1839 the Hon. 
Horace Mann, then secretary of the Board 
of Education, stated, as the result of a 
careful effort to obtain authentic informa- 
tion relative to the libraries in the State, 
that there were from ten to fifteen town 
libraries, containing in the aggregate from 
three to four thousand volumes, to which 
all the citizens of the town had access; 
that the aggregate number of volumes in 
the public libraries of all kinds in the state 
was 300,000; and that but little more than 
100,000 persons, or one-seventh of the 
population of the state, had any right of 
access to them. 

A little over half a century has passed. 

There are now 175 towns and cities havy- 
ing free public libraries under municipal 
control, and 248 of the 351 towns and 
cities contain libraries in which the people 
have rights or free privileges. There are 
about 2,500,000 volumes in these libraries, 
available for the use of 2,104,224 of the 
2,238,943 inhabitants which the state con- 
tains according to the census of 1890. 

The gifts of individuals in money, not 
including gifts of books, for libraries and 
library buildings, exceed five and a half 
million dollars. 

There are still 103 towns in the state, 
with an aggregate population of 134,719, 
which do not have the benefit of the free 
use of a public library: These are most 
al) without exception small towns, with a 
slender valuation, and 67 of them show a 
decline in population in the past five 
years.”’

Killed by a Captive Rattlesnake. 

Alfred Duc, a Frenchman who has 
been living in a small cabin on the 
Schnell ranch, two miles north of Tia 
Juana, had a sort of fascination for 
snakes, and the reptiles appeared to real- 
ize that he was their especial friend. 
Neighbors tell that within the past few 
months he has never been known to be 
without one or more snakes in the cabin. 
Blacksnakes and copperheads made their 
home under his house, and he would 
stop on the field to caress a snake of any 
kind. 

For about a week he has had a large 
rattler in the house, but as the reptile 
was not of the trustworthy family Duc 
made for it a housing place in an empty 
oil can. Since then he has been hand- 
ling the snake at odd times, endeavoring 
to tame it into docility. 

Sunday afternoon he had the snake 
out as usual, displaying it to a young 
man named Cresswell. He had it lying 
on his lap, his right hand closed loosely 
around the body just back of the head. 
It writhed about and finally freed its 
head. Then the reptile formed itself 
into a curl and like a flash of lightning 
buried its deadly fangs in the flesh of 
Duc’s right hand. Heappeared to think 
little about the matter and did not even 
bandage the wound. On Tuesday C. N. 
Flattery, of the San Diego Undertaking 
company, received a telephone message 
from Tia Juana saying, “Bring coffin 
(giving size) and come at once.” The 
coffin was for Duc, and he died in hor- 
rible agony from the bite of the snake. 
—San Diego Sun. 


New Zealand’s Wild Horses. 

“Aboard the ship that carried me 
from New Zealand to San Francisco 
were six thoroughbred New Zealand 
horses,” remarked T. Harding McLaurin, 
a wealthy sheepgrower of that British 
possession, soon after he arrived at the 
Grand Pacific hotel. ‘And the owner 
expects to accomplish wonders with 
these animals. It is astrange thing to 
many that good horses should be bred 
in New Zealand. I dare say that when 
I get to England, and when I relate 
various mutters, my friends wilf answer 
with astare of incredulity. As a point 
of fact the vast plains to the north of 
my place—Otago—are the homes of 
great herds of wild horses that roam 
about as fearlessly as did the mustangs 
or broncos of your western plains. 

‘Are they better horses than the mus 
tangs? Well, they areas far above the 
American article as the pure blooded 
Arabian is above an ordinary draught 
horse. They are large and well built, and 
there is no uniformity of color. They live 
upon the rich tassocks and peelie grass 
that abound on their once volcanic fields. 

“The New Zealand wild horse is a 
hard one to break, but once brought un- 
der control he makes a magnificent driy- 
ing or carriage animal. Cheap too. I 
have seen beautiful fourteen hand horses 
sold for fifteen pounds to be used for 
coaches. Breeding with imported stock 
produces a variety such as would be well 
adapted to America. Just now sheep 
Taising is the great industry of the isl- 
and, but I predict a great future for the 
horse trade.”—Chicago News 
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DESPERATE BATTLE 


Between Native Troops and Hos- 
tile Tribes in India. 


SLIGO SURGEONS ARE BUSY, 


As 2a Result of Parnell-McCarthy Fight 
on Sunday—Propositions Embraced in 
the Program of the Workmen's Con- 


gress—Other News from Across the Sea. 


CaLcutta, March 31.—A dispatch from 
Manipur, province of Assam, brings news 
of a disaster to a force of native troops 
there. It seems that James W. Quinton, 
the chief commissioner of Assam, has 
recently been investigating some serious 
troubles which have occurred among the 
native chiefs. Asaresult of his investi- 
gation, the chief commissioner was hold- 
ing aconference with the notabilities of 
Assam with the view of arresting one of 
the prominent chiefs who had been in- 
strumental in deposing the rajah. The 
chief cqgmissioner while pursuing his 
inquiries into the disputes between the 
chiefs occupied @ camp which was gar- 
risoned by a strong force of Goorkhas, 
native infantry in the British service. 
Suddenly this camp was attacked by a 
number of hostile tribes, led by their 
chiefs. A two days’ battle, during which 
some desperate fighting ‘took place, fol- 
lowed the onslaught of the tribesmen. 
The Goorkhas fought most determinedly 
against heavy odds, and according to the 
report 470 of the Goorkhas were killed. 
Seven of the British officers who accom- 
panied the chief commissioner, and that 
official himself, are reported to be missing. 

The news of the massacre was brought 
to Kohima, on the Assam frontier, by two 
Goorkhas who arrived there yesterday. 
The massacre origiuated in afeud between 
the rajah of Manipur and a leading 
tribal chief. The rajah was deposed and 
he appealed tothe viceroy. Mr. Quinton 
was senttosettle the troubles; started 
from the headquarters at Shillong, es- 
corted by the Forty-second and Forty- 
fourth Goorkha light infantry. After 
crossing the frontier Mr. Quinton sum- 
moned the chiefs to a durbar at Manipur 
for the purpose of arresting the rebellious 
chiefs. The tribesmen, pretending to obey 
the summons, mustered in force, and at 
midnight on the day before the day on 
which the durbar was to be held,suddenly 
attacked the camp of Commissioner Quin- 
ton, which lay between Kohima and 
Manipur. 

The attempt to surprise the camp failed 
and the tribesmen were driven back. They 
returned, however, aud kept up the at- 
tack and siege night and day for forty- 
eight hours. Finally the ammunition of 
the Goorkhas gave out and Commissioner 
Quinton was obliged to give the order 
“sauve qui peut.” During the fight at 
the camp scouts were sent out totry to 
communicate with Schillong, but they 
never returned. The Manipur natives 
cut the telegraph wires and killed the 
messengers. Fugitives report that a gen- 
eral massacre followed the taking of the 
camp. 

There is reascn for believing that the 
estimate that 470 were killed is incorrect. 
One account of the affair reports that 
Commissioner Quinton and his staff were 
made prisoners. Another account says 
that Ccl. Skeno, the commander, Com- 
missioner Quinton, with his son and 
daughter, Capt. Boileau and six officers 
were killed, the natives refusing to give 
them quarter. The rebellious tribe is 
famous for cunning, cruelty and bravery. 

Immediately upon receiving the news of 
the disaster the viceroy at Simla sum- 
moned a‘council. Two native regiments 
stationed in Assam have already been 
dispatched to Manipur. The Third Ben- 
galinfantry will start for the scene to- 
morrow. 

The viceroy of Iudia has abandonea his 
tour and hasstarted for Simla. Five reg- 
iments and a mountain battery have been 
ordered to Manipur. 


SLIGO SURGEONS KEPT BUSY. 


Another Row Between Members of Par- 
Mament—Both Sides Canvassing. 


DUBLIN, March 31.—Michael Davitt and 
Mr. Roche, M. P., returned from Sligo to 
Easkey by a circuitous route on Sunday 
night. Mr. Condon immediately called a 
meeting and dared Mr. Davitt to show 
himself. An altercation in the rcad led 
to » scuffle between Messrs. Roche and 
Conway, members of parliament, and the 
pu.ice were obliged to separate the com- 
batants. Mr. Davitt remained in Easkey 
until yesterday afternoon. Quiet has 
prevailed in North Sligo. The McCarthy- 
ites continued their canvass and Mr. Par- 
nell addressed meetings in Tireragh. The 
surgeons of Sligo have been kept busy 
dressing wounds received in Sunday’s 
fights. The mayor has refused to grant 
the use of the town hall to either party. 


WANTS OF WORKMEN. 


Sweepivg Changes Embraced in the Pro- 
positions to Be Submitted. 


PARIS, March 31.—The workmen’s con- 
gress has adopted a program embracing 
the following propositions: That eight 
hours constitute a day’s work; that the 
minimum of wages be fixed; that children 
under 14 be prohibited from working; that 
everybody declared by the workmen’s 
syndicate to be unable to work receive 
public support; that masters be held re- 
sponsible for accidents to workmen; that 
municipal butcher shops, bake houses 
and bazaars be formed; that communes 
be allowed to Lorrow money without con- 
sulting the central government; and 
finally, that every trade organize in readi- 
ness for a general strike to vanquish the 
opposing employers. The Socialist, Alle- 
mane, dominated the congress. 


That Seized Dynamite. 

BRUSSELS, March 381.—The dynamite 
seized by the police of Seraing consists of 
72,000 Nobel cartridges. It is supposed 
that they were stolen from a mill near 
Liege. An investigation has been opened. 
Warrants have been issued for the arrest 
of certain Avarchists.who have disap- 
peared from the village of Ougree since 
the seizure was made. 


Russia and Bulgaria. 

St. PETERSBURG, March 31.—The Rus- 
sian newspapers concur in the opinion 
that the Baltcheff incideut is proof that it 
is necessary for the powers to intervene in 
Bulgaria. The Novoe Vremya declares 
that the time is near at band when the 
duties involved by the Berlin treaty will 
require fulfillment. 


Bad Weather in France. 

PARIS, March 381.—The northeast de- 
partments have been visited by heavy 
snowstorms. The local railways are 
blocked with snow. The mountain road 
in the Vosges is impassable, 


GEN. ROCA WOUNDED. 


Attempt on the Life of the Prime Min- 
ister of Argentine. 


Sr. Lovis, March 31.—A special from 
Buenos Ayres to The Globe-Democrat 
says that the city is greatly excited over 
an attempt made Saturday on the life of 
Gen. Roca, prime minister of the republic. 
After the cabinet meeting, which lasted 
until 5:30 o’clock, Gen. Roca, accompanied 
by afriend, Don Gregora Soler, entered 
his carriage and proceeded on his way 
homeward. As he passed Calle Cangallo, 
asbot was heard, and Gen. Roca at once 
stopped the carriage and said, ‘‘My God, I 
am wounded.” 

A great crowd surrounded the carriage, 
and the police madetwenty arrests, among 
them a boy from 12 to 14 years of age, 
who said he was out of employment, and 
being convinced that Gen. Roca was the 
cause of the ruin of the country, he de- 
cided to kill him. The boy seems to be 
intelligent, but it is believed he was made 
the tool of some of Gen. Roca’s bitter 
enemies. 

Three days ago President Pelligrini re- 
ceived letters warning him that attempts 
would be made on the lives of himself, 
Gen. Roca and Gen. Levelle. The dis- 
patch does not state how badly Gen. Roca 
was hurt. 


Was Hanpibal Hamlin’s Cousin. 

Sr. Louis, March 31.—The remains of 
Emory Livermore, who died at Carthage, 
Mo., March 27, without medical attead- 
ance, were brought here for interment. 
An inquest deveioped the fact that Mr. 
Livermore was a first cousin of Hannibal 
Hamlin. He was bornin Maine 81 years 
age, and during his life was at various 
times engaged as editor and bookkeeper. 
Death was due to senile debility.

To Consummate a Reciprocity 
Treaty with Canada. 


MESSAGES TO THE SIOUX. 


Government's Position Toward the In- 
dian to Be Explained by Agents— 
Direct Tax Claims of Individuals Far- 
nish a Problom for the Treasury De- 


partment to Solve. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—It is known 
here that the hitch in the matter of send- 
ing the Dominion commissioners to 
Washington to negotiate the reciprocity 
treaty is due to two things—first, to the 
inability of the Dominion government and 
Secretary Blaine to come to an agreement 
as to the articles which sball be consid- 
ered; second, that Newfoundland and the 
Dominion have not come to an under- 
standing. Secretary Blaine has not 
changed his position as to natural pro- 
ducts. The only record which he has 
made with respect to any plan of recip- 
rocity with Canada is the letter which he 
wrote to Congressman Baker prior to 
the Canadian election. In that letter he 
took the ground that the proposition 
which was then talked about by Sir John 
Macdonald of partial reciprocity would be 
consiéered. It 1s possible, also, that there 
is another important factor which will in- 
duce the secretary of state to make haste 
slowly. He would like to know with 
whom ke will have to deal in Canada, as 
well as the subjects which are to be 
talked about. 

The information which reaches official 
authority here is that it is not certain 
that Sir John Muc‘onald will control the 
Dominion parliament, and that it is pos- 
sible that the revolt among the Conserva- 
tives will render his tenure so frail that 
the United States will not deem it ex- 
pedient to enter into any negotiation with 
him. It is possible thatthe Dominion 
government maj; be requested to postpone 
the time of sending its commissioners 
here until after parliament shall have as- 
sembled, and an opportunity shall have 
been given to ascertain who will represent 
the people of Canada during the life of 
the present parliament. It is not the 
chief function of the present administra- 
tion at Washington to bolster up the gov- 
ernment of Sir John Macdonald. 

Any treaty which may be entered into 
between the United States and Great 
Britain, relative tothe Dominion or New- 
foundland, is certain to be an instrument 
which will require the ratification of the 
senate. The Dominion does not produce 
the articles, with the single exception of 
hides, which are included in the recip- 
rocity provision of the McKinley bill. The 
administration will of course eudeavor in 
coming to a general adjustment to make 
some definite provisions as to the fish- 
eries. There has been some unofficial 
suggestion from Ottawa that possibly the 
United States may find its opportunity 
now to force the Dominion government to 
better terms with respect to the fisheries. 


UNCLE SAM’S PROMISES, 


Agents WI!l Tell Indians What Will Be 
Dove If They are Geod. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—The commis- 
sioner of Indian affairs has sent to the 
agents at the various Sioux reservations a 
letter giving a synop-is of all existing 
treaties and agreements between the 
Sioux and the government, including tke 
Indian appropriation acts passed during 
the last congress. The commissiouer di- 
rects the agents to state to the Indians 
that Agent Cooper has heen instructed to 


proceed to Pine Ridge and find out 
definitely what persons svffered loss of 


property during the late tronble, and that 
as soon as this information is received the 
$100,000, which covgress appropriated to 
make good these losses, will be paid to 
them. 

They are also directed to exp lain that 
the agents have been requested to report 
to him what Indians are ready and en- 
titled to receive from the government 
cows and otlier stock, and as soon as this 
information is received the stock wili be 
purchased and sent tothem. The Indians 
are also to be told that the superintendent 
of Indian schools is now investigating the 
matter of establishing a large boarding 
school at Rosebud, improving the board- 
ing schools at Pine Ridge and elsewhere 
and locating and building the thirty-day 
schools provided for, and that it is hoped 
that before the opening of the newschool 
year in September all of this work will 
either be completed, or well under way, 
so that they will have next year better 
school facilities than they have ever had. 

The agents are alsoinstructed to inform 
the Indians that probably within the 
next month a commission will be ap- 
pointed to settle the question of a bound- 
ary line between Pine Ridge and Rosebud, 
and that orders have already been given 
for the establishmentof sub-issue stations 
at convenient places. Larger and better 
cattle will also be furnished the Indians. 
The commissioner directs that the agents 
state to the Indians very fully and very 
emphatically that a renewal of the dis- 
turbances will postpone the payment of 
money and the furnishing of supplies. 


FINE POINTS TO SQLVE. 


Difficulties in the Way of Settling Direct 
Tax Claims of Individuals. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—Treasury offi- 
cials ure considering the best method of 
settling the direct tax claims of iudividu- 
ais in those states where the tax was col- 
lected directly by United States officers, 
The act provides thatin such cases the 
money in settlement of direct tax claims 
shall be paid tothe governors of the states 
in trust for the claimants. It so happens, 
however, that the records of these collec- 
tionsare in the custody of the govern- 
ment and that the governors have no rec- 
ord information onthe subject. Several 
ways out of the difficulty have been sug- 
gested, and the one most likély to be 
adopted is forthe governors to appoint 
agents to make transcripts in accordance 
therewith. Under this plan the states 
would be allowed to retain all that por- 
tion of its allotment for which claims 
shall not be presented within six years 
from the date of the passage of the act. 

Applications for their share of the tax 
have been already received from three 
states in which a portion or all of the tax 
was collected by federal officers. These 
are West Virginia, Delaware and North 
Carolina. In the last named state the en- 
tire tax was collected by the government 
directly from the citizens, and the same 
is true of all the other southern states, In 
the case of Delaware and West Virginia 
the tax wascollected partly by the state 
and partly by the government. 


Solid for Parnell. 


CuicaGs, March 31.—James O’ Kelly. 
the chief of the Parnellite delegation, has 
left for Detroit. ‘Our mission,” ~aid he, 
“is already an assured success, notwith- 
standing the reports to the contrary. 
Over thirty meetings have been arranged 
for already, and every day brings us new 
invitations. We will commence about 
April {2 in Philadelphia, taking in all the 
eastern cities and coming westward as far 
as Chicago, where we will have to divide 
up our delegation in order to be able to 
fill our engagements during the next two 
months. The statement that I got a hos- 
tile reception in Lincoln is utterly vith- 
out foundation. I am not at liberty to 
state what took place between President 
Fitzgerald and the other gentlemen I 
met and myself, but it will all come out 
in good time. I am perfectly satisfied 
that our mission will be successful, and 
that the great mass of the Irish here, as 
in Ireland, are solid for Parnell.” 


POOR WAY TO FATTEN PURSES.

CHICAGO, March 31.—An attempt atgjury 
bribing in «$10,000 damage case against 
the Yerkes Cable Street railway was ex- 
posed in Judge McCounell’s court. The 
accused jury tixersare J. J. Hopper and 
M. C. Shannon, two real estate brokers. 
Hopper admitted his guilt, but Shannon 
denied all knowledge of the crime, though 
admitting acquaintance with Hopper and 
having talked with the latter since the 
trial began. It appeared from Hopper’s 
confessior that after Shannon was selected 
as a juror Hopper went to the claim agent 
of thestreet railway company and offered 
to secure a verdict iu favor ofthe com- 
pany or a disagreement for $300. The 
claim agent pretended to accept and had 
Hopper shadowed from the moment he 
left the company’s office. The arrests 
were made just when the jury was retir- 
ing to consider a verdict. 


MAINE’S MILITIA, 


What Gen. Mitchell Says of the Aboli- 
tion of the Brigade Organization. 


BAanGor, Me., March 31.—Gen. H. Le 
Mitchell, the present brigade commander 
of the Maine militia, says that the plan 
toabolish the brigade organization, ac- 
cording to the order pussed iu the legisla- 
ture on Saturday last, will not work well. 
He said: “I knew notaing of the 
new move until after the order 
was passed. 1 know nothing of 
the plans, but I understand that they 
mean to establish four batallions in the 
state, tobe under the command of one 
colonel. That will dispense with the 
services of one of the present colonels and 
his staff. In my opinion the moment that 
this is done it will take two or three years 
to get the militin up to the standard at 
which it rests to-lay. With the excep- 
tion of one in Portland, every company is 
strong and healthy.” 


Covey Skins Free for the Present. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—The treasury 
department has instructed customs offi- 
cers that coney (Asiatic rabbit) skins are 
to be admitted to free entry, pending a 
judicial determination of the question of 
the proper classification of such skins 
under the present tariff Jaw. This is in 
accordance with a long established prac- 
tice. Recently the collector of customs 
ut Boston assessed duty at the rate of 20 
per cent. on an importation of coney skins 
and, being overraled by the board of gen- 
eral appraisersy took an appeal to the 
United States district court. 


Lemcke Doesn’t Want It. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—J. A. Lemcke 
of Indiana, who has been mentioned as 
the probable successor of United States 
Treasurer Huston, has informed the pres- 
ident that his health is so bad that he 
does not desire to be considered in connec- 
tion with that office any longer, especially 
as he has arranged to go abroadin May. 
It is stated at the White House that Mr. 
Huston’s resignation will not be accepted 
until his successor shall have been ap- 
pointed. 


Massachusetts Legislature. 

Boston, March 31.—In the senate,a bill 
Was reported to shorten the hours of labor 
of tour workers in paper mills. The bill 
to restrict liquor sales by druggists was 
debated, but put over withouta vote. In 
the house a bill was reported to incorpor- 
ate a part of Tisbury as the town of West 
Tisbury. The medical registration bill 
was recommitted on a point of order, and 
that to restrict the hours of labor for 
railroad employes was rejected. 


Pour Portugal! 

Lisbon, March 31.—A cabinet crisis is 
threatened. Various rumors are current 
implying the resignation of a portion or 
even of the whole of the ministry.

WEA IHER-CROP BULLETIN, 


Which Will Prove to Be Interestiog 
Reuding to Tillers of the Soil. 
SIGNAL OFFICE, WAR DEPARTMENT, | 

WASHINGTON CITY, March 28. ‘ 

About the normal temperature has pre- 
vailed in all districts east of the Missis- 
sippi and in the regions west of the Rocky 
mountains, while the week has been cold 
over the Rocky mountain districts. 

The temperature for the season, from 
Jan.1 to March 27, is in excess over all 
agricultural districts eastof the Rocky 
mountains, exceptin the west Gulf states. 

In New England, the middle Atlantic 
states, the Ohiovalley and the southern 
states east of the Mississippi, the precip- 
itation exceeded one inch, and in many 
localities within these regions it ranged 
from two to four inches. 

The rainfall for the season has been 
from one-fourth to abalf greater than 
usual over the southern, middle and New 
England states. 

The season continues from one to two 
weeks late generally throughout the 
northern states. Farm work is generally 
retarded on account of snow and cold 
weather in the spring wheat regions, and 
snow and heavy rains in the winter wheat 
regions. 

Excessive rains in the states of the Ohio 
valley, Tennessee and Illinois have re- 
turded plowing and planting, but grow- 
ing crops and fruit are reported in excel- 
lent condition. Indiana aud Kentucky re- 
port grains and grass in fine condition, 
and in Tennessee much corn, oats and po- 
tatoes have been planted. 

States of the lower Mississippi valley 
report farm work well advanced. Exces- 
sive cloudiness and cool nights have been 
unfavorable to early ccrn in the west 
Gulf states. Louisiana reports caue in an 
unusually fine condition. Alabama re- 
ports weather favorable. 

In the south Atlantic states and Vir- 
ginia excessive rains have proved unfavor- 
able. In South Carolina the rice crop is 
in danger trom overflow. 

Reports from the middle Atlantic states 
indicate that the weather has been un- 
favorable for rapid growth, but grains 
and grass are in good condition. In 
New England the weather was unfavora- 
ble for sugar raising.

BIG MINE ON FIRE, 


Concern Employing 500 Hands Doomed 
to Destruction.

Troy, March 31.—All the prepara- 
tions are now completed for the much 
postponed fight for to-vight at the Cribb 
club here. Some of the pool sellers are 
betting even money and others have Dixon 
as the favorite at $100 to $70, with but few 
takers either way: The city is full of 
sporting celebrities from all parts of the 
country, principally from New York and 
Boston. The principals have uot arrived 
here yet, but will be bere in time to weigh 
in at 3. p.m. Police interference is not 
even dreamed of anda it looks as if the 
fight would surely be pulled off. 


A Political Scandal, 

BUFFALO, March 31.—A special to The 
Express from Jamestown, N. Y., says: 
Hiram Smith, Democratic candidate for 
congress in the late election, will contest 
the seat of Warren B. Hooker, who holds 
a certificate of election for representation 
in the Thirty-second district. The charge 
made is that Mr. Hocker procured his 
nomination and election by corruption in 
buying votes in primaries and delegates 
in the convention. 


Will Soon Be Out of Sight. 
HAMILTON, Cal., March 31.—A 
small, fairly bright comet, with a tail 
fifteen minutes long, was discovered by 
Professor E, E. Barnard at the Lick ob- 
servatory. The comet is moving rapidly 
southwards in the direction of the sunl 
deg. a day. This makes the fifteenth comet 
discovered by this observer. Its present 
motion, however, will soon carry it out of 
sight.

MONTREAL, March 31.—A statue of Paul 
de Chomeday Maissonneuve, whofounded 
Montreal in 1642, has arrived from Paris, 
and will be erected by the city in 
the Place d’Armes_ square. Ic is 
made of bronze,is nine feet high and 
costs $10,000. It represents M iisonneuve 
in the attitude of planting a flag. 


A War at an End. 

NEw York, March 31.—A_ special from 
San Francisco to The Tribune says it is 
reported on good authority that an agree- 
ment has been reached here between the 
Spreckelses and the Havemeyers by which 
Claus Spreckels’ long fight against the 
Sugar Trust will soon be ended. 


Refugees Were Ready to Fight. 

Vienna, March 31.—Three hundred and 
fifty Bulgarian refugees, armed with 
Russian and Berdan rifles, were waiting 
in Servian frontier towns in order to 
march on Sofia in the event of the success 
of the Bendereff plot to murder M, Stam- 
buloff.

MANY WOMEN TAKE PART IN IT 


A Big Plant of the Frick Company Mu- 
tilated Almost Beyond Kepair—Strik- 
ers Hold Secret Meetings—Fears That 
the Worst is Yet to Come. 


PITTSBURG, March 31.—The most event- 
ful day in the coke strike closed last even- 
ing rather faverable to the men. The 
labor leaders say no preconcerted attack 
was niade, butin view of the fact that

were raided and thatin the morning the 
operators had decided to resume all 
plants, the talk of accidental raids does 
not go very far. 

At 2 o’clock yesterday morning the 
strains of their favorite band woke all! 
strikers on the road from Scottdale to 
Broadford and in ashort while 1500 men 
fellinto line. The Jimtown plant of the 
H.C. Frick company was reached at 5 
o’clock, when the works were captured 
without a struggle, except the incidental 
disarming of Superiatendent Rosser, 
whose revolver was flunrished in vain. A 
few workers were also struck with stones. 

Some time later a terrific report in the 
direction of the Leisenring works gave a 
warning of trouble there, and thousands 
gathered to witness the work of the first 
bomb exploded by the strikers. The 
shock was felt. for several miles, but its 
only visible effect was the tearing of a 
great hole in front of a non-union work- 
er’s house and the throwing of consider- 
able dirt in the viciuity. It is feared that 
such work is not over with, however. 

After this the workmen at Leisenring 
No. 2 and 3 were chased out of the yards, 
and a few only returned when the excited 
crowd had departed. The few men at the 
Leith works were also driven out, though 
nobody is reported badly injured. Trouble 
is also talked of at the Potter plant, but 
this is denied by the operators. 

The big Moorwood plant of the Frick 
company also contributed more than its 
quota to the cxciting events of the day. 
This plant has been in partial operation 
and has been carefully guarded by depu- 
ties. Some 3000 strikers gathered about 
the place yesterday, however, and swept 
the armed deputies aside as if they had 
been chaff. Not a blow was struck and 
not a shot was fired. as such a move 
would have been fatal to both guards and 
workers in the face of th» 3000 determined 


strikers. After the abandunment of the 
works hy the guards an hour of mad 
wrecking followed. Tracks, doors, and in 
fact everything movable, were torn aul 


wrenched aside by the maddened crowd, 
which only left after the plant had been 
mutilitated beyond in:mediate repair. 

At Uniontown last night, Judge Ewing 
granteda preliminary injunction against 
all men assembling at the Frick works 
not employed by that company, and set 
Saturday for aheariugon the permanent 
injunction. 

Sheriff McCormick, with a number of 
armed deputies,left Uniontown last night 
on arpecial train to arrests the leaders in 
the several raids. Probably the ugliest 
feature of these raids was the number of 
women participating, the most seriously 
injured being Pit Boss Cooper, who was 
struck again and again by an iron barin 
the hands of an infuriated woman. 

Secret meetings were held last night 
by the strikers, who will certainly pre- 
vent the intended resumption. 

The Rochester Lockout. 

RocHESTER, N. Y., March 31.—The ew- 
ting rooms of the clothing manufacturers, 
which have been closed since March 7 on 
account of the lockout, were reopened 
yesterday. Only about 115 of the regular 
force of cutters were put to work. A 
meeting of the cutters and trimmers will 
be held to-day, when it is said the men 
will, as a body, pass resolutions similar to 
those already passed by the employes of 
two firms, denouncing the boycott and 
agreeing to withdraw from the Knights 
of Labor. If this is done the shops will 
probably be opened to all the old men. 


Davitt for the Labor Commission. 

SLIGO, March 31.—Messrs. Davitt and 
Sexton addressed alarge meetingin the 
dark last night from the steps otf the town 
hall. Mr. Sexton announced that Mr. 
Smith, the first lord of the treasury, had
